In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  required  to  notify  and 
warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  town  election  to 
meet  at  their  respective  polling  places,  Precinct  1 in  the  High  School 
Gymnasium,  Precinct  2 in  the  Legion  Hall,  on 

MONDAY,  MARCH  7,  1955 

at  7:30  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  there  and  then  to  bring  in  their  ballots 
for  a Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  one  Assessor, 
one  Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds,  Tree  Warden  and  seven  Constables, 
all  for  one  year; 

One  Selectman,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one 
member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one  Water  Commis- 
sioner, two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner, 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  one  Road 
Commissioner  and  one  Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds,  all  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 


All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The  polls  will  be 
open  at  7:30  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will  remain  open  continuously 
until  8:00  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall  be  closed.

Article  1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and  Com- 
mittees not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 


Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By-Law 
establishing  the  Wage  and  Salary  Classification  Plan,  adopted  March  3, 
1954,  in  any  of  the  following  respects,  and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  purposes  thereof  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto : 


(a)  Amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  of  said  Plan  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing new  classifications  and  wage  and  salary  rates :

and  by  deleting  the  following  previously  existing  classifications  together 
with  the  corresponding  wage  or  salary  rates: 

“Accountant 
“First  Officer 

“Inspection — Bldg.,  Wire,  Oil  Burner 
(Part  time  employment) 

“Librarian 

“Ass’t  Librarian 

“Junior  Librarian 

“Junior  Librarian — part  time” 

(b)  Further  amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  of  said  Plan  by  striking 
out  the  figures  “90”  in  the  classification  “Laborer — probationary”  and 
substituting  “30”,  so  as  to  read: 

“Laborer — Probationary  (first  30  days)  1:15  an  hour” 

(c)  Amend  Article  VI,  Section  1,  by  striking  out  the  words  “ten 
cents  an  hour”  and  substituting  “twenty-five  cents  an  hour,”  so  as  to 
read : 

“Section  1.  An  hourly  rated  employee  (other  than  a police 
or  fire  department  call  man)  required  to  work  between  10  P.  M. 
and  6 A.  M.  because  of  an  emergency  outside  his  regular  work- 
ing hours  shall  be  paid  a premium  of  twenty-five  cents  an  hour 
in  addition  to  his  regular  rate  of  pay.” 

(d)  Further  amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  by  increasing  each  salary 
rate  established  March  3,  1954,  in  the  sum  of  $100  and  each  wage  rate 
then  established  in  the  sum  of  5 cents  an  hour. 
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This  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  the  Personnel 
Board  to  effect  adjustments  needed  to  fit  changing  conditions  in  employ- 
ment of  Town  personnel.  The  recommendations  here  made  by  the  Board 
are  after  consultation  with  the  respective  department  heads.  The  follow- 
ing explanation  in  more  detail  is  offered  by  the  Board : 

“The  substance  of  the  rather  technical  language  of  this 
article  may  be  summarized  as  follows:  (a)  During  the  past 
year,  the  appropriate  Town  officers  determined  to  employ  patrol- 
men in  the  Police  Department  and  a public  health  nurse  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Personnel  Board 
established  classifications  and  salary  ranges  for  these  positions 
on  a temporary  basis  as  shown  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  article. 
They  are  now  submitted  to  the  Town  for  its  approval  on  a per- 
manent basis  as  required  by  the  Wage  and  Salary  Classification 
Plan. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  the  Town  Accountant,  the  Select- 
men employed  a qualified  man  with  long  experience  in  municipal 
government  with  a view  to  his  performing  the  duties  of  both  an 
accountant  and  office  manager.  This  is  a new  position  for  which 
the  Personnel  Board,  after  investigation,  proposed  establishment 
of  the  classification  and  salary  range  shown  above. 

The  changes  in  library  positions  and  salary  scale  result 
from  a prolonged  and  careful  survey  of  the  future  plans  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  and  comparison  of  the  earnings 
received  by  librarians  and  qualified  assistants  in  other  communi- 
ties. They  supplant  the  provisions  originally  included  in  the 
Plan  which  are  no  longer  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  Library  and 
were  established  primarily  for  non-professional  employees. 

The  proposed  change  in  the  “Inspection”  classification 
reflects  the  decision  of  the  Selectmen  to  separate  oil  burner 
inspection  from  other  inspection  duties  and  specifies  the  number 
of  hours  a week  for  which  the  salary  range  is  established.  No 
change  is  made  in  the  number  of  hours  a week  to  be  worked  in 
this  classification  nor  in  the  salary  scale. 

(b)  Experience  demonstrated  that  a 90-day  probationary 
period  was  too  long  for  common  labor.  The  only  effect  of  the 
amendment  is  to  reduce  the  period  to  30  days. 

(c)  The  effect  of  the  amendment  to  Article  VI  of  the  Plan 
is  to  increase  from  10  cents  to  25  cents  the  premium  for  emer- 
gency work  between  10  P.  M.  and  6 A.  M.  It  chiefly  affects 
employees  engaged  in  snowplowing  and,  occasionally,  Water 
Department  employees. 

(d)  After  studying  pay  scales  and  contemplated  increases 
in  neighboring  towns,  as  well  as  wage  changes  in  industry,  the 
Personnel  Board  believes  that  this  proposed  general  increase  is 
fair  and  equitable.  This  increase  has  been  taken  into  account 
in  setting  the  scales  for  the  new  positions  included  in  sub- 
paragraph  (a).” 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  with  the  Personnel  Board  and  recom- 
mends the  approval  of  the  article. 
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Article  4. 


To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes.

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  com- 
pensation of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  as  provided  by  Section  108, 
Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  set  the  effective  date  of  such 
salary  and  compensation. 

It  is  necessary  for  the  Town  to  fix  annually,  the  salary  or  compen- 
sation of  each  elective  officer.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  the  salary  for  elective  officers  be  set  as  indicated  in  the  budget 
and  that  they  be  effective  from  January  1,  1955.  With  respect  to 
the  salary  of  the  Collector,  who  becomes  eligible  for  retirement  during 
his  election  year  and  accordingly  receives  retirement  pay  from  the 
County  retirement  system,  it  is  recommended  that  the  amount  paid  by 
the  Town  from  the  budget  appropriation  be  the  difference  between  the 
retirement  pay  and  the  salary  scheduled. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen:  (1)  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  present  1954  Chevrolet 
Police  car,  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  a new  car;  (2)  to  sell,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  Water  Department’s  present  1954  Chevrolet 
pick-up  truck  and  1954  %-ton  pick-up  truck  in  connection  with  the  pur- 
chase of  two  new  trucks;  (3)  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  the  High 
way  Department’s  present  1941  Chevrolet  pick-up  truck  and  the  1949 
International  4^ -ton  truck;  (4)  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  the 
Cemetery  Department’s  present  1950  Ford  pick-up  truck;  and  (5)  to 
sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  miscellaneous  used  property  in  the  Town 
Hall,  the  funds  for  the  Police  car,  the  Highway  Department  trucks  and 
the  Cemetery  Department  truck  being  provided  for  in  the  budget  of  the 
respective  departments  and  the  funds  for  the  Water  Department  trucks 
being  provided  for  in  Article  8,  or  do  or  act. 

The  sale,  trade-in  or  disposal  of  Town  property  requires  a vote  of 
the  Town.  The  Police  car  and  Water  Department  trucks  are  now  pur- 
chased on  the  basis  of  an  annual  trade  in  and  it  is  expected  that  some  of 
the  equipment  of  other  departments  will  gradually  come  on  to  the  same 
basis. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1955  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  and 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a 
year,  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

This  article  provides  authority  for  temporaiy  borrowings  by  the 
Treasurer  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  tax  revenues  of  the  current 
year.

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  sums  of  money  for 
the  Water  Department,  determine  whether  the  money  shall  be  provided 
for  by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  by  taxation 
and/or  by  borrowing,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


The  sums  of  money  required  under  this  article  are  as  follows : 


(1)  Water  Coupon  Notes,  Bonds  and  Registered  Notes  — 

Maturing  in  1955  — Payment  of  Principal  $17,000.00 

(2)  Water  Coupon  Notes,  Bonds  and  Registered  Notes  —

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article  and 
recommends  that  there  be  transferred  from  “ Water  Available  Surplus” 
the  sum  of  $89,460  and  that  the  sum  of  $15,000  be  borrowed. 


Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  Chapter  90 
roads,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which  may 
be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or  both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work 
to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Commissioners,  or  take 
any  action  in  relation  thereto. 


Last  year,  the  reconstruction  of  Old  Sudbury  Road  was  begun,  but 
the  work  was  delayed  by  the  hurricanes.  It  is  contemplated  that  the 
Highway  Department  will  resume  construction  under  last  year’s  contract 
and  that  an  additional  section  of  the  road  will  be  added  to  the  job. 

The  Finance  Committee  continues  to  feel  that  this  program  should 
be  supported.  Under  this  article  the  Finance  Committee  recommends 
the  appropriation  of  $3,750  to  be  matched  by  $3,750  by  the  County  and 
$7,500  by  the  State,  making  a total  of  $15,000  for  the  job. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  article. 
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Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  the  existing 
bridges  on  Old  Sudbury  Road  under  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws, 
said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  to  be  allotted  by 
the  State  or  County,  or  both,  for  this  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

This  article  contemplates  the  construction  of  a new  bridge  across 
the  Sudbury  River  on  Old  Sudbury  Road,  together  with  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  a stretch  of  causeway  on  the  Wayland  side  of  the  bridge.  The 
building  of  the  bridge  and  causeway  will  eliminate  the  hazards  of  the 
present  narrow  and  winding  road  over  the  old  bridges  to  Sudbury.  For 
its  historical  value,  the  stone  arch  bridge  on  the  Wayland  side,  together 
with  the  approach,  is  to  be  left  standing,  but  the  road  beyond  the  bridge 
will  be  discontinued. 

The  proposal  made  by  the  State  is  that  it  will  assume  70%,  the 
County  20%,  Sudbury  4%,  and  Wayland  6%  of  the  cost,  the  total  of 
which  is  currently  estimated  at  some  $160,000  to  $200,000.  This  will 
result  in  Wayland’s  share  amounting  to  somewhere  between  $9,600  and 
$12,000. 


The  Finance  Committee  recognizes  that,  following  the  new  construc- 
tion, the  State  will,  in  all  probability,  shift  the  designation  of  Route  27 
from  its  present  location  to  the  new  bridge  and  Old  Sudbury  Road.  This 
will  mean  a doubling  of  the  traffic,  not  only  over  Old  Sudbury  Road, 
but  also  the  doubling  of  traffic  through  Wayland  Center.  The  Finance 
Committee  feels,  nevertheless,  that,  in  the  interest  of  avoiding  future 
accidents  and,  in  view  of  the  favorable  financial  arrangements,  the 
project  should  be  adopted  by  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  approval  of  the 
article  and  the  appropriation  of  $12,000. 


Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  various  convey- 
ances, gifts,  and  devises  to  the  Town,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

This  is  the  regular  article  which  provides  an  opportunity  for  the 
Town  to  accept  various  gifts  and  conveyances.  There  are  a number  of 
items  which  the  Town  Counsel  will  propose  to  the  Town  in  this  connection. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a new  Town  Office  Build- 
ing, including  facilities  for  the  Fire  Department,  on  land  owned  by  the 
Town  in  Wayland  Center  and  for  which  the  Town  originally  appro- 
priated funds  for  plans  and  specifications  at  the  Special  Meeting  held  on 
December  8,  1954,  and  for  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  said 
building;  determine  whether  the  money  shall  be  provided  for  by  appro- 
priation from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  by  taxation,  and/or  by 
borrowing;  authorize  the  Committee  appointed  in  accordance  with  the 
vote  in  Article  1 of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  December  8,  1954,  to

construct,  equip  and  furnish  said  building  and  to  enter  into  necessary 
contracts  and  agreements  therefor;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

As  indicated  in  the  article,  the  Town  has  authorized  preparation  of 
plans  and  specifications  for  a new  Town  Office  building  and  Fire  Station 
to  be  located  in  Wayland  Center  on  land  formerly  provided  for  that 
purpose.  This  article  calls  for  an  appropriation  of  funds  for  actual 
construction  and  equipping  of  the  building. 

The  new  building  would  be  scheduled  to  provide  quarters  for  the 
Selectmen,  Town  Accountant,  Assessors,  Town  Clerk,  Collector,  Treas- 
urer, Water  Department  Clerk,  Building  and  Plumbing  Inspectors,  the 
Planning  Board,  Cemetery  Commissioners,  Park  Commissioners  and 
Civilian  Defense,  as  well  as  others  who  are  operating  from  private 
residences.  It  would  also  provide  adequate  hearing  room  space.  The 
extreme  need  for  the  improvement  in  centralized  administrative  facilities 
for  the  Town  has  long  been  obvious.  The  present  Town  Hall  is  inade- 
quate and  is  not  suitable  for  remodelling.  The  Wayland  Center  Fire 
Department  should  be  housed  at  the  earliest  possible  date  in  fireproof 
quarters. 

As  previously  indicated,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the 
Town  can  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  necessary  building  by 
easing  up  on  ordinary  capital  expenditures  for  a period  of  about  two 
years.  It  proposes  that  the  cost  should  be  met  partly  by  use  of  excess 
and  deficiency  funds,  partly  through  the  current  rate  and  partly  through 
short-term  borrowing,  not  to  exceed  two  or  three  years.  The  Finance 
Committee  feels  that  the  overall  long-term  borrowing  power  of  the  Town 
should  be  reserved  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  Water  Department  and 
the  School  Department,  both  of  which  face  steady  expansion  programs 
with  the  rapid  increase  in  population.  The  Finance  Committee  will  make 
its  detailed  recommendation  with  respect  to  the  financing  at  the  time  of 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Building  Committee,  appointed  under  Article  19  of  the  Warrant  for  the 
1947  Annual  Town  Meeting,  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  building 
plans  and  specifications  for  a new  elementary  school;  and  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose 
of  employing  an  architect  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
school,  including  a provision  for  such  road,  water  and  other  developments 
within  and  beyond  the  site  which  are  related  to  the  school  building;  and 
for  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  Committee. 

This  article  calls  for  an  appropriation  for  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  for  a new  elementary  school.  The  Special  School  Build- 
ing Committee  estimates  that  it  will  need  $25,000  for  the  purpose.  This 
report  is  being  written  in  January,  prior  to  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to 
be  held  in  February,  at  which  meeting  the  Town  is  to  consider  the  pur- 
chase of  sites  for  elementary  schools. 

Contingent  upon  the  Town’s  authorizing  the  acquisition  of  a site  for 
the  center  part  of  the  Town,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  the 
approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $25,000. 
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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public  town 
ways,  and  to  construct,  the  roads  known  as  (a)  Springhill  Road,  (b) 
Lee  Road,  (c)  Wheelock  Road,  from  Lee  Road  for  a distance  of  about 
873  feet,  (d)  Glover  Road,  or  a portion  or  portions  thereof,  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town 
Clerk,  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  necessary 
land  (including  easements  for  drainage)  by  purchase,  gift,  eminent 
domain  or  otherwise,  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the 
acquisition  of  such  land,  the  construction  of  such  ways,  and  for  other 
costs  in  connection  therewith,  with  betterments  to  be  assessed  under 
Chapter  80  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

This  and  the  following  four  articles  deal  with  proposals  for  road 
construction  and  water  installation  under  the  Betterment  Act.  They 
involve  a total  expenditure  of  $31,100,  one-half  of  which  would  be 
recoverable  over  a period  of  ten  years  through  betterment  assessments. 
The  abutters  have  complied  with  all  the  preliminary  steps.  The  Finance 
Committee  has  regularly  favored  betterment  jobs,  feeling  that  where  the 
owners  were  willing  to  pay  a portion  of  the  cost,  the  Town  should  pay 
the  remainder  and  be  willing  to  advance  the  owners’  share  against  sub- 
sequent repayment.  In  the  face  of  the  increased  budget  and  the  necessity 
of  providing  funds  for  the  Chapter  90  Sudbury  River  Bridge,  the  plans 
for  a new  school,  the  rescue  truck  and  the  Town  Office  Building,  the 
Finance  Committee  feels  a portion  of  the  proposed  betterments  should  be 
deferred. 


* * * * 

This  particular  article,  No.  14,  calls  for  betterment  work  on  four 
roads:  (1)  Springhill  Road,  820  feet  with  13  houses,  no  remaining 
vacant  lots:  (2)  Lee  Road,  1170  feet  with  6 houses,  6 vacant  lots  (all 
condemned  for  drainage  reasons) ; (3)  Wheelock  Road,  850  feet  with 
9 houses,  2 vacant  lots;  (4)  Glover  Road,  660  feet  with  2 houses,  4 
vacant  lots  (all  condemned  for  drainage  reasons).  The  total  road  and 
engineering  costs  on  the  combined  project  come  to  $17,650.  The  Spring- 
hill Road  section  which  serves  as  an  entrance  for  the  entire  area  would 
cost  $4,600.  Its  completion  would  represent  a substantial  start  on  the 
job.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  only  the  acceptance  of  Spring- 
hill Road  at  this  time  and  the  postponement  of  any  action  respecting  the 
remaining  roads  covered  by  this  article. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $4,600  for 
the  Springhill  Road  Section. 


Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public  town 
way  and  to  construct  the  road  known  as  “Valley  View  Road,”  or  a 
portion  or  portions  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  (including  easements  for 
drainage)  by  purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain  or  otherwise;  to  appro- 
priate and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  such  land,  the 
construction  of  such  ways,  and  for  other  costs  in  connection  therewith, 
with  betterments  to  be  assessed  under  Chapter  80  of  the  General  Laws, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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This  article,  No.  15,  calls  for  betterment  work  on  Valley  View  Road 
for  775  feet  and  a turning  circle  with  10  houses  and  2 vacant  building 
lots.  The  total  road  and  engineering  cost  would  come  to  $4,600. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article. 


Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water  pipes  and 
hydrants  in  Valley  View  Road,  or  in  any  portion  thereof,  and  to  appro- 
priate a sum  of  money  for  the  expenses  thereof  and  determine  how  the 
money  shall  be  raised  and  authorize  such  sum  or  any  portion  thereof, 
to  be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under  the  preced- 
ing article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  calls  for  necessary  work  on  the  water  line  in  Valley 
View  Road  in  connection  with  the  road  work  outlined  in  the  previous 
article.  The  total  expense  would  come  to  $700. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article. 


Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public 
town  way  and  to  construct  the  road  known  as  “Peck  Avenue,”  or  a 
portion  or  portions  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  (including  easements  for 
drainage)  by  purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain  or  otherwise;  to  appro- 
priate and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  such  land,  the 
construction  of  such  ways,  and  for  other  costs  in  connection  therewith, 
with  betterments  to  be  assessed  under  Chapter  80  of  the  General  Laws, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article,  No.  17,  calls  for  betterment  work  on  Peck  Avenue  for 
1,100  feet  with  12  houses  and  3 vacant  building  lots.  The  total  road  and 
engineering  cost  would  come  to  $6,750. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article. 


Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water  pipes  and 
hydrants  in  the  way  named  “Peck  Avenue,”  or  in  any  portion  thereof, 
and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  expenses  thereof  and  deter- 
mine how  the  money  shall  be  raised  and  authorize  such  sum,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  to  be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed 
under  the  preceding  article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  calls  for  the  necessary  work  on  the  water  line  in  Peck 
Avenue  in  connection  with  the  road  work  outlined  in  the  previous  article, 
including  the  relocation  of  one  hydrant,  the  installation  of  a new  hydrant 
and  the  lowering  and  insulating  of  a portion  of  the  water  line.  The 
total  expense  would  come  to  $1,400. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article. 


Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public  town 
way  the  roads  known  as  “Cole”  and  “Davelin”  Roads,  or  a portion  or 
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portions  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on 
plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  acquire  by  eminent  domain,  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise  said  way,  or 
any  portion  or  portions  thereof,  including  easements  for  drainage;  to 
raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  said  way 
and  easements,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  calls  for  the  acceptance  of  1,600  feet  of  Davelin  Road 
and  460  feet  of  Cole  Road,  both  recently  built.  The  installation  of  the 
water  line,  the  building  of  the  road  and  the  surfacing  of  the  road  have 
been  completed  by  the  developer  according  to  Town  specifications  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article. 


Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public  ways, 
the  following  roads,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  portion  thereof,  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town 
Clerk;  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  any  necessary 
land  or  interests  therein  by  deed  or  gift  and/or  by  eminent  domain; 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  such  acquisition  by 
eminent  domain;  without  any  appropriation  of  money  for  further  con- 
struction of  any  of  said  roads,  under  the  Betterment  Act  or  otherwise; 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto,  the  roads  above  referred  to  being 
the  following : 

Woodridge  Road  from  Fox  Meadow  Lane  to  the  easterly  end 
of  the  portion  of  Woodridge  Road  shown  on  the  plan  entitled 
“Section  B of  Subdivision  of  Woodridge  No.  7 in  Wayland, 
Mass.”  dated  April  18,  1952  by  Charles  H.  Stimpson,  Jr.,  Civil 
Engineer,  recorded  with  Middlesex  South  District  Deeds. 

High  Rock  Road  from  Woodridge  Road  to  the  temporary 
circle  near  the  southerly  end  of  High  Rock  Road  shown  on  the 
plan  entitled  “Resubdivision  Plan  of  part  of  Woodridge  No.  7 
in  Wayland,  Mass.”  dated  September  7,  1954  by  William  J. 
Ford,  Jr.,  Civil  Engineer,  recorded  with  Middlesex  South  Dis- 
trict Deeds, 

or  do  or  act. 

This  article  calls  for  the  acceptance  of  3,100  feet  of  Woodridge  Road 
from  Fox  Meadow  Lane  easterly  and  of  2,100  feet  of  High  Rock  Road 
from  Woodridge  Road  to  its  present  temporary  end.  The  installation  of 
the  water  line,  the  building  of  the  road  and  the  surfacing  of  the  road 
have  been  completed  by  the  developer  according  to  Town  specifications 
at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article. 


Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  or  assess  a sum  of 
money  for  the  purchase  of  an  all-purpose  emergency  utility  truck  for  the 
use  of  the  Civilian  Defense  and  Fire  Departments,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  was  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  our  Civilian  Defense 
Department  and  carries  the  endorsement  of  the  Fire  Department.  It 
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contemplates  the  purchase  of  a standard  rescue  truck,  built  to  federal 
government  specifications  and  carrying  all  sorts  of  rescue  equipment, 
including  a resuscitator,  generator,  cutting  torches,  jacks,  saws,  pumps, 
radio  and  floodlights.  While  the  purchase  is  being  especially  urged  by 
the  Civilian  Defense  Department,  the  truck  is  standard  equipment  for  a 
fire  department  and  may  be  used  by  that  department  when  and  if  it  is  no 
longer  required  for  civilian  defense.  The  truck  and  its  equipment  can 
be  purchased  for  about  $10,000.  The  State  and  Federal  governments 
will  contribute  one-half  of  the  cost,  leaving  a net  cost  to  the  Town  of 
$5,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article 
and  the  appropriation  of  $5,000. 


Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  use  by 
the  Cemetery  Department  for  burial  purposes  of  Lots  1,  2,  3,  4 as  shown 
on  “Plan  of  Land  in  Wayland,  Mass,  dated  January  3,  1955  by  Everett 
M.  Brooks,  Co.”,  or  do  or  act. 

Within  recent  years,  Lots  2,  3 and  4 were  purchased  for  the 
Cemetery  Department  from  Blanche  D.  Schleicher  and  Bessie  G.  Trimble 
to  enlarge  the  Lakeview  Cemetery.  Lot  1 represents  that  portion  of  the 
land  which  was  originally  acquired  from  the  Lupien  Estate  by  the  Park 
Department  and  is  adjacent  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery  on  the  north. 
The  necessary  steps  have  been  taken  through  the  Legislature  to  permit 
the  transfer  from  the  Park  Department  to  the  Cemetery  Department  of 
this  particular  piece.  A Town  vote  is  necessary  to  authorize  the  Cemetery 
Department  to  use  these  lots  for  burial  purposes. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  acquisition  by 
purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain,  or  otherwise,  of  any  or  all  of  the  follow- 
ing land,  located  on  Bent  Avenue,  George  Street  and  Cottage  Road: 

Lots  1-39;  42-69;  74-79;  84-91  and  108-115  of  Dudley 
Lake  Shores  Section  B 

to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  in  the  process  of  working  out  a report 
on  this  project  and  will  make  its  recommendations  at  the  Town  Meeting 
on  this  and  the  following  article. 


Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  disposition  by 
public  or  private  sale,  or  by  exchange,  of  its  interest,  if  any,  in  any  of 
the  following  parcels  of  land: 

Lots  1-39,  42-69  ;74-79;  and  84-91  Dudley  Lake  Shores 
Section  B 

See  Article  23  for  the  Finance  Committee  recommendations  on  this 
article. 
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Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  mosquito  control  to  be  expended  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Health,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  4,  1953,  under  Article 
25,  a special  committee  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  making  a study 
of  the  desirability  and  practicability  of  mosquito  control  in  the  Town. 
The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  make  no  appro- 
priation until  the  report  of  that  committee  is  available. 

The  Finance  Committee  will,  therefore,  not  be  in  a position  to  make 
its  recommendations  to  the  Town  until  it  has  had  an  opportunity  to 
study  the  report. 


Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a special  com- 
mittee to  make  a study  of  and  make  recommendations  on  the  preparation 
of  the  Town  Report,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.' 

The  article  contemplates  the  appointment  of  a committee  to  look 
into  the  content,  form  and  distribution  of  the  Town  Report.  This  entire 
matter  is  one  which  the  Finance  Committee  feels  merits  a full  study. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 


Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a committee  to 
study  and  to  report  to  the  Town  on  the  desirability  and  practicability  of 
establishing  kindergartens  in  the  Wayland  school  system,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  is  inserted  in  the  Warrant  at  the  request  of  a number 
of  persons  identified  with  the  Parent-Teachers  Association.  It  calls  for 
the  appointment  of  a committee  to  make  a study  of  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a kindergarten  in  the  Wayland  school  system. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a committee  to  study 
the  recreational  facilities  of  the  Town,  and  make  recommendations  to 
the  Town  with  respect  thereto. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  4,  1953,  under  Article 
19,  a special  committee  was  appointed  for  the  purposes  outlined  in  this 
article.  The  committee  has  made  one  preliminary  report  and  is  con- 
tinuing its  study. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  sympathetic  with  the  objectives  of  the 
article,  feels  that  the  study  should  be  made  and  suggests  that  the  pro- 
ponents of  the  article  confer  with  the  existing  committee. 


Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
by  amending  the  provisions  relative  to  the  removal  of  sand,  loam,  and 
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gravel;  to  amend  the  Town  By-Laws  by  forbidding  or  regulating  such 
removal;  or  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

This  and  the  following  two  articles  were  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by 
the  Planning  Board.  They  cover  zoning  matters  on  which  the  Planning 
Board  will  have  held  public  hearings  and  will  make  reports  to  the  Town 
at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
by  amending  the  provisions  relative  to  Business  Zones;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board  under  this  article. 


Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Building 
Code  by  regulating  construction  upon  filled  land,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board  under  this  article. 


Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Wiring 
Rules  of  the  Town  of  Wayland. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  3,  1954,  a committee 
was  appointed  to  revise  the  Wiring  Rules  of  the  Town.  This  article  is 
inserted  to  give  the  Town  the  opportunity  to  pass  on  the  report  which 
that  committee  will  make  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  be  guided  by 
the  report  of  the  Special  Committee. 


Article  33.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations  made  under  the 
foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  will  make  its  recommendations  under  this 
article  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 


And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  copies 
thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post  Office  in  Town 
and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven  days,  at  least,  before  the 
time  of  holding  said  election.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  annually  renders  to  the  Town  an  accounting 
of  its  use  of  the  “Reserve  Fund”  during  the  previous  year.  For  1954, 
the  appropriation  for  the  “Reserve  Fund”  was  $15,000.  There  was 
expended  from  the  Fund  the  following  amounts:  Selectmen:  Expense  — 
Civilian  Defense,  $1,919.50;  Selectmen:  Hurricane  Co-ordinator,  $547.40; 
Fire  Department  — Expense,  $2,889.82;  Highway  Department  — Garage 
Repairs,  $516.02;  Snow  Removal,  $2,042.80;  Park  Department,  $1,030.00; 
and  Purchase  of  Land  in  Riverview,  $1,550.00.  These  items  together 
aggregate  $10,495.54.  There  were  21  other  accounts  of  less  than  $500.00 
aggregating  $3,240.34.  The  unexpended  balance  remaining  in  the  account 
as  of  December  31,  1954,  was  $1,264.12. 

There  is  a present  balance  in  the  “Overlay  Surplus”  of  $16,331.01 
which  has  been  accumulating  over  a period  of  years.  In  view  of  the 
heavy  capital  expenditures  proposed  for  1955,  The  Finance  Committee 
feels  justified  in  recommending  to  the  Town  that  the  full  amount  of  its 
“Reserve  Fund”  be  provided  for  by  transfer  from  this  account.  The 
“Overlay  Surplus”  may  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  and  the  transfer 
of  $15,000.00  is,  therefore,  entirely  appropriate. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  concerned  by  the  steady  increase  in  the 
Town’s  expenses,  but  it  feels  that,  for  the  most  part,  the  increase  is 
brought  on  by,  and  as  a direct  result  of,  the  growth  in  the  population. 
By  the  time  of  the  Town  Meeting,  the  preliminary  1955  State  Census 
figure  will  be  available,  but,  in  the  interim,  the  following  figures  of

Such  amounts  as  will  have  been  appropriated  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  February  9,  1955,  and  which  have  not  been  provided  for 
through  borrowing,  will  be  charged  against  the  1955  tax  rate,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  budget  and  the  articles  outlined  above.  The  increase  in 
expenditures,  as  provided  for  in  the‘  budget  and  articles  and  at  the 
Special  Meeting  will  inevitably  bring  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  for  the 
year  1955  and  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  this  should  be  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that: 

All  employees  in  the  Town  Office  Building,  other  than  elected  officials 
and  those  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  come  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Office  Manager,  and  that  he  be  charged  with  the  operation 
of  the  Town  Office  Building  and  equipment; 

The  operation  of  the  dumps  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway 
Department ; 

The  money  from  Dog  Taxes  be  allocated  in  its  entirety  to  the 
Library-Expense  account; 

The  Public  Health  and  the  School  Nurse  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Health  Department; 

The  work  on  Assessors’  Maps  continue  to  be  done  under  the  joint 
supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Assessors; 

The  supervision  of  the  jobs  of  street  numbering  and  the  appropria- 
tion therefor  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Planning  Board; 

The  gift  to  the  Library,  acceptance  of  which  is  provided  for  under 
Article  11,  be  made  available  for  expenditures  along  with  other  amounts 
appropriated  by  the  Town  under  the  budget  for  general  expenses  of  the 
Library; 

The  Tax  Collector  continue  to  act  as  collector  for  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, that  he  be  directed  to  charge  fees  for  demands  on  overdue  water 
bills  and  that  the  sum  so  collected  be  credited  by  the  Collector  to  the 
Water  Department; 


The  number  of  hours  per  work  week  be  set  at  48  for  the  Water 
Department  and  at  44  for  the  Highway  Department;

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  — 1954 


With  the  election  of  Mr.  Frank  S.  Tarr  at  the  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  by  electing  Mr.  John  W. 
Leavitt  as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Frank  S.  Tarr  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Roger  P. 
Stokey  was  reappointed  as  Town  Counsel  and  Mr.  Edward  N.  Perry  was 
reappointed  as  Secretary  to  the  Board.  The  regular  appointments,  as 
required  by  statute,  have  been  made,  and  these  appear  in  the  list  of 
Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

During  1954  the  Board  held  all  its  regular  meetings,  many  special 
meetings,  plus  many  public  hearings.  The  Board  issued  176  licenses 
during  the  year,  and  received  over  $9,000.00  from  this  source.  These 
funds  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  following  were  drawn  during  the  year  to  serve  as  jurors:

After  bids  were  publicly  accepted  and  opened  by  the  Board  of 
Health  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  C.  O.  Baker  was  awarded  the 
Garbage  Contract  for  the  year. 

In  January  of  1954,  the  Board,  together  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Allen  Fund,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  met  and  disbursed  the 
income  earned  by  the  Charitable  Funds. 

The  report  of  the  annual  audit  by  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  is  on  file  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Town  during  the  year  suffered  extensive  damage  from  both 
hurricanes.  At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  application  has 
been  made  to  the  Commonwealth  for  qualified  reimbursement  for  funds 
expended. 

Public  hearings  have  been  held  on  several  betterments  for  streets 
and  recommendations  will  be  forthcoming  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  Board  of  Health  has  held  several 
condemnation  hearings  during  the  year  and  have  made  their  decisions 
accordingly. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  growth  of  the  town  and  the  added  increase 
in  the  volume  of  business  transacted  in  the  Town  Hall,  it  became 
evident  that  additional  space  would  be  needed  for  the  efficient  operation 
of  our  Town  Offices.  At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  funds  were  appro- 
priated for  the  plans  and  specifications  for  this  new  Town  Office  Building. 

As  the  Town  grows,  naturally  the  number  of  voters  will  grow, 
therefore,  it  appears  probable  that  additional  voting  facilities  will 
become  necessary  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  requested  an  article  for  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  to  appoint  a committee  to  recommend  a procedure  for 
the  preparation  and  printing  of  our  Town  Report. 

Mr.  John  F.  Pelletier  was  appointed  as  a Patrolman  of  the  Wayland 
Police  Department  during  the  year.  After  considerable  deliberation,  it

was  decided  that  our  Patrolmen  could  qualify  as  a member  of  our  Police 
Force  by  attending  a State  Police  School  at  the  Framingham  Barracks, 
Framingham,  Massachusetts. 

During  1954  the  Town  lost  one  of  its  leading  citizens  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  Mr.  Charles  Mathews.  Mr.  William  S. 
Lewis  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

The  Board  feels  that  action  should  be  taken  very  soon  to  provide 
parking  facilities  in  the  Legion  Hall  area.  It  is  our  feeling  that  the 
area  behind  the  new  Fire  Station  Building  in  Cochituate  could  be  cleared 
and  used  as  a municipal  parking  area. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Dorothy  Harrington  for 
the  efficient  discharge  of  her  duties  as  Town  Accountant  for  the  past 
several  years.  It  was  with  deep  regret  that  her  resignation  was  accepted. 
On  November  15,  1954  Mr.  Norman  Taylor  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  Town  officials  and  employees  for 
their  splendid  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  We  would  also  like  to 
thank  all  committees  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Town  during  the 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 
For  the  Year  1954 


We  deeply  regret  the  death  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Charles 
W.  Mathews,  on  July  15,  1954. 

Mr.  Mathews  was  a lifelong  resident  of  the  Town.  He  was  first 
elected  as  Assessor  in  1940  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1947.  His 
invaluable  knowledge  of  the  Town  and  of  the  Board  have  been  greatly 
missed.  William  S.  Lewis  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Mathews.  The  Board  was  then  reorganized,  with  Mr.  George 
C.  Lewis  as  Chairman. 

The  work  of  the  board  was  substantially  greater  in  1954  than  in  any 
previous  year.  This  resulted  from  three  circumstances: — 

1.  The  rapid  growth  of  Wayland  has  added  to  the  number  of  lots 
and  buildings  to  be  assessed. 

2.  The  number  of  transfers  on  existing  properties  has  continued  to 
increase. 

3.  The  general  level  of  Real  Estate  values  has  continued  to  rise, 
requiring  revaluation  of  many  properties  to  keep  in  line  with 
the  “fair  market  value”  on  which  the  statutes  say  any  assess- 
ments must  be  based. 

The  Permanent  Card  System  instituted  by  the  Assessors  in  1951  is 
now  substantially  completed,  with  a separate  card  for  each  property  in 
the  Town,  giving  such  information  as  size,  age  of  buildings,  number  of 
rooms,  etc.  as  is  available  and  a chronological  record  of  assessments  of 
the  property.  This  year  the  board  started  work  on  its  set  of  tax  maps 
showing  valuations.  As  time  permits,  these  maps  will  be  brought  to 
completion  showing  the  value  of  each  lot  and  building  in  each  section  of 
the  Town,  thus  allowing  for  comparison  and  equalization  in  a given  area. 

Below  are  the  figures  showing  the  trend  in  total  valuation  during 
recent  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  increase  in  valuation  during  the 
past  5 years  was  over  four  times  greater  than  the  increase  in  the  pre- 
ceding 5 years  from  1944  to  1949

Howard  S.  Russell,  Moderator: — 

The  Moderator  was  duly  sworn  in  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Assistant  Moderator,  Mr.  William  A.  Loker,  was  sworn  in  by 
the  Moderator,  as  were  the  eight  persons,  who  checked  in  the  citizens  at 
the  door. 

Pursuant  to  the  Warrant,  dated  February  1,  1954,  and  signed  by 
Gerald  Henderson,  John  W.  Leavitt  and  William  A.  Loker,  Selectmen, 
service  and  return  of  said  Warrant  having  been  duly  made  by  Constable, 
Thomas  Francis  Linnehan,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland 
met  this  day;  and  at  7:45  P.  M.  the  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to 
order,  declared  a quorum  to  be  present,  and  the  meeting  proceeded  to 
transact  the  following  business : 


Article  1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Mr.  John  W.  Leavitt,  Chairman,  read  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  to  Study  the  Question  of  a Full-time  Fire  Department.  The 
committee  did  not  recommend  establishment  of  a full-time  fire  depart- 
ment at  this  time.  But  it  had  worked  out  an  alternative  arrangement 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Natick  Fire  Department  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for  24-hour  coverage,  which 
the  Town  otherwise  would  not  enjoy  under  the  expected  telephone  change- 
over to  a dial  system  in  both  precincts. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted  unanimously:  To  accept  the  report  of  this  Committee  with  its 

recommendation  as  read. 

Mr.  John  A.  Brownell,  Chairman,  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Establishment  of  Electric  Power  Manufacture,  etc.  As  in  the  previous 
year,  the  Committee  reported  that,  although  Wayland  electric  power 
rates  were  excessively  high,  due  to  the  existing  monopoly  in  this  public 
utility,  it  still  would  not  be  practical  to  manufacture,  or  purchase  for 
distribution,  such  power  because  of  the  limited  size  of  our  town.  It 
would  be  more  practical,  however,  in  the  event  that  our  daytime  power 
load  should  be  increased  to  a substantial  degree,  for  example  by  rezoning 
to  admit  industrial  use  in  Wayland  of  electrical  power. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted  unanimously:  To  accept  the  report  of  this  Committee  with 

its  recommendations,  as  read. 

Mr.  Norman  G.  Fair  read  the  report  of  the  Moderator’s  Committee 
to  Study  the  Establishment  of  a Regional  Health  System. 
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This  Committee  had  met  with  representatives  from  neighboring 
towns  to  exchange  ideas  on  the  question.  The  State  law,  requiring  that 
Regional  Health  Unions  be  formed  in  towns  under  35,000  population, 
was  amended  in  July,  1953,  making  the  law  permissive  instead  of  com- 
pulsory. This  Committee  felt  that  the  towns  in  the  Wayland  area  should 
postpone  such  concerted  effort  because: 

1. )  The  public  was  not  sufficiently  informed  in  the  matter; 

2. )  Our  town’s  contribution  to  the  venture  would  not,  at  present, 
meet  the  minimum  requirements  as  to  finances,  personnel  or  time; 

3. )  It  could  not  be  known,  at  this  time,  to  what  extent  the  Par- 
menter  Health  Center,  now  under  construction,  would  fulfill  the  health 
needs  of  the  Town. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted  unanimously:  To  accept  the  Committee’s  report  with  the 

recommendations  therein,  as  read. 

Mr.  John  C.  Quinn  read  the  Report  of  the  Water  Fluoridation  Com- 
mittee. The  Committee  felt  that,  while  their  study  had  been  careful 
and  comprehensive,  it  could  not  surely  say  that  the  advantages  would 
outweigh  the  doubts.  There  was  the  further  question  of  whether 
fluoridation  of  the  town  water  system  would  constitute  enforced  medical 
treatment.  The  Committee  felt  that  its  existence  should  be  continued, 
for  further  study  of  the  question,  giving  time  and  opportunity  to  acquire 
useful  statistics  through  possible  cooperation  with  the  proposed  Par- 
menter  Health  Center  and  the  State  Division  of  Dental  Health,  the 
Committee  to  report  its  further  findings  and  recommendations  at  a sub- 
sequent town  meeting. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  To  accept  the  report  of  this  Committee  as  read,  with  its 

recommendations;  that  the  Committee  be  continued  in  existence  and 
that  it  report  to  the  Town  at  a later  meeting. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Bertelsen  read  the  report  of  the  Moderator’s  Committee 
to  Study  Mosquito  Control.  The  Committee  felt  that  an  effective  pro- 
gram would  require  drainage,  spraying  and  oiling,  to  be  conducted  in 
cooperation  with  all  surrounding  towns.  The  Committee  recommended 
and  requested  that  it  be  continued  in  existence  in  order  that  it  might 
further  develop  and  perfect  constructive  plans  toward  such  a program, 
final  recommendations  to  be  given  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  To  accept  the  report  of  this  Committee,  with  its  recom- 

mendations, as  read. 

Mr.  Harvey  C.  Newton  spoke  briefly  for  the  School  Site  Committee, 
which  was  shortly  to  be  reactivated,  after  the  work  of  previous  months 
on  the  new  elementary  school  currently  under  construction. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  this  Committee  be  continued  in  existence  for  further 

study  of  School  Site  needs. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  Recreation  Committee  be  continued  in  operation. 
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Mr.  William  A.  Waldron,  in  behalf  of  the  Regional  School  Study 
Committee,  stated  that  no  official  report  of  this  Committee  had  been 
prepared  at  this  time.

Mr.  Archibald  Cox,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Compensation  of 
Town  Employees,  pointed  out  that  the  Committee’s  Report  had  been 
distributed  by  mail  to  the  voters.

Voted:  That  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  General  Laws 

Chapter  41,  Section  108A,  the  Town  adopt  a by-law,  classifying  town 
positions  and  providing  maximum  and  minimum  compensation  for  the 
employees  so  classified,  in  the  exact  words  and  figures  appearing  on 
pages  7-14  of  the  Report  heretofore  distributed,  to  wit: — 

WAGE  AND  SALARY  CLASSIFICATION  PLAN 
TOWN  OF  WAYLAND,  MASSACHUSETTS 

Article  I 

PERSONNEL  BOARD 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Personnel  Board  of  five  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen,  who  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies.  In  the 
beginning  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  a second  member 
for  two  years,  a third  for  three  years,  a fourth  for  four  years,  and  a fifth 
for  five  years.  Thereafter  each  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a term  of 
five  years.  No  member  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  be  an  employee  of  the 
Town  or  hold  Town  office.  Members  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  serve 
without  compensation. 

Section  2.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  following  powers 
and  duties  — 

(a)  to  administer  this  Wage  and  Salary  Classification  Plan  (here- 
after called  “Plan”)  in  cooperation  with  the  Town  Boards  and 
Departments  affected; 

(b)  to  establish  such  central  personnel  files  for  all  employees  as  it 
deems  useful  in  the  administration  of  the  Plan;  and 

(c)  to  review  the  operation  of  the  Plan  annually,  including  mini- 
mum and  maximum  wage  and  salary  brackets,  and  recommend 
to  the  Town  any  appropriate  changes. 

In  the  case  of  any  dispute  concerning  the  interpretation  or  admin- 
istration of  the  Plan  the  decision  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  be  final 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Town  at  the  next  Town  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary 
to  consider  such  business  as  may  be  presented  by  Town  officials,  Town 
employees  or  other  interested  persons,  but  not  less  often  than  quarterly. 
Three  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a quorum  and  all  action 
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shall  be  taken  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  at  a Board  meeting; 
provided  that  the  Board  may  delegate  to  the  chairman  power  to  act  at 
any  time  on  routine  matters  at  the  request  of  the  employing  agency, 
subject  to  appeal  to  the  full  Board. 

Article  II

Section  2.  The  Personnel  Board  may  prepare  such  additional  job 
descriptions  to  supplement  the  foregoing  job  titles  as  it  deems  desirable. 

Section  3.  If  it  becomes  necessary  during  any  year  for  any  employ- 
ing agency  of  the  Town  to  hire  a regular  employee  to  do  work  not  covered 
by  an  existing  classification,  the  Personnel  Board  may  establish  a tempo- 
rary new  classification  but  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Town  as 
a proposed  amendment  to  the  Plan  in  the  next  warrant  for  a regular 
Town  meeting. 

Section  4.  Upon  request  of  an  employing  agency  the  Personnel 
Board  is  authorized,  for  cause  shown,  to  convert  an  hourly  rate  shown  in 
the  foregoing  schedule  into  a salary  or  a salary  into  an  hourly  rate, 
provided  that  no  change  shall  be  made  which  will  increase  or  reduce  the 
average  earnings  of  any  employee. 

Section  5.  The  wages  and  salaries  of  Town  employees  shall  be 
fixed  in  strict  accordance  with  this  Plan.  No  Town  Board,  Commission, 
Committee,  Department,  official  or  employee  (herein  sometimes  referred 
to  as  an  “employing  agency”)  shall  pay  or  employ  any  person  a salary  or 
wage  not  fixed  in  accordance  with  this  Plan  and  approved  by  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  hereunder. 


Article  III 

Section  1.  Every  present  Town  employee  not  exempted  by  Article 
VIII,  Section  1,  shall  be  placed  in  the  appropriate  job  classification  and 
assigned  the  appropriate  salary  or  wage  rate  immediately  after  this  Plan 
becomes  effective  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  Each  employing  agency  shall  review  the  status  of  all  its  em- 
ployees and  prepare  a recommendation  to  the  Personnel  Board 
tentatively  assigning  each  employee  to  the  appropriate  classifi- 
cation and  indicating  the  rate  within  any  salary  bracket  to 
which  his  years  of  service  entitle  him. 

(b)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  immediately  consider  such  recom- 
mendations and  approve  those  which  conform  to  the  Plan.  Any 
recommendation  which  the  Personnel  Board  finds  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Plan  may  be  modified  after  consultation  with 
the  employing  agency  and  the  classification  determined  by  the 
Personnel  Board  shall  be  made  effective. 
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(c)  Town  employees  shall  receive  their  present  rates  of  compensa- 
tion until  classified  and  assigned  a salary  or  wage  rate  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  Article.  When  the  classification  has  been 
approved  by  the  Personnel  Board,  the  salary  or  wage  rate 
indicated  shall  be  paid  retroactive  to  January  1,  1954. 

Section  2.  No  present  Town  employee  shall  have  his  salary  or 
wage  rate  reduced  as  a result  of  the  adoption  of  this  Plan.  If  any  em- 
ployee is  receiving  a salary  or  wage  rate  exceeding  the  maximum  rate 
for  his  classification,  he  shall  continue  to  receive  his  present  rate  as  a 
personal  rate  so  long  as  he  holds  the  job  — unless  a general  adjustment 
is  voted  in  Town  meeting.  No  employee  hired  during  the  calendar  year 
1953  under  an  agreement  calling  for  a specified  increase  during  the 
calendar  year  1954  shall  be  paid  less  than  the  wage  or  salary  agreed 
upon. 

Section  3.  No  present  Town  employee  shall  receive  an  immediate 
wage  or  salary  increase  amounting  to  more  than  $200  for  the  calendar 
year  1954  as  a result  of  the  adoption  of  this  Plan;  provided  that  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  may  waive  the  provisions  of  this  section  in  the  case  of 
present  hourly  rated  employees  where  necessary  to  achieve  the  type  of 
rate  structure  contemplated  by  Article  II.  After  January  1,  1955,  all 
employees  affected  by  this  $200  limitation  shall  be  paid  the  full  wage  or 
salary  shown  in  Article  II  according  to  their  classifications  and  years 
of  service. 

Section  4.  Any  employee  who  believes  that  he  has  not  been 
properly  classified  under  the  Plan  may  complain  to  the  Personnel  Board 
by  filing  a grievance  under  Article  VII. 

Article  IV 

NEW  EMPLOYES  — RECLASSIFICATION 

Section  1.  An  individual  newly  hired  by  the  Town  or  permanently 
transferred  from  one  job  to  another  shall  be  paid  the  minimum  salary  or 
wage  rate  for  his  classification  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
appointing  agency  shall  report  all  transfers  and,  so  as  practicable,  all 
proposed  hirings  to  the  Personnel  Board  in  advance  of  appointment  for 
approval  of  the  employee’s  classification  and  salary  or  wage  rate.  When 
prior  consultation  is  impractical,  the  appointing  agency  may  hire  an 
individual  subject  to  review  of  his  classification  and  salary  or  wage  rate 
by  the  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  no  power  to 
limit  the  number  of  employees  hired  or  determine  the  kinds  of  work  to  be 
done  or  services  to  be  performed  by  any  employing  agency  of  the  Town. 

Section  2.  Where  in  the  judgment  of  the  Personnel  Board  and  the 
employing  agency,  unfairness  would  otherwise  result,  a Town  employee 
assigned  to  work  of  a different  classification  for  a temporary  but  sub- 
stantial period,  (not  less  than  fifteen  consecutive  working  days),  shall  be 
paid  the  minimum  rate  for  that  classification  for  as  long  as  he  does  such 
work. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  any  employee  may  be  reviewed  by  an 
employing  agency  upon  request  of  the  employee  or  its  own  initiative.  If 
it  appears  to  the  employing  agency  that  such  employee  belongs  in  a higher 
job  classification  because  of  changes  in  the  nature  of  his  duties,  the  em- 
ploying agency  may  recommend  his  reclassification  to  the  Personnel

Board,  which  shall  then  review  the  facts  and  approve  or  deny  the  pro- 
posed reclassification.  A reclassified  employee  shall  be  paid  as  an  em- 
ployee newly  hired  or  transferred  to  the  job  as  of  the  date  the  reclassifi- 
cation is  approved. 

Section  4.  Where  the  Personnel  Board  finds  that  a qualified 
worker  is  not  otherwise  available  for  a job  in  the  employ  of  the  Town  or 
serious  unfairness  wTould  result,  a new  employee  may  be  hired  above  the 
minimum  for  the  bracket  by  crediting  him  with  his  experience  in  com- 
parable jobs  for  other  employers. 

Section  5.  Where  an  employee  is  to  be  hired  or  transferred  to  a 
skilled  or  semi-skilled  hourly  rated  job  on  a trial  basis,  the  employing 
agency  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board,  hire  him  at  a rate 
ten  cents  an  hour  below  the  rate  fixed  by  Article  II,  for  a period  not 
exceeding  120  days. 


Article  V 

INCREASES  WITHIN  ESTABLISHED  RATE  RANGES 

Section  1.  After  each  of  his  first  four  years  of  service  in  a job 
classification  (but  beginning  after  the  next  payroll  period)  a salaried 
employee  shall  be  eligible  for  the  step  increase  shown  in  the  Schedule  of 
Salary  and  Wage  Rates.  Step  increases  will  be  granted  only  upon  written 
recommendation  of  the  employing  agency  with  the  approval  of  the  Per- 
sonnel Board. 

The  intent  of  this  provision  of  the  Plan  is  to  enable  the  Town  to 
reward  good  and  faithful  service.  It  is  contemplated  that  such  increases 
will  normally  be  granted  but  increases  will  be  withheld  in  any  case  where 
the  employee  has  not  progressed  rapidly  enough  to  merit  the  increase  set 
forth  in  the  schedule.  In  putting  the  Plan  into  effect  under  Article  III 
present  Town  employees  will  be  given  credit  for  prior  years  of  service  in 
their  present  positions. 

Section  2.  The  final  step  increase  shown  in  the  Schedule  of  Sal- 
aries and  Wage  Rates  is  reserved  for  recognition  of  special  merit  shown 
by  employees  of  more  than  five  years  service.  Such  an  increase  wTill  not 
be  granted  merely  for  length  of  service  or  normal  attention  to  duties  but 
is  reserved  for  extraordinary  cases. 

Article  VI 

EMERGENCY  WORK 

Section  1.  An  hourly  rated  employee  (other  than  a police  or  fire 
department  call  man)  required  to  work  between  10  P.  M.  and  6 A.  M. 
because  of  an  emergency  outside  his  regular  working  hours  shall  be  paid  a 
premium  of  ten  cents  an  hour  in  addition  to  his  regular  rate  of  pay. 

Article  VII 

GRIEVANCE  PROCEDURE 

Section  1.  Any  employee  who  feels  aggrieved  by  the  administration 
of  any  provision  of  this  Plan  may  take  the  matter  up  with  his  immediate 
supervisor. 

Section  2.  If  the  matter  is  not  cleared  up  following  a discussion 
with  the  immediate  supervisor,  the  employee  may  submit  his  complaint 
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to  the  employing  agency  in  writing,  which  shall  then  give  the  employee 
an  informal  hearing  and  attempt  to  reach  a mutually  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment. 

Section  3.  If  the  matter  is  not  satisfactorily  settled  within  two 
weeks  after  a written  complaint  is  made,  either  party  may  submit  the 
question  to  the  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  take  the 
matter  under  advisement,  may  hold  a public  or  private  hearing  and  shall 
render  a final  and  binding  decision  within  thirty  days. 

Article  VIII 
EXEMPTIONS 

Section  1.  No  provision  of  this  Plan  shall  apply  to  the  official 
duties  of  any  elected  Town  officer,  to  any  fire  department  officer  other 
than  call  men,  to  any  employee  of  the  School  Committee  unless  brought 
under  the  Plan  by  the  Personnel  Board  upon  request  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee nor  to  any  of  the  following  work  or  positions  while  performed 
on  a part-time  basis :

No  building 
permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board  has  approved  a site 
plan  or  has  allowed  forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after 
receipt  thereof  without  acting  thereon.

3.  Adequacy  of  the  methods  of  disposal  for  sewage,  refuse 
and  other  wastes  resulting  from  the  uses  permitted  on  the 
site,  and  the  methods  of  drainage  for  surface  water. 

(d)  An  approval  given  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  Section 
VII  A (a)  (2)  prior  to  June  1,  1954  shall  be  considered  to  be  a 
Site  Plan  Approval.

The  Committee  felt  that, 
while  conditions  did  not  allow  for  any  development  of  the  school  in  the 
direction  of  a regional  high  school  at  this  time,  there  would  be  consider- 
able merit  in  pursuing  the  study  further,  in  the  light  of  the  then  facts, 
at  such  time  as  a new  high  school  might  be  needed,  a few  years  hence.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
FOR  1954 


Report  of  the  Trustees 

The  trustees  believe  that  the  following'  subjects  cover  the  major 
matters  dealt  with  by  the  trustees  during  the  past  year  in  their  endeavor 
to  give  the  town  the  library  service  it  needs  and  desires. 

Circulation 

The  steady  and  substantial  increase  in  the  town’s  population  has 
brought  a corresponding  increase  in  the  needs  and  the  use  of  the  library. 
The  registration  and  circulation  figures  are  reported  later.  A very 
gratifying  growth  is  shown.  Such  a growth,  of  course,  brings  problems. 
The  trustees  are  keenly  aware  of  the  need  and  difficulty  of  supplying  the 
new  books  and  services  which  the  community  requires.  Fortunately  we 
were  granted  this  last  year  an  increased  amount  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  thus  having  our  responsibility  increased.  We  feel  certain  that 
the  increased  appropriation  has  been  justified  and  that  its  continuation 
is  desirable.  Many  books  have  been  presented  to  us  also  during  the  year 
— too  many  to  enumerate  individually.  The  trustees  are  very  appre- 
ciative of  these  gifts  and  wish  we  could  be  more  specific  in  our  thanks. 
No  small-town  library  can  hope  to  supply  all  the  readers  with  their 
needs  and  wants.  We  shall  continue  to  use  our  best  efforts  to  accomplish 
all  that  is  possible  with  our  resources.  The  Cochituate  Branch  happily 
is  being  used  to  an  extent  undreamed  of  a few  years  ago,  and  we  hope 
that  this  favorable  trend  will  continue. 

Services 

Along  with  the  large  number  of  new  books  which  have  been  pur- 
chased this  year  we  have  adopted  a new  type  of  book  cover  which  not 
only  protects  the  property  but  displays  the  books  very  attractively.  The 
descriptive  jackets  also  aid  the  reader  with  his  selection.  With  the  help 
of  school  teachers  and  townspeople  we  have  had  many  interesting  exhibits 
on  display  throughout  the  year.  Classes  from  the  schools  have  continued 
to  visit  us  weekly,  as  in  the  past  few  years.  The  music  record  library 
was  successfully  started.  The  users  appear  to  have  enjoyed  it.  The 
enlargement  of  this  service  to  a substantial  extent  is  a hope  of  the 
Trustees.  We  sincerely  believe  it  is  a real  forward  step  in  the  develop- 
ment of  our  libra ry  services.  We  again  call  to  the  attention  of  music 
lovers  the  fact  that  we  have  head  sets  so  that  good  music  can  be  enjoyed 
at  the  library  any  time  during  our  regular  hours.  The  Shaw  Room  is 
being  used  frequently  but  not  to  full  capacity.  Its  use  may  be  had  by 
consulting  with  the  librarian.  The  effectiveness  of  all  our  services  is 
necessarily  dependent  on  knowledge  and  use  by  our  townspeople.  We 
welcome  constructive  criticism,  favorable  or  adverse.  For  this  purpose 
you  will,  before  this  report  is  printed,  have  evidence  of  our  desire  and 
opportunity  to  give  us  your  help. 

Associations 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  under  the  Chairmanship  of  George  K. 
Lewis  have  held  several  meetings  during  the  year.  At  one  which  was 
well  attended  and  particularly  enjoyable,  “Old  Wayland”  was  shown 
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in  pictures  on  a screen.  This  proved  to  be  interesting  both  to  old  and 
new  residents  of  the  Town.  Another  very  enjoyable  meeting  was  an 
exhibition  of  the  work  of  local  artists,  with  a demonstration  and  talk 
by  Loring  Coleman  of  Sudbury.  Mr.  Coleman  set  up  a canvas  and 
painted  a very  attractive  landscape  upon  it,  explaining  his  work  as  he 
went  along.  The  Friends  also  provided  very  attractive  curtains  for  the 
Shaw  Room  windows.  We  appreciate  their  work  and  hope  our  patrons 
will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  they  give.  The  Garden  Club 
has  provided  us  with  weekly  flower  arrangements  and  Christmas  decora- 
tions, as  well  as  books  on  garden  subjects,  all  of  which  add  to  the  charm 
and  usefulness  of  the  library.  The  Historical  Society  to  which  the 
Library  Trustees  gave  sponsorship  has  made  a good  start.  Many  old 
maps,  records,  books  and  pictures  have  been  collected  and  will  be  pre- 
served and  protected.  The  Historical  Society,  we  understand,  intends  to 
gather  material  together  which  will  give  a comprehensive  history  of  the 
Town  and  its  development.  Regretfully,  much  of  such  material  has 
already  been  squandered  for  want  of  such  an  organization.  The  library 
will  continue  to  support  and  help  the  Society  in  its  work  with  which  the 
Board  is  in  full  sympathy  and  to  permit  the  use  of  the  library  vault.  The 
organization’s  first  President,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Draper  Hamlen,  has  felt 
obliged  to  resign  because  of  poor  health. 

Personnel 

Some  of  the  older  residents  of  the  town  will  realize  that  we  have 
had  during  the  past  ten  years  four  librarians.  Miss  Abbott,  whose  life 
had  been  spent  largely  in  the  State  of  Maine,  was  enticed  away  from 
us  by  a more  challenging  and  remunerative  offer  in  that  State.  Both 
Mrs.  Curry  and  Mrs.  Busser,  whose  services  and  loyalties  were  extremely 
fine,  left  because  of  situations  within  their  families  which  required  their 
time  and  presence.  Miss  Scannell,  a lady  of  charm  and  educational 
background,  but  without  public  library  experience,  was  with  us  for 
approximately  one  year  and  a half  and  resigned  as  of  the  first  of 
December.  We  feel  the  town  has  reached  a stage  in  its  growth  where  it 
will  be  better  served  by  a librarian  who  has  had  the  training  that  goes 
with  a degree  in  Library  Science.  This  involves  the  problem  of  adequate 
salary  to  acquire  and  retain  a person  with  those  qualifications. 

Up  until  1953  we  were  paying  our  librarian  slightly  over  $2000  a 
year.  We  are  informed  that  last  June  every  graduate  of  library  training 
schools  had  their  choice  of  positions  paying  salaries  between  $3,500.00 
and  $4,000.00.  In  order  to  obtain  a trained  person  we  have  been  obliged 
to  face  up  to  this  challenge.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  be  able  to  secure 
Miss  Marjorie  Ferris,  a graduate  of  Syracuse  University  with  a degree 
in  Library  Science,  who  has  had  years  of  professional  library  training 
and  comes  to  us  with  most  splendid  references.  We  sincerely  hope  that 
Miss  Ferris  will  be  with  us  for  many  years. 

Because  the  librarian  must,  of  necessity  now-a-days,  devote  the 
greater  part  of  her  time  and  effort  to  administrative  and  organizational 
duties  and  because  we  are  trying  the  experiment  of  having  the  library 
open  six  days  a week,  we  have  added  a regular  assistant  librarian.  Miss 
Dorothy  Brewer,  a resident  of  Wayland  who  comes  to  us  with  approxi- 
mately eleven  years  of  library  and  bookstore  experience. 

One  of  the  onerous  tasks  that  faces  this  new  personnel  and  requires 
expert  librarian  skill  is  the  great  need  for  modernizing  and  keeping  up 
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to  date  the  catalogue  system  which  has  fallen  behind  sadly.  There  is 
also  much  work  needed  in  rearranging  the  books  on  the  shelves. 

We  wish  once  more  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  Mrs.  Frank 
Bentley  who  has  continued  to  be  of  invaluable  assistance  during  this 
difficult  period.  It  is  our  hope  that  she  will  be  willing  to  work  with  us 
in  similar  capacities  for  many  years  to  come.  Also  to  Mrs.  Richard 
Lincoln  for  her  untiring  efforts  in  processing  our  new  books  and  gen- 
erally assisting,  until  her  resignation  on  December  1st.  Mrs.  John 
Howard  is  also  entitled  to  thanks  for  the  time  she  has  given  to  the 
library  in  a volunteer  capacity,  to  our  great  advantage. 

Report  of  the  Assistant  Librarian  — Cochituate 

Most  rewarding  to  any  librarian  is  to  see  a healthy  increase  in  cir- 
culation, and  to  note  the  townspeople  enjoying  their  library  and  making 
more  use  of  it  than  ever  before,  and  this  has  been  the  happy  case  in 
Cochituate  during  the  past  year. 

Not  only  is  this  end  of  town  increasing  rapidly,  and  many  new 
residents  patronizing  the  library,  but  the  “old”  residents  are  coming 
oftener  and  finding  more  books  to  please  them,  thanks  to  a substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  books  purchased  for  the  Cochituate  branch. 
Very  nearly  500  perspns,  young  and  old,  have  registered  as  new  borrow- 
ers during  the  past  two  years.  The  number  of  Cochituate  library  patrons 
now  stands  at  1,072. 

The  sizeable  increase  in  the  juvenile  circulation  is  largely  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  Cochituate  Sch  ool  began  to  make  the  library  a definite 
part  of  the  school  activities  early  in  the  school  year.  At  the  request  of 
the  principal,  Mr.  Elmer  Kane,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  library 
trustees,  Friday  morning  was  set  aside  each  week  during  which  the 
library  would  be  open  from  9 to  12  to  receive  visits  from  the  teachers 
accompanied  by  their  classes.  The  response  from  the  teachers  and 
pupils  has  been  heartwarming,  and  even  with  a limited  amount  of 
material,  supplemented  by  books  from  the  main  library  at  Wayland,  we 
have  been  able  to  help  them  in  subjects  they  were  studying  through  the 
year. 

Fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth-graders  have  received  instruction  in  the  use 
of  a library  catalog,  but  mostly  children  have  borrowed  books  for 
pleasure  in  reading,  and  for  making  book  reports,  thereby  laying  the 
foundation  for  reading  for  pleasure  and  profit  when  they  are  adults. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  library  was  used  a great  deal, 
also,  by  the  new  Happy  Hollow  School,  which  had  classes  in  the  afternoon 
in  the  Cochituate  School  building.  Sometimes  the  teachers  came  with 
their  classes,  but  more  often  the  older  children  came  by  themselves  to 
borrow  books,  many  times  voluntarily  giving  up  their  “snack”  period 
in  the  middle  of  the  afternoon  in  order  to  come  to  the  library  and  choose 
a new  book. 

The  art  teacher,  Mrs.  Kingsbury,  kept  the  library  display  case  filled 
with  attractive  displays  of  the  work  of  the  pupils  at  both  schools,  and 
in  both  the  reading  room  and  the  hall  paintings  done  by  the  children 
were  hung  and  much  admired. 
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A total  of  88  books  has  been  presented  to  the  Cochituate  Branch 
Library  during  the  past  year,  and  one  Cochituate  resident  presented  the 
main  library  at  Wayland  with  a fine  new  electric  clock.  A great  many  of 
the  youngsters  have  again  given  their  time  helping  the  librarian  and 
without  their  help  much  less  would  have  been  accomplished. 

It  all  adds  up  to  a happy  and  profitable  year,  with  the  promise  of 
many  more  in  the  increasing  growth  of  a fine  community.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


Your  Cemetery  Commissioners  offer  the  following  report  for  1954. 

This  year's  weather  brought  an  uncommonly  long  and  busy  mowing 
season;  and  this  coupled  with  a twenty-five  per  cent  increase  in  the 
number  of  burials  made  it  difficult  to  keep  up  with  the  other  phases  of 
cemetery  work. 

We  have,  however,  made  new  areas  at  Lakeview  and  North  Ceme- 
teries ready  for  construction  of  roads,  which  are  now  being  put  in;  and 
we  expect  to  open  new  areas  of  lots  this  year. 

The  two  hurricanes  caused  very  heavy  damage  in  wrecked  trees,  and 
washed-out  roads,  and  especially  in  the  last  one,  the  deluge  of  water 
caused  scores  of  graves  to  sink.  Of  these  we  have,  so  far,  been  able  to 
fill  up  and  regrade  about  one  fourth.  We  have  made  temporary  repairs 
to  the  washed  out  roads,  and  the  tree  wreckage  has  been  cleared  away, 
to  avoid  a fire  menace,  at  a cost  well  over  $1,200.00. 

We  are  asking,  this  year,  for  $1,250.00  to  make  a start  on  a three 
year  program  of  protecting  the  most  vulnerable  roads  at  Lakeview  by 
paving,  to  avoid  recurring  washouts  and  repeated  expensive  repairs. 
This  year  we  hope  to  “hot  top”  Lakeview  Avenue  from  the  entrance  road 
to  the  top  of  the  slope,  570  feet. 

Next  year,  the  entrance  road  should  be  excavated,  filled  and  “topped” 
from  Commonwealth  Road  to  the  tomb.  The  estimate  is  $1,500.00. 

The  cemetery  truck  is  five  years  old  this  spring  and  should  be 
replaced  now  to  forestall  mounting  repair  bills.

Sixty-one  burials  have  been  made  this  year,  as  against  49 
last  year.  Of  these  46  were  in  Lakeview,  14  in  the  North 
Cemetery,  and  one  in  the  South.  For  these  we  received  the

Six  foundations  for  stones  were  built  for  which  we  col- 
lected   63.00 

Twenty-two  lots  have  been  sold  this  year,  19  in  Lakeview 

and  3 in  the  North  Cemetery,  for  which  we  have  collected  905.00 

One  hundred  twenty-three  lot  owners  paid  for  the  yearly 
care  of  their  lots,  in  the  aggregate 535.00

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
COMMISSIONERS  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 


In  1954,  other  than  investment  of  proceeds  of  United  States  Series 
“G”  bonds,  no  sales  of  securities  were  made  except  that  one  bond  was 
sold  from  the  Allen  Fund  to  the  Russell  Charity  Fund.  This  was  done 
in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Trustees  of  the  Allen  Fund  to 
acquire  a high  interest  bearing  mortgage,  to  the  advantage  of  the  Town, 
the  beneficiaries  of  that  Fund  and  to  the  mortgagor.  This  was  done  with 
the  generous  cooperation  of  the  mortgagee.  Income  from  savings  banks 
continues  to  increase  and  that  on  high  grade  bonds  to  be  so  little  in 
excess  thereof  as  to  discourage  change  from  savings  banks. 

During  the  year  J.  Warren  Olmsted  left  Wayland,  so  that  a 
vacancy  automatically  resulted  in  the  Board.  This  vacancy  was  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Thomas  B.  Gannett. 

The  condition  of  the  Funds  in  charge  of  the  Board  is  believed  to 
be  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  restricted  authority  of  the  Commissioners.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 


The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  Highway 
Department  during  the  past  year: 

The  general  Highway  appropriation  was  used  for  regular  main- 
tenance. Approximately  39,000  gallons  of  asphalt  were  used  for  resur- 
facing on  Rice  Rd.,  West  Plain  St.,  E.  Plain  St.,  School  St.,  Conn.  Path 
East,  Pine  Brook  Rd.,  Plain  Rd.,  Draper  Rd.,  Glezen  Lane  East,  Claypit 
Hill  Rd.,  Millbrook  Rd.,  Nob  Hill,  Rich  Valley  Rd.,  Shaw  Drive,  Fox 
Meadow  Lane,  Woodridge  Rd.,  and  Goodman  Lane. 

The  Drainage  appropriation  was  used  to  install  two  catch-basins 
and  300  feet  of  drainage  on  Sherman  Bridge  Road. 

Safety  Islands  were  constructed  at  the  intersection  of  Main  and 
Plain  Streets  in  Cochituate. 

Due  to  approximately  eight  weeks  of  hurricane  work,  we  found  it 
impossible  to  complete  some  of  our  projects,  one  of  which  was  new 
sidewalk  construction.  However,  curbing  has  been  purchased  under  this 
appropriation. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  approximately  9,700  gallons  of 
asphalt  were  used  for  road  resurfacing  on  Commonwealth  Road  East 
and  West  and  portions  of  Concord  and  Sudbury  Roads. 

Chapter  90  Construction  on  Sudbury  Road,  this  year,  consisted  of 
constructing  four  catch-basins  and  a culvert.  The  balance  of  the  work 
will  be  done  in  1955. 

Betterment  Construction  Appropriations 

On  Edgewood,  Fairfield,  Ridgefield  and  Parkridge  Roads,  construc- 
tion was  completed  during  the  first  week  in  June. 

On  Hayward  Road  and  Sylvan  Way,  the  excavating,  graveling, 
drainage  and  road  surfacing  have  been  completed.  Some  side  grading, 
loaming  and  seeding  remain  to  be  done  in  the  spring.  In  connection 
with  this  project,  and  to  assure  the  residents  in  this  vicinity  of  suitable 
roads  for  school  bus  service,  a portion  of  Lundy  Lane  was  graveled 
and  surfaced.  The  amount  expended  was  taken  from  the  general  High- 
way appropriation. 

The  drainage,  excavating,  graveling  and  surfacing  have  been  com- 
pleted on  Orchard  Lane  and  Davelin  Road.  The  loaming  and  seeding 
on  both  projects  will  be  completed  in  the  spring.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS 


During  1954,  the  Department  purchased  a new  International  dump 
truck,  turning  in  its  1948  International.  The  Commissioners  believe  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town  will  be  served  by  setting  up  an  orderly 
long  range  equipment  purchase  program  based  on  the  foreseeable  needs 
of  the  town  for  highway  equipment  and  on  the  expected  useful  life  of 
each  piece  of  equipment.  Such  a program  is  being  developed  in  consulta- 
tion with  other  town  bodies  and  may  be  expected  to  cost  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $10,000  a year. 

The  Highway  Department  Garage  has  become  inadequate  to  house 
the  vehicles  and  equipment  of  the  Department  and  an  addition  to  the 
present  building  is  vitally  needed. 

The  mileage  of  accepted  roads  in  the  town  is  increasing  rapidly  and 
is  placing  an  ever  growing  task  for  maintenance  and  snow  plowing 
upon  the  Department.  To  meet  the  increase  in  the  work  load  of  the 
Department  more  money,  equipment  and  men  are  needed  in  1955.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Presented  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year 
1954. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  increased  activity.  The  objective  has 
been  not  only  to  keep  pace  with  the  growing  needs  and  changing 
character  of  a rapidly  growing  community  but  to  lay  a proper  foundation 
upon  which  tomorrow’s  health  program  is  being  built. 

In  the  past  year  the  following  has  been  achieved: 

1.  Nursing  Services. 

A year  ago  there  was  but  one  nurse  (Mrs.  Mary  McNeil)  carrying 
the  load  of  not  only  those  services  demanded  by  the  public  schools  of  the 
town  but  also  the  usual  services  required  by  the  community  at  large. 
The  minimum  nursing  requirements  of  a community  call  for  about  one 
nurse  for  every  3000  population. 

Conferences  with  the  Nursing  Division  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  provided  background  for  setting  up  the  public  nursing 
requirements  of  the  town.  In  view  of  the  pressing  need  the  full  time 
services  of  a second  well  qualified  nurse  (Miss  Marian  Howes)  were 
secured  in  August. 

Town-wide  nursing  service  is  now  going  forward  on  a sound  basis. 
This  includes  both  school  and  bedside  nursing  as  well  as  follow-up  visits 
to  the  homes  of  newly  arrived  infants.  Other  services  are  also  carried  on. 

Continual  thought  is  given  to  better  integration  of  the  nursing 
services  with  the  particular  needs  of  this  community.  To  this  end  both 
nurses  meet  with  the  Board  of  Health  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  each 
month  to  discuss  the  subject  of  Town  nursing. 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse: 

REPORT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  NURSE 

To  the  Wayland  Board  of  Health: 

While  my  activities  are  similar  to  those  of  previous  years,  the 
volume  of  wprk  has  increased  due  to  the  expanded  school  population. 
Appointing  an  additional  nurse  has  helped  me  considerably.  We  are  able 
to  work  together  in  the  schools  and  on  the  district  with  greater  efficiency. 

Although  the  Board  has  made  a ruling  concerning  the  five  day 
week,  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  make  calls  on  Saturday,  Sunday, 
and  Holidays. 

I wish  to  thank  the  former  local  telephone  operators  who  have  in 
the  past  been  most  helpful  in  locating  me  in  emergencies.  With  the 
present  dial  system  I fear  that  a few  calls  have  been  missed,  due  to  the 
lack  of  personal  contact. 

During  the  year  the  State  Nursing  Consultant  has  made  several 
visits  and  my  conferences  with  her  have  been  very  helpful. 
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No  medication  has  ever  been  administered  without  an  order  from  a 
physician.  This  policy  has  always  been  in  force.

2.  Sanitation. 

The  Town  of  Wayland  is  already  beset  with  those  increased 
financial  burdens  which  attend  assimilation  of  the  rapidly  growing 
population.  It  is  obvious  that  the  Town  cannot  in  the  foreseeable  future 
contemplate  assuming  the  extremely  heavy  burden  of  a town  sewer  sys- 
tem. It  is  therefore  of  utmost  importance  that  every  reasonable  effort 
be  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  so  control  the  number,  location  and 
quality  of  permitted  private  sanitary  installations  that  the  need  for  a 
town  sewer  system  does  not  become  a reality  (at  least  in  the  foreseeable 
future) . 

As  is  well  known,  the  subsurface  ground  conditions  vary  widely 
in  a non-regular  fashion  and  hence  competent  professional  assistance 
in  the  evaluation  of  each  application  is  a necessity.  This  also  explains 
the  need  of  setting  up  proper  procedural  methods  for  processing  all 
applications  including  means  of  control  and  inspection  to  ensure  that 
the  people  of  this  community  are  not  faced  with  the  severe  problems 
brought  on  by  improperly  engineered  or  impossible  sanitation  systems. 

The  Town  is  therefore  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to  secure,  on  a 
regular  part-time  basis,  the  services  of  an  extremely  well  qualified 
sanitary  engineer  who,  in  addition,  is  also  a qualified  sanitarian  and 
maintains  the  only  registered  sanitation  laboratory  between  Boston  and 
Worcester. 

Besides  the  importance  of  problems  of  environmental  sanitation 
(cesspools,  pollution,  etc.)  there  comes  a time  in  the  development  of  any 
community  when  other  areas  properly  demand  attention.  Two  of  these 
were  attended  to  this  last  year;  namely,  the  setting  up  of  regular 
inspection  of  the  eating  and  drinking  establishments  and  regular  exami- 
nation of  milk  and  cream.

The  following  is  a report  on  my  activities  for  your  Board  for  the 
calendar  year  1954  . . . 

Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a system  of  processing  applica- 
tions for  sewage  disposal  permits  was  instituted.  Information  sheets  for 
the  guidance  of  developers  and  individual  builders  were  prepared  and 
printed,  and  distributed  with  the  permit  application  forms  by  the  Clerk 
of  your  Board,  Mr.  Norman  Fair.  Since  early  March,  when  this  system 
was  started,  over  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  (133)  applications  have 
been  processed,  with  pertinent  recommendations  made  to  your  Board  in 
each  case,  after  an  inspection  of  the  properties  were  made.  Most  of 
these  properties  were  re-inspected  at  least  once  before  the  sewage  dis- 
posal systems  were  covered  in  order  to  determine  whether  they  had 
been  properly  installed.  In  several  instances,  it  was  necessary  for  the 
builder  to  make  changes  to  comply  with  the  approved  plans. 

Restaurant  Sanitation 

After  come  preliminary  work  during  the  fall  of  1953,  conferences 
were  held  during  early  1954  with  your  Board  and  with  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Division  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  in  preparation 
for  the  adoption  of  a set  of  Rules  and  Regulations  pertaining  to  Eating 
and  Drinking  Establishments.  A set  of  Rules  and  Regulations  was 
finally  assembled,  and  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  for  approval.  After  their  approval  on  March  9,  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  were  formally  adopted  by  your  Board  on  April  6,  1954. 

All  of  the  seventeen  (17)  eating  and  drinking  establishments  were 
inspected  at  least  once  during  the  past  year,  and  pertinent  recommenda- 
tions for  improvements  were  made  to  the  restaurant  owners.  Section  2 
of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  requires  that  all  eating  and  drinking 
establishments  obtain  permits  for  operation  from  the  Board  of  Health 
prior  to  April  6,  1955  if  they  are  to  continue  in  operation  after  that 
date.  An  inspection  of  each  restaurant  during  the  first  quarter  of  1955 
will  be  made  prior  to  the  issuance  of  permits  to  insure  that  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  are  complied  with  before  the  permit  is  issued. 

Milk  Inspections 

Beginning  in  April,  a regular  monthly  collection  and  laboratory 
examination  of  samples  of  milk  and  cream  taken  from  sixteen  (16) 


dairies  and  other  outlets  selling  milk  and  cream  in  Wayland,  was 
instituted.  During  the  summer  months,  a monthly  laboratory  check-up 
was  made  of  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  from  one  plant  where  ice  cream 
is  manufactured  and  sold  within  the  town. 

In  all,  a total  of  four  hundred  and  eight  (408)  samples  of  milk, 
cream,  and  ice  cream  were  collected,  and  examined  in  the  laboratory. 
Tests  for  bacterial  count,  total  solids,  and  milk  fat  were  made  on  all 
milk  samples.  Bacterial  counts  and  fat  determinations  were  made  on 
all  cream  samples,  and  bacterial  counts  were  made  on  all  ice  cream 
samples.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  State  law,  the  results  of 
the  examinations  were  reported  by  letter  to  the  dairies  concerned  each 
month. 

General  Sanitation 

From  time  to  time  during  the  past  year,  special  investigations  of 
sanitary  problems  were  made  at  the  request  of  your  Board.  The  prin- 
cipal investigations  made  during  the  year  were  (1)  a sanitary  survey 
and  census  of  properties  abutting  Dudley  Pond,  and  (2)  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  contamination  of  the  open  drainage  ditch  in  the  Cochituate 
area  above  Commonwealth  Road  and  Stanton  Street.

3.  Dog  Clinic. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  a dog  clinic  was  held  on  two  successive 
Saturdays  at  the  Wayland  and  Cochituate  fire  stations  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  protection  against  rabies.  Post  card  notices  were  sent  to 
all  owners  of  registered  dogs  and  special  notices  were  posted  in  con- 
spicuous places  in  town. 

The  shots,  good  for  two  years , were  administered  by  a qualified 
veterinarian  for  a nominal  fee  of  fifty  cents  each.  (The  vaccine  is  pro- 
vided by  the  Board  of  Health.)

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  sets  forth  below  its  report  for 
the  year  1954. 

Insofar  as  the  various  Park  Department  properties  are  concerned, 
the  Board  wishes  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  substantial  changes 
in  the  properties  or  the  policy  of  maintaining  them.  It  has  been  the 
effort  of  the  Commissioners  to  keep  the  Park  Areas  and  Heater  Pieces 
in  good  condition;  they  have  been  rewarded  by  the  number  of  citizens 
who  have  made  note  of  the  improvement  over  the  years  preceding  and 
who  have  so  advised.  In  keeping  with  their  idea  of  beautifying  the 
center  of  Wayland  and  Cochituate,  this  year  in  addition  to  what  has 
been  done  in  the  general  cleaning-up  of  these  areas  the  Commissioners 
have  had  many  hundreds  of  Crocus,  Jonquil  and  Tulip  Bulbs  planted  to 
add  color  and  beauty  in  the  Spring. 

With  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  residents  of  the  town,  the 
Beach  will  continue,  we  hope,  to  provide  pleasant  recreational  facilities 
to  the  citizens  of  the  Town.  The  year  1954  at  the  Recreation  Area  was 
enjoyed  by  a great  many  of  the  residents  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Park  Department  to  improve  constantly  the  Beach  Area  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Townspeople  and  sincerely  hope  that  additional  progress  can  be 
made  in  1955. 

The  Park  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  the  Officials  and  the  People 
of  the  Town  who  aided  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  ANNUAL  REPORT 
Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1954 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Civil  Defense  Program  in  the  town, 
255  persons  have  been  duly  enrolled  and  sworn  in  as  members  of  our 
organization.  In  addition,  more  than  another  250  residents  have  volun- 
teered to. perform  civil  defense  duties  in  time  of  emergency  by  returning 
questionnaires,  which  have  been  classified  and  filed,  or  by  indicating  to 
the  Chief  Warden  that  they  would  serve  as  civil  defense  wardens  when 
needed.  This  is  a good  record,  and  probably  places  Wayland  in  the  top 
five  per  cent  of  all  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

During  1954  Wayland  Civil  Defense  more  than  proved  its  worth  to 
the  town.  Many  of  the  105  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  saw  active 
duty  during  the  two  hurricanes,  the  drowning  in  the  Sudbury  River,  and 
over  Hallowe’en  week-end.  Indeed,  Wayland  acquired  such  a reputation 
for  being  well  policed  that  Hallowe’en  mischief  makers  gave  the  town 
a wide  birth.  It  was  even  said  that  there  were  more  cops  than  kids  on 
the  streets  both  nights  of  that  week-end. 

During  the  hurricane  disasters,  auxiliary  police  directed  traffic, 
cleared  roads,  transmitted  emergency  messages,  aided  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  generally  were  indispensable.  The  two  CD  emergency  electric 
generators  were  operated  almost  continuously  for  ten  days  to  two  weeks 
supplying  lights  and  power  to  the  town  hall,  the  two  fire  stations  and 
the  CD  Control  Center  in  the  basement  of  the  Library. 

The  Wayland  Auxiliary  Police  pistol  teams  stand  high  in  the 
rankings  of  The  New  England  Police  Revolver  League.  Four  full  teams 
are  now  shooting  two  evenings  each  week  (Wednesday  and  Thursday  at 
8 P.  M.)  and  there  is  still  room  for  any  one  who  wants  to  join  in  the 
shooting.  The  town  owns  two  target  revolvers  and  supplies  ammunition 
at  less  than  one-half  the  cost. 

During  the  fall  of  the  year  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  was 
organized  with  about  twelve  men  starting  training  every  Tuesday  evening 
at  the  Cochituate  fire  station.  Eventually  it  is  hoped  that  this  force  will 
total  fifteen  men  in  each  precinct. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administra- 
tion for  funds  totalling  one-half  the  cost  of  a CD  rescue  truck  which  is 
to  be  under  the  control  of  the  fire  department.  Members  of  the  depart- 
ment are  attending  the  state  Rescue  Training  School  at  Westboro  and 
the  Fire  Department,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  American  Legion, 
expects  to  be  able  to  comply  fully  with  the  FCDA  requirement  that  for  a 
rescue  truck  there  must  be  three  teams  of  trained  men  to  man  it.  Each 
team  consists  of  eight  men  and  a leader  so  that  the  truck  can  be  manned 
on  a 24-hour  basis  with  three  shifts. 

Also  during  the  year,  the  Warden  Service  commenced  initial  organi- 
zation. More  than  100  ladies  in  precinct  One  have  already  volunteered 
for  this  service  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  equal  number  will  be  enrolled  in 
precinct  Two. 

Three  crystal  controlled  monitor  radio  receivers  were  acquired  and 
installed  in  the  main  Control  Center,  one  on  the  local  police  frequency. 
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one  on  the  local  fire  department  frequency,  and  one  on  the  state  police 
frequency.  In  addition  the  Control  Center  is  provided  with  a radio 
transmitter  and  receiver  on  the  ten-meter  radio  amateur  band  for  com- 
munication with  the  Cochituate  control  center  and  with  the  two-way 
mobile  radio  car.  This  car  and  equipment  were  used  very  effectively 
during  the  hurricanes. 

During  December,  the  control  center  in  precinct  Two  was  moved 
from  Legion  Hall  basement  to  the  basement  of  the  Cochituate  School. 
This  change  was  made  not  for  want  of  any  hospitality  on  the  part  of 
the  American  Legion  Post,  which  has  been  most  cooperative,  but  to 
acquire  a much  more  advantageous  location.  It  was  found  during  Hurri- 
cane Edna,  that  the  basement  of  Legion  Hall  was  unusable  because  of 
flooding.  Further,  the  two-way  radio  equipment  would  not  function  so 
close  to  the  road.  Finally,  larger  quarters  available  for  exclusive  use  of 
Civil  Defense  were  needed.  The  large  room  in  the  basement  of  the  school, 
with  its  own  outside  entrance,  answered  all  purposes  nicely. 

During  1955  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  is  initiating  sweeping 
changes  in  organization  and  planning.  Wayland  is  being  transferred 
from  the  Worcester  to  the  Greater  Boston  Area,  with  sector  headquarters 
in  Newton.  CD  planning  calls  for  the  evacuation,  upon  receipt  of  the 
Yellow  Alert,  of  all  persons  within  the  perimeter  bounded  roughly  by 
Route  128.  Many  of  these  refugees  will  pass  through  Wayland  on 
Routes  20  and  30  and  must  be  kept  going  to  assembly  areas  still  further 
out.  These  new  plans  will  require  revision  of  our  thinking  in  Wayland, 
with  considerable  strengthening  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  and  the  welfare 
and  first  aid  units  to  cope  with  altered  conditions. 

When  it  is  considered  that,  to  stand  a reasonable  chance  of  survival, 
one  would  have  to  be  in  the  basement  of  a reenforced  concrete  building 
not  closer  than  4 to  5 miles  from  Ground  Zero;  or  under  some  cover 
not  closer  than  about  10  miles  from  Ground  Zero,  assuming  a ten 
megaton  H-bomb  (i.e.  equivalent  of  ten  million  tons  of  TNT),  it  is 
clear  that  Wayland  can  no  longer  be  considered  a country  town,  safe 
from  this  type  of  warfare.  There  would  be  substantial  damage  in  the 
towns,  and  we  would  have  our  hands  full  trying  to  survive,  let  alone 
caring  for  refugees. 

As  part  of  this  revised  thinking  there  will  be  announcements  of 
new  plans  and  programs  from  time  to  time  in  the  Town  Crier,  and  the 
daily  papers.  We  urge  that  you  keep  yourself  informed  of  these  changes 
and  make  your  own  plans  accordingly. 

To  enroll  in  Civil  Defense,  call  the  Director  at  EL  8-2535,  and 
ask  for  an  application  blank.  We  need  women  in  the  Warden  Service, 
Control  Center,  First  Aid,  Canteen.  We  need  men  in  the  Auxiliary 
Police,  Auxiliary  Fire  Department,  Rescue  Service,  First  Aid,  and 
Radiological  Monitoring.  Licensed  radio  operators  are  needed  in  Com- 
munications. 

REMEMBER,  TAKE  COVER  AND  STAY  THERE  WHEN  YOU 
HEAR  THE  “RED  ALERT”  — a series  of  short  blasts  on  the  fire  alarm 
for  three  minutes.  The  “ALL  CLEAR”  is  the  signal  two,  repeated 
three  times  at  two-minute  intervals.  Tune  your  radio  to  CONELRAD, 
640  or  1240  on  the  regular  AM  dial,  for  instructions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


The  most  important  events  of  1954  were  the  Hurricanes  of  Auguzt 
31  and  September  11th. 

Our  trees  caught  the  full  impact  of  the  high  winds,  the  results  we 
experienced. 

Then  came  the  huge  cleanup  program. 

Throughout  the  entire  town  well  over  100  trees  along  the  highways, 
were  either  uprooted,  broken  off,  or  in  such  a hazardous  condition  as  to 
make  removal  necessary.  There  were  a tremendous  number  of  broken 
branches  left  hanging  over  sidewalks  and  streets,  that  were  a menace 
to  the  public.  Under  the  regulation  of  State  assistance  in  obtaining  funds 
to  do  this  work,  I was  limited  to  the  removal  of  what  was  considered 
hazardous.  Many  torn  sections  in  trees,  stubs  of  broken  branches  remain, 
these  torn  areas  and  stubs  of  limbs  will  be  subject  to  decay,  and  will 
be  hazardous  limbs  on  trees  in  the  future.  Under  the  State  funds 
these  were  not  allowed  to  be  painted.  This  will  have  to  be  taken  care 
of  as  soon  as  possible. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  many  townspeople  who 
assisted  in  the  early  days  following  the  storm. 

There  were  eighteen  Norway  Maple  trees  set  out  this  fall.

The  Fire  Department  has  answered  more  fire  alarms  this  year  than 
in  any  previous  year.  Each  year,  as  the  town  grows  in  population,  the 
number  of  fires  and  other  emergency  calls  increases  in  proportion.  For 
comparison  we  list  the  number  of  fire-calls  for  each  of  the  past  five  years. 

1950  — 107 

1951  — 145 

1952  — 171 

1953  — 223 

1954  — 232 
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During  the  month  of  March  two-way  radios  were  installed  in 
Engine  4 at  Wayland,  Engine  5 at  Cochituate  and  in  the  Chief’s  car; 
and  a receiving  set  was  installed  in  each  Fire  Station.  This  radio 
equipment  has  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  in 
saving  needless  runs  of  extra  equipment  to  a fire,  and  in  making  easier 
the  dispatching  of  equipment  from  one  fire  to  another  when  two  fires 
were  in  progress  at  the  same  time.  Since  the  radios  have  been  operated 
on  the  same  wave-length  as  used  by  the  Natick,  Framingham  and  Sud- 
bury Fire  Departments,  they  also  have  proven  to  be  invaluable  in  work- 
ing out  mutual  aid  problems,  and  especially  in  working  with  the  Natick 
Fire  Department,  which  acts  as  a clearing-house  for  telephoned  fire  calls. 

On  April  5th  the  necessary  fire  alarm  and  telephone  installations 
to  the  Central  Fire  Station  at  Natick  were  completed  so  that  the  dis- 
patcher there  could  handle  our  fire  calls  by  telephone,  sounding  an 
alarm  from  Box  17  at  Cochituate,  or  Box  61  at  Wayland,  as  the  case 
might  require.  A loud-speaker  was  installed  on  the  telephone  connected 
with  a microphone  in  Wayland  and  Cochituate  Stations  so  that  the 
Natick  Dispatcher  would  know,  when  he  sounded  an  alarm  from  Natick, 
that  our  fire  whistles  were  blowing. 

A red  network  telephone  was  installed  from  each  fire  station  to  the 
Natick  Dispatcher’s  office  so  that  firemen  answering  an  alarm  would  have 
a clear  circuit  to  learn  the  location  of  the  fire. 

A resuscitator  was  purchased  in  May  and  after  it  was  demonstrated 
to  the  men  of  both  fire  companies,  and  all  became  familiar  with  the 
handling  of  the  equipment,  it  was  assigned  to  the  Wayland  Company. 

After  the  danger  of  grass  and  woodland  fires  lessened  in  early 
summer,  Engine  3 of  Cochituate  was  sent  to  the  Farrar  Company  of 
Woodville  for  an  extensive  overhauling.  This  truck  was  purchased  in 
1935  and  these  repairs  will  mean  that  several  more  years  of  normal  use 
can  be  expected  of  it.  A new  engine  was  installed,  the  one  hundred 
gallon  booster  tank  was  replaced  with  a three  hundred  gallon  tank,  the 
chassis  was  repaired,  and  the  general  appearance  was  improved  by  a 
new  paint  job. 

On  August  31st  the  first  of  the  series  of  three  hurricanes  hit  this 
area,  confronting  the  Department  with  many  problems.  The  high  winds 
and  falling  trees  and  limbs  smashed  utility  and  fire  alarm  wires  into  the 
streets.  Since  our  Department  depended  entirely  on  call-men,  we  were 
fortunate  that  most  of  the  men  were  able  to  obtain  leave-of-absence 
from  their  places  of  employment,  to  work  for  the  Fire  Department.  Both 
Stations  were  manned  throughout  the  emergency  until  electric  power  was 
restored  and  our  fire  alarm  circuits  repaired. 

The  emergency  work  was  nearing  completion  on  September  3rd, 
when  both  companies  responded  to  a tragic  call  to  the  bridge  on  Pelham 
Island  Road,  where  two  sons  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  E.  Lind  had  lost 
their  lives  in  the  river.  Our  two  boats  were  joined  very  soon  by  13 
others  from  neighboring  fire  and  police  departments,  as  well  as  the 
State  Police.  Dragging  operations  were  interrupted  by  darkness  and 
bv  a severe  thunder  storm,  which  struck  so  suddenly  that  State  Police 
Officer  Alvin  Collins  was  struck  by  lightning  before  the  boats  and 
equipment  could  be  secured  and  the  personnel  could  find  shelter.  (In 
December,  as  this  report  is  being  prepared,  we  are  glad  to  report  that 
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Trooper  Collins  has  recovered  sufficiently  to  be  able  to  return  to  light 
duty  at  his  barracks.) 

Early  the  following  morning,  this  grim  task  was  resumed  and  the 
body  of  the  second  child  was  recovered. 

The  second  hurricane  of  the  year,  on  September  11th,  brought  a 
deluge  of  rain  such  as  scarcely  had  been  known  since  Noah’s  time.  In 
less  than  an  hour,  puddles  became  ponds,  brooks  became  rivers  and  our 
river  a veritable  sea.  Our  Department,  though  poorly  equipped  for  the 
job,  responded  to  an  incessant  torrent  of  calls,  to  pump  out  more  than 
a hundred  cellars,  including  a restaurant,  a school,  a market  and  many 
homes.  Anything  that  would  pump  water  was  pressed  into  service.  Two 
communities  were  entirely  isolated  by  flood,  and  boat  service  was 
rendered  to  them.  Meanwhile,  the  alarm  system  had  to  be  repaired  again. 

The  last  hurricane  of  the  year  hit  only  one  parting  blow  as  it  passed 
through  the  town:  It  brought  down  a high  tension  wire  across  the  fire 
alarm  wires  on  Plain  Road,  causing  considerable  damage  to  fire  boxes 
on  that  road,  and  to  a mutual  aid  relay  box  on  State  Road  East. 

In  the  latter  part  of  October,  Mr.  William  R.  Hulbert,  head  of  Civil 
Defense  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Engineers  a list  of  twelve  men, 
who  had  signed  up  as  auxiliary  firemen.  The  Board  assigned  Capt. 
Francis  J.  Hartin  of  the  Cochituate  Company,  as  drill-master;  and 
under  his  able  leadership,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  men  of  his 
Company,  the  auxiliary  class  has  progressed  with  a twelve-week  course. 
This  course  covers  pump  operations,  the  handling  of  ladders  and  hose, 
the  operation  of  the  resuscitator  and  lighting  machine,  the  function  of 
the  fire  alarm,  and  the  administration  of  Fire  Department  affairs. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  G.  L.  Chapter  148,  the  oil 
storage  and  oil  burner  inspections,  which  have  been  in  progress  for  the 
past  six  years,  have  continued  this  year.  • 

During  1954  357  oil  storage  inspections  have  been  made,  and  where 
the  oil  equipment  was  found  to  be  in  order  a permit  was  issued.  14 
installations  have  been  found  defective,  and  permits  denied  until  repairs 
were  made  by  the  owner.  Fees  collected  from  new  oil  burner  permits 
for  1954  have  amounted  to:  $56.50  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Town. 

A contract  was  awarded  to  the  L.  W.  Bills  Company  of  Lexington 
this  past  year,  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a fire  alarm  circuit  from 
the  Wayland  Station  to  Waltham  Road  in  North  Wayland.  Eight  fire 
alarm  boxes  will  be  installed  along  this  circuit  at  strategic  points;  and 
at  its  termination  it  will  tie  in  electrically  with  the  fire  alarm  boxes 
of  the  two  new  developments  at  Marshall  Terrace  and  Red  Barn  Road. 

We  are  aware  that  certain  areas  of  town  are  not  yet  covered  in 
this  respect.  But  the  lines  of  the  fire  alarm  system  have  been,  and  will 
continue  to  be  extended  as  rapidly  as  Town  finances  permit. 

A list  of  all  existing  fire  alarm  boxes  is  published  in  this  report. 
The  Board  of  Engineers  suggests  that  each  citizen  of  Wayland  check 
this  list  of  boxes,  in  order  to  become  familiar  with  the  number  and 
location  of  the  box  nearest  his  respective  home.  It  is  by  far  the  most 
positive  means  of  summoning  the  fire  department,  defining  the  location 
of  the  call  as  clearly  as  possible.

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The  building  trend  in  Wayland  has  continued  this  year  to  favor 
individual  construction  needs  rather  than  speculative  building.  Not  only 
have  these  individual  plans  called  for  the  more  expensive  types  of  homes 
but  the  developers  have  tended  this  year  to  build  large  and  more  costly 
homes  than  in  recent  years. 

As  this  report  is  being  prepared  in  December,  three  non-residential 
buildings  are  nearing  completion:  The  Parmenter  Health  Center,  The 
new  Elementary  School  on  Pequot  Eoad  and  the  addition  to  the  Trini- 
tarian Congregational  Church.  Also  in  this  month  two  new  non-resi- 
dential permits  have  been  issued,  one  for  a machine  shop  and  one  for  an 
industrial  research  laboratory,  both  on  State  Road  West. 

Fifty-seven  cases  of  zoning  variations  were  prepared  and  brought 
to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  for  decision.  There  were  fourteen  more 
cases  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  during  1954 
have  amounted  to  $3,802.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Officials 
and  citizens  who  have  helped  in  the  affairs  of  this  office  during  the  past 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  trees  on  all  existing  streets  and  roadways  have  been  sprayed 
for  the  prevention  of  Gypsy  Moth.  Due  to  the  increase  in  traffic,  through 
the  town,  during  the  day,  we  found  it  beneficial  to  spray  early  in  the 
morning.  This,  we  realize  may  have  been  annoying,  but  it  was  necessary 
toward  successful  spraying. 

This  coming  year  the  State  has  suggested  a helicopter  spraying 
program.  A complete  survey  of  the  town  was  requested.  A map  of  all 
areas  which  include,  poultry,  dairy,  grazing  lands,  mink  ranches,  green- 
houses, pools  containing  fish  etc.,  commercial  agriculture  and  stands, 
fish  hatcheries,  rest  homes,  Health  Center,  and  water  supplies  was  sent 
to  the  State  including  the  number  of  acres  included  in  each  area. 

Early  in  January  the  remaining  1953  condemned  Dutch  Elm  diseased 
trees  were  removed  and  destroyed.  New  samples  were  taken  in  July  195A 
and  sent  to  Amherst  for  culture.  Forty-three  samples  were  sent  and 
thirty-nine  came  back  as  positive  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  This  program  of 
combating  this  disease  should  be  continued  in  order  to  try  to  halt  the 
spread  of  this  disease.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1954 


The  Planning  Board  has  had  a very  active  year,  holding  forty-nine 
regular  meetings,  several  special  meetings,  and  numerous  field  trips. 
While  the  rate  of  subdivision  of  land  in  terms  of  number  of  lots  was 
somewhat  reduced  from  that  of  1953,  considerable  time  was  spent  in 
control  of  the  subdivisions  which  had  been  approved  previous  to  1954. 
Also  many  lot  plans  were  certified  which  do  not  come  under  the  sub- 
division control  law  but  do  require  Planning  Board  signatures,  with  the 
result  that  new  building  in  Wayland  continued  at  a high  rate.  Sub- 
divisions approved  this  year  are  shown  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Zoning  changes  in  1954  included  the  extension  of  the  Limited  Com- 
mercial District  to  accommodate  Raytheon’s  Engineering  Laboratory; 
the  establishment  of  a new  by-law  requiring  approval  of  site  plans  by 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  before  issuance  of  building  permits  in  the 
Business,  Industrial  and  Limited  Commercial  Zones;  the  prohibition  of 
residences  in  the  above-named  districts;  and  the  inclusion  of  additional 
land  in  one  of  the  60,000  square  foot  Residence  Districts. 

The  assignment  of  house  numbers  throughout  Town  has  been  com- 
pleted. A tentative  list  of  numbers  was  published  in  the  TOWN  CRIER, 
following  which  corrections  have  been  made  ‘with  the  help  of  townspeople 
who  notified  the  Board  of  errors. 

Although  it  was  intended  to  distribute  a final  list  of  street  numbers 
with  the  Town  Report,  it  has  been  decided  in  the  interest  of  having  it  as 
accurate  as  possible  to  defer  publication  until  completion  of  the  detailed 
cross  checking  with  the  latest  census  which  is  nearing  completion.  The 
list  will  be  published  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Several  meetings  with  the  engineers  for  the  Massachusetts  Turn- 
pike Authority  have  been  held  to  obtain  engineering  details  for  the  pro- 
posed Toll  Road;  and  requests  for  adequate  approaches,  utilities,  drain- 
age and  other  engineering  features  have  been  made  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  Town. 

Members  of  the  Planning  Board  have  served  on  several  committees, 
including  the  School  Site,  Regional  School,  Drainage,  Water  Meter,  and 
Park  and  Playground  Committees. 

The  Planning  Board  is  recommending  the  adoption  of  a completely 
revised  Business  District  By-Law,  aimed  at  insuring  proper  development 
in  Business  Districts  under  modern  standards.  The  Board  considers  this 
action  of  great  importance  in  the  process  of  making  the  Town  By-Laws 
more  consistent  with  our  needs. 

Presently  in  progress  are  studies  of  proper  land  use  in  the  light 
of  the  continuing  growth  of  Wayland,  watershed  and  drainage  problems, 
laying  out  of  town  roads,  acquisition  of  land  for  various  town  uses,  and 
bringing  the  town  By-Laws  up  to  date. 

Due  to  the  increased  demands  on  the  Planning  Board’s  time,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  have  two  closed  meetings  a month  in  order  to 
have  uninterrupted  time  for  overall  Town  planning.  All  other  meetings 
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are  open  to  subdividers,  builders  and  other  persons  needing  to  consult 
with  the  Planning  Board  for  any  reason.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


New  services  were  again  high  in  1954,  with  184  completed  and  18 
on  hand.  Indications  are  for  another  high  total  next  year. 

10  leaks  were  handled  and  5 services  were  renewed  and  5 relocated. 

The  new  hydrant  was  installed  at  Plain  and  Parmenter  Roads. 

Mains  were  extended  on  Oxbow  Road  and  numerous  other  develop- 
ments to  the  extent  of  about  2.1  miles. 

A total  of  233  million  gallons  of  water  was  pumped  during  the  year. 
Difficulty  of  supply  was  experienced  only  once,  during  a hot  spell  in  July. 
After  notices  were  sent  out  asking  that  the  use  of  hoses  be  limited  to 
4 hours  a day,  consumption  dropped  to  nearer  normal. 

The  new  pump  at  the  Happy  Hollow  station  was  put  into  service 
and  probably  helped  the  above  situation. 

Power  was  off  at  the  pumping  stations  a total  of  8 days,  5 after 
“Carol”  and  3 after  “Edna”.  During  these  8 days  a total  of  about  3% 
million  gallons  of  water  was  pumped  by  the  old  diesel  at  the  Baldwins 
Pond  station,  providing  nearly  a normal  supply  during  the  period. 

Approximately  350  of  the  500  meters  authorized  to  be  installed  on 
old  services  were  in  by  the  first  of  the  year,  and  will  be  finished  as  soon 
as  possible. 

The  old  “coop”  that  stood  behind  the  old  Fire  Station  in  Cochituate 
was  moved  to  a location  at  Baldwins  Pond,  set  on  a suitable  foundation, 
and  fixed  up  to  provide  a fine  garage  and  storage  space  for  a fraction 
of  the  cost  of  a new  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  increasing  burden  of  regulatory  measures  and  constant  addi- 
tions to  the  paper  work  involved  in  the  required  handling  of  our  regular 
case  load  has  required  us  to  take  on  an  additional  part-time  employee. 

New  rules  relating  to  the  amount  permitted  to  be  paid  for  rest 
home  or  nursing  home  care  and  the  resulting  upsetting  of  the  practice 
prior  thereto  have  caused  an  unusual  amount  of  readjustment,  which  we 
hope  has  been  accomplished  finally  without  too  much  ill  effect  on  the  old 
people  who  are  largely  those  whose  comfortable  routine  was  interrupted 
by  our  efforts  to  conform  with  the  newly  created  requirements. 

As  usual,  the  medications  and  doctors’  services,  particularly  for  the 
chronic  cases,  continue  to  be  a serious  problem.  We  have  a considerable 
number  of  persons  whose  health  is  very  precarious  and  for  whom  we 
believe  much  care  is  necessary.  It  is  our  constant  effort  to  avoid  unneces- 
sary expense  and  at  the  same  time  to  make  certain  that  no  one  in  real 
need  and  unable,  personally  or  through  relatives,  to  care  for  the  expense 
is  deprived  of  all  needful  and  useful  attention. 

Although  statistics  make  rather  dull  reading  there  is  no  other  way 
in  which  we  can  present  the  picture  as  a whole,  in  view  of  the  obvious 
impossibility  of  mentioning  names  or  circumstances  which  might  tend 
to  disclose  names.  Therefore,  we  attach  hereto  the  usual  statistics  in 
comparison  with  the  preceding  two  years. 

The  Board  particularly  hopes  that  those  who  inspect  the  report  and 
these  much  condensed  figures  will  realize  the  extent  of  the  work  that 
has  been  faithfully  and  loyally  performed  during  the  year  by  our  small 
paid  staff.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  Annual  Report  for  1954, 
During  the  year  the  Committee  was  faced  with  the  unique  problem  of 
dismissal  proceedings  against  a tenure  teacher.  The  Committee  is  most 
appreciative  of  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Police 
Department,  and  Town  Counsel  in  connection  with  the  hearing. 

The  School  Committee  has  cooperated  with  the  Regional  School 
Study  Committee,  the  School  Building  Committee  and  the  School  Site 
Committee  in  the  carrying  forward  of  these  three  areas  of  service  to  the 
Town's  schools. 

The  School  Committee  is  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  Wayland 
will  have  the  full  time  service  of  a Superintendent  of  Schools.  During 
past  years  Wayland  has  been  associated  with  Dover,  Sherborn,  and 
Sudbury  in  a Superintendency  Union.  As  these  towns  grew  the  Union 
was  reduced  to  an  association  with  Sudbury  in  1950.  There  are  more 
pupils  and  teachers  in  the  Wayland  schools  today  than  there  were  in  the 
two  systems  at  the  time  of  this  reorganization.  The  creation  of  the 
Sudbury-Lincoln  Regional  School  District  and  the  interest  of  the  Sudbury 
School  Committee  in  forming  a new  Superintendency  Union  presents  an 
opportunity  to  end  the  Wayland-Sudbury  Union.  To  discontinue  the 
Union  requires  the  approval  of  the  Sudbury  School  Committee,  The 
Wayland  School  Committee  and  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

The  Happy  Hollow  School,  authorized  at  a Special  Town  Meeting 
on  November  30,  1953,  is  nearing  completion  and  it  is  planned  to  occupy 
the  building  on  January  25,  1955. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  describes  some  aspects  of  the  pro- 
gram of  the  schools.  The  financial  report  is  included  in  the  Town 
Accountant’s  report. 

The  School  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  under- 
standing support  which  the  Town  has  given  both  to  projects  required  to 
meet  the  growth  of  our  school  population  and  to  policies  designed  to 
raise  constantly  the  standard  of  operation  of  our  schools.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Any  child  who  is  five  years  and  eight  months  of  age  on  September 
first  of  the  current  school  year  may  be  admitted  to  the  first  grade,  but 
in  every  case  the  admission  of  a child  under  six  shall  be  dependent  upon 
the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by  the  work  of  the  school,  such  fitness 
to  be  determined  by  the  Superintendent.  Pupils  under  the  age  of  seven 
years  who  have  not  previously  attended  school  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  enter  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in  September 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  Superintendent.  Certificates  of  birth 
and  vaccination  shall  be  required  at  the  time  of  entrance.

In  the  event  of  exceptionally  severe  weather  conditions  or  when  the 
transportation  system  is  disrupted,  WBZ,  WEEI,  WNAC,  and  WKOX 
will  broadcast  the  no-school  announcements  between  7:00  and  8:00  A.  M. 
In  addition,  five  blasts  will  be  sounded  on  the  fire  alarm  in  Wayland 
and  Cochituate  at  7:00  A.  M.  for  “no  school,  all  schools”  and  7:30  A.  M. 
for  “no  school  elementary  schools  only.” 

We  feel  these  signals  are  clear  and,  therefore,  urge  parents  to 
refrain  from  flooding  the  Telephone  Office  and  homes  of  School  Depart- 
ment personnel  with  telephone  calls. 

On  days  when  the  signal  is  not  used  weather  conditions  may  warrant 
the  non-attendance  of  certain  children.  Lack  of  normal  health  would 
tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents  to  keep  the  child  at  home.  Since 
weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable,  and  since  the  School  Depart- 
ment desires  to  render  maximum  education  service  by  having  the  schools 
open  the  greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals  will  not  be  used  on 
ordinary  rainy  or  snowy  days  or  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt. 

A good  education  can  be  built  only  on  good  health.  Safeguard  health 
by  keeping  your  child  home  when,  in  your  estimation  as  a parent,  condi- 
tions warrant.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee 
Wayland,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

This  is  my  fourth  Annual  Report  and  the  58th  in  the  series  of 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Throughout  this  report  the 
community  minded  service  of  many  parents  and  other  citizens  as  well 
as  the  efforts  of  the  school  staff  are  illustrated.  The  school  plant  has 
been  enlarged  by  the  building  of  the  Happy  Hollow  School.  The  school 
staff  has  been  made  more  effective  through  improved  standards  of 
operation  and  an  increased  salary  schedule.  The  educational  experience 
of  the  pupils  has  been  enlivened  as  a result  of  an  increased  commitment 
of  our  community’s  resources. 

Despite  this  continuing  increase  in  the  use  of  the  property  tax  to 
support  Wayland’s  schools  it  is  clear  that  the  public  schools  of  our 
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country,  our  state  and  even  our  community  are  not  provided  with  the 
financial  support  today  that  existed  in  earlier  years. 

In  1954  the  cash  income  after  taxes  of  the  average  United  States 
family  was  about  $4300.  Since  1850  the  national  income  increased  by  30 
times  from  11  billion  dollars  to  334  billion  dollars  in  1953.  In  the  first 
half  of  the  20th  century  the  standard  of  living  in  the  United  States 
advanced  more  than  in  all  previous  centuries  of  Western  history.  The 
economic  growth  and  productive  achievements  of  the  nation  are  related 
not  only  to  economic  resources  but  also  to  the  quality  of  its  people.  The 
quality  of  a people  is  greatly  affected  by  the  education  they  receive. 

Education  costs  money.  The  United  States,  with  an  economy  that 
produces  and  distributes  40%  of  the  world’s  wealth  in  goods  and  services 
to  one-sixth  of  the  world’s  people,  has  the  money.  One  reason  we  have 
the  money  is  that  for  two  generations  past  Americans  supported  the 
world’s  costliest  and  best  educational  system  which  produced  the  world’s 
best-trained  and  most  efficient  labor  force  of  professionals,  technicians, 
and  skilled  workers  and  the  most  productive  economy  in  history. 

In  our  time  of  abundance,  of  hugely  accelerated  production  and  of 
a heroic  consumption  that  ranges  from  what  only  Americans  are  lucky 
enough  to  regard  as  necessities  to  a wide  variety  of  everyday  luxuries, 
the  proportion  of  our  resources  going  into  education  has  declined. 
Everyone,  whether  painfully  or  belligerently  or  reluctantly,  is  aware 
that  the  schools  are  not  getting  the  financial  support  that  they  need  to 
thrive,  and  in  some  areas,  to  survive  decently. 

Recently  a presidential  commission  appointed  to  study  the  nation’s 
highway  traffic  problem  reported  that  road  construction  and  upkeep  have 
failed  to  keep  pace  with  the  vastly  expanded  volume  of  traffic.  The 
commission  recommended  a 100  billion  dollar  appropriation  “to  modernize 
our  national  highway  system”.  Like  our  cars  and  trucks  our  children 
have  increased.  Building  adequate  school  facilities  like  building  adequate 
highways  is  expensive,  and  even  more  essential.  Modernizing  the  high- 
ways will  save  the  lives  of  many  motorists.  Modernizing  the  schools  of 
the  United  States  may  help  save  the  nation. 

The  United  States  has  accepted  the  magnificent  challenge  of  leading 
the  democratic  nations  in  the  world  struggle  to  defend  and  expand 
human  dignity  and  freedom.  Our  own  defense  in  an  age  of  economic, 
political,  and  ideological  warfare  and  the  fulfillment  of  this  task  clearly 
indicate  that  the  nation’s  schools  should  be  given  increased  support. 

I do  not  believe  that  this  decline  in  support  is  the  result  of  lack  of 
understanding  of  the  importance  of  our  schools  or  of  lack  of  citizen 
interest.  It  appears  to  me  that  our  failure  is  largely  related  to  an 
antiquated  tax  system.  The  early  remodeling  of  our  methods  of  financing 
the  schools  at  all  government  levels  may  well  be  the  factor  which  decides 
whether  the  schools  again  are  fully  able  to  serve  their  appointed  role  in 
our  democratic  society. 


Teaching  Staff 

The  professional  staff  of  the  schools  has  increased  to  sixty-nine 
members  with  eighteen  joining  our  staff  during  the  past  year.  Nine 
teachers  replaced  those  who  left  the  system  and  nine  filled  new  positions. 
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Twenty-two  of  our  teachers  have  served  the  community  for  more  than 
three  years.  Through  improvements  in  salary  schedule  and  increased 
staff  standards,  the  very  large  teacher  turnover  of  past  years  was 
sharply  reduced. 

In  September,  the  Happy  Hollow  School  began  operation  as  an 
afternoon  session  at  the  Cochituate  School.  Daniel  A.  Frumerin, 
formerly  principal  in  Shelburne  Falls,  Massachusetts,  began  service  as 
principal  of  this  school.  Nine  of  the  twelve  teachers  transferred  from 
the  Cochituate  and  Center  Schools. 

After  thirty  and  thirty-three  years  of  service  respectfully,  A.  Marion 
Simpson  and  Maude  E.  Merrithew  resigned  on  October  1st  in  order  to 
retire  from  public  school  teaching.  The  unusual  service  of  these  two 
fine  teachers  cannot  be  adequately  expressed  in  words.  The  graduates  of 
our  High  School  for  the  past  three  decades  will  be  grateful  for  the  oppor- 
tunities of  studying  under  these  teachers. 

Growth  of  Wayland  Schools 

The  substantial  increase  in  school  enrollment  of  past  years  con- 
tinued in  1954.  As  of  October  1,  1954,  there  were  85  more  children 
enrolled  in  the  Wayland  Schools  than  in  1953.  The  increase  is  due  to 
high  birth  rates  and  to  the  construction  of  new  homes  in  the  Town. 

The  total  enrollment  of  1316  children  was  distributed  through  the 
grades  on  October  1,  1954  as  follows:

Increasing  enrollments  in  future  years  must  be  expected  as  the 
larger  groups  of  children  in  the  lower  grades  replace  the  smaller  groups 
in  the  upper  grades  and  the  first  grades  are  replaced  by  groups  larger 
than  this  year’s  first  grades. 

Each  year  a census  of  pre-school  children  is  made  by  the  Town 
Clerk.  On  January  1,  1954  the  pre-school  population  was  119  higher  than 
in  1953  and  were  distributed  according  to  year  of  birth  as  follows : 

1949  — 190  1951  — 194  1953  — 183 

1950  — 177  1952  — 164 

There  have  been  building  permits  for  264  additional  houses  which 
will  increase  future  pre-school  census  figures. 

The  school  enrollment  and  pre-school  figures  that  are  given  above 
have  been  combined  with  the  average  annual  change  in  school  enroll- 
ment during  the  past  three  years,  to  arrive  at  an  estimate  of  future 
enrollments.  The  graphs  indicate  the  minimum  enrollments  that  are 
expected  in  the  years  immediately  ahead:

The  increase  in  elementary  enrollment  has  been  provided  for  through 
the  operation  of  the  Happy  Hollow  School  as  an  afternoon  session  at 
Cochituate  and  the  opening  of  the  new  building  on  January  25,  1955. 
In  1956  classroom  space  will  be  insufficient  to  provide  for  the  anticipated 
enrollment. 

The  objective  of  the  Wayland  elementary  schools  is  to  provide  the 
best  possible  education  for  all  the  children  enrolled  within  the  limitations 
of  facilities,  personnel,  equipment  and  the  varied  abilities  of  the  children 
themselves.  Substantial  progress  was  made  in  1954  in  improving 
instruction.  Some  facets  of  the  continuing  curriclum-enrichment  pro- 
gram include : 

a.  An  increased  amount  of  textbooks  and  other  instructional  ma- 
terials were  purchased  and  used  in  the  schools. 

b.  A wide  variety  of  library-type  reference  materials  were  made 
available  in  the  classrooms. 

c.  School  buildings  were  improved  by  partial  installations  of 
modern  lighting,  flooring,  heating  and  new  furniture,  providing 
a more  comfortable  learning  atmosphere. 

d.  Members  of  the  teaching  staffs  have  kept  abreast  of  the  latest 
professional  research  and  teaching  methods  through  post-grad- 
uate university  study  and  in-service  training. 

A program  that  encourages  and  permits  each  child  to  advance  at  his 
own  rate  is  made  possible  by  limiting  the  number  of  children  in  each 
class.  We  are  operating  closer  to  our  class  size  policy  than  in  past  years. 
Further  opportunities  have  been  provided  through  the  instrumental 
music  program,  speech  and  physical  therapy,  and  the  more  efficient 
utilizing  of  the  psychological  and  guidance  services  of  the  school  staff. 

Reporting 

From  the  study  of  reporting  practices  that  continued  through  the 
year,  a new  uniform  method  of  reporting  for  all  elementary  schools  has 
been  evolved.  Parents  will  be  kept  informed  of  their  children’s  school 
progress  by  means  of  report  cards  and  parent-teacher  conferences. 

Experience  indicates  that  nothing  can  substitute  for  the  friendly 
informal  parent-teacher  conferences  which  are  regarded  as  the  core  of 
the  reporting  process.  A minimum  of  two  conferences  are  held  each  year. 
The  first  conference  is  scheduled  in  the  early  part  of  the  school  year  in 
order  that  information  may  be  obtained  from  the  parent  to  help  the 
teacher  to  better  plan  an  individual  program  for  the  child.  The  second 
conference,  held  in  March,  permits  the  teacher  to  report  fully  concerning 
academic  progress  and  personal  achievement  to  the  parent.  Unscheduled 
reporting  takes  place  as  the  need  arises  by  additional  conferences,  letters, 
home  visits,  progress  reports  and  school  visits  by  the  parent. 

The  new  report  card  is  designed  to  give  a picture  of  the  child’s 
progress  as  compared  to  the  progress  of  children  in  the  same  grade 
throughout  the  country. 

There  are  different  cards  for  the  two  levels  of  the  elementary 
school : a primary  report  card  for  the  first,  second,  and  third  grades,  and 
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an  intermediate  card  for  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades.  These 
report  cards  are  considered  as  information  being  exchanged  between 
the  school  and  home.  For  this  reason  they  are  mailed  directly  to  the 
home.  Parents  have  been  requested  to  return  them  to  the  school  in  the 
same  manner. 

The  reporting  system  will  be  evaluated  near  the  end  of  the  year 
to  see  if  further  clarifications  can  be  made. 

Testing 

Three  types  of  tests  are  used  in  the  testing  program  of  the  Wayland 
elementary  schools. 

a.  Intelligence  tests  give  the  school  an  estimate  of  the  child’s 
potential  ability.  Individual  tests  are  given  to  every  child  who 
enters  the  first  grade.  In  the  third  and  the  sixth  grades  intelli- 
gence tests  are  given  on  a group  basis. 

b.  Psychological  tests  of  various  kinds  are  given  to  those  individual 
children  for  whom  a need  for  additional,  specialized  information 
is  required  to  better  study  their  school  needs. 

c.  Achievement  tests  are  given  annually  to  all  children  above  the 
first  grade.  These  tests  measure  what  the  individual  child  has 
achieved  as  compared  to  other  children  in  the  same  grade 
throughout  the  country.  Achievement  tests  are  administered  in 
the  early  fall  so  that  the  teachers  may  use  the  results  in  pro- 
gram planning. 

A DAY  IN  A WAYLAND  THIRD  GRADE 
(as  a third-grader  might  experience  it) 

Note : The  best  way  to  appreciate  the  kind  of  learning  experience  enjoyed  by 

elementary  school  pupils  is  to  visit  the  school.  Since  this  is  not  feasible  for  many 
interested  persons,  this  illustrative  story  is  being  included.  I suspect  that  this 
particular  day  was  more  than  twenty-four  hours  long. 

My  name  is  Jimmy.  I’m  eight  years  old  and  I’m  in  the  third  grade.  This  is 
my  story  of  what  I did  today  at  school. 

The  first  thing  I did  when  I got  to  my  classroom  this  morning  was  to  see  if 
Jingo,  the  salamander  in  our  terrarium,  was  O.K.  Jingo  was  O.K.  I could  tell 
by  the  way  he  wiggled  in  my  hand  when  I fed  him.  Then  I helped  Susan  label  a 
rock  she  brought  for  our  science  collection.  My  teacher  told  us  it  was  quartz. 

I felt  more  like  doing  a puzzle  than  reading  one  of  the  library  books  on  our 
library  table.  I just  got  the  last  piece  in  when  school  started  with  opening  exercises. 
After  the  prayer  and  the  flag  salute  we  sang  the  Star-Spangled  Banner.  When  we 
held  health  inspection  everyone  in  my  group  had  clean  hands  and  had  remembered 
to  brush  his  teeth,  comb  his  hair,  and  bring  a hankie. 

Since  today  was  Monday  we  chose  new  helpers  for  the  week.  Joey  got  the 
job  of  counting  the  number  of  hot  lunches  and  milk.  I’m  messenger  this  week  so 
I took  the  lunch  slip  to  the  cafeteria  and  the  attendance  slip  to  the  nurse.  Margie 
was  sick  last  Friday  so  I saw  her  in  the  nurses’  office  with  a thermometer  in  her 
mouth  to  see  if  she  was  all  right  to  come  back  to  the  room. 

When  I got  back  to  our  room,  the  rest  of  the  class  was  already  having  news. 
It’s  fun  to  listen  to  everybody’s  news  about  what  has  happened  to  them  since  the 
day  before. 
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After  news  period,  our  teacher  gave  us  directions  for  our  work.  Some  of  us 
were  dividing  words  into  syllables  and  marking  the  long  or  short  vowel  sounds. 
I was  good  at  arranging  words  in  alphabetical  order  and  drawing  pictures  to  show 
the  meaning  of  each  word. 

While  we  were  working,  each  group  had  a reading  class  with  the  teacher  in 
turn.  The  children  who  finished  work  early  read  library  books,  played  word  games 
with  the  flash  cards,  or  painted  at  the  easel. 

After  reading  was  all  over  we  had  spelling.  We  had  nine  words  today.  Some 
of  them  were  pretty  hard  at  first  but  we  found  little  words  that  we  already  knew 
inside  some  of  the  big  ones.  We  could  sound  out  all  the  letters  in  other  words. 
On  Friday  we  will  have  a test  on  all  the  words  that  we  learn  this  week. 

After  spelling  it  was  10.30  so  we  had  milk  and  crackers.  At  recess  time  we 
played  "call  my  number’’  and  "dodge  ball” 

When  we  got  back  inside,  we  started  arithmetic.  My  group  is  working  on 
subtraction  with  changing  numbers.  First  one  group  does  a paper  while  the  teacher 
works  with  the  other  group.  Then  we  do  just  the  opposite. 

We  had  a little  time  before  lunch  so  we  practiced  writing  the  letters  of  the 
alphabet.  You  see,  we’re  learning  to  write  instead  of  print.  Pretty  soon  we’ll  be 
writing  everything. 

Billy  and  Carol  were  host  and  hostess  at  my  lunch  table.  When  our  manners 
got  rough  they  reminded  us  to  use  good  manners. 

Today  in  our  rest  time  after  lunch  our  teacher  read  us  a story  about  the  Lapp 
children  who  take  care  of  the  reindeer  herds. 

Then  we  had  our  social  studies.  We’re  just  finishing  up  our  unit  on  food. 
Besides  learning  all  about  different  kinds  of  food  and  why  they  are  good  for  us, 
we  learned  all  about  serving  food,  setting  the  table  correctly,  and  eating  with  good 
manners.  We  learned  how  to  choose  foods  from  a menu  when  we  eat  out.  We 
took  two  trips.  One  was  to  a fair  in  Framingham  where  we  saw  many  animals 
that  give  us  food  and  exhibits  of  bees  and  maple  syrup  products.  The  other  trip 
was  to  a bakery  in  Boston  where  we  saw  how  bread  was  made  from  mixing  the 
dough  to  putting  the  loaves  into  the  delivery  trucks. 

It  was  snowing  hard  outside  the  window  so  we  all  watched  it  and  we  thought 
about  it.  Of  course  we  know  what  snow  really  is  from  our  science  class  but  our 
teacher  told  us  to  use  our  imagination  and  think  what  the  snow  looked  like  to  us. 

Janice  said  that  it  looked  to  her  as  if  Mother  Nature  were  having  a shampoo 
and  all  the  suds  were  spilling  over.  John  thought  it  looked  like  someone  was 
shaking  soap  powder  into  a giant  washing  machine.  Linda  said  maybe  the  angels 
had  been  cleaning  house  and  they  were  all  shaking  their  dust  mops. 

After  we  finished  writing  about  the  snow,  we  went  to  sing  with  the  other 
third  grade.  The  teachers  let  us  record  our  songs  on  a tape  recorder.  We  were 
surprised  at  the  way  we  sounded. 

Sometimes  we  dance,  too.  Other  days  we  have  art  and  twice  a week  we  go 
to  gym.  But  today  we  just  couldn’t  squeeze  in  another  thing.  It  seemed  we  were 
just  started  in  the  day  before  we  were  saying  goodbye  and  getting  on  the  bus. 


Junior-Senior  High  School 

In  September  1954,  the  high  school  building  again  housed  grades 
seven  through  twelve  only.  With  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the  fifth 
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and  sixth  grades  available,  a better  room  assignment  schedule  for  high 
school  classes  became  possible.  More  classrooms  are  now  being  developed 
for  the  teaching  of  specific  subject  areas  which  facilitates  the  use  of 
resource  materials. 

The  total  enrollment  of  459  pupils  is  above  the  projected  figure.  As 
enrollment  increases  refinements  in  instructional  grouping,  improve- 
ments in  equipment,  a wider  selection  of  courses,  and  additional  services 
to  pupils  can  be  continued  on  an  economically  sound  basis. 

Junior  High  Program 

The  junior-high  program  includes  four  sections  at  the  seventh  grade 
level  and  three  sections  at  the  eighth  which  is  an  increase  of  one  seventh 
grade  section.  The  organization  of  classes  is  essentially  the  same  as  last 
year  but  instruction  has  been  strengthened  through  broadening  the  base 
in  terms  of  materials  and  personnel  and  the  development  of  special  pro- 
grams to  better  meet  the  needs  of  individuals. 

It  has  become  apparent  that  some  pupils  who  are  academically 
retarded  in  some  of  the  departmentalized  areas,  need  a different  kind 
of  help  than  that  which  is  available  in  a regular  classroom  group.  The 
students  selected  for  this  junior  division  program  have  been  receiving 
special  instruction  in  the  subjects  diagnosed  as  weak  and  have  continued 
in  regular  classes  where  they  have  had  success.  This  program  adds 
considerable  flexibility  to  promotional  practices  between  the  seventh, 
eighth,  and  ninth  grades.  The  program  is  young  but  already  two 
students  have  been  able  to  rejoin  the  regular  classes  after  having 
corrected  their  deficiencies. 

The  practical  arts  curriculum  for  slow  learners  has  drawn  its  pupils 
from  the  upper  elementary  and  junior  high  grades.  The  instructional 
day  is  divided  generally  into  a group  of  experiences  aimed  at  teaching 
the  basic  skills,  and  a session  devoted  chiefly  to  arts  and  crafts.  The  day’s 
work  is  further  varied  by  individually  scheduling  pupils  with  homeroom 
groups,  physical  education  groups,  and  appropriate  classes  from  the 
general  education  program  of  the  school. 

The  junior-high  program  has  been  expanded  to  include  Latin  for 
certain  eighth  graders.  This  step  is  only  part  of  a larger  study  intended 
to  identify  different  kinds  of  abilities  and  purposes  and  to  plan  pro- 
grams which  will  offer  additional  challenge. 

As  part  of  the  Junior-high  program  there  are  several  sponsored 
co-curricular  groups  including:  student  council,  junior  highlights,  sports 
club,  intramural  teams,  and  chorus.  Practically  every  student  parti- 
cipates in  at  least  one  of  these  groups. 

With  the  junior-high  program  providing  for  different  kinds  of 
instructional  groups,  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  staff  that  a higher  achieve- 
ment is  being  accomplished  in  all  instructional  areas. 

Senior  High  Program 

The  senior-high  school  program,  grades  nine  through  twelve,  con- 
tinues to  offer  an  opportunity  for  students  to  elect  courses  in  general 
education,  college  preparation,  and  business  education.  New  courses 
added  this  year  are  Latin  III,  High  School  Art  II,  and  Music  Apprecia- 
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tion  for  sophomores.  Developments  begun  last  year  have  been  continued. 
The  library  has  continued  to  add  resource  materials  in  keeping  with  the 
reference  needs  of  classes.  It  appears  that  the  library  should  become  a 
full  time  operation  next  year.  The  emphasis  on  laboratory  work  is  shown 
in  Biology  and  Physics.  Both  courses  are  doing  the  prescribed  experi- 
ments from  the  College  Entrance  Book  Company  Manual.  The  manual 
arts  department  has  added  units  in  home  mechanics,  sheet  metal,  and 
welding.  The  business  department  has  continued  to  improve  its  equip- 
ment. The  machine  room  now  has  a sink,  the  bookkeeping  room  is  in  the 
process  of  adding  twelve  new  units  of  furniture,  and  the  schedule*  of 
replacement  of  typewriters  has  reached  the  point  where  no  aged  machines 
need  to  be  used.  There  are  typewriters  to  accommodate  a class  of  twenty- 
five  students. 

Several  of  the  courses  of  study  have  been  revised  and  a new  one 
has  been  written  for  Orientation.  Each  teacher  is  keeping  a log  of 
learning  experiences  for  each  class  to  form  a basis  for  integration 
among  sections  and  an  over-all  study  of  the  curriculum  in  action. 

The  evaluation  of  student  progress  is  another  important  aspect  of 
this  year’s  work.  Grades  are  now  reported  on  a five  letter  scale : 
A B C D F.  It  is  believed  that  a more  realistic  appraisal  of  student 
progress  is  being  made.  The  staff  and  students  are  studying  the  concept 
of  school  citizenship  in  an  effort  to  clarify  the  reporting  in  this  area. 
The  total  evaluation  process  has  been  balanced  somewhat  by  the 
scheduling  of  two-hour  examinations  in  the  basic  academic  subjects. 
These  are  planned  for  January  and  May.  The  examinations  are  teacher- 
made  and  have  been  the  subject  of  several  faculty  meetings  as  well  as 
individual  work.  The  examinations  are  intended  to  help  students  sum 
up  and  reinforce  what  they  have  learned  and  also  to  help  them  become 
more  test  conscious.  The  results  constitute  only  one  of  several  kinds  of 
measures  of  pupil  progress. 

Driver  education  continues  to  be  an  important  subject  for  young 
people  approaching  their  sixteenth  birthday.  Insurance  companies  now 
recognize  the  value  of  driver  education  in  high  schools  through  a reduc- 
tion in  rates  for  those  who  have  successfully  completed  the  classroom 
and  behind-the-wheel  requirements. 

Some  additional  student  services  are  now  available.  A student  may 
take  out  an  accident  insurance  policy  with  the  National  Casualty  Insur- 
ance Company.  The  current  cost  is  one  dollar  for  the  school  year.  The 
guidance  function  of  the  school  has  been  expanded  to  include  part-time 
work  of  Mr.  Lewis  Oxford.  Mrs.  Mildred  Reynolds,  speech  therapist,  is 
beginning  her  work  at  the  high  school  level  and  is  at  the  high  school 
building  on  Fridays. 

Permanent  Records 

Improvements  in  administrative  record  keeping  have  been  underway 
for  about  a year.  A Post  Index  permanent  record  form  has  been 
developed  at  both  the  high  school  and  elementary  levels  with  the  unique 
feature  of  having  the  elementary  form  filed  with  the  high  school  form 
when  the  child  enters  junior  high  school.  It  is  believed  that  this  articula- 
tion of  records  will  contribute  greatly  to  the  understanding  of  pupils 
entering  the  seventh  grade  from  the  various  elementary  schools. 
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Follow-up  Study  of  Wayland  High  School  Graduates 

This  year  a follow-up  study  of  Wayland  High  School  graduates  was 
conducted  by  a joint  parent-teacher  committee.  Questionnaires  were 
sent  to  all  1941  to  1952  graduates  who  continued  their  education  and  to 
the  schools  and  colleges  in  which  they  enrolled.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  help  in  evaluating  the  preparation  of  Wayland  students  for 
success  in  institutions  of  high  learning.  Some  of  the  significant  results 
of  the  study  are  reported  here. 

Schools  and  colleges  attended  by  Wayland  graduates  include: 
Harvard,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Boston  University, 
State  Teacher’s  College,  Tufts,  Brown  University,  Worcester  Poly  tech 
Institute,  Radcliffe,  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music,  Michigan  State, 
Georgetown  University,  University  of  Massachusetts,  University  of 
Vermont,  Boston  College,  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Bowdoin,  Colby, 
Bentley  School  of  Accounting,  Vesper  George  School  of  Art,  Regis, 
University  of  Montana,  Colorado  A and  M,  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Academy, 
George  Washington  University,  and  many  others. 

The  schools  and  colleges  where  Wayland  graduates  are  enrolled 
report  that  nearly  half  of  our  graduates  were  in  the  upper  half  of  their 
classes  in  scholastic  achievement.  These  institutions  reported  that  the 
majority  of  our  graduates  are  performing  up  to  their  potential  ability 
and  that  two-thirds  of  them  have  made  an  adequate  or  better  than  ade- 
quate adjustment. 

A majority  of  the  graduates  themselves  replied  that  they  have  found 
that  the  Wayland  High  School  program  prepared  them  adequately  for 
further  education  and  for  citizenship.  Among  the  suggestions  that  the 
graduates  made  for  strengthening  the  High  School  program  were  the 
following : 

1.  Better  parent  support  which  would  help  student  attitudes  while 
in  school. 

2.  More  counseling  of  students  about  their  abilities  and  interests. 
(This  is  now  an  organized  part  of  the  school  program.) 

3.  More  study  of  vocations.  (A  year-long  program  of  occupa- 
tional information  with  the  cooperation  of  Northeastern  Uni- 
versity is  now  in  operation.) 

4.  More  laboratory  science.  (Both  Biology  and  Chemistry  have 
extended  laboratory  periods  now  along  with  Physics  and  Gen- 
eral Science.) 

5.  Some  provision  in  the  curriculum  for  sex  education  and  instruc- 
tion relative  to  marriage  and  family  relations. 

From  the  suggestions  and  criticisms  made  it  can  be  seen  that  some 
inadequacies  have  existed  in  the  High  School  program  and  that  in  the 
areas  where  suggestions  were  made  advancement  has  been  going  on 
steadily  over  the  years. 

Community  Agencies 

The  cooperation  of  community  agencies  with  the  school  continues  to 
be  mopt  gratifying.  Appreciative  mention  is  given  to  the  Wayland 
Junior-Senior  High  School  Parent  Teachers  Association,  the  Wayland 
Women’s  Club,  the  Cochituate  Mother’s  Club,  and  the  Wayland  Kiwanis 
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Club  for  their  individually  sponsored  scholarships,  the  Wayland  Kiwanis 
Club  for  the  Hallowe’en  Party  and  the  service  to  underprivileged 
children,  the  Wayland  Athletic  Association  for  sponsorship  of  the  athletic 
banquet  and  jacket  awards,  the  Town  Library  for  cooperating  with  the 
school  library  development,  the  American  Legion  for  the  work  with  the 
Oratorical  contest,  and  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  wholesome  competition  in  football  between  Wayland  and  Weston, 
the  Junior  Town  House  for  the  financial  encouragement  in  program 
enrichment,  the  Wayland  League  of  Woman  Voters  for  including  high 
school  students  in  the  study  of  recreational  facilities,  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution  for  their  Good  Citizenship  Award,  and  the 
American  Legion  Women’s  Auxiliary  for  their  Social  Studies  Award. 


Awards  and  Scholarships 

Sandra  Elizabeth  Weaver  and  Jane  Denise  Cahill  received  the  Way- 
land  Woman’s  Club  Scholarships.  The  Cochituate  Mother’s  Club  Scholar- 
ship was  awarded  to  Susan  Charlotte  Dusseault  and  the  Kiwanis  Club 
Scholarship  was  granted  to  Richard  Leon  Haynes.  The  Wayland  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  Parent-Teacher  Association  presented  scholarships  to 
Susan  Charlotte  Dusseault  and  Edith  Louise  Bamforth.  Susan  Charlotte 
Dusseault  received  the  Good  Citizenship  Award  and  Eugene  K.  Rum- 
pel, Jr.  was  presented  with  the  Charles  H.  Alward  Social  Studies  Award. 
The  Bausch  and  Lorrib  Science  Award  went  to  John  Edmond  Sullivan, 
and  Edith  Louise  Bamforth  was  awarded  the  Business  Scholarship  Key.

for  a Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  one  Library 
Trustee,  Tree  Warden,  one  Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds  and  seven 
Constables,  all  for  one  year. 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  two  years. 

One  Selectman,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one 
member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one  Water  Commissioner, 
two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  one  Road  Com- 
missioner and  one  Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds,  all  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The  polls  will 
be  open  at  7 :30  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will  remain  open  continuously 
until  8:00  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall  be  closed.

. Article  1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 


Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By-Law 
establishing  the  Wage  and  Salary  Classification  Plan  adopted  March  3, 
1954,  as  amended,  in  any  of  the  following  respects,  and  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  purposes  thereof,  or  to  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

(a)  Amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  of  said  Plan  by  deleting  the 
heading  “Maximum  Merit”  and  inserting  “10  years  after”  in  place 
thereof;  and  also  by  deleting  Section  2 of  Article  V. 

(b)  Insert  after  Article  III  the  following  new  article: 

“Article  III  — A” 

“HOURS  OF  WORK” 

“SECTION  1.  The  regular  work  week  for  office  and  clerical 
employees  shall  be  35  hours,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  regular 
work  week  for  all  other  Town  employees  shall  be  44  hours. 

“SECTION  2.  Any  salaried  employee  required  to  work  overtime 
in  any  week  shall  be  given  compensatory  time  off,  if  practicable, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable.  If  it  is  impossible  to  allowr  compensatory 
time  off  without  unduly  interfering  with  the  work  of  the  department, 
the  employee  shall  be  compensated  for  the  overtime  work  at  an 
hourly  rate  equivalent  to  the  employee’s  annual  salary. 

“SECTION  3.  Time  spent  by  Water  Department  employees  on 
call  or  tending  pumps  on  week-ends  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  regular  work  week.  A single  Water  Department  employee  who 
is  detailed  to  be  on  call  and/or  tend  the  pumps  on  a week-end  shall 
be  compensated  for  time  so  spent  at  50  per  cent  of  his  regular 
hourly  rate. 

“SECTION  4.  Nothing  in  this  article  shall  apply  to  the  head 
of  any  department  or  to  nurses  employed  by  the  Board  of  Health.” 

(c)  Insert  after  Article  V the  following  new  article: 

“Article  V — A” 

“VACATIONS” 

“SECTION  1.  (a)  All  permanent  employees  who  have  been  in 
the  service  of  the  Town  for  six  months  prior  to  June  1 of  any  vaca- 
tion year  shall  be  entitled  to  one  week  annual  vacation  with  pay. 

“(b)  All  permanent  employees  who  have  been  in  the  service 
of  the  Town  for  one  year  prior  to  June  1 of  any  vacation  year  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay. 

“(c)  All  permanent  employees  who  have  been  in  the  service 
of  the  Town  for  ten  years  prior  to  June  1 of  any  vacation  year  shall 
be  entitled  to  three  weks  annual  vacation  with  pay. 

“(d)  All  permanent  employees  who  have  been  in  the  service  of 
the  Town  for  twenty  years  prior  to  June  1 of  any  vacation  year  shall 
be  entitled  to  four  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay. 
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“SECTION  2.  Details  of  vacation  practices  and  the  computation 
of  vacation  pay  shall  be  worked  out  for  the  several  departments  and 
agencies  under  the  direction  of  the  Personnel  Board.” 

(d)  Insert  after  new  Article  V — A the  following  new  article: 

“Article  V — B” 

“HOLIDAYS  WITH  PAY” 

“SECTION  1.  All  permanent  Town  employees  shall  be  allowed 
the  following  State  holidays  without  loss  of  pay:  New  Year’s  Day, 
Washington’s  Birthday,  Patriots  Day  (April  19),  Memorial  Day, 
Independence  Day,  Labor  Day,  Columbus  Day,  Veterans  Day, 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas,  provided  that  nothing  herein  shall 
be  deemed  to  excuse  a Water  Department  employee  from  serving 
his  turn  on  call  or  tending  pumps  as  assigned  by  his  supervisor. 
When  one  of  the  foregoing  holidays  falls  on  a Sunday,  the  holiday 
will  be  observed  on  the  following  Monday.  When  a holiday  falls  on 
Saturday,  an  employee  shall  be  paid  for  the  number  of  hours  of 
work  regularly  scheduled  on  Saturdays,  but  no  employee  shall  re- 
ceive holiday  pay  for  a Saturday  who  is  not  regularly  scheduled  to 
do  Saturday  work. 

“SECTION  2.  Full-time  Police  Department  personnel  assigned 
to  duty  on  a holiday  shall  receive  a compensatory  day  off.” 

(e)  Insert  after  new  Article  V — B the  following  new  article: 

“Article  V — C” 

“SICK  LEAVE” 

“SECTION  1.  Each  permanent  employee  shall  accumulate  sick 
leave  at  the  rate  of  one  day  a month.  The  maximum  accumulation 
shall  be  90  days.  Present  employees  shall  be  credited  with  sick  leave 
proportionate  to  their  past  service  accumulated  at  the  same  rate  but 
not  in  excess  of  45  days.  Sick  leave  is  for  the  protection  of  employ- 
ees against  loss  of  pay  because  of  illness  and  shall  not  be  taken  into 
account  in  figuring  termination  pay. 

“SECTION  2.  Not  more  often  than  twice  in  any  calendar  year 
an  employee  may  be  compensated  at  his  regular  rate  during  an  ab- 
sence of  not  more  than  three  consecutive  working  days  if,  but  only 
if,  the  employing  agency  is  satisfied  that  the  absence  was  caused  by 
the  employee’s  illness.  Sick  leave  with  pay  will  be  allowed  more 
often  than  twice  each  year  and  for  more  than  three  consecutive 
working  days  only  upon  submission  of  a doctor’s  certificate  satis- 
factory to  the  employing  agency,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Town  Accountant. 

“SECTION  3.  After  three  consecutive  weeks’  absence  sick 
leave  shall  be  paid  at  80  per  cent  of  the  employee’s  regular  pay.” 

(f)  Amend  Article  VI,  Section  1,  by  inserting  after  the  words 
“between  10  P.  M.  and  6 A.  M.”  the  words  “or  between  6 P.  M.  Saturday 
and  6 A.  M.  Monday,”  so  as  to  read  — 

“SECTION  1.  An  hourly  rated  employee  (other  than  a police 
or  fire  department  call  man)  required  to  work  between  10  P.  M. 
and  6 A.  M.  or  between  6 P.  M.  Saturday  and  6 A.  M.  Monday  because 
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of  an  emergency  outside  his  regular  working  hours  shall  be  paid  a 
premium  of  twenty-five  cents  an  hour  in  addition  to  his  regular  rate 
of  pay.” 

(g)  Amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  as  amended  March  9,  1955  by 
increasing  the  salary  rate  for  each  salaried  classification  in  the  further 
sum  of  $100  and  each  hourly  wage  rate  in  the  further  sum  of  5 cents 
an  hour. 


This  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  the  Personnel 
Board  to  make  appropriate  adjustments  in  the  wages  and  other  condi- 
tions of  employment  of  Town  personnel.  The  recommendations  are  made 
by  the  Board  after  consultation  with  the  department  heads.  The  follow- 
ing explanation  was  prepared  by  the  Board: 

“The  proposed  changes  in  the  Wage  and  Salary  Classification 
Plan  fall  into  three  groups:  (1)  adjustments  required  to  correct  de- 
ficiencies in  the  original  Plan  or  adapt  it  to  new  conditions;  (2)  new 
sections  relating  to  the  length  of  the  work  week,  holidays  and  vaca- 
tions, all  designed  to  substitute  a regularized  system  for  the  current 
unwritten,  haphazard  practices;  and  (3)  a general  wage  and  salary 
increase, 

A more  detailed  explanation  of  each  amendment  follows: 

(a)  LONG  SERVICE  INCREASE.  The  effect  of  this  amend- 
ment is  to  award  a fifth  step  increase  for  long  years  of  faithful 
service  to  the  Town  in  place  of  the  discretionary  increased  “reserved 
for  recognition  of  special  merit.”  The  latter  arrangement  gave  rise 
to  considerable  dissatisfaction  because  it  was  felt  to  present  an  un- 
reasonable choice  between  awarding  it  to  all  employees  more  or 
less  automatically  and  reserving  it  for  such  special  merit  that  no 
human  could  qualify.  The  proposed  arrangement  will  result  in  an 
immediate  $100  increase  for  a considerable  number  of  the  present 
Town  employees. 

(b)  HOURS  OF  WORK.  The  original  Wage  and  Salary  Classi- 
fication Plan  adopted  at  the  1954  Town  meeting  omitted  any  provi- 
sions establishing  a regular  work  week  for  Town  employees.  The 
omission  has  caused  two  difficulties.  First,  some  departments  have 
suffered  from  confusion  from  the  lack  of  a definite  work  schedule. 
Second,  the  absence  of  a stated  work  week  for  salaried  employees 
has  given  rise  to  difficulties  in  promoting  hourly  rated  employees 
who  worked  long  hours  to  salaried  positions  because  their  annual 
earnings  in  the  lower  classification  might  exceed  those  in  the  salaried 
position.  The  work  weeks  established  by  the  new  plan  will  not  up- 
set any  department  and  conform  to  sound  industrial  and  municipal 
practices. 

The  only  substantial  change  in  present  conditions  resulting 
from  the  amendment  would  be  shortening  from  48  to  44  hours  the 
work  week  of  the  Police  Department  for  which  the  established  sal- 
aries are  paid.  Work  in  excess  of  the  regularly  established  work  week 
would  be  compensated  by  equivalent  time  off  or  additional  pay  at 
straight  time  rates. 

The  provision  relating  to  week  end  work  for  Water  Department 
employees  arises  from  the  practice  of  having  one  employee  make 
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himself  available  throughout  the  week  end  in  case  of  trouble  and  to 
check  the  pumps.  In  past  years  every  employee  has  been  paid  for 
a 48  hour  week  for  44  hours’  regular  work  plus  his  week  end  on  call. 
The  new  provision  would  result  in  approximately  the  same  total 
compensation  assuming  that  each  Water  Department  employee 
stands  a regular  week  end  turn. 

The  provisions  of  the  new  article  will  not  apply  to  department 
heads  — Highway  and  Water  Superintendents,  Police  Chief  and 
Town  Accountant-Office  Manager  — who  are  paid  for  their  executive 
responsibilities  and  not  for  the  time  worked. 

(c)  VACATIONS.  This  new  article  would  establish  a uniform 
vacation  plan  for  all  Town  employees  except  part-time  workers.  At 
present  the  several  Town  agencies  follow  different  practices  without 
any  apparent  reason  for  the  lack  of  uniformity.  The  proposed  plan 
would  not  seriously  reduce  the  vacation  benefits  available  to  any 
Town  employee.  In  some  cases  vacations  would  be  unchanged.  In  a 
good  many  instances  they  would  be  more  liberal.  Vacation  practices 
vary  a good  deal  from  town  to  town  but  are  usually  more  generous 
than  in  industry  because  municipal  salaries  and  wage  rates  are 
lower.  The  provisions  recommended  are  substantially  like  the  vaca- 
tion practices  of  the  Town  of  Wellesley. 

(d)  HOLIDAYS.  Proposed  Article  V — B would  establish  a 
standard  Town  policy  with  respect  to  the  observance  of  holidays  and 
holiday  pay.  At  present  most  salaried  employees  receive  holidays  off 
without  loss  of  pay  and  hourly  rated  employees  are  compensated  for 
holidays  by  turning  in  payrolls  counting  them  as  hours  worked. 
There  is  some  variation  in  the  number  of  holidays  observed.  The 
proposed  article  is  as  generous  as  any  of  the  existing  practices  and 
lists  the  Massachusetts  legal  holidays. 

(e)  SICK  LEAVE.  Not  all  municipal  wage  and  salary  plans 
make  provision  for  sick  leave.  Some  do.  The  trend  is  toward  writing 
sick  leave  provisions  because  the  informal  and  rather  haphazard 
arrangements  followed  in  their  absence  have  given  rise  to  serious 
questions  concerning  the  legality  of  the  expenditures.  Wayland  em- 
ployees have  received  the  benefit  of  a variety  of  arrangements  dur- 
ing illness;  they  differ  from  department  to  department.  The  pro- 
posed article  permits  the  accumulation  of  sick  leave  at  a fairly 
standard  rate  for  federal,  state  and  municipal  employees.  It  is  more 
liberal,  on  the  whole,  than  any  present  department  practice.  The 
administration  of  the  plan  will  have  to  be  carefully  watched,  and 
changes  will  undoubtedly  be  required  to  meet  unforeseen  problems 
or  new  developments. 

(f)  PREMIUM  FOR  EMERGENCY  WORK.  The  only  effect 
of  the  proposed  change  in  Article  VI  is  to  make  the  25  cents  an 
hour  premium  for  emergency  work  applicable  to  service  on  Saturday 
evening  and  Sunday.  The  premium  is  currently  paid  for  all  work 
between  10  P.  M.  and  6 A.  M.  It  applies  chiefly  to  snow  plowing  and 
is  not  to  be  paid  for  odd  jobs  on  Saturday  evening,  such  as  lighting 
lanterns,  except  where  the  need  results  from  a BONA  FIDE  emer- 
gency.” 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  with  the  Personnel  Board  and 
recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 
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Article  4.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 
See  Finance  Committee  Report 


Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  com- 
pensation of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  as  provided  by  Section  108, 
Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  set  the  effective  date  of 
such  salary  and  compensation. 

It  is  necessary  for  the  Town  to  fix  annually,  the  salary  or  com- 
pensation of  each  elective  officer.  The  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  salary  for  elective  officers  be  set  as  indicated  in  the 
budget  and  that  they  be  effective  from  January  1,  1956.  With  respect 
to  the  salary  of  the  Collector  who  went  onto  retirement  pay  from 
the  County  Retirement  System  during  the  year  1955,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  amount  paid  by  the  Town  from  the  Budget  appro- 
priation be  the  difference  between  the  retirement  pay  and  the  salary 
scheduled. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen:  (1)  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  present  1955  Chevrolet 
Police  car,  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  a new  car;  (2)  to  sell, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Water  Department’s  present  1955  Chevrolet 
pick-up  truck  and  the  1955  3/4-ton  pick-up  truck  in  connection  with  the 
purchase  of  two  new  trucks;  (3)  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  High- 
way Department’s  present  1950  Ford  2-ton  truck,  the  1955  Chevrolet 
1^-ton  pick  up  truck  and  the  1947  Farm  All  tractor;  (4)  to  sell,  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  the  Welfare  Department’s  present  1954  Ford,  the  funds 
for  the  Police  car,  the  Highway  Department  trucks  and  the  Welfare 
Department  car  being  provided  for  in  the  budget  of  the  respective  de- 
partments and  the  funds  for  the  Water  Department  Trucks  being  pro- 
vided for  in  Article  8,  or  do  or  act. 

Sale,  trade-in  or  other  disposal  of  property  requires  a vote  of  the 
Town.  Police  and  Water  Department  trucks  are  now  purchased  on 
the  basis  of  an  annual  trade-in.  The  Highway  Department  keeps  its 
equipment  for  a longer  period.  The  Welfare  Department  is  set  up 
to  trade  in  on  an  every-other-year  basis  and  it  is  expected  that  other 
departments  will  shortly  be  put  on  a similar  schedule. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to 
time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1956,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within 
one  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period 
of  less  than  a year,  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws. 

In  recent  years,  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Town  Treasurer 
to  make  temporary  borrowings  during  the  summer  or  fall  in  anti- 
cipation of  the  receipt  of  tax  revenue  for  the  current  year.  This 
article  provides  the  necessary  authority. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 
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Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  sums  of  money  for 
the  Water  Department,  determine  whether  the  money  shall  be  provided 
for  by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  by  taxation 
and/or  by  borrowing,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  sums  of  money  required  under  this  article  are  as  follows: 


(1)  Water  Coupon  Notes,  Bonds  and  Registered  Notes  — 

Maturing  in  1956  — Payment  of  Principal  $17,500.00 

(2)  Water  Coupon  Notes,  Bonds  and  Registered  Notes  —

— one  new  %-ton  truck  300.00 

(6)  New  Meter  Installation  — for  existing  services  15,000.00 


The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$93,180.75  to  cover  the  item  listed  in  the  article;  that  there  be  trans- 
ferred from  “Water  Available  Surplus”  the  sum  of  $91,938.69;  and 
that  there  be  transferred  from  “Water  Main  Extensions  — Pequot 
Rd.”  the  balance  of  $1,236.90  and  from  “New  Well  and  Pump  — 
Article  15  — 3/4/53”  the  balance  of  $5.16  to  “Water  Coupon  Notes, 
Bonds  and  Registered  Notes  — Payment  of  Principal,”  the  three 
transfers  together  covering  the  appropriation  total. 


Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  Chapter  90 
roads,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which  may 
be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or  both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work 
to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Commissioners,  or  take 
any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

During  the  year  1955,  Old  Sudbury  Road  was  rebuilt  with  new 
base  and  drainage  from  the  Center  to  a point  beyond  the  North 
Cemetery.  This  year,  the  Highway  Department  contemplates  the  final 
surfacing  of  the  work  begun  last  year. 

Under  this  article  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $4,000,  with  $4,000  to  be  matched  by  the  County  and 
$8,000  by  the  State,  making  a total  of  $16,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  funds  supplied  by  the 
Toll  Road  Authority  for  the  reconstruction  and  re-laying  of  the  main 
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drain  under  Commonwealth  Road  West,  or  take  any  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

In  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Toll  Road,  the  Toll 
Road  Authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and 
the  Metropolitan  Water  District  Commissioners,  authorized  their 
contractor  to  cut  the  main  drain  on  Commonwealth  Road  West  at 
the  shore  of  Lake  Cochituate.  This  was  done  to  expedite  the  con- 
struction of  the  foundation  work  on  Toll  Road.  This  main  drain 
carries  off  the  surface  water  from  a substantial  section  of  the  center 
of  Cochituate  and  because,  from  time  to  time  the  water  has  been 
found  to  be  contaminated,  it  is  felt  that  we  should  insist  on  the  re- 
connection of  the  drain  so  that  the  water  will  continue  to  be  carried 
through  Framingham  to  the  Sudbury  River.  Both  the  State  and  the 
Metropolitan  Water  District  Commission  are  content  to  have  the  line 
dump  into  Lake  Cochituate,  but  because  of  our  use  of  the  lake  water 
for  bathing  purposes  and  because,  due  to  possible  future  contamina- 
tion we  might  be  faced  with  a requirement  that  we  set  up  some  sort 
of  purification  plant,  it  has  seemed  desirable  that  we  have  the  matter 
settled  at  this  time. 

The  Town  Counsel  has  worked  out  a tentative  agreement  with 
the  Toll  Road  Authority  by  which  they  have  agreed  to  reconstruct 
the  line  on  the  condition  that  the  Town  pay  20%  of  the  cost  which, 
it  is  estimated,  will  come  to  between  $6,000  to  $8,000  for  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article 
and  the  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  the  purpose. 


Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  various  con- 
veyances, gifts,  and  devises  to  the  Town,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

This  is  the  regular  article  which  provides  the  opportunity  for 
the  Town  to  accept  various  gifts  and  conveyances.  There  are  several 
items  which  the  Town  Counsel  will  propose  to  the  Town  in  this 
connection. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of  the  following  properties  on  Hawthorne  Road: 

(1)  The  portions  of  Lots  28  and  29  purchased  by  the  Town 
from  Gertrude  M.  Connors; 

(2)  Lot  59 

said  lots  being  shown  on  a plan  recorded  in  the  Middlesex  South  District 
Registry  of  Deeds,  Book  268,  Plan  17. 

From  time  to  time,  a number  of  pieces  of  property  have  been 
purchased  by  the  Town  with  a view  to  straightening  out  narrow, 
crooked  roads,  or  to  make  possible  the  demolition  of  dilapidated,  dan- 
gerous or  unsafe  buildings,  unfit  for  human  occupancy.  When  the 
rights-of-way  have  been  established,  or  the  buildings  demolished, 
the  Town  has  offered  the  remaining  property  for  sale  to  abutters. 
This  is  a case  in  point.  The  Town  Counsel  recommends  that  the 
property  be  sold  to  the  abutter. 
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The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By- 
Laws  by  striking  out  Section  2 of  Article  3,  and  in  place  thereof  sub- 
stituting the  following: 

Article  3 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  cause  an  adequate 
supply  of  the  full  Town  Report  to  be  available  in  the  Town  Offices 
at  Wayland  Center,  and  in  the  Library  in  Cochituate,  from  which 
to  furnish  a copy  to  any  interested  person;  and  they  shall  cause  to 
be  sent  to  every  registered  voter  at  his  registered  address,  a copy 
of  the  Warrant  and  Finance  Committee’s  Report  with  Recommenda- 
tions, to  be  mailed  not  later  than  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the 
Town  Meeting,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  and  the  following  article  were  inserted  in  the  Town  War- 
rant at  the  request  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  under  Ar- 
ticle 26  of  last  year’s  Annual  Meeting.  The  Special  Committee  was 
requested  to  make  a study  and  make  recommendations  on  the  prep- 
aration of  the  Town  Report  and  report  back  to  the  Town.  The 
amendments  to  the  By-Laws  are  being  suggested  to  the  Town  as  a 
result  of  the  Committee’s  study. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By- 
Laws  by  striking  out  Section  1 of  Article  5 and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Article  5. 

Section  1.  The  Town  officers,  agents,  boards  or  committees  of 
the  Town  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  not  later  than 
January  10th  in  each  year,  a written  report  giving  an  account  of 
the  business  transacted  during  the  preceding  year.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  prepare  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Town  Report 
the  reports  of  Boards  and  Committees,  excluding  excessive  detail. 
The  full  report  of  the  individual  board,  committee  or  officer  shall  be 
available  to  any  citizen  for  inspection  in  the  Town  Offices,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

As  outlined  in  its  comments  on  the  previous  article,  the  Finance 
Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  to  increase  the  complement  of  the  Police  Department  by  adding 
thereto  three  (3)  additional  full-time  police  officers,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

This  and  the  following  two  articles  cover  requests  for  increased 
personnel  and  equipment  for  the  Police  Department.  The  general 
question  of  adding  to  the  Police  force  was  given  a considerable 
amount  of  study  and  it  was  the  joint  conclusion  of  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Finance  Committee  that  funds  should  be  provided  in  the  bud- 
get for  the  addition  of  two  full-time  men,  rather  than  three.  This 
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will  bring  the  full-time  men  employed  by  the  Department  from 
three  to  five.  The  budget  figures  carry  salaries  at  the  rate  of  $3,300 
each  for  two  men  and  funds  for  substitutes  and  reliefs. 

The  matter  having  been  generally  provided  for  in  the  budget, 
the  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  article  be  passed  over. 


Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  the  purchase  of  an  additional  police  car  for  the  use  of  the 
Police  Department,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

In  the  Police  Department  budget,  under  Article  4,  there  has  been 
provided  $2,300  for  the  purchase  of  an  additional  new  car  and  funds 
for  its  operation.  There  is,  therefore,  no  necessity  for  action  under 
this  article. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  article  be  passed 
over. 


Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  the  purchase  of  radio  equipment  to  be  used  in  the  addi- 
tional police  car  by  the  Police  Department,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Under  the  budget,  $300  has  been  provided  for  the  purchase  of 
new  radio  equipment  for  an  additional  police  car.  The  money  having 
already  been  provided,  there  is  no  need  for  action  under  this  article. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  article 
be  passed  over. 


Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  an  immediate  survey  as  to  the  feasibility  and  the  cost  of  raising 
the  level  of  Pelham  Island  Road  from  the  Wayland  Motors  property  to 
the  Boston  Edison  Company  pole  #22/25  situated  just  below  the  Crossley 
Estate,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  was  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  a number  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Pelham  Island  Road.  The  entire  question  of  the  passability 
of  this  road  during  periods  of  high  water  is  tied  in  with  the  general 
problem  which  the  entire  town  faces  with  respect  to  the  periodic 
flooding  of  the  Sudbury  River.  The  question  is  now  under  study  by 
various  public  bodies. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  survey  here  re- 
quested be  made  by  a committee  of  seven,  to  consist  of  one  Road 
Commissioner,  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board,  one  member  of 
the  Water  Board,  one  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  three 
members-at -large. 


Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  purchase 
of  any,  or  all,  of  the  following  parcels  of  land: 

(1)  Land  located  on  Sycamore  Road  and  Lake  Shore  Drive  now  or  for- 
merly of  Marble  L.  and  Amiceto  G.  Manini,  being  Lot  128  Castle  Gate 
North; 
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(2)  Land  now  or  formerly  of  Alice  Rupp,  being  Lot  88  Castle  Gate 
North; 

(3)  Land  now  or  formerly  of  Henry  H.  Stearns,  being  Lot  90  Castle 
Gate  North; 

(4)  Land  now  or  formerly  of  John  J.  Dooley,  being  Lot  89  Castle  Gate 
North; 

and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Over  a period  of  years,  the  Board  of  Health,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Town,  has  been  gradually  acquiring  dilapidated  old  summer 
cottages.  These  buildings  have  lacked  plumbing  and  sewage  disposal 
areas.  Three  of  these  four  parcels  are  on  lots  of  2,500  sq.  ft.,  or  less, 
and  each  is  assessed  for  about  $1,000.  It  is  in  the  long-term  interest 
of  the  Town  that  buildings  of  this  type  be  eliminated  as  rapidly  as 
possible  and  that  the  land  be  either  re-sold  to  abutting  owners,  with 
restrictions  against  building,  or  retained  by  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  with  the  Board  of  Health  in  its 
recommendations  and  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,500  to  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of  these  properties. 


Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  funds  previously  voted, 
for  the  construction  as  public  ways,  the  roads  known  as  (a)  Springhill 
Road,  (b)  Lee  Road,  (c)  Wheelock  Road  from  Lee  Road  for  a distance 
of  about  873  feet,  (d)  Glover  Road,  or  a portion  or  portions  thereof,  as 
laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with 
the  Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  that  the  funds  be  expended  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  ways  and  for  other  costs  in  connection  therewith,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen,  with  betterments  to  be  assessed  under 
Chapter  80  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

This  matter  was  considered  fully  at  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  following  which,  the  Town  voted  to  accept  all  four  roads 
and  appropriate  therefor,  as  a start  on  the  work,  $4,600  to  come  out 
of  the  1955  tax  levy. 

The  Finance  Committee  at  that  time  advised  the  town  that  if 
the  matter  were  handled  in  this  way,  it  would  consider  that  this  job 
had  priority  for  betterment  money  in  1956  and  that  it  would,  at  the 
1956  Annual  Meeting,  recommend  that  sufficient  funds  be  appropri- 
ated to  complete  the  work  in  the  current  year.  Basic  grading  and 
drainage  work  was  done  last  fall  on  Springhill  Road.  The  Highway 
Department  plans  to  do  similar  work  on  Lee  Road  (950  ft),  Wheelock 
Road  (850  ft.)  and  Glover  Road  (675  ft.)  and  complete  the  surfacing 
of  all  of  the  roads.  The  total  cost  of  the  work,  excluding  that  pre- 
viously appropriated,  will  be  about  $12,600. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public  town 
way,  and  to  construct  the  road  known  as  “Leary  Street,”  or  a portion 
or  portions  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown 
on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
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men  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  (including  easements  for  drainage) 
by  purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain  or  otherwise;  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  such  land,  the  construction 
of  such  way,  and  for  other  costs  in  connection  therewith,  with  better- 
ments to  be  assessed  under  Chapter  80  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Leary  Street  runs  north,  off  East  Plain  Street  behind  the  fire 
station  in  Cochituate.  There  are  14  houses  and  one  vacant  lot  on  the 
street,  which  is  930  feet  long.  The  Highway  Department  advises  that 
the  cost  of  the  work  will  come  to  $5,300.  By  the  time  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  all  the  necessary  hearings  in  connection  with  the  acceptance 
of  the  street  under  the  Betterment  Act  will  have  been  held  and  the 
question  of  the  acceptance  of  the  project  will  be  properly  before  the 
Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article 
and  the  appropriation  of  the  necessary  funds. 


Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Towrn  will  vote  to  install  water  pipes  and 
hydrants  in  the  way  named  “Leary  Street,”  or  any  portion  thereof,  and 
to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  expenses  thereof  and  determine 
how  the  money  shall  be  raised  and  authorize  such  sum,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  to  be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under 
the  preceding  article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  should  be  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  preced- 
ing article.  It  calls  for  the  laying  of  935  feet  of  6-inch  water  line, 
the  installation  of  2 hydrants,  the  installation  of  5 new  services  and 
the  reconnection  of  9 existing  services  in  Leary  Street.  The  street  is 
now  serviced  by  an  old,  inadequate  2-inch  line  and,  in  connection  with 
the  rebuilding  of  the  street,  a new  water  line  should  be  laid.  The 
Water  Department  advises  that  the  work  will  cost  $4,500. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public  Town 
wTay,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  that  portion  or  portions 
of  Rich  Valley  Road  which  was  not  previously  accepted  and  which  ex- 
tends in  a northerly  direction  about  422  feet  from  the  northerly  end  of 
the  previous  taking  of  Rich  Valley  Road,  or  a portion  thereof,  as  shown 
on  a plan  or  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  necessary  land,  including  drainage  ease- 
ments, by  purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain  or  otherwise  and  appropriate 
a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land  and  the  construction 
of  such  way,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money  shall 
be  raised  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  major  portion  of  Rich  Valley  Road  was  developed  and  im- 
proved under  the  Betterment  Act  a number  of  years  ago.  This  article 
calls  for  the  acceptance  of  a 415  foot  extension  of  the  road.  There 
are  6 occupied  houses  and  1 under  construction  and  no  vacant  lots. 
The  water  line  is  all  in.  The  job  calls  for  an  expenditure  of  about 
$2,000.  All  the  necessary  steps  for  acceptance  will  have  been  com- 
pleted by  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 
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Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  a way  five  feet 
in  width  running  southeasterly  from  Bow  Road  over  what  was  formerly 
the  northerly  fork  of  said  Bow  Road. 

In  connection  with  the  closing  of  Bow  Road  a number  of  years 
ago,  a five  foot  way  was  kept  for  the  Town  over  what  was  formerly 
the  roadway.  The  Town  no  longer  needs  the  way  and  there  is  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  abandoned  to  the  owners  of  the  abutting 
property. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public  way 
Pequot  Road,  from  Happy  Hollow  Road  to  Cochituate  Road,  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan  on  file  with  the  Town 
Clerk,  or  any  portion  thereof;  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  acquire  any  necessary  land  or  interests  therein  by  deed  of  gift  and/or 
by  eminent  domain;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
for  such  acquisition  by  eminent  domain;  without  any  appropriation  of 
money  for  further  construction  of  said  road,  under  the  Betterment  Act 
or  otherwise;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Pequot  Road,  as  referred  to  in  this  article,  requires  some  addi- 
tional work  to  bring  the  road  within  acceptable  standards.  The  High- 
way Department  and  the  Planning  Board  have  given  their  approval 
of  acceptance  of  this  road  by  the  Town  on  the  basis  of  a $300  pay- 
ment, which  sum  has  been  paid  to  the  Town  by  the  developers.  This 
amount  will  be  used  by  the  Highway  Department  for  completion  of 
the  work  this  spring. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 


Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a company  specializing  in  ap- 
praisals to  re-appraise  all  real  estate  in  the  Town,  or  do  or  act. 

Over  a period  of  years,  there  has  been  an  underlying  feeling  on 
the  part  of  many  townspeople  that  there  should  be  a complete  re- 
valuation of  all  property  in  the  Town.  Many  cities  and  towns  have 
embarked  on  such  a program.  More  recently,  this  has  included  our 
immediate  neighboring  towns  of  Framingham,  Natick  and  Weston. 

The  changes  in  values  which  have  resulted  from  the  inflation 
following  the  war,  from  the  growth  in  number  of  new  dwellings 
stemming  from  new  subdivisions  and  from  substantial  alteration  and 
modernization  of  existing  houses,  have  all  combined  to  raise  doubts 
in  most  towns  as  to  whether  property  was  being  proportionately 
assessed,  or,  in  other  words,  whether  some  equalization  was  not  in 
order. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  annually  been  discussing  this  matter 
with  the  Assessors.  The  present  Board  of  Assessors  has  taken  ag- 
gressive steps  to  improve  the  office  records  on  assessments  and  fully 
expects  that,  within  the  present  year,  they  will  have  completed  tak- 
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ing  under  review,  with  revaluation  in  mind,  all  properties  in  the 
Town. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  the  article  be  passed  over. 


Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  repealing  Section  VI  Business  Districts,  as 
amended,  by  creating  two  new  districts,  Business  District  A and  Busi- 
ness District  B;  by  regulating  the  uses  permitted  therein  and  by  chang- 
ing all  land  in  the  Business  District  to  Business  District  A,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

This  and  the  following  eight  articles  are  been  submitted  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  completely  modernize  the  Business  District  By- 
Laws  and  to  provide  for  the  long-range  needs  of  Wayland  for  retail 
business  areas. 

This  article  repeals  the  present  Business  District  By-Law, 
established  in  1934,  and  substitutes  a new  By-Law,  establishing  two 
types  of  Business  Districts,  with  appropriate  use  regulations,  pro- 
visions for  parking,  set-back,  etc. 

Business  District  A permits  normal  retail  business  uses,  includ- 
ing stores,  offices,  restaurants,  service  establishments,  trades  shops, 
automotive  salesrooms  and  automotive  service  stations. 

Business  District  B is  more  restrictive,  excluding  trades  shops 
and  automotive  sales  and  service  stations.  Special  provisions,  such 
as  limitations  on  lot  coverage  and  additional  set-back  requirements, 
are  also  provided  for  B Districts  which  are  consistent  with  ensuring 
the  construction  of  adequate  and  attractive  shopping-center  type 
facilities  on  the  three  larger  parcels  recommended  for  inclusion  in 
the  B District  by  the  next  three  articles. 

This  article  also  automatically  designates  all  present  Business 
District  areas  as  Business  District  A zones.  Generally,  the  present 
business  zones  will  remain  in  the  A District,  except  as  provided  in 
the  following  articles,  including  a few  changes  to  B Districts  and 
the  change  of  a few  areas  to  residential  use. 

The  Planning  Board  has  retained  a professional  consultant  and 
has  worked  with  a committee  of  local  business  men  in  preparing 
these  proposals. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided 
by  the  Planning  Board’s  recommendations. 


Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  making  the  following  changes  in  District 
boundaries,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 

Change  from  Business  District  A and  Residence  District  Thirty 
Thousand  Square  Feet,  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  foot  Front  to  Business 
District  B the  land  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

NORTHERLY  by  State  Road  West  and  the  Southerly  boundary  line  of 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Wayland  Motors,  Inc.  at  present  in  Business 
District  A; 
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WESTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Mary  B.  Allen;  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Lewis  S.  Russell; 

SOUTHERLY  by  Pelham  Island  Road; 

EASTERLY  by  the  Westerly  boundary  of  land  now  or  formerly  of 
Wayland  Motors,  Inc. 

This  article  establishes  as  Business  District  B an  area  of  about 
nine  acres  located  beyond  the  McManus  Garage,  between  State 
Road  West  and  Pelham  Island  Road. 

This  District,  the  Planning  Board  believes,  is  adequate  to  cover 
long-range  needs  of  Wayland  Center. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  making  the  following  changes  in  District 
boundaries,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 

A.  Change  from  Residence  District  Twenty  Thousand  Square  Feet, 
one  hundred  twenty  (120)  foot  Front  to  Business  District  B land  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Commonwealth  Road  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet 
distant  Easterly  from  Main  Street,  extending  in  a Northeasterly  direc- 
tion approximately  six  hundred  (600)  feet  to  the  Easterly  boundary  of 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Herbert  H.  and  Gladys  V.  Smith;  thence 
Southerly  along  said  Easterly  Boundary  and  its  straight  extension  to 
the  Northerly  boundary  of  land  now  or  formerly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  (Cochituate  Aqueduct);  thence  Westerly  along  the 
Northerly  boundary  of  the  Cochituate  Aqueduct  to  the  present  Business 
District  A;  thence  in  a Northerly  direction  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

B.  Change  from  Business  District  A.  to  Business  District  B.  the 
land  on  the  Southerly  side  of  Commonwealth  Road  one  hundred  fifty 
(150)  feet  distant  Easterly  from  Main  Street  extending  in  a Southerly 
direction  along  the  boundary  line  of  the  present  Business  District  A to 
its  intersection  with  the  straight  extension  of  the  Northerly  boundary 
line  of  land  now  or  formerly  of  Patrick  J.  and  Ann  Y.  Cormier,  thence 
in  a Westerly  direction  along  said  boundary  line  and  extension  thereof, 
to  Main  Street,  thence  in  a Northerly  direction  along  Main  Street  to  its 
intersection  with  Commonwealth  Road;  thence  in  an  Easterly  direction 
along  Commonwealth  Road  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

This  article  establishes  as  Business  District  B an  area  of  about 
seven  acres  southeast  of  Cochituate  Center,  south  of  Commonwealth 
Road  and  east  of  Main  Street,  directly  south  across  Commonwealth 
Road  East  from  Phillips*  Chevrolet  sales  room.  This  area,  in  con- 
junction with  the  present  business  area  and  other  area  changes  in  the 
following  articles,  is  intended  to  serve  the  long-range  business  needs 
of  Cochituate  Center. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  making  the  following  changes  in  District 
boundaries,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 
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A.  Change  from  Business  District  A and  Residence  District  Twenty 
Thousand  Square  Feet,  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  foot  Front  to  Business 
District  B the  land  now  or  formerly  of  Lillian  E.  and  Charles  W.  Fair- 
bank,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

NORTHERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Joseph  and  Carlotta  Perodeau 
and  East  Plain  Street; 

EASTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Roger  W.  and  Lucille  C.  Ken- 
nedy, and  land  now  or  formerly  of  Albert  E.,  Jr.  and  Virginia  R. 
Kelcher; 

SOUTHERLY  by  Centre  Street;  and 

WESTERLY'  by  Main  Street  and  land  now  or  formerly  of  Joseph  and 
Carlotta  Perodeau. 

B.  Change  from  Business  District  A to  Residential  District  Twenty 
Thousand  Square  Feet,  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  foot  Front  that  portion 
now  in  Business  District  A of  the  land  now  or  formerly  of  Roger  W.  and 
Lucille  C.  Kennedy,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

NORTHERLY'  by  East  Main  Street; 

EASTERLY'  by  remaining  land  of  Roger  W.  and  Lucille  C.  Kennedy; 
SOUTHERLY'  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Albert  E.,  Jr.  and  Virginia  R. 
Kelcher;  and 

WESTERLY'  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Lillian  E.  and  Charles  W. 
Fairbank. 

C.  Change  from  Business  District  A to  Residence  District  Twenty 
Thousand  Square  Feet,  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  foot  Front  that  portion 
of  the  land  now  or  formerly  of  Albert  E.,  Jr.  and  Virginia  R.  Kelcher, 
now  in  Business  District  A,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 
NORTHERLY  by  the  land  now  or  formerly  of  Roger  W.  and  Lucille  C. 

Kennedy; 

EASTERLY'  by  remaining  land  of  Albert  E.,  Jr.  and  Virginia  R.  Kelcher; 
SOUTHERLY  by  remaining  land  of  Albert  E.,  Jr.  and  Virginia  R.  Kel- 
cher; and 

WESTERLY'  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Lillian  E.  and  Charles  W. 
Fairbank. 

This  article  establishes  as  a Business  B District  the  unused  lot 
south  of  East  Plain  Street,  across  from  the  Branch  Library  and 
east  of  Main  Street  behind  the  package  store.  A substantial  portion 
of  this  lot  is  in  the  present  business  district.  The  size  of  this  parcel 
is  sufficient  to  warrant  inclusion  in  the  more  restrictive  Business 
District  B.  The  article  also  changes  to  residential  use  the  very  small 
amount  of  the  present  business  district  that  extends  eastward  across 
the  property  line  onto  property  now  used  for  residences. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  changing  from  Business  District  A to 
Residence  District  Twenty  Thousand  Square  Feet,  one  hundred  twenty 
(120)  foot  Front  any  part  or  all  of  the  following  areas,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto: 
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A.  Land  North  and  West  of  the  intersection  of  West  Plain  Street 
and  Main  Street  along  both  of  said  streets  to  the  full  extent  and  depth 
of  the  present  Business  District  A. 

B.  Land  on  the  Southerly  side  of  Commonwealth  Road  at  the  inter- 
section of  said  road  with  East  Plain  Street,  bounded:  Easterly  by  land 
of  the  Town  of  Wayland;  Southerly  by  the  present  boundary  of  Business 
District  A;  and  Westerly  by  the  present  Westerly  boundary  of  Business 
District  A. 

This  article  changes  to  a Residence  District  two  areas  which  are 
presently  in  the  Business  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Cochituate  Center. 

The  first  is  northwest  of  the  intersection  of  Main  and  West  Plain 
Streets  and  includes  the  Legion  Hall  location.  At  present,  all  parcels 
but  one  in  this  area  are  now  used  for  residential  purposes,  and  the 
existing  business  area  can,  of  course,  continue  as  a non-conforming 
use. 

The  second  is  south  of  Commonwealth  Road,  across  from  the 
intersection  with  School  Street  and  East  Plain  Street.  There  are  no 
business  establishments  at  present  on  this  parcel.  The  removal  of 
both  of  these  areas  from  the  Business  District  is  proposed  to  prevent 
extremely  dangerous  traffic  conditions  from  developing  through 
establishment  of  new  businesses  in  them. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  making  the  following  changes  in  district 
boundaries,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 

Change  from  Residence  District  Twenty  Thousand  Square  Feet, 
one  hundred  twenty  (120)  foot  Front  to  Business  District  A that 
portion  of  land  now  or  formerly  of  Charles  B.  and  Georgena  Tillson 
and  land  now  or  formerly  of  Bernard  and  Polly  S.  Bloomstein, 
bounded  Southerly  by  the  present  Business  District  A;  Westerly  by 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Thomas  D.  Ward,  Jr.;  Northerly  by  land 
now  or  formerly  of  Elmer  W.  Irving;  and  Easterly  by  land  now  or 
formerly  of  George  I.  and  Maude  J.  Wilbur. 

This  article  proposes  the  expansion  in  depth  of  the  present  Busi- 
ness District  located  North  of  Commonwealth  Road  and  East  of 
School  Street  in  Cochituate,  including  a portion  of  the  Tillson  farm. 
Businesses  are  already  established  in  this  zone,  and  expansion  of  the 
zone  should  permit  better  future  development  of  the  sites,  particu- 
larly with  regard  to  parking  areas. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided 
by  the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  making  the  following  changes  in  district 
boundaries,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 

Change  from  Business  District  A to  Residence  District  Thirty 
Thousand  Square  Feet,  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  foot  Front,  land  on

the  southerly  side  of  State  Road  West  extending  from  the  inter- 
section of  said  road  with  Pelham  Island  Road  in  an  easterly  direction 
along  State  Road  West  to  the  Easterly  boundary  of  property  now  or 
formerly  of  Rose  A.  Vincent  and  in  depth  to  the  full  extent  of  the 
present  Business  District  A. 

This  article  proposes  to  change  to  a Residence  District  the 
land  south  of  the  intersection  of  State  Road  West  with  Pelham 
Island  Road,  containing  the  three  houses  located  east  of  the  McManus 
Garage.  This  area  is  presently  used  for  residential  purposes.  This 
change  is  proposed  to  avoid  increasing  the  traffic  hazards  at  this 
intersection  and  to  prevent  businesses  from  being  established  con- 
tiguous with  the  present  High  School  land. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided 
by  the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  making  the  following  changes  in  district 
boundaries,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 

Change  from  Business  District  A and  Light  Manufacturing  District 
(Industrial)  to  Residence  District  Thirty  Thousand  Square  Feet,  one 
hundred  fifty  (150)  foot  Front: 

(1)  that  portion  of  the  land  now  or  formerly  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  R.  R.  not  at  present  in  the  said  Residence  District,  on  the  West- 
erly side  of  Cochituate  Road,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 
EASTERLY  by  Cochituate  Road; 

SOUTHERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Ernest  and  Sarah  E.  Lovell; 
WESTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Ernest,  Mary  E.  and  Sarah  E. 

Lovell,  and  land  now  or  formerly  of  Edwin  John  Lee;  and 
NORTHERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  R.  R.; 

(2)  the  land  of  Ernest  and  Sarah  E.  Lovell  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 

EASTERLY  by  Cochituate  Road; 

SOUTHERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Helen  M.  Collins;  W'ayland 
Motors,  Inc.  and  Everett  R.  and  Doris  K.  Bigwood; 

WESTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Ernest,  Mary  E.  and  Sarah  E. 
Lovell,  and; 

NORTHERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  R.  R. 

This  article  proposes  to  change  to  a Residence  District  the  land 
west  of  Cochituate  Road  between  the  B & M Railroad  and  Collins 
Market.  This  land  is  occupied  by  a dwelling  and  the  B & M parking 
lot.  This  change  is  proposed  with  the  objective  of  preserving  the 
present  attractive  character  of  that  part  of  Wayland  Center. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided 
by  the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  to  make  the  provisions  of  the  Site  Plan  Approval  By-Law  applicable 
to  Roadside  Business  Districts. 
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The  Planning  Board  advises  the  Finance  Committee  that  this 
article  proposes  to  require  the  approval  of  a site  plan  by  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals  prior  to  construction  or  enlargement  of  buildings 
in  a Roadside  Business  District.  Such  approval,  presently  required 
for  all  other  business  and  commercial  districts,  was  inadvertently 
not  included  in  the  article  under  which  the  Site  Plan  Approval  By- 
Law  was  adopted  in  1954. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided 
by  the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  as  follows : 

To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  district  that  portion 
of  land  bounded  on  the  east  by  School  Street,  118  feet,  more  or  less; 
on  the  south  by  Commonwealth  Road  194.62  feet,  more  or  less;  on 
the  west  by  land  of  Waldo  L.  Lawrence,  190  feet,  more  or  less;  and 
on  the  north  by  East  Plain  Street,  230  feet,  more  or  less;  the  en- 
tire parcel  containing  about  34,292  square  feet  and  owned  by 
Raphael  P.  and  Ethel  R.  Porcella. 

Substantially  the  same  article  was  brought  before  the  Town  in 
1952  at  which  time  the  petition  to  re-zone  the  area  as  a business 
district  was  rejected. 

The  Planning  Board  will  have  held  a hearing  and  will  make  its 
own  report  at  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  be  guided 
by  the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  as  follows: 

To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  district  that  portion 
of  land  on  Main  Street  in  Cochituate,  the  southwesterly  corner  of 
which  starts  at  the  Hannah  Williams  Playground,  thence  runs 
northerly  along  Main  Street  for  165  feet  to  land  of  Charles  F.  Dean 
et  als.,  thence  easterly  for  132  feet,  thence  southerly  for  165  feet, 
thence  westerly  for  132  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning,  containing 
21,780  square  feet  and  owned  by  Blanche  L.  Holmes  and  Helen  F. 
Wadland;  to  further  state  that,  if  the  said  land  is  so  changed  to  be 
included  as  a business  district,  the  present  buildings  standing  there- 
on cannot  be  used  for  business  purposes. 

This  article  was  inserted  by  a number  of  residents  of  the  Town 
seeking  to  change  from  a residential  to  a business  district  a piece  of 
land  lying  north  of  the  Hannah  Williams  Playground  on  the  east 
side  of  Main  Street. 

The  Planning  Board  will  have  held  hearings  and  will  make  its 
report  on  this  matter  at  the  Town  meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  be  guided 
by  the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 
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Article  38.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations  made  under  the 
foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  will  make  its  recommendations  on  this 
article  at  the  time  of  the  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  regularly  reports  to  the  Town  on  its  use 
of  the  “Reserve  Fund”  for  the  previous  year.  The  appropriation  of 
$15,000  was  expended  as  follows:  Selectmen:  Expense  $520.92 — Civil 
Defense  $2,741.82  — Town  Offices:  Expense  $750.10  — Fire  Dept.:  Ex- 
pense $5,664.82  — Dutch  Elm  Disease  $1,765.96  — Tax  Title  Expense 
$670.00  — 17  accounts  of  less  than  $500.00  each  $2,701.92,  leaving  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $184.46. 

Because  of  the  steady  and  very  substantial  increase  in  the  Town’s 
expenses,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  it  ought  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  Town,  a summary  of  the  change,  year  by  year.  We  are, 
therefore,  printing  again  two  tables,  the  first  showing  the  total  budget, 
exclusive  of  articles,  with  the  increase  over  the  prior  year,  and  the 
second  for  comparable  years,  showing  the  School  Budget  and  the  in- 
crease over  the  prior  year:

Such  amounts  as  will  have  been  appropriated  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  February  15,  1956  and  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  on 
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March  7,  1956  which  will  not  have  otherwise  been  provided  for  by  the 
Town  will  be  charged  against  the  1956  rate,  in  addition  to  the  budget 
and  articles  outlined  above.  The  increase  in  the  expenditures,  both  as 
provided  for  in  the  budget,  in  the  articles  and  at  the  Special  Meetings 
will  inevitably  bring  a substantial  increase  in  the  tax  rate  for  the  year 
1956.  The  Finance  Committee  sees  no  alternative,  in  view  of  the  charac- 
ter of  the  expenditures. 

Although  the  calculation  of  the  tax  rate  is  a complicated  matter, 
the  single  largest  source  of  additional  revenue  to  the  Town  flows  from 
the  increase  in  the  real  estate  assessed  valuation.  This  comes  about 
partly  through  revaluation  of  existing  properties  and  partly  through  new 
assessment  on  new  properties. 

The  following  figures,  showing  the  number  of  building  permits  and 
the  increase  in  real  estate  assessed  valuation  in  recent  years,  is,  there- 
fore, of  real  interest.

All  employees  in  the  Town  Office  Building,  other  than  elected  officals 
and  those  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  come  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Office  Manager,  and  that  he  be  charged  with  the  operation 
of  the  Town  Office  Buildings  and  equipment; 

The  operation  of  the  dumps  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  High- 
way Department; 

The  money  from  Dog  Taxes  be  allocated  in  its  entirety  to  the 
Library  — Appropriation  account; 

The  Public  Health  and  the  School  Nurse  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Health  Department; 

The  work  on  Assessors’  Maps  continue  to  be  done  under  the  joint 
supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Assessors;

The  gift  to  the  Library,  acceptance  of  which  is  provided  for  under 
Article  11,  be  made  available  for  expenditures  along  with  other  amounts 
appropriated  by  the  Town  under  the  budget  for  general  expenses  of  the 
Library ; 
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The  Tax  Collector  continue  to  act  as  Collector  for  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, that  he  be  directed  to  charge  fees  for  demands  on  overdue  water 
bills  and  that  the  sum  so  collected  be  credited  by  the  Collector  to  the 
Water  Department; 

The  appropriation  for  “Hydrant  Rental”  of  $7,500  for  the  Water 
Department,  granted  in  the  budget,  be  transferred  to  “Water  Available 
Surplus;” 

The  appropriation  for  “Water  Main  Extension  — Existing  Town 
Roads”  of  $7,000  be  expended  by  the  Water  Department  for  the  instal- 
lation of  water  mains  of  not  less  than  6 inches  in  daimeter  in  such 
existing  town  roads  as,  from  time  to  time,  may  be  recommended  by  the 
Water  Board  and  approved  by  a majority  of  the  Selectmen  and  a 
majority  of  the  Finance  Committee,  on  the  condition  that  the  same 
formula  for  the  expenditure  be  used  as  was  previously  used  for  the 
funds  voted  April  28,  1948,  November  30,  1949  and  March  7,  1951.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  — 1955 


Mr.  Thomas  Francis  Linnehan  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
organized  by  electing  Mr.  John  W.  Leavitt  as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Frank 
S.  Tarr  as  Clerk.  The  regular  annual  appointments,  as  required  by 
statute,  have  been  made  and  they  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers 
and  Committees.  Mr.  Edward  N.  Perry  was  reappointed  as  Secretary 
to  the  Board.  Mr.  Roger  P.  Stokey  was  reappointed  as  Town  Counsel. 
During  the  year  Mr.  Stokey’s  resignation  was  accepted  with  deep  regret 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  his  several  years  as  Town  Counsel,  he 
had  served  the  Town  faithfully  and  efficiently.  Mr.  Frank  Kilburn  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Board  held  all  its  regular  meetings  during  1955,  many  special 
meetings  were  required  and  held.  Many  public  hearings  were  also 
held.  The  Board  issued  over  300  licenses  during  the  year,  and  received 
over  $9,000.00  from  this  source.  These  funds  have  been  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Board,  together  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Allen  Fund,  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  met  and  disbursed  the  income  received  from 
the  Charitable  Funds. 


The  report  of  the  annual  audit  by  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  on  file  at  the 
Town  Hall. 


Once  again  the  Town  suffered  extensive  damage  from  the  hurricanes 
and  the  accompanying  floods.  Application  has  again  been  made  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  qualified  reimbursement  for  funds 
expended. 


The  Selectmen,  in  conjunction  with  the  Selectmen  of  the  bordering 
towns,  have  once  again  perambulated  the  bounds  as  required  by  statute. 

Public  hearings  have  been  held  on  several  betterment  petitions  for 


streets  and  the  recommendations  1 
Annual  Town  Meeting.

Several  condemnation  hearings  were  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  their  decisions  were  made  accordingly. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  served  on  various 
other  Town  Committees  as  follows: 

Mr.  Linnehan  was  designated  to  serve  on  the  School  Site  Com- 
mittee and  also  on  the  Committee  to  Prepare  and  Distribute  the 
Town  Report. 

Mr.  Leavitt  was  appointed  to  serve  on  the  New  Town  Hall 
Committee. 

Mr.  Tarr  was  named  to  the  Committee  to  Study  the  Water 
Level  of  Dudley  Pond. 
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Innumerable  meetings  have  been  held  with  all  the  various  State 
Departments  regarding  the  erection  of  a new  bridge  to  replace  the 
old  bridge  at  Stone  Bridge  Road. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  their  judgment,  refused  to  close  Route 
30  during  the  construction  of  the  Toll  Road.  The  Board  felt  that  they 
could  not  close  this  road  in  fairness  to  the  motoring  citizens  of  our 
town  using  this  road  every  day. 

Vigorous  protests  have  been  filed  with  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  due  to  the  hazardous  conditions  on  Route  30  near  Frost 
Street.  These  conditions  have  been  brought  about  by  the  construction 
of  a section  of  this  road  by  the  Toll  Road  Authority  in  the  adjoining 
Natick  area. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  intend  to  recommend  that  a committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Town  Meeting  to  study  the  public  safety  aspects, 
especially  with  reference  to  enlarging  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 

Once  again  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  town  officials 
and  employees  for  their  splendid  cooperation  during  the  past  year. 
The  Board  also  wishes  to  thank  all  committees  for  their  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  during  the  year.

Schwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Wayland  for  the  period  from  October  9,  1953,  the  date 
of  the  previous  examination,  to  July  31,  1955,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  town 
treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  records  in  the  accountant’s  office  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed.  The 
receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the 
recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  and 
with  the  treasury  warrants.  The  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loans 
authorized,  as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of 
town  meetings  and  the  finance  committee’s  records  of  transfers  author- 
ized from  the  reserve  fund. 

A trial  balance  was  taken  off  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance, 
and  a balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  July  31,  1955. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and  the  recorded  re- 
ceipts were  compared  with  the  accountant’s  books,  with  the  records  of 
the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  recorded 
payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the 
treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  town  accountant’s  records.

The  cash  balance  on  July  31,  1955  was  proved  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit 
and  by  listing  cash  memoranda  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the 
cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  amounts  of  interest  due 
and  unpaid  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  balance  as  shown  by  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investment 
of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  all  recorded  transactions  were 
verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records  and  the  ac- 
countant’s cash  books,  the  reported  redemptions  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  tax  titles  foreclosed  were  verified,  and  the 
tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  proved,  and  checked 
with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal  taxes,  the 
county  retirement  system,  and  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  were 
examined  and  proved  with  the  accountant’s  ledger  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of 
the  previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were 
audited  and  checked  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The 
recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  proved  with  the  assessors’  records  of 
abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  respective  controlling  ledger  accounts.  The  tax  collector’s 
cash  balance  on  July  31,  1955  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office  and  by  reconcilation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

It  is  recommended  that  prompt  action  be  taken  by  the  collector  to 
effect  a settlement  of  all  past  due  taxes. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements,  as  entered,  were  com- 
pared with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant’s 
ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  assessments  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  and 
all  subsequent  apportionments  were  audited  and  proved.  The  payments 
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in  advance  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded 
receipts,  the  amounts  added  to  taxes  were  checked  with  the  collector’s 
records,  and  the  amounts  deferred  were  listed  and  proved  with  the 
respective  controls  in  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  on  account  of  dog,  sporting,  and  mis- 
cellaneous licenses  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The 
cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on  July  31,  1955  was  proved 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  planning  board  and  water  extension  deposits  re- 
quired to  guarantee  completion  of  work  and  agreements  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  deposits  and  refunds  to  depositors  were 
verified,  and  the  deposits  on  hand  July  31,  1955  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger  controls. 

The  available  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the 
selectmen,  by  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  by  the  building, 
plumbing,  and  wiring  inspectors,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health, 
public  welfare,  and  library  departments,  and  by  all  other  departments 
in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was  proved 
by  actual  count.  It  is  recommended  that  all  departmental  cash  collec- 
tions be  paid  to  the  treasurer  at  least  monthly. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  the  school  lunch  program  and  athletic 
activities  were  examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town  officials  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are  tables 
showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s,  collector’s  and  town  clerk’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

F or  the  cooperation  extended  by  all  town  officials  during  the  progress 
of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to 
express  appreciation.

Howard  S.  Russell,  Moderator: — 

Pursuant  to  the  Warrant,  dated  February  1,  1955,  and  signed  by 
Gerald  Henderson,  John  W.  Leavitt  and  Frank  S.  Tarr,  Selectmen, 
service  and  return  of  service  of  said  Warrant  having  been  duly  made 
by  Constable  Thomas  Francis  Linnehan,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Wayland,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Meeting,  met  this  day;  and  at 
7 : 45  p.m.  the  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order,  declared  a quorum 
to  be  present,  and  the  meeting  proceeded  to  transact  the  following 
business : 


Article  1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  William  A.  Waldron,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  report  of  the  Wayland  School  District  Study 

Committee,  read  to  and  filed  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  on  December 
8,  1954,  and  subsequently  printed  and  distributed  with  the  Official 
Reports  for  1954,  be  accepted  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Bertelsen  read  the  report  of  the  Mosquito  Control 
Committee,  appointed  under  Article  25  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
March  4,  1953,  a copy  of  which  report  had  been  placed  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk.  This  report  described  the  types  of  mosquito  control  pro- 
grams used  in  the  towns  in  this  vicinity,  discussing  relative  costs  of  each 
method.  The  Committee  recommended  that  Wayland  join  the  East 
Middlesex  Mosquito  Control  Project,  to  enjoy  the  most  effective  program 
for  the  least  amount  of  money. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Bertelsen,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  this  Committee’s  report  be  accepted  with  its  recom- 

mendations, and  that  the  Committee  be  discharged. 

Mr.  L.  William  Bertelsen  presented  the  interim  report  of  the  Recrea- 
tional Site  Committee,  appointed  under  Article  19  of  the  1953  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  which  report  was  placed  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Bertelsen,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  this  report  be  accepted  and  that  the  Committee  be 

continued  in  existence  for  one  (1)  year. 

The  report  of  the  Building  Code  Committee,  appointed  under  Article 
23  of  the  Warrant  for  the  1954  Annual  Town  Meeting,  was  deferred. 

Mr.  Edward  F.  Thorburn  pointed  out  that  the  Electrical  Rules 
Committee,  which  was  to  have  been  set  up  under  said  Article  23  of  the 
1954  Annual  Town  Meeting,  never  had  taken  shape.  The  Town  Counsel, 
Mr.  Roger  P.  Stokey,  and  the  Moderator  concurred  on  the  point  that 
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the  original  motion  regarding  such  a Committee  had  failed  to  designate 
in  what  manner  or  by  wTiom  the  member s-at-large  on  the  Committee 
were  to  be  appointed.  Mr.  Thorburn,  who  had  made  the  original  motion 
at  the  1954  Meeting,  agreed  to  re-write  the  motion  and  present  it  to  this 
meeting  for  correction  of  the  defect. 

Mr.  John  C.  Quinn  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Fluoridation  Committee, 
appointed  in  accordance  with  the  vote  under  Article  16  of  the  Warrant 
for  the  1953  Annual  Town  Meeting.  He  said  that  it  was  too  soon  to 
report  again  on  their  activities  and  pointed  out  that  they  had  been  told 
to  report  to  “a  subsequent  meeting,”  not  necessarily  this  one. 

Motion,  made  by  Miss  Jean  F.  Caul,  duly  seconded: 

That  the  Town  establish  a Committee  to  study  the  problem  of  main- 
taining the  level  of  Dudley  Pond,  and  to  report  to  the  Town  thereon; 
the  Committee  to  consist  of  five  members  constituted  as  follows:  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board, 
to  be  chosen  by  their  respective  Boards;  the  Highway  Superintendent; 
and  two  members  at  large  chosen  by  the  members  so  chosen. 

Amendment  to  Miss  Caul’s  motion,  made  by  Rev.  Raymond  G. 
Manker,  and  duly  seconded: 

That  said  Committee  also  include  a member  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Voted:  In  favor  of  Miss  Caul’s  motion,  subject  to  Mr.  Manker’s 

amendment. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Edward  F.  Thorburn,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  a Committee  of  five  (5)  be  appointed  for  further 

study  of  the  Electrical  Code;  that  the  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Fire  Chief,  the  Electrical  Inspector,  two  (2)  local  electrical  con- 
tractors, to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  and  the  Town  Counsel. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  To  accept  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  as  reported  in 

the  Official  Report,  with  the  exception  of  the  Finance  Committee’s  Report. 


Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and  Com- 
mittees not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  John  Connelly’s  wording,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  To  instruct  the  Town  Clerk  to  cast  one  ballot  for  the  re- 

election  of  the  present  Trustees  of  the  Allen  Fund. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Theodore  R.  Magoun,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  same  persons  as  were  chosen  last  year,  continue 

to  serve  as  Measurers  of  Wood  and  Bark  for  the  coming  year. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Archibald  Cox,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  same  persons  as  were  chosen  last  year,  continue 

to  serve  as  Surveyors  of  Lumber  for  the  coming  year. 
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Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Cox,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  Selectmen  continue  to  serve  as  Fence  Viewers,  as 

in  previous  years. 

Upon  motion,  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  Constables  again  serve  as  Field  Drivers,  as  in 

previous  years. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Theodore  R.  Magoun,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  Moderator  appoint  a Memorial  Day  Committee, 

of  eight  (8)  members,  as  he  has  done  in  previous  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1955. 

This  last  year  has  again  seen  progress  made  in  the  further  develop- 
ment of  a community  health  program. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  of  Health  moved  into  new  offices  at  the 
Parmenter  Health  Center.  This  is  the  first  permanent  home  the  Board 
has  had,  and  provides  a central  file  for  all  records  and  correspondence 
and  excellent  facilities  for  the  Public  Health  Nurses.  The  Parmenter 
Center  facilities  also  provide  continual  daytime  switchboard  service  and 
secretarial  assistance.  Regular  hours  were  established  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  evenings  from  5 to  8 for  the  issuing  of  sanitation  permits 
and  consultation  with  the  sanitary  engineer. 

Shortly  after  moving  in,  a joint  executive  committee  was  formed 
consisting  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Parmenter 
Health  Center  Trustees  in  order  to  provide  effective  coordination  and 
planning  in  the  development  of  an  overall  community  health  program. 
This  group  has  met  regularly  and  is  functioning  well. 

The  next  step  was  the  establishing  of  the  Wayland  Public  Health 
Nursing  Service  in  May.  Descriptive  brochures,  outlining  the  scope 
and  purpose  of  this  nursing  service,  were  mailed  to  all  town  residents. 
This  is  a coordinated  service  with  the  Parmenter  Health  Center  nurse 
and  the  two  Board  of  Health  nurses  working  together  to  carry  out  an 
overall  community  health  nursing  program. 

School  Health  Program 

The  main  effort  this  year  has  been  the  development  of  an  adequate 
School  Health  Program.  Although  the  appropriation  is  carried  in  the 
Board  of  Health  Budget  and  the  Board  feels  and  acknowledges  the 
responsibility  to  work  for  a first-rate  school  program,  it  is  in  no  sense  to 
be  construed  as  an  exclusive  viewpoint.  The  program  is  a joint  responsi- 
bility shared  with  the  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent,  and  staff 
with  success  measured  by  the  efforts  of  all  concerned.  Through  consulta- 
tion, planning  and  cooperative  effort  it  is  believed  that  good  progress 
has  been  made.  It  has  been  a gratifying  experience  of  people  working 
together. 

Salk  Vaccine 

Arrangements  were  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  obtain  the 
Salk  polio  vaccine  as  soon  as  it  was  available.  The  vaccine,  provided 
free  by  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis,  was  released 
through  the  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  Because  of  limited  supplies,  its  use  was  restricted  to 
all  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  of  school. 

Notices  and  permission  forms  were  mailed  to  the  parents  of  the 
children  concerned  and  the  inoculation  began  May  23.  On  the  advice 
of  the  State  Polio  Advisory  Committee,  the  school  program  was  halted 
before  the  second  shots  could  be  given  pending  further  developments. 

As  of  January  1,  1956,  there  has  been  no  statement  as  to  the  release 
of  new  vaccine  and  resumption  of  the  program.  At  such  time  as  the 
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State  Department  of  Public  Health  may  direct  that  the  program  be 
resumed,  new  notices  would  be  mailed  by  the  Wayland  Board  of  Health 
to  all  parents  of  the  children  concerned  and  the  inoculation  program 
would  be  immediately  carried  out. 

Closing  of  Bathing  Beach 

Because  of  the  prevalence  of  ear,  nose  and  throat  infections,  the 
bathing  beach  was  closed  during  July  to  prevent  further  spread  of 
these  infections.  The  beach  was  again  closed  during  the  polio  outbreak. 
In  both  cases  the  purpose  was  to  prevent  large  numbers  of  persons 
coming  into  close  contact  with  one  another,  not  because  the  water  was 
contaminated.  (Samples  of  water  are  taken  for  laboratory  analysis 
once  a week  during  the  bathing  season.)

REPORT  FROM  NURSING  SERVICE 

In  May  of  1955  the  Wayland  Public  Health  Nursing  Service  was 
established  with  offices  in  the  Parmenter  Health  Center.  It  is  a co- 
ordinated nursing  program  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Parmenter  Health  Center.  At  present  there  are  three  nurses  participat- 
ing in  field  work,  two  of  which  are  employed  by  the  town  and  one  by 
the  Parmenter  Health  Center.  Previous  to  May  1st,  nursing  service  was 
carried  out  by  the  two  Board  of  Health  nurses.  It  is  felt  that  the  com- 
munity will  be  served  more  adequately  through  the  united  efforts  of 
these  two  groups. 

This  past  year  Wayland  participated  in  the  Salk  vaccine  program 
provided  for  the  children  in  grades  1 and  2.  Summer  brought  us  more 
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than  our  share  of  polio.  Due  to  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  one 
area,  it  was  feasible  to  conduct  a gamma  globulin  clinic.  The  nurses 
and  volunteers  assisted  the  local  physicians  in  the  school  Salk  vaccine 
program  as  well  as  with  the  administration  of  gamma  globulin  to  195 
residents  in  the  endemic  area. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  fall  school  term,  all  three  nurses  have 
been  functioning  in  the  school  health  program.  The  nurses  screen 
children  who  have  been  absent  due  to  illness  and  also  see  children  who 
have  been  referred  by  classroom  teachers  for  any  other  reason.  They 
also  do  follow-up  on  any  deviation  from  normal  found  in  the  various 
screening  programs.  They  have  conferences  with  parents  and  classroom 
teachers  so  that  everyone  concerned  can  better  understand  the  child. 
They  are  ever  ready  to  do  all  that  is  possible  to  make  for  a healthy 
school  child. 

We  are  aware  that  there  are  many  other  phases  of  the  nursing 
service  that  require  development,  but,  because  of  many  needs  and 
requests,  efforts  were  concentrated  this  year  in  trying  to  develop  a sound 
school  health  program.

The  following  is  a report  on  my  activities  for  your  Board  for  the 
calendar  year  1955. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  continued  active  growth  of  the  community  has  made  the  prob- 
lem of  sewage  disposal  on  an  individual  basis  an  increasingly  important 
one.  During  the  calendar  year  1955,  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  (191) 
permits  were  issued  by  your  Board  for  the  construction  or  alteration  of 
sewage  disposal  systems,  after  inspections  of  the  properties  were  made 
and  recommendations  made  to  your  Board.  Continual  checking  of  instal- 
lations during  construction  and  on  completion  has  been  an  essential 
phase  of  the  program  in  order  to  insure  completion  in  accordance  with 
the  approved  plans. 
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Restaurant  Sanitation 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1955,  all  eating  and  drinking  establish- 
ments were  inspected  prior  to  the  issuance  of  permits  on  April  6,  1955 
for  operation,  as  required  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  pertaining  to 
Eating  and  Drinking  Establishments  adopted  April  6,  1954.  While 
several  establishments  were  found  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
on  first  inspection,  all  but  one  was  found  to  be  acceptable  by  the 
deadline  date,  April  6,  1955.  Continued  efforts  finally  brought  the  re- 
maining restaurant  in  to  the  acceptable  group,  and  a permit  for  opera- 
tion was  issued  by  your  Board.  Towards  the  close  of  the  calendar  year, 
the  restaurants  were  re-inspected  to  insure  that  no  restaurant  would 
have  a permit  for  operation  issued  for  the  year  1956  unless  it  met  the 
minimum  standards  of  the  Board  of  Health  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  cafeterias  and  sanitary  facilities  at  the  four  schools  in  the 
town  were  inspected  during  December  1955  with  Mr.  Norman  Fair, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Pertinent  recommendations  will  be 
made  directly  to  your  Board. 

Milk  Inspections 

The  regular  collection  and  laboratory  examination  of  milk  and 
cream  samples  taken  from  seventeen  dairies  and  other  outlets  selling 
milk  and  cream  in  Wayland  was  continued  during  the  calendar  year. 
A total  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-one  (521)  samples  of  milk  and 
cream  were  collected  and  examined  in  the  laboratory.  The  tests  for 
bacterial  counts,  total  solids,  and  milk  fat  were  replaced  during  the 
year  by  tests  for  bacterial  counts,  coliform  counts,  and  phosphatase 
determinations.  It  was  felt  that  the  latter  tests  would  provide  for 
better  control  on  milk  and  cream  quality.  In  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  State  law,  the  results  of  the  examinations  were  reported  by 
letter  to  the  dairies  concerned  each  month.  In  certain  instances  in 
which  the  counts  were  high,  the  dairies  were  warned  to  take  adequate 
steps  to  remedy  such  conditions  as  might  account  for  the  increase  in  the 
bacterial  counts. 

General  Sanitation 

With  the  continued  growth  of  the  community  each  year,  it  becomes 
more  and  more  important  that  an  overall  plan  be  devised  for  the  layout 
of  a town  sewerage  system  and  treatment  plant.  While  the  actual  con- 
struction of  such  a system  may  be  well  into  the  future,  the  knowledge 
of  the  general  plan  to  be  followed  would  be  of  considerable  value  in 
evaluating  the  layout  of  proposed  developments. 

Another  problem  that  has  required  more  and  more  attention  in  the 
past  year  is  the  matter  of  storm  drainage,  particularly  as  applied  to 
developments.  It  is  increasingly  apparent  that  in  order  to  provide  for 
an  effective  drainage  pattern  to  grow  with  the  community,  an  overall 
master  plan  for  storm  drainage  for  the  town  should  be  developed  as  soon 
as  possible.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  IN  WAYLAND  IN  1955 

This  report  is  for  the  interval  from  April  8 to  October  22,  1955. 
The  mosquito  control  program  commenced  with  extensive  spraying- 
operations  a few  days  after  Wayland  joined  the  district.  Most  of  the 
swramps,  large  and  small,  were  sprayed  by  hand  or  by  plane  or  heli- 
copter. Certain  ponds  and  trout  streams  were  not  sprayed  nor  was  the 
middle  part  of  the  Sudbury  River  meadows.  Results  seemed  fairly  good 
for  such  a hasty  beginning.  Before  the  mosquito  season  was  well  under- 
way the  Gypsy  Moth  spraying  took  place.  It  eliminated  any  mosquitoes 
of  the  spring  brood  not  controlled  by  the  Project  and  also  prevented  the 
migration  of  mosquitoes  into  the  town.  Summer-time  spraying  was  kept 
to  a minimum  in  order  to  conserve  funds  for  fall  drainage. 

During  the  season,  1,032  gallons  of  spray  was  applied  by  hand  and 
1,305  gallons  by  aircraft.  Catch  basins  were  sprayed  five  times  for  a 
total  of  2,088  individual  applications.  Only  a little  ditching  has  been 
done  thus  far  (270  ft.  new,  721  ft.  cleaned)  because  the  main  effort  is 
scheduled  for  the  fall  and  winter.

The  following  is  the  Plumbing  Inspector’s  report  to  the  Town  of 
Wayland  for  the  year  1955 : 

There  were  199  permits  issued,  for  which  the  sum  of  $1,598.50  was 
collected,  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

There  were  twenty-one  violations  of  the  present  plumbing  code. 
These  were  corrected  to  conform  to  our  present  code. 


As  a matter  of  information  to  all  the  citizens  of  Wayland,  I wish 
to  again  say  tthat  this  Department  operates  under  the  provisions  of 
Chatper  115,  as  amended,  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 
Honorably  discharged  veterans  of  all  wars  and  their  dependents,  if  in 
need,  indigent  and  worthy,  may  receive  financial  assistance  within  the 
budget  allowances  established  by  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services. 

• 

In  all  cases  having  a settlement  in  Wayland,  a fifty  percent  re- 
imbursement is  sent  to  the  Town  on  all  expenditures  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Department.  A one  hundred  percent  reimburse- 
ment is  made  in  cases  with  a State  settlement. 

In  1955  the  expenditures  and  the  number  of  veterans  assisted  was 
above  the  average  of  previous  years.  In  my  opinion  any  serious  decline 
in  employment  will  necessitate  a larger  budget  and  the  establishment 
of  an  office  dealing  with  Veterans’  Services  to  be  located  at  the  Town

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Cemetery  Commission  offers  the  following  report  for  1955. 

The  roadways  in  the  sections  under  construction  at  North  and 
Lakeview  Cemeteries  are  practically  finished,  needing  only  the  final 
smoothing  and  rolling.  The  first  section  of  the  new  addition  at  the 
North  will  be  divided  into  lots  and  opened  for  sale  this  year;  and 
additional  areas  will  be  made  ready  at  Lakeview. 

The  gateway  at  the  entrance  was  widened  by  moving  over  the 
western  gatepost  nearly  three  feet.  This  proved  to  be  a major  under- 
taking, as  the  post,  about  14  inches  square  and  five  feet  high,  was  set 
into  the  ground  six  feet  deep  and  had  an  enlarged  lower  end. 

As  was  voted  last  spring,  Lakeview  Ave.  and  East  Ave.  were  paved 
with  asphalt  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  as  the  first  step  in  a three-year  plan 
to  pave  the  three  key  roads  in  the  area.  This  year  the  entrance  road 
will  be  rebuilt  and  similarly  “hot- topped ; ” and  next  year  it  is  planned 
to  treat  Curve  Ave.  and  Ridge  Ave.,  leading  from  the  tomb  up  over 
the  hill  to  the  rear  of  the  cemetery.

This  charge  has  been  made  only  since  1950.  Before  that,  com- 
paratively few  had  been  concerned  about  the  care  of  their  burial  places, 
leaving  it  all  to  the  town.  Now  all  have  this  obligation  to  provide  for 
the  care  of  their  lots,  either  by  paying  the  small  yearly  fee,  or  making 
a larger  payment  for  perpetual  care;  this  obligation  existing  whether 
they  purchased  their  lot  or  inherited  it  from  their  ancestors. 


During  the  year  1955  we  again  suffered  a loss  because  of  a member 
of  the  Board  leaving  town  and  therefore  being  ineligible.  Our  former 
Chairman,  J.  Reed  Morss,  whose  intimate  knowledge  of  bonds  eligible 
for  savings  banks  and  therefore  eligible  for  the  Town,  moved  to  Chestnut 
Hill.  The  vacancy  thus  caused  was  filled  in  the  regular  manner  for 
filling  vacancies  by  the  appointment  of  Allen  R.  Finlay. 

Available  small  funds  continued  to  be  deposited  in  the  savings 
banks,  as  heretofore.  Maturing  securities  and  bonds  which  were  found 
to  have  been  called  have  been  reinvested.  Owing  to  the  continuing  small 
difference  betwen  the  yield  from  savings  banks  and  from  bonds  of  the 
type  which  we  are  permitted  to  purchase,  a substantial  part  of  our 
funds  continues  to  be  invested  in  savings  banks. 

As  the  investments  of  the  funds  are  reported  by  the  Town  Treasurer, 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  investments  and  in  any  changes  that 
have  occurred  are  referred  to  the  Treasurer’s  Report.  The  Treasurer 
is  working  with  the  Commissioners  in  a most  helpful  manner  and  has 
furnished  us  with  information  as  to  maturing  obligations  in  detail,  and

COMMISSIONERS  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 
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the  new  members  are  showing  so  much  interest  in  their  obligations  and 
duties,  it  is  believed  that  the  interests  of  the  Town  will  be  well  taken 
care  of,  in  spite  of  the  changes  in  membership  which  have  occurred.  We 
shall  make  every  effort  to  keep  abreast  of  the  market  for  the  types  of 
securities  which  we  can  purchase  and  to  make  any  changes  in  investment 
which  appear  to  us  to  be  advantageous  for  the  various  funds,  in  view 
of  the  present  and  prospective  future  money  market. 


This  year  the  trees  of  the  Town  were  sprayed  for  Gypsy  Moth,  in 
conjunction  with  hydraulic  spraying  by  aerial  spray.  This  made  a more 
thorough  coverage  and  was  very  successful  in  combating  the  spread 
of  the  Gypsy  Moth.  Helicopters  and  a large  plane  were  used  for  this 
purpose. 

Early  in  January  the  remaining  condemned  1954  elm  trees  were 
removed  and  destroyed.  New  samples  were  taken  in  June  and  July 
of  1955.  One  hundred  and  five  trees  were  sampled  and  sent  to  the 
laboratory  for  testing.  Ninety  samples  were  labeled  with  positive 
Dutch  Elm  disease.  In  September  of  1955  forty  more  samples  were 
taken  and  sent  in.  Of  these  thirty-six  came  back  as  positive  Dutch 
Elm  Disease.  This  made  a total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  elms 
having  the  disease. 

During  the  year  1955  seventy-one  elm  trees  were  taken  down  and 
destroyed. 

The  increase  and  spread  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  is  greatly  due 
to  the  hurricanes  during  the  past  two  years.  High  winds  and  floods 
spread  the  disease  from  one  area  to  another,  thus  making  it  more 
difficult  to  combat. 

In  1955  the  Town  adopted  a program  for  spraying  poison  ivy  along 
the  Public  Roadsides.  As  this  is  a new  program  the  Town  has  not 
been  completely  covered,  but  will  be  completed  in  the  near  future.

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The  trend  of  new  house  construction  in  Wayland  continued  in  the 
same  pattern  of  the  past  few  years  which  favored  individual  construc- 
tion more  than  building  for  speculation.  Once  again  a larger  percentage 
of  the  houses  that  were  built  ran  to  costlier  construction. 

As  this  report  is  being  prepared  in  December,  one  non-residential 
building  is  nearing  completion  on  State  Road  West:  a machine  shop 
for  the  Philbob  Real  Estate  Trust  which  will  be  the  second  of  its  type 
in  that  area.  The  Raytheon  Research  Laboratory  was  completed  about 
the  first  of  November  at  which  time  it  was  staffed  and  opened  for 
operation. 

During  the  past  year  the  large  display  building  for  automobiles 
was  completed  for  Cochituate  Motors  at  the  corner  of  East  Common- 
wealth Road  and  Main  Street  and  is  opened  for  business. 

Alteration  permits  for  existing  houses  and  places  of  business  showed 
a gain  of  23  over  the  previous  year. 

Seventy-five  cases  of  zoning  variations  were  prepared  and  brought 
to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  for  decision.  There  were  eighteen  more 
cases  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  during  1955 
have  amounted  to  $3,836.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Officials 
and  citizens  who  have  helped  in  the  affairs  of  this  office  during  the 
past  year. 


Due  to  the  past  hurricanes,  which  left  the  Town  trees  in  a hazardous 
condition,  the  main  highways  have  been  pretty  well  cleaned  of  stubs 
and  broken  branches.  There  was  painting  and  repair  work  done  on 
some.  There  were  some  that  were  beyond  repair  that  were  taken  down. 

There  is  a lot  more  work  to  be  done.  There  were  eighten  Norway 
Maples  set  out  in  October.

The  Fire  Department  had  fewer  alarms  to  answer  this  past  year 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Our  citizens  have  earned  much  merit  for 
their  caution  in  eliminating  fire  risks  around  the  home.  For  comparison 
we  list  the  number  of  fire  calls  for  each  of  the  past  six  years. 

1950  — 107 

1951  — 145 

1952  — 171 

1953  — 223 

1954  — 232 

1955  — 202 
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The  year  1955  had  the  usual  routine  calls  and  administration, 
except  for  the  August  storm  and  the  mutual  aid  call  to  Sudbury  for  the 
Wayside  Inn  fire. 

As  in  1954  we  had  our  August  hurricane  in  the  form  of  rain.  Like 
Edna,  Diane  called  out  the  firemen  to  pump  out  cellars.  The  men 
worked  at  long  stretches  for  several  days,  for  the  relief  of  over  100 
homes  and  other  property  so  affected  by  the  storm. 

One  fire  alarm  extension  was  installed  this  past  year  on  Pelham 
Island  Road  and  terminated  at  Erwin  Road.  Three  boxes  were  installed 
along  its  course  and  at  Jeffrey  Road  suitable  means  of  connecting  to  it 
electrically  was  provided  so  that  the  developer  of  that  area  can  connect 
to  it  as  his  development  progresses. 

During  1955,  392  oil  storage  inspections  have  been  made,  and 
where  the  oil  equipment  was  found  to  be  in  order  a permit  was  issued. 
17  installations  have  been  found  defective  and  permits  denied  until 
repairs  were  made  by  the  owner.  Fees  collected  from  new  oil  burner 
permits  for  1955  have  amounted  to  $96.50  and  have  been  turned  over 
to  the  Town. 

The  Board  is  fully  aware  that  there  are  certain  areas  of  the  Town 
that  are  not  covered  by  fire  alarm  boxes,  but  the  lines  of  the  fire  alarm 
system  will  be  extended  as  rapidly  as  Town  finances  permit. 

On  December  22nd  the  department  sent  two  pieces  of  fire  apparatus 
to  Sudbury  to  assist  at  an  early  morning  fire  at  the  Wayside  Inn.  Be- 
cause sub  zero  temperature  and  the  lack  of  water  hampered  the  firemen 
greatly,  much  damage  resulted  to  the  Inn  and  its  contents. 

The  Board  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  that 
to  burn  rubbish,  leaves,  brush,  etc.  in  the  open  that  a permit  to  burn 
should  be  applied  for.  These  permits  are  issued  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Monday  through  Friday  from  8-10  A.  M.,  Saturday  and  Sunday  from 
8:30-10  A.  M.  It  is  necessary  to  have  a burning  permit  for  any  day 
in  the  year,  irregardless  of  the  season. 

During  the  past  year  plans  have  been  under  way  for  a new  fire 
station  and  Town  office  with  the  proposed  location  at  the  intersection  of 
Cochituate  Road  at  the  State  Road.  Chief  Haynes  has  served  on  this 
building  survey  committee  representing  the  interests  of  the  Fire  Dept. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  employment  in  the  town  for  our  call  firemen  and 
also  the  changes  that  some  of  the  men  made  in  their  employees,  it  left 
the  Fire  Department  considerably  under  manned  during  the  daylight 
hours  from  8 A.  M.  to  5 P.  M.  Monday  through  Friday.  This  condition 
prevailed  more  pronounced  as  late  fall  approached.  This  condition  has 
caused  the  Board  of  Engineers  grave  concern  and  we  believe  that  at 
least  three  permanent  firemen  should  be  added  to  the  roster  of  our  call 
department. 

At  this  time,  the  Board  of  Engineers  would  like  to  extend  its 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  men  of  the  Department  for  their  co- 
operation; and  especially  for  their  having  obtained  short  leaves-of- 
absence  from  their  regular  employment  to  staff  completely  both  fire 
stations  until  conditions  were  restored  to  normal  after  the  August  flood. 
The  Board  would  also  like  to  thank  Captain  Hartin  of  the  Cochituate

Company  and  his  group  of  civil  defense  auxiliary  firemen  for  their 
interest  in  continuing  their  drill  periods  throughout  the  year  and  to 
the  help  that  they  have  rendered  to  the  department.  Our  thanks  are 
again  extended  to  our  neighboring  towns  of  Natick,  Weston,  Framing- 
ham, Sudbury  and  Lincoln  for  their  mutual  aid  services  to  the  Red 
Cross  Canteen  Service,  to  the  Civil  Defense  Department,  to  the  local 
Police  Department  and  to  the  citizens  who  on  occasion  have  helped  at  the 
scene  of  a fire.

PARK  DEPARTMENT 
1955 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  sets  forth  below  its  report  for 
the  year  1955. 

The  year  1955  did  not  see  any  substantial  change  in  Park  Depart- 
ment property.  The  Commissioners  continued  their  policy  of  gradually 
improving  and  cleaning  up  properties  under  their  jurisdiction.  The 
department’s  responsibilities  were  somewhat  enlarged  to  include  care 
of  certain  school  grounds. 

As  set  forth  in  the  Beach  Supervisor’s  Report  to  the  Commissioners, 
prior  to  closing  for  the  polio  epidemic,  attendance  was  averaging 
substantially  in  excess  of  1,000  a day.  Registrations  at  the  Beach  again 
exceeded  the  previous  year. 

The  Park  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  the  Officials  and  the  People 
of  the  Town  who  aided  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY 


1955  was  a busy  and  eventful  year  at  the  Way  land  Library  and 
Cochituate  Branch.  The  Questionnaire  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  sent  out  to  2,000  box-holders  early  in  the  year,  produced  a re- 
sponse of  over  200.  These  answers,  mainly  serious  and  objective,  were 
very  useful  to  a new  librarian,  unfamiliar  with  the  town  and  library 
users.  They  gave  a picture  of  the  kind  of  library  the  townspeople  want. 

In  March  we  acquired  new  cases  for  the  adults’  and  children’s 
catalogs  at  the  Main  Library.  The  old  cards  were  transferred  to  these 
cases  and  a start  has  been  made  on  re-cataloging  all  books  to  be  kept  in 
the  library.  This  project,  carried  on  as  time  allows,  will  undoubtedly 
take  a long  period  for  completion.  However,  it  should  help  to  make 
the  library’s  resources  more  useful  to  the  public  and  the  librarians 
serving  them.  During  the  summer  we  had  the  help  of  two  high  school 
students  in  thoroughly  reading  the  shelves,  putting  the  books  in  order 
and  doing  some  weeding. 

This  year  the  library  has  begun  to  buy  LP  records  for  loan  to  the 
public.  A good  basic  collection  has  been  available  for  some  time,  begun 
by  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Answers  to  the  questionnaire  showed 
that  a great  many  people  were  not  aware  of  the  library’s  record  collec- 
tion but  we  are  glad  to  say  that  use  is  increasing. 

There  were  some  changes  in  library  personnel  during  the  year. 
We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Donald  B.  Willard  who  had  been  the 
assistant  librarian  at  Cochituate  since  1953,  but  happily  she  has  con- 
tinued to  serve  the  library  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Her 
interest  and  understanding  of  the  Cochituate  Library  have  been  of  great 
help.  In  June  Miss  Dorothy  Brewer,  who  had  been  the  assistant  at  the 
Main  Library,  went  to  the  Cochituate  Branch.  Mrs.  Gerald  Barnes  of 
Natick  came  to  the  Main  Library  as  assistant  in  August.  Mrs.  Frank 
K.  Bentley  has  given  us  assistance  at  the  Main  Library  during  the  year 
as  she  has  in  the  past.  Mrs.  Thelma  McKeen  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Harman 
have  assisted  at  Cochituate. 

During  the  year  the  library  received  many  gifts  of  books,  pam- 
phlets and  magazines  from  individuals  and  groups.  Particularly  note- 
worthy among  group  gifts  were:  $100  toward  the  purchase  of  the  1955 
edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Brittanica,  given  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Library;  a Catholic  Bible  and  2 books  on  Christmas  and  Easter,  given 
by  St.  Agnes  Guild;  and  a very  generous  gift  of  books  to  the  Cochituate 
Branch,  given  by  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  of  the  V.  F.  W. 

The  Garden  Club  supplied  the  Library  with  beautiful  flowers, 
autumn  arrangements  and  Christmas  decorations  during  the  year.  The 
art  teachers,  Mrs.  Jones  and  Mrs.  Kingsbury,  have  provided  several 
very  interesting  exhibits  of  their  classes’  work. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  and  the  Historical  Society  have  held 
several  public  meetings  at  the  Library  which  proved  of  great  popular 
interest.  The  Great  Books  Discussion  Group  has  been  meeting  at  the 
Library  on  alternate  Tuesdays  since  its  new  season  began  in  the  fall. 
As  usual  the  Shaw  Room  has  been  used  for  group  meetings  from  time 
to  time. 
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Mrs.  John  Howard  very  generously  volunteered  to  give  a story 
hour  at  the  Main  Library.  The  series  began  in  November  but  due  to 
conflicts  with  other  activities  and  transportation  difficulties  the  attend- 
ance has  been  small.  We  shall  continue  the  story  hour  on  Saturdays 
at  11  A.  M.  on  January  14,  28,  February  11,  25.  Thereafter  it  will  be 
discontinued  unless  attendance  increases. 

As  the  months  went  by  it  became  evident  that  the  plumbing  system 
at  the  Main  Library  needed  some  major  repairs  and  replacements. 
Long  continued  leaks  and  evaporation  had  caused  dampness  to  develop 
in  the  basement  storeroom.  All  plumbing  in  the  building  was  replaced 
and  at  the  same  time  a water  heater  was  installed.  These  improvements 
will  surely  prolong  the  life  of  the  building  as  well  as  provide  better 
working  conditions  for  the  staff. 

The  Cochituate  Branch  has  great  potentialities  for  growth  in 
service,  since  it  is  located  centrally  in  a closely  settled  area.  At  present 
it  is  used  to  capacity  by  school  classes  and  the  great  need  is  for  more 
books  to  fill  their  needs.  We  have  made  a start  toward  building  up  the 
collection  of  basic  books  as  well  as  adding  current  materials.  During 
the  summer  the  Branch  was  open  on  Thursday  afternoons  for  the  first 
time  and  this  practice  was  continued  through  the  year.  Thus,  the 
Branch  is  open  every  afternoon  from  2 to  5,  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Friday  evenings  from  7 to  8:30,  and  Saturday  mornings  from  9 to  12. 

Altogether  it  has  been  a very  interesting  year  for  the  staff  of  the 
Library.  We  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  people  of  Wayland  and 
Cochituate,  and  we  have  appreciated  their  patience  with  the  changes 
that  have  been  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 


The  general  Highway  appropriation  was  used  for  maintenance, 
resurfacing,  graveling,  cleaning  of  drainage  systems,  brush  cutting 
and  roadside  cleaning. 

Betterment  projects  included  the  completion  of  Sylvan  Way,  Hay- 
ward Road,  Valley  View  Road  and  Peck  Avenue.  On  Springhill  Road, 
the  drainage,  graveling  and  grading  have  been  completed.  One  coat  of 
asphalt  has  been  applied  and  the  final  surface  and  side  grading  will  be 
completed  in  the  spring. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  Concord  Road  was  resurfaced  with 
asphalt  and  treated  stone. 

The  Chapter  90  Construction  appropriation  was  used  on  approxi- 
mately 3,500  feet  of  Sudbury  Road.  The  drainage  and  gravel  for  the 
road  base  was  installed  and  the  road  is  now  ready  for  the  final  surface, 
which  will  be  done  this  year. 

The  Sidewalk  Construction  appropriation  was  used  to  apply  a 
“hot-top”  surface  to  the  sidewalk  from  the  Cochituate  Fire  Station  to 
Dunster  Avenue,  and  the  westerly  side  of  Main  Street  from  Route  30 
to  Damon  Street.  A base  course  was  installed  on  a section  of  sidewalk 
on  the  southerly  side  of  Old  Connecticut  Path,  from  Maiden  Lane  to 
Pine  Ridge  Road. 

The  Roadside  Spraying  consisted  of  two  applications  of  spray  to 
approximately  30  miles  of  Town  Roads,  for  the  elimination  of  brush, 
poison-ivy,  ragweed,  etc. 

The  excavating,  drainage  and  gravel  base  has  been  completed  on 
Winter  Street  and  it  is  now  ready  for  surfacing.

New  services  continued  at  a high  level  with  187  installed  over  the 
year.  The  8-inch  main  on  Concord  Road  near  the  Lincoln  Town  line 
was  lowered  and  provision  made  for  a mutual  aid  connection.  About 
one  and  one-half  miles  of  main  were  added  to  the  system  and  seven 
additional  hydrants  installed.  The  new  well  and  pump  at  the  Baldwin 
Pond  well  field  will  be  ready  for  use  next  summer. 

259  million  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  in  1955,  the  highest  ever 
pumped  in  one  year.  Since  this  was  an  exceptionally  wet  year  this 
total  reflects  an  increase  in  water  takers  from  1,117  in  1945  to  over 
2,350  in  1955. 


REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS

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The  new  meter  installation  program  was  set  back  this  year  by  a 
delay  in  getting  new  fittings  and  setting  equipment.  This  work  will  be 
accelerated  this  spring  to  get  back  on  schedule.  By  doing  this,  the  town 
should  be  completely  metered  in  1957. 

Everyone  connected  with  the  Water  Department  feels  a deep  sense 
of  personal  loss  over  the  death  of  the  former  superintendent,  John  Phylis. 
No  one  appreciates  as  we  do,  how  much  the  smooth  and  efficient  opera- 
tion of  the  Department  depended  on  his  knowledge  and  understanding 
of  its  every  phase.  The  wisdom  of  his  guidance  is  manifest  in  the  way 
the  efficiency  of  the  Water  Department  has  kept  pace  with  the  growth 
of  the  Town.

CIVIL  DEFENSE  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  year  1955  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  for  the  three  best 
organized  arms  of  the  Civil  Defense  organization,  namely,  the  Auxiliary 
Police  force,  the  Auxiliary  Fire  force,  and  the  Communications  section. 
Progress  has  been  slow,  however,  in  organizing  other  branches,  such  as 
the  warden  section  and  the  welfare  section. 

Regular  training  meetings  for  the  Auxiliary  Police  were  held 
through  the  year  with  an  attendance  averaging  from  50-60.  During 
January  and  February,  the  meetings  consisted  of  a completion  of  the 
first-aid  refresher  course  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  James  P.  Burke. 
Other  training  courses  included  speakers  and  Civil  Defense  and  Police 
training  films.  One  session  was  devoted  to  fire-arms  demonstration  and 
instruction  by  one  of  the  crack  shots  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police. 

During  August,  the  Auxiliary  Police  were  called  to  active  duty  by 
the  Chief  of  Police  to  assist  him  in  connection  with  the  flood  conditions 
and  the  force  was  also  activated  over  the  long  Halloween  week-end.  A 
dozen  men  helped  the  Fire  Department  rolling  up  hoses  and  the  like 
at  the  Wayside  Inn  fire. 

The  Communications  section  was  very  active.  Two  portable  com- 
bination radio  transmitter-receivers  were  acquired  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  these  were  utilized  to  the  full  over  the  Halloween  week-end, 
providing  two  extra  two-way  radio  cars.  In  addition,  two  portable 
combination  transmitter-receivers  were  acquired  to  operate  on  the 
special  emergency  amateur  frequency  assigned  to  the  Town  and  these 
were  used  to  supplement  the  Police  radios  providing  an  additional  two- 
way  patrol  car  for  the  Halloween  week-end. 

The  Communications  section  is  rapidly  arriving  at  its  goal  of 
completely  equipping  the  main  Control  Center  and  the  secondary  control 
center  in  the  basement  of  the  Cochituate  School  with  adequate  two-way 
radio  communications.  Communications  on  one  assigned  channel  have 
been  established  between  the  main  Control  Center  and  the  Sector  Control 
Center  of  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  in  Sherbourn.  Through  this 
channel  will  be  handled  all  messages  to  and  from  State  headquarters. 
In  addition,  emergency  communications  are  now  established  on  a different 
channel  within  the  Town.  Supplementing  this  two-way  communication 
set-up,  the  main  Control  Center  is  provided  with  monitoring  receivers 
on  the  local  Police  and  Fire  and  State  Police  frequencies.  During  the 
coming  year,  it  is  expected  that  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  will  purchase 
one  additional  combination  transmitter-receiver  for  use  on  the  Town 
frequency.  Furthermore,  a request  is  still  pending  for  Federal  Matching 
Funds  for  the  purchase  of  a base  station  transmitter-receiver  for  the 
Fire  Department,  including  remote  control  to  be  located  in  the  Civil 
Defense  Control  Center  so  that  direct  communications  in  an  emergency 
may  be  had  with  all  Fire  Department  apparatus. 

The  Auxiliary  Fire  force  has  undergone  regular  training  and  now 
numbers  14  men.  These  men  are  now  well  qualified.  With  one-half 
Federal  funds,  the  Town  has  equipped  the  Fire  Department  with  20 
sets  of  protective  clothing,  including  coats,  helmets,  and  gloves,  so  that 
these  men  when  called  to  duty  can  work  under  as  safe  conditions  as 
possible  and  will  not  ruin  their  own  clothing.  The  Auxiliary  firemen 
have  helped  the  regulars  on  serious  fires  and  have  been  available  to 
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supplement  the  call  men  in  manning  the  station,  during  periods  when  the 
fire  alarm  circuits  or  telephone  service  were  interrupted  due  to  weather 
conditions. 

The  rescue  truck  ordered  through  the  Federal  Government  has  not 
as  yet  been  delivered  to  the  Town,  but  delivery  is  expected  during  1956. 
This  truck  is  badly  needed  and  efforts  are  being  made  by  the  State 
Civil  Defense  Agency  to  expedite  delivery. 

The  shooting  program  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  has  been  greatly 
expanded.  Sixty  men  are  engaged  in  the  program  and  25  of  them  nowr 
shoot  on  regular  teams  competing  in  the  New  England  Police  Revolver 
League.  Some  of  the  men  who  started  early  in  the  year,  having  never 
fired  a gun,  are  now  crack  shots.  The  Town  is  paying  the  major  cost 
of  ammunition  as  cheap  life  insurance  for  Police  officers  and  also  as 
rendering  support  to  the  one  activity  which  does  most  to  keep  the 
Auxiliary  Police  force  together. 

During  the  year  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  has  made  a great 
deal  of  progress  in  its  disaster  planning  and  as  a result,  has  placed 
a great  burden  on  local  Civil  Defense  organizations  to  attempt  to  carry 
out  the  program.  For  the  year  1956,  the  Wayland  Office  of  Civil  Defense 
is  being  reorganized,  involving  the  appointment  of  Norman  E.  Taylor, 
Town  Accountant,  as  Deputy  Director  in  charge  of  all  day-to-day  activi- 
ties and  the  files  which  will  be  located  in  the  Town  Hall,  thus  relieving 
the  Director  of  a great  burden  of  paper  work.  Present  State  planning 
envisages  evacuation  of  the  Greater  Boston  area  in  the  event  of 
threatened  attack  with  nuclear  weapons.  The  Town  of  Wayland  is  not 
in  the  compulsory  evacuation  zone,  but  all  families  in  the  Town  are 
urged  to  plan  to  evacuate  unless  they  have  adequate  shelter  areas  in 
their  homes.  The  alert  signal  will  be  three  minutes  of  blasts  on  the 
fire  alarm,  signaling  optional  evacuation  and  activating  the  Civil 
Defense  organization.  If  you  hear  the  fire  whistle  blow  a series  of 
blasts  for  three  minutes,  it  means  take  your  family  westward  in  your 
car  or  else  plan  to  take  shelter  in  your  house.  If  the  fire  alarm  blows 
for  three  minutes  again  in  the  same  way,  this  will  be  the  Red  Alert, 
meaning  take  cover.  Warnings  will  also  be  broadcast  on  the  radio  over 
the  CONELRAD  system,  640  or  1240  on  your  AM  radio  dial.

The  Wayland  Police  served  during  1955:  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
Seven  Summonses,  Ten  Subpoenas,  Summonses  to  show  cause  Nine,  Three 
Summonses  to  Children,  One  to  a Parent  and  Six  Warrants. 

The  total  number  of  accidents  reported  for  the  year  was  187.  Fatal 
3,  Property  Damage  120,  Personal  Injuries  44,  Pedestrian  5,  Bicycle  5. 
There  were  a lot  of  other  accidents  not  reported. 
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Those  persons  committing  minor  traffic  violations  were  given 
warnings;  others  guilty  of  more  serious  commissions  or  omissions  were 
either  prosecuted  or  referred  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  for 
disposition. 

A review  of  existing  Town  records  indicates  that  for  the  first  time 
a murder  was  committed  in  our  normally  peaceful  habitat. 

An  Article  in  the  annual  Town  Warrant  requests  approval  to  aug- 
ment the  Wayland  Police  Department  as  follows: — 

a.  Three  additional  full-time  policemen 

b.  One  additional  cruiser  with  a two-way  radio. 

Your  earnest  consideration  of  the  above  article  is  sincerely  recommended. 
Approval  of  the  article  assures  complete  and  comprehensive  police 
protection  and  guidance  at  all  times. 

My  thanks  are  again  extended  to  the  many  people  who,  singularly 
and  cooperatively  have  aided  me  during  1955.  To  mention  but  a few 
may  I thank:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen;  my  capable  patrol- 
men, officers  Burke  and  Pelletier;  the  Auxiliary  Police;  the  Special 
police;  the  Wayland  Lumber  Co.  for  the  timely  safety  calendars  they 
purchase  annually;  Chief  Shea  of  the  Natick  Police  Department  and  his 
staff  for  the  two-way  radio  coverage  which  they  have  afforded  us;  and 
you,  the  residents  of  Wayland,  for  your  continued  efforts  and  under- 
standing. 

Be  assured  that  your  constructive  criticism  is  always  welcomed. 
Detailed  study  will  be  given  it.  By  mutually  aiding  each  other  the 
Wayland  Police  Department  and  the  Town  will  continue  to  grow  and 
prosper.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1955 


The  Planning  Board  has  been  active  during  the  last  year  with  the 
long  range  planning  problems  facing  a growing  community  as  well  as 
with  performing  its  numerous  other  duties.  Meetings  have  continued 
to  be  held  regularly  on  Monday  evenings  at  8:00  P.  M.  in  the  Town 
Hall,  but  numerous  special  meetings  and  field  trips  have  also  been 
necessary.  Members  of  the  Planning  Board  have  also  served  individually 
as  ex-officio  committee  members  on  the  School  Building  Committee, 
School  Site  Committee,  Town  Office  Building  Committee,  and  the  several 
special  committees  covering  land  for  recreational  purposes;  recreational 
facilities,  and  Dudley  Pond  water  level  control. 

The  activities  of  the  Board  in  the  several  categories  of  its  major 
activities  are  summarized  below  under  appropriate  headings: 


Subdivisions: 

During  1955  ten  subdivisions  were  approved  by  which  three  miles 
of  new  roads  and  186  new  lots  were  laid  out.  This  rate  of  development, 
while  high,  is  considerably  lower  than  the  peak  of  251  new  lots  reached 
in  1953.  It  is,  however,  convincing  demonstration  of  the  continuing 
pressure  for  building  facing  the  Town. 

A decreasing  rate  of  development  of  new  building  lots  during 
coming  years  can  be  foreseen  with  the  disappearing  of  large  tracts  of 
land  in  the  area  zoned  for  a minimum  lot  size  of  20,000  square  feet. 
Of  the  new  lots  laid  in  subdivisions  approved  in  1955,  103  of  them  were 
in  the  20,000  square  foot  zone,  56  in  the  40,000  square  foot  zone  and  22 
in  the  60,000  square  foot  zone.

Improvement  of  Existing  Town  Roads 

The  development  of  subdivisions  on  land  served  by  unimproved 
existing  Town  roads  has  presented  the  Town  with  the  responsibility  of 
improving  these  roads  to  provide  adequate  access.  The  Planning  Board 
has  undertaken  preliminary  engineering  work  on  these  improvement 
projects  and  contemplates  continuing  efforts  along  this  line  for  several 
years  to  come.  Town  roads  requiring  early  work  include  Loker  Street, 
Claypit  Hill  Road,  and  Moore  Road. 

The  Board  is  also  mindful  of  the  necessity  of  eventual  improvement 
of  other  unimproved  Town  roads,  for  which  funds  for  engineering  will 
one  day  be  needed.  Until  then,  owners  of  land  served  by  such  roads 
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who  present  plans  dividing  the  land  into  new  lots  are  being  requested 
to  lay  out  the  lots  so  as  to  permit  eventual  widening  and  straightening 
of  the  roads.  The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  owners  of  such  land 
are  generally  entirely  cooperative  with  this  aim. 

Business  Zoning 

The  study  of  encouraging  the  development  of  new  areas  to  serve 
as  neighborhood  business  districts,  and  the  modernizing  of  the  zoning 
regulations  pertaining  to  such  areas,  have  been  actively  continued. 

The  Board  is  very  pleased  to  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  James  L.  Harris  as  Planning  Consultant.  With  his  assistance 
the  Board  has  prepared  for  presentation  at  the  1956  Annual  Town 
Meeting  a zoning  report  aimed  at  bringing  the  neighborhood  business 
zoning  pattern  up-to-date  and  better  serving  the  present  needs  of  the 
Town. 

1955 , Summary  of  Projects  Completed 

In  addition  to  the  major  items  dealt  with  by  the  Planning  Board, 
numerous  other  matters  have  received  its  time  and  attention. 

The  Street  Numbering  List  has  been  completed  and  published,  and 
a copy  is  available  at  the  Town  Hall  for  anyone  desiring  one. 

A Master  Development  Plan  of  a possible  future  street  arrangement 
for  the  large  open  area  west  of  Moore  Road  and  Glezen  Lane  has  been 
prepared  in  conjunction  with  a study  of  a subdivision  of  part  of  this 
area  off  of  Moore  Road. 

Highway  Development  Study  Plans  of  Route  20  and  Route  27  have 
been  prepared,  and  new  efforts  have  been  made  to  encourage  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  Route  20  by-pass.  In  this  connection,  the 
Planning  Board  is  urging  early  construction  of  the  By-Pass  and  hopes 
further  to  see  the  eventual  construction  of  a highway  along  the  west 
side  of  the  Sudbury  River  north  from  Route  20  over  which  Route  27 
can  be  directed  without  passing  through  Wayland  Center. 

Flood  Problems 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  very  much  concerned  with  the  prob- 
lems arising  from  flooding  of  the  Sudbury  River,  but  sees  little  the 
Town  alone  can  do  to  alleviate  that  condition.  Work  with  State  and 
Federal  agencies  is  anticipated  for  the  future. 

The  creation  of  a Flood  Plain  zone  is  being  actively  studied  with 
the  aim  of  controlling  further  building  in  areas  where  flooding  may 
occur.  The  Board  is  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to  obtain  aerial 
photographs  of  the  Sudbury  Valley  taken  on  August  23,  at  the  peak 
of  the  flood.  These  are  being  used  to  lay  out  the  flood  plain  carto- 
graphically  to  serve  as  the  definition  of  the  flood  plain.  When  this 
work  has  been  completed,  further  recommendations  will  be  presented. 

The  Board  regrets  the  resignation  of  Mary  N.  Baldwin  from  its 
membership,  but  is  fortunate  in  having  Bruce  F.  Kingsbury  working 
in  Mrs.  Baldwin’s  stead.

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BOARD  OF  APPEALS  ANNUAL  REPORT  — 1955 


Since  this  is  the  first  report  of  the  Board,  it  will  include  a brief 
description  of  the  functions  of  the  Board,  as  well  as  material  normally 
included  in  an  annual  report. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  includes  the  following: 

1.  Appeals  from  the  denial  of  a building  permit  which  the  appli- 
cant thinks  should  have  been  granted. 

2.  Applications  for  permission  to  do  things  which  the  town  zoning 
law  allows  only  under  permit  from  the  Board,  such  as  removal  of  loam 
or  gravel,  roadside  stands,  carpenter’s  shops,  two-family  use  of  existing 
dwellings.  The  zoning  law  also  authorizes  the  Board  to  relax  back 
yard,  side  yard  and  lot  size  requirements  in  certain  limited  situations. 

3.  Applications  to  vary  from  the  letter  of  the  town  zoning  law 
(variances) . The  law  of  Massachusetts  empowers  the  Board  to  grant 
variances  where  “owing  to  conditions  especially  affecting  such  parcel 
but  not  affecting  generally  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located,  a 
literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  or  by-law  would 
involve  substantial  hardship  to  the  appellant,  and  where  desirable  relief 
may  be  granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public  good  and 
without  substantially  derogating  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  such 
ordinance  or  by-law,  but  not  otherwise.” 

4.  Approval  of  particular  uses  of  land  in  limited  commercial 
districts. 

5.  Approval  of  site  plans  for  new  use  and  construction  in  the 
business,  commercial,  manufacturing  and  industrial  districts,  covering 
such  matters  as  access  driveways,  parking  facilities,  etc. 

6.  Applications  for  building  permits  notwithstanding  non-compli- 
ance with  the  subdivision  law,  as  authorized  by  Massachusetts  law  in 
certain  limited  circumstances. 

The  Board  has  no  authority  to  enforce  the  zoning  by-law  or  any 
other  town  law.  However,  our  duties  do  make  us  familiar  with  the  prob- 
lem of  enforcement  of  the  zoning  law.  The  number  of  cases  coming 
before  the  Board  has  tripled  since  1951.  About  a third  of  the  75  cases 
we  heard  in  1955  resulted  in  decisions  which  will  require  some  supervision 
and  checking  for  compliance  with  the  various  requirements  which  we 
have  found  it  necessary  to  impose  as  a condition  of  our  approval.  For 
instance,  in  connection  with  gravel  permits  the  following  matters  must 
be  followed  up:  filing  of  bond,  trucking  by  prescribed  route,  spillage  of 
material  on  streets,  hours  of  work,  gravel  to  be  removed  and  order  of 
removal,  completion  within  time  limit,  clean  up  after  removal  (includ- 
ing proper  grading,  removal  of  stumps  and  boulders,  and  coverage  with 
loam) . Conditions  involved  in  other  cases  include  planting  of  trees 
and  shrubs,  provision  for  off-street  parking,  number  of  occupants  or 
employees,  etc.  Many  cases  have  to  be  watched  for  years  and  each  year 
increases  the  number  of  cases  requiring  periodic  inspection  or  occasional 
attention.  Many  permits,  notably  two-family  permits,  are  granted  only 
for  a limited  time  and  may  require  reconversion  or  removal  of  a building 
at  some  future  time.  Then,  as  the  town  grows,  the  problem  of  detecting 
and  stopping  violations  where  no  application  for  a permit  or  variance 
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has  been  made  becomes  more  difficult.  Violations  of  this  sort  include 
removal  of  loam  or  gravel,  two-family  use,  and  storage  of  trucks  and 
business  equipment  in  residence  districts.  A serious  problem  results 
from  the  placing  of  houses,  by  mistake,  in  the  wrong  locations  and  violat- 
ing the  sideline  or  set  back  provisions.  This  all  means,  in  our  opinion, 
that  the  town  should  employ  the  building  and  zoning  inspector  for 
additional  hours  of  work  so  that  he  will  have  time  to  properly  supervise 
and  follow-up  zoning  permits  and  police  violations  of  the  zoning  law. 
It  will  also  be  necessary  for  him  to  maintain  an  adequate  system  of 
records. 

A table  of  statistics  is  included  below  because  we  feel  that  the  town 
is  entitled  to  a full  report.  These  statistics  offer  a measure  of  the  kind 
of  situations  which  are  brought  to  us  but  afford  no  clue  as  to  whether 
we  have  been  too  strict  or  too  liberal  in  our  decisions.  Judgment  as  to 
that  can  be  determined  only  by  considering  each  individual  case  in  detail, 
including  the  conditions  included  in  our  decision.  For  instance,  most  of 
the  cases  under  gravel/loam  involve  material  removed  in  building 
driveways  and  roads  or  small  ridges  interfering  with  drainage,  etc. 
Only  one  true  gravel  pit  permit  was  issued  in.  1955.  The  lot  size/frontage 
variances  which  were  granted  involve  mostly  minor  discrepancies  and 
rearrangements  of  lot  lines  on  recorded  plans  with  no  increase  in  the 
number  of  lots.  The  business  use  variances  granted  were  the  addition 
of  an  interior  decorator’s  office  in  a real  estate  office,  a portrait 
photographer’s  office  in  a home,  and  a beauty  shop  in  a home,  location 
and  other  factors  being  significant  in  all  three  cases.  All  of  our  decisions 
are  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk.  The  cases  listed  under  “no  decision” 
include  those  in  which  the  application  was  withdrawn,  no  permit  or 
variance  was  necessary,  or  information  has  been  requested  and  not 
furnished.  It  also  includes  three  cases  which  were  commenced  in  1955 
but  on  which  hearings  had  not  been  held  at  the  time  of  this  report. 

The  Board  is  aware  of  the  importance  to  applicants  of  prompt 
decisions  and  is  doing  everything  in  its  power  to  accommodate  them. 
Hearings  are  held  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  list  of  abutters  has 
been  checked  at  the  Town  Hall.  However,  there  is  inevitably  a spread  of 
about  three  weeks  because  seven  days  notice  must  be  given,  the  TOWN 
CRIER  is  published  only  every  two  weeks,  and  they  must  have  copy 
eight  days  before  publication.  Except  where  it  is  necessary  to  view  the 
locations  we  almost  invariably  make  our  decision  the  night  of  the  hear- 
ing. The  difficulty  is  that  our  decision  must  be  written  and  must  be 
approved  by  all  three  members  of  the  Board  as  written.  It  takes  time 
to  write  a decision  properly,  type  it,  send  copies  to  the  Board,  and 
receive  their  approval  (or  suggestions  for  revision  of  the  wording  of 
conditions,  restrictions,  etc.).  Notice  to  all  interested  parties  must  be 
mailed  the  same  day  as  the  decision  since  there  is  a right  of  appeal  to  the 
courts.  There  are  also  cases  which  require  on  the  spot  inspection  by  the 
Board  and  those  which  are  difficult  to  decide  and  require  much  thought 
and  consultation  on  the  part  of  the  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS 

During  1955  the  operations  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
second  year  in  a row  were  seriously  interfered  with  by  most  unusual 
storms  and  high  water. 

In  accordance  with  the  Highway  Equipment  Replacement  Program 
the  following  purchases  were  made  during  the  year: 

A 4%  ton  International  dump  truck  replaced  a 1949  truck  of 
similar  capacity. 

The  1941  pickup  truck  was  traded  for  a new  Chevrolet  pickup. 

A power  operated  catch  basin  cleaner  was  installed  on  one  of  the 
trucks  and  gives  promise  of  saving  many  man  hours  each  month  in 
keeping  the  town’s  rapidly  expanding  storm  drainage  system  functioning. 

A new  small  tractor  for  ploughing  snow  on  sidewalks  and  other 
light  work  was  ordered  but  not  delivered  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  old  tractor,  a 1940  model  with  little  resale  value,  will  be  retained 
to  be  used  as  a standby,  for  snow  removal  in  heavy  storms,  and  for 
summer  utility  work. 

The  Commissioners  would  like  to  call  attention  once  again  to  the 
increasingly  urgent  need  for  an  addition  to  the  present  garage.  The 
expanding  work  and  responsibilities  of  the  department  require  more 
space  under  shelter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  year  1955  has  been  a difficult  year  administratively  because 
of  the  fact  that  we  lost  the  services  of  Edith  Thayer  by  retirement. 
She  had  been  the  only  social  worker  in  our  employ  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Board  with  a full  time  agent  and  a social  worker  both 
qualified  under  civil  service,  as  is  required  in  order  that  we  may  duly 
participate  in  the  reimbursement  from  the  Federal  and  State  author- 
ities. It  was  with  great  regret  that  we  lost  the  trained  services  of 
one  who  knew  about  all  of  our  cases  and  who  had  served  us  so 
faithfully  and  well.  Unfortunately,  the  State  has  not  been  able  to 
give  us  any  replacement,  and  we  have  not  succeeded  in  making  any 
temporary  arrangements  which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  although  we  hope  that  in  the  near  future  something  may 
be  accomplished  that  is  satisfactory  to  all. 

Fortunately  the  year  has  been  unusual  in  that  there  seems  to 
have  been  a gradual  decrease  in  the  case  load.  This  is  particularly 
marked  in  the  General  Relief  category,  which  is  we  believe  at  the 
lowest  ebb.  Unfortunately  these  decreases  in  case  load  do  not  result 
in  very  much  decrease  in  expense,  because  owing  to  increased  hospital 
costs  and  the  continued  large  number  of  our  remaining  cases  who 
require  nursing  aid  or  must  be  taken  care  of  outside  of  their  homes, 
and  the  ever-mounting  expense  of  drugs  and  hospital  bills,  we  seem 
to  be  able  to  accomplish  comparatively  little  in  reducing  the  burden 
for  the  general  taxpayers. 

The  statistical  story  is  attached  as  usual  and  gives  the  over-all 
pictures  in  all  of  the  four  categories  of  relief  which  are  subject  to 
our  supervision.  It  is  sometimes  hard  to  believe  that  thirty  years 
ago  less  than  $2,000  was  appropriated  for  all  forms  of  poor  relief. 
However,  under  our  present  relief  set  up  a large  percentage  of  our 
expenditures  are  reimbursed  by  the  Federal  and  State  Governments, 
amounts  of  which  may  be  seen  in  the  Accountant’s  Report.

REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  KINDERGARTEN  STUDY 
COMMITTEE 


I OBJECT 

In  accordance  with  Article  27  of  the  Warrant  for  the  last  annual 
Town  Meeting  held  on  Wednesday,  March  9,  1955  “upon  motion  duly 
made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  That  the  Town  establish  a committee  to  study  the  desir- 

ability and  practicability  of  establishing  kindergartens  in  the  school 
system,  and  to  report  to  the  town  thereon  prior  to  the  next  annual 
town  meeting;  the  committee  to  consist  of  nine  members  as  follows: 
One  member  of  the  school  Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  that  Committee ; 
Two  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  six  members- 
at-large  as  follows;  Two  members  each  from  the  Center  School  P.T.A., 
Cochituate  P.T.A.,  and  Happy  Hollow  P.T.A.  to  be  chosen  by  those 
respective  bodies.” 

II  DESIRABILITY 

Since  as  early  as  1888,  public  kindergartens  have  existed  in  Massa- 
chusetts and  for  many  years  they  have  been  considered  essential  elements 
in  a good  public  school  system.  Few  elementary  schools  being  constructed 
today  fail  to  include  kindergartens  and  other  special  facilities  for  the 
pre-school  child. 

The  purpose  of  kindergartens  is  to  provide  for  the  social  integration 
of  the  child  into  the  school  group.  The  change  from  the  seclusion  and 
protective  security  of  the  home  to  the  more  formal  and  less  protective 
atmosphere  of  the  classroom  requires  a period  of  transition  which  can- 
not be  provided  in  the  first  grade  without  detracting  from  the  time 
needed  for  the  exacting  requirements  of  the  educational  program.  It 
is  during  the  early  months  of  the  first  grade  that  study  and  work 
habits  are  often  established  for  life.  If  the  child  is  not  socially  adjusted, 
difficulties  may  develop  which  can  have  a lasting  effect  on  the  child. 

A second  important  function  of  the  kindergarten  program  is  the 
gradual  development  of  work  and  study  habits.  After  he  has  been 
assimilated  into  the  group  pattern,  he  enters  into  the  learning  program 
which  will  fit  him  for  entrance  into  first  grade. 

Private  kindergartens  do  not  fill  the  need  adequately  because  they 
do  not  serve  all  the  children  and  because  it  is  at  best  difficult  for  the 
private  school  kindergarten  teacher  and  the  public  school  first  grade 
teacher  to  work  together. 

It  is,  therefore,  apparent  that  a school  system  that  does  not  include 
kindergartens  as  an  integral  part  of  its  program  is  placed  in  an  inferior 
position  when  related  to  schools  which  do  provide  for  the  pre-school 
child. 

III  PRACTICABILITY 

In  order  to  determine  the  practicability  of  kindergartens  for  Way- 
land,  our  committee  has  studied  recommendations  for  the  ideal  kinder- 
garten program,  determined  what  is  done  in  surrounding  towns  and  in 
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other  towns  in  the  State  and  has  determined  the  estimated  number  of 
children  who  will  be  served  by  the  program. 

A.  Recommended  Program 

For  information  as  to  the  ideal  program,  we  have  used  a pam- 
phlet published  by  the  New  England  School  Development  Council 
in  May,  1953  entitled  “A  Kindergarten  Study.”  Our  report  will 
deal  only  with  those  recommendations  which  are  pertinent  in  deter- 
mining the  cost  of  the  program. 

These  are: 

1.  The  school  session  for  a child  of  kindergarten  age  should 
be  short  and  it  is  generally  agreed  that  a three  hour  session 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  is  much  too  long.  If  possible 
his  schooling  should  be  arranged  so  that  for  the  first  month 
he  attends  school  for  approximately  one  and  a half  hours  and 
that  the  time  may  be  gradually  increased  to  two  hours  and 
later  three  if  desirable.  The  “Study”  found  however,  that  such 
a graduated  session  is  not  common  practice. 

2.  The  ideal  size  of  the  kindergarten  group  per  teacher  is 
agreed  to  be  15  to  20  with  25  as  the  largest  group  that  can 
be  handled  adequately. 

3.  For  best  results,  the  teacher  should  teach  during  the  morn- 
ing only.  The  afternoons  should  be  free  for  home  visits  and 
preparation  of  additional  materials  to  meet  the  individual 
needs  of  the  children.  It  was  emphasized  that  it  is  often  neces- 
sary to  make  visits  to  the  home  in  order  to  fully  understand  the 
child  and  the  teacher’s  afternoons  should  be  free  for  this 
purpose. 


B.  What  do  oar  neighbors  do? 

The  practice  of  our  neighboring  towns  we  find  to  be  repre- 
sentative of  the  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns  belonging  to  the 
New  England  School  Development  Council  so  that  a summary  of 
what  is  done  by  our  neighbors  may  be  considered  as  typical. 

1.  Lincoln 

Class  Size  15  to  20 

Double  Sessions,  each  2V2  hours  long  taught  by  the  same 
teacher 

Transportation  during  the  middle  of  the  day  is  provided  by 
parent  car  pools 

2.  Weston 

Average  Class  size  23 

2V2  hour  double  sessions 

Midday  transportation  by  parent  car  pools 

3.  Concord 
Class  size  30 

2V2  hour  double  sessions  except  in  West  Concord  where  the 
teacher  teaches  remedial  reading  in  the  afternoon 
Transportation  provided  by  the  town 
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4.  Natick 
Class  size  25 

Double  sessions,  the  first  2%  hours  long  and  the  second 
2 hours 

No  transportation  provided,  walk  or  car  pools 

5.  Sudbury 

No  Kindergartens 

6.  Framingham 

Only  one  kindergarten  class  in  town 
Double  sessions  2 XA  hours  and  2 hours 
No  Transportation  provided 

7.  Summary 

With  the  exception  of  Lincoln  the  classes  all  tend  to  be 
above  the  15-20  ideal. 

None  of  the  towns  follow  the  ideal  practice  with  regard  to 
morning  session  only. 

In  this  connection,  however,  we  note  that  of  the  towns  in 
the  New  England  Development  Council  having  Kindergar- 
tens there  are  10  that  have  single  sessions.  These  include 
Brookline  and  Belmont  which  are  recognized  as  having 
outstanding  school  systems. 

There  seems  to  be  no  set  pattern  among  our  neighbors  as 
to  transportation,  but  use  of  parent  car  pools  to  handle 
the  midday  transportation,  appears  to  be  a common 
expedient. 

C.  Cost  of  the  Program  to  Wayland 

1.  Number  of  Rooms  Needed 

Information  obtained  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Way- 
land  School  System  indicated  that  there  will  be  from  225  to  250 
pre-school  children  by  September,  1956.  This  means  that  there 
will  be  a requirement  for  at  least  10  kindergarten  classes  with 
a need  for  5 classrooms  and  5 teachers  for  double  sessions  and 
for  twice  this  number  if  we  have  single  sessions. 

2.  Space  Now  Available 

With  the  existing  serious  shortage  of  elementary  school 
classrooms  for  the  1956-1957  school  year,  it  is  quite  obvious 
that  if  any  of  the  present  space  is  used  for  kindergartens, 
additional  space  will  have  to  be  found  for  the  classes  now  using 
the  space  to  be  converted.  This  will  add  to  the  number  of 
elementary  classrooms  needed.  In  the  opinion  of  our  School 
Superintendent,  if  such  additional  space  is  found,  there  are 
classrooms  in  all  three  of  the  existing  schools  which  could  be 
adapted  for  kindergarten  use.  It  appears  to  our  committee  that 
now  is  the  time  to  make  plans  for  this  space.  If  the  new  schools 
are  built  without  provision  for  these  classes,  the  adoption  of  a 
kindergarten  program  will  be  delayed  indefinitely. 

3.  Total  Cost 

Using  $2,000  as  the  average  annual  cost  of  a classroom, 
$500  for  administration  and  supplies,  and  $4,500  for  a teacher, 
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each  kindergarten  class  will  cost  $7,000  annually.  This  would 
mean  an  annual  total  of  $35,000  for  the  minimum  double  session 
program. 

The  kindergarten  children  can  be  transported  to  school  in 
the  morning  and  home  in  the  afternoon  by  the  regular  school 
bus  system,  the  cost  of  which  is  covered  by  state  reimbursement. 
The  noon  trip  which  would  be  needed,  whether  double  or  single 
sessions  are  adopted,  would  not  be  covered  by  State  reimburse- 
ment. If  some  parent  car  pool  arrangement  can  be  made  such  as 
that  used  in  the  neighboring  towns,  the  Town  could  be  saved 
this  expense  which  is  estimated  to  be  over  $10,000  annually. 

IV  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  committee  recommends  that  kindergartens  be  established  in  all 
the  present  Wayland  Elementary  Schools  immediately  or  no  later  than 
September  1,  1957.  We  also  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for 
Kindergartens  in  any  new  elementary  schools  that  are  to  be  constructed.

The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for  1955. 

Many  important  decisions  faced  the  School  Committee  during  the 
year.  As  a result  of  the  Town  Meeting  vote  the  firm  of  Engelhardt, 
Engelhardt  and  Leggett  was  employed  to  review  Wayland’s  school 
building  needs  and  submit  a long  range  school  building  program  based 
on  the  firm’s  impartial  study  of  the  Town’s  educational  needs.  The 
School  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  League  of  Women  Voters  for 
distributing  copies  of  the  report  to  each  family  in  the  Town. 

The  Wayland- Sudbury  union  was  officially  dissolved  on  September 
first.  Dr.  Rexford  Souder  accepted  the  position  of  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  Sudbury  and  the  Sudbury-Lincoln  Regional  School,  but 
graciously  agreed  to  serve  Wayland  until  a successor  was  elected.  We 
wish  him  every  success  in  his  new  position  and  thank  him  for  his  un- 
tiring efforts,  for  the  nights,  Sundays,  and  holidays  he  gave  us. 

We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Henry  Perry  of  Boston  University,  and 
Mr.  Dana  Cotton,  of  Harvard  University,  and  to  various  out-of-town 
universities  for  their  generous  assistance  in  aiding  us  in  the  selection 
of  a Superintendent  of  Schools.  Mr.  Edward  J.  Anderson  accepted  the 
election  as  Superintendent  and  assumed  his  duties  September  first.  We 
welcome  him  and  wish  him  success. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weston  for  permitting  us  the  use  of  two 
elementary  school  classrooms  in  Weston. 

Mr.  Roger  P.  Stokey,  town  attorney  for  many  years,  resigned  during 
the  year  and  the  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  services  he  per- 
formed for  the  Committee,  being  available  to  the  Committee  at  all  times 
for  conferences  at  night  and  over  the  week-end.  He  performed  many 
of  these  services  without  compensation.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  him. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  describes  in  more 
detail  some  of  the  problems  which  faced  the  schools  during  the  past 
year  and  which  will  face  the  School  Committee  during  the  coming  year. 
The  School  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  support  given  to  the 
Committee  by  the  citizens  of  Wayland  during  the  past  year  and  looks 
forward  to  continued  support  during  the  coming  year  when  many  im- 
portant school  issues  will  be  brought  to  the  Town  for  a decision.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Any  child  who  is  five  years  and  eight  months  of  age  on  September 
first  of  the  current  school  year  may  be  admitted  to  the  first  grade,  but 
in  every  case  the  admission  of  a child  under  six  shall  be  dependent 
upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by  the  work  of  the  school,  such 
fitness  to  be  determined  by  the  Superintendent.  Pupils  under  the  age 
of  seven  years  who  have  not  previously  attended  school  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  enter  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in 
September  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Superintendent.  Certi- 
ficates of  birth  and  vaccination  shall  be  required  at  the  time  of  entrance. 


NO-SCHOOL  SIGNAL 

In  the  event  of  exceptionally  severe  weather  conditions  or  when 
the  transportation  system  is  disrupted,  WBZ,  WEEI,  and  WKOX  will 
broadcast  the  no-school  announcements  between  7:00  and  8:00  A.  M. 
In  addition,  five  blasts  will  be  sounded  on  the  fire  alarm  in  Wayland 
and  Cochi tuate  at  7:00  A.  M.  for  “no  school,  all  schools”  and  7:30  A.  M. 
for  “no  school  elementary  schools  only.” 

We  feel  these  signals  are  clear  and,  therefore,  urge  parents  to 
refrain  from  flooding  the  Telephone  Office  and  homes  of  School  Depart- 
ment personnel  with  telephone  calls. 

On  days  when  the  signal  is  not  used  weather  conditions  may  war- 
rant the  non-attendance  of  certain  children.  Lack  of  normal  health 
would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents  to  keep  the  child  at  home. 
Since  weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable,  and  since  the  School 
Department  desires  to  render  the  maximum  education  service  by  having 
the  schools  open  the  greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals  will  not  be 
used  on  ordinary  rainy  or  snowy  days  or  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt. 

A good  education  can  be  built  on  good  health.  Safeguard  health 
by  keeping  your  child  home  when,  in  your  estimation  as  a parent, 
conditions  warrant.

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ENROLLMENT  TRENDS 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee,  Wayland,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

This  is  the  fifty-ninth  in  the  series  of  reports  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  and  the  first  report  by  Wayland’s  first  full-time  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools.  The  Superintendent  congratulates  the  School  Committee 
and  the  community  for  their  support  of  the  public  schools.  He  is  deeply 
aware  of  the  outstanding  public  interest  in  the  schools  and  sincerely 
appreciates  the  constructive  ideas  expressed  to  him  by  many  citizens 
who  desire  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  in  their  schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  1956  the  citizens  of  Wayland  find  themselves 
faced  with  school  problems  far  beyond  any  problems  the  Town  has  been 
called  upon  to  face  at  any  time  in  the  past.  Many  of  the  school  prob- 
lems are  caused  by  the  growth  in  the  enrollment  in  the  public  schools. 
From  October  1,  1954  to  October  1,  1955  the  enrollment  increase  was 
13.8%,  and  this  rate  of  increase  in  the  pupil  population  will  continue 
for  at  least  5 years  or  more. 

With  the  school  plant  already  operating  beyond  capacity  and  with 
two  classes  being  held  in  classrooms  rented  from  Weston,  there  is 
little  doubt  but  that  Wayland  is  faced  with  the  immediate  expenditure 
of  money  for  the  expansion  of  the  school  plant  which  is  essential  if 
Wayland’s  boys  and  girls  are  to  have  adequate  classrooms  and  facilities 
for  their  education. 

The  Town  followed  a wise  policy  in  engaging  the  firm  of  Engelhard!, 
Engelhardt  and  Leggett  to  make  a report  of  the  school  plant  facilities 
and  to  lay  out  a program  to  provide  for  the  future  educational  needs 
of  the  Town.  The  School  Committee  provided  a copy  of  the  Engelhardt 
report  for  each  family  in  the  Town. 

The  School  Building  Committee  is,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  actively 
engaged  in  making  plans  for  the  first  of  the  new  elementary  schools 
proposed  in  the  Engelhardt  report.  It  is  hoped  that  the  first  of  the 
elementary  schools  will  be  ready  early  in  1957. 

At  the  same  time  the  Building  Committee  is  working  actively 
toward  selecting  an  architect  and  drawing  plans  for  a second  elemen- 
tary school  as  proposed  in  the  Engelhardt  report.  It  is  essential  that 
this  school  be  ready  for  use  by  September  of  1957. 

It  is  impossible  to  draw  a distinct  line  between  the  needs  for 
elementary  schools  and  the  needs  for  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 
On  October  1,  1955  there  were  enrolled  in  the  junior  high  school  333 
students;  in  the  senior  high  school,  174  students; — a total  of  507 
students.  One  sixth  grade  class  is  also  housed  in  the  junior-senior 
high  school.  By  September  of  1956  there  will  be  a minimum  of  550 
students  enrolled  in  the  junior-senior  high  school,  and  by  September 
1957  there  will  be  more  than  580  students.  It  will  be  necessary  at  that 
time  to  provide  additional  space  for  the  junior  high  school  program. 

As  an  example  of  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  junior-senior  high 
school,  in  September  of  1956  it  will  be  necessary  to  curtail  the  junior- 
senior  high  school  art  program  as  the  present  limitations  of  space  and 
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facilities  make  it  impossible  to  continue  the  present  art  program.  This 
same  thing  is  true  of  the  home  economics  program.  One  practical 
solution  to  the  immediate  problem  in  the  junior-senior  high  school  appears 
to  be  the  conversion  of  the  Center  School  to  junior  high  school  use. 
The  nearness  of  the  Center  School  to  the  junior-senior  high  school  makes 
this  a workable  solution.  It  means,  however,  that  enough  elementary 
classrooms  will  need  to  be  provided  to  take  care  of  the  present  Center 
School  population. 

Included  in  this  planning  is  the  possibility  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  should  vacate  the  offices  now  occupied  in  the  junior-senior 
high  school  and  move  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent’s  offices 
to  a portion  in  the  upstairs  of  the  Center  School.  It  is  the  feeling  of 
the  Superintendent  that  proper  classroom  facilities  are  more  important 
than  the  housing  of  the  administrative  offices.  It  is  also  possible  that 
the  Superintendent  and  the  School  Committee  offices  can  be  housed  in 
some  other  convenient  location  in  the  Town. 

The  rapid  growth  in  the  Wayland  schools  is  amply  illustrated:  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools  reported  in  the  1954  Town  Report  that  there 
was  an  increase  over  the  previous  year’s  enrollment  of  85  children  in 
all  grades,  making  a total  of  1,316  children.  On  October  1,  1955  there 
were  1,498  children  enrolled  in  the  Wayland  public  schools,  or  an  in- 
crease of  182  children  in  one  year.  This  is  a minimum  increase  of  at 
least  seven  full  classrooms  in  one  year. 

By  September  1958  the  Superintendent  believes  that  a conservative 
estimate  in  the  annual  increase  will  be  approximately  200  pupils,  or 
eight  classrooms  per  year.  It  is  the  Superintendent’s  belief  that  this 
increase  will  continue  until  at  least  1960,  for  this  estimate  is  based  on 
children  who  are  already  born  and  who  are  living  in  the  Town  of  Way- 
land.  To  further  illustrate  the  growth  in  the  school  population,  the 
incoming  first  grade  in  1955  totaled  219  children,  whereas  the  12th  grade 
at  the  same  time  totaled  45  boys  and  girls.  It  is  imperative,  therefore, 
that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  initiate  the  building  of  a new  senior 
high  school  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  September  of  1959.  It  is  the 
Superintendent’s  belief  that  the  high  school  could  well  be  a four  year 
high  school,  containing  grades  9 through  12.  He  estimates  that  the 
minimum  school  population  in  September  of  1959  for  grades  9 through  12 
will  be  375  boys  and  girls.  This,  it  must  be  emphasized,  is  a conserva- 
tive estimate.  At  that  time  the  present  junior-senior  high  school  could  be 
converted  to  a junior  high  school,  and  grades  6,  7,  and  8 could  then 
be  housed  in  the  present  junior-senior  high  school.  The  estimated 
population  at  that  time  for  grades  6,  7,  and  8 will  be  a minimum  of  537 
pupils.  Moving  grade  6 from  the  elementary  school  to  junior  high 
school  will  relieve  the  elementary  schools  and  possibly  delay  the  con- 
struction of  another  elementary  school  from  one  to  two  years.  A com- 
plete breakdown  of  the  estimated  school  enrollment,  by  grades,  is  in- 
cluded elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Whereas,  the  expansion  of  the  school  plant  is  an  immediate  and 
serious  problem,  there  are  two  other  problems  which  are  equally  if  not 
more  serious  in  nature. 

During  the  past  school  year  there  was  a 1/3  turnover  in  the 
teaching  staff.  The  Superintendent  believes  that  this  problem  is  one  of 
the  most  serious  of  all  Wayland’s  school  issues  and  is  one  which  must 
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be  corrected  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  The  lack  of  a stable  faculty  is 
the  number  one  deterrent  to  improving  the  educational  program. 

The  excessive  turnover  in  the  teaching  staff  does  not  permit  the 
proper  development  of  the  educational  program  as  the  continuity  of 
subject  matter  from  grade  to  grade  is  not  carried  forward  from  year 
to  year  in  the  best  interest  of  Wayland’s  boys  and  girls.  The  unity 
required  to  build  a proper  educational  program  cannot  be  developed 
with  the  rapid  change  in  teaching  personnel. 

Therefore,  in  the  Superintendent’s  opinion,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant problems  facing  the  schools  is  the  question  of  adequate  teacher 
salaries.  An  adequate  teacher  salary  in  Wayland  may  not  be  the  same 
as  an  adequate  salary  in  a nearby  town. 

Wayland  is  so  situated  that  an  automobile  is  essential  for  a teacher. 
Housing  is  scarce  and  cannot  be  obtained  at  the  same  level  it  is  available 
in  most  nearby  towms.  As  a consequence  only  one  of  four  principals 
and  nine  of  more  than  sixty  teachers  reside  in  Wayland.  Faculty  mem- 
bers living  outside  the  Town  do  not,  as  a rule,  have  the  same  feeling  of 
loyalty  to  the  Wayland  schools  as  those  who  are  active  members  of  the 
community.  The  feeling  of  permanence  and  of  belonging  and  being  an 
integral  part  of  the  community  does  not  exist  in  the  degree  it  should 
if  the  schools  are  to  have  the  unity  of  purpose  so  essential  in  a proper 
educational  program. 

There  are  on  the  faculty  many  excellent  teachers  who  want  to 
become  a part  of  Wayland,  but  the  present  salary  schedule  makes  this 
economically  impractical.  The  solution  to  this  problem  is  a salary 
schedule  which  will  attract  and  retain  in  Wayland  those  teachers  who 
will  owe  their  loyalties  to  the  Town  above  loyalties  to  any  other 
community. 

The  press  and  radio  have  given  a great  deal  of  space  and  time  to 
the  teacher  shortage  with  which  the  entire  country  is  now  faced  and 
will  be  faced  to  a still  greater  extent  with  each  passing  year.  The 
teacher  needs  in  Wayland  for  the  next  five  years  will  be  considerable. 
Preliminary  enrollment  estimates  for  1960  indicate  that  the  school 
population  will  be  in  excess  of  2,400  pupils,  a minimum  increase  of  more 
than  900  pupils  within  the  next  five  years. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  present  standards  an  additional  36  to  40 
teachers  will  be  required,  an  increase  of  more  than  50%  in  the  faculty 
in  a period  of  five  years.  In  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  additional 
teachers,  there  is  a tendency  in  many  areas  to  lower  the  standards, 
however,  it  is  the  Superintendent’s  belief  that  Wayland  does  not  wish 
to  lower  the  standards  in  teacher  selection  but  to  improve  those  stand- 
ards.. In-service  teacher  training  programs  and  a more  careful  selection 
of  teacher  personnel  are  necessary  if  the  educational  program  is  to 
be  improved. 

It  is  essential  that  the  very  highest  type  of  teacher  be  brought 
into  the  system  to  complement  the  excellent  stall  which  Wayland  now 
has.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  after  a careful 
review  of  the  teaching  needs  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
New  England,  and  the  country  as  a whole,  that  in  the  foreseeable  future 
not  enough  fully  qualified  teachers  will  be  available.  In  the  areas  of 
science  and  mathematics  there  will  be  a shortage  of  teachers  which 
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cannot  be  filled.  The  man-power  shortage  exists  not  only  in  the  public 
schools,  but  it  exists  in  almost  every  phase  of  our  professional  and 
industrial  life.  In  order  to  attract  the  very  highest  calibre  of  person 
into  the  teaching  profession,  it  is  essential  that  salaries  be  paid  which 
will  permit  the  teachers  in  a given  town  to  live  in  that  town  as  a first 
class  citizen.  During  recent  years  the  School  Committee  and  the  citizens 
of  Wayland  have  made  a concerted  effort  to  improve  the  teachers’  salary 
schedule.  It  is  essential  that  this  schedule  be  increased  still  further  and 
at  a more  rapid  rate. 

There  is  a distinct  possibility  that  during  the  coming  years  the 
teacher  shortage  will  make  it  impracticable  to  maintain  the  desirable 
class  size  of  25  per  classroom.  Therefore,  it  is  essential  that  planning 
be  made  at  an  early  date  to  provide  some  means  of  alleviating  the 
teaching  load  when  classes  grow  to  far  larger  sizes.  The  School  Com- 
mittee has  authorized  the  Superintendent  to  set  up  in  the  Wayland  public 
schools  a pilot  program  for  teacher  training  in  connection  with  North- 
eastern University,  which  will  provide  well-trained,  thoroughly  qualified 
teacher  interns  to  help  relieve  the  anticipated  teacher  shortage  and  at 
the  same  time  provide  more  and  better  trained  classroom  teachers. 

The  third  and  most  important  problem  facing  the  Wayland  schools 
and  the  Town  is  the  improvement  in  the  educational  program. 

Wayland’s  boys  and  girls  are  emerging  from  high  school  into  a 
highly  competitive  society.  They  must  be  equipped  to  compete  with  the 
youth  emerging  from  the  best  public  and  non-public  schools  all  over 
the  country.  They  must  have  an  adequate  academic  background  if  they 
are  to  be  accepted  into  the  top  colleges  and  universities.  Those  who 
leave  school  and  go  directly  into  the  professions  and  trades  must  be 
prepared  to  compete  with  the  best  trained  youth  from  the  finest  schools. 

The  strength  of  any  school  is  no  greater  than  the  strength  of  its 
faculty.  No  school  can  be  any  better  than  the  teaching  which  goes  on 
in  that  school. 

During  recent  years  the  entire  curriculum  for  all  grades  has  been 
undergoing  a marked  change.  This  change  is  now  being  accelerated  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  Wayland  schools.  As  an 
example,  the  guidance  program  has  been  accelerated  to  meet  the  indi- 
vidual needs  and  provide  individual  counseling,  and  academic  and  voca- 
tional guidance  for  all  boys  and  girls.  There  has  been  an  acceleration 
in  the  close  cooperation  of  parents  and  teachers  in  order  that  the  faculty 
and  the  administration  know  more  accurately  the  hopes  and  desires  of 
the  parents  for  their  boys  and  girls. 

The  year  1955  saw  the  expansion  of  the  testing  program  in  grades 
9 through  12,  and  also  in  the  lower  grades.  Strengths  and  weaknesses 
in  the  curriculum  are  being  isolated  and  corrective  measures  are  being- 
undertaken  to  build  a stronger  educational  program.  Toward  the  end 
of  1955  a faculty  committee  began  to  study  the  science  curriculum  in 
all  grades,  and  by  the  end  of  spring  a course  of  studies  for  science  will 
have  been  drawn  up  and  put  into  effect.  Early  in  1956  a similar  study 
of  the  mathematics  program  will  be  undertaken  ,and  it  is  anticipated 
that  a course  of  studies  which  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  present  student 
body  will  be  in  operation  by  September  1956.  As  soon  as  the  math- 
ematics study  has  been  completed  there  will  be  a complete  study  of 
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the  social  studies  curriculum.  This  study  will  in  all  probability  not  be 
completed  until  the  end  of  the  1956-57  school  year. 

These  curriculum  studies  are  placing  and  will  continue  to  place  a 
heavy  burden  upon  the  faculty.  The  long  work  day  which  now  exists 
will  be  extended  for  all  members  of  the  faculty.  However,  this  is 
essential,  for  the  educational  program  cannot  be  improved  without  con- 
centrated effort  on  the  part  of  every  professional  member  of  the  staff. 

One  important  aspect  of  the  school  program  is  guidance.  With  the 
expansion  of  the  guidance  personnel,  considerable  improvement  has  been 
made  in  the  guidance  program.  Vocational  and  academic  guidance  has 
been  improved  with  equal  weight  in  both  areas,  as  the  present  high 
school  student  body  is  almost  equally  split  between  academic  and  non- 
academic  students.  Home  visitations  have  been  increased  and  a closer 
relationship  between  parent  and  school  has  been  established. 

By  taking  advantage  of  the  delay  in  the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall, 
parent-teacher  conferences  were  held,  with  the  parents  of  all  children  in 
the  elementary  schools,  prior  to  the  opening  of  school.  These  conferences 
were  found  to  be  extremely  valuable  and  provided  the  teacher  with 
essential  information  needed  in  dealing  with  each  individual  child  on  a 
basis  of  providing  the  best  possible  opportunities  for  the  child  to  learn. 
This  program  will  be  continued  next  year  at  the  request  of  the  staff. 

Part  of  the  guidance  program  has  been  concerned  with  an  expanded 
testing  program.  In  grades  9,  10,  11  and  12  the  Iowa  Test  battery  was 
administered  to  all  students.  The  results  of  the  tests  have  been  reviewed 
individually  with  each  student.  All  parents  interested  in  reviewing  the 
results  of  the  test  with  the  Guidance  Department  have  been  invited  to 
do  so.  In  this  way  it  is  felt  that  a considerable  improvement  can  be 
made  in  offering  each  youngster  the  kind  of  educational  program  which 
will  be  of  greatest  benefit  to  him  and  better  prepare  him  for  the  college 
or  university  of  his  choice,  or  entry  into  a profession  or  trade  of  his 
choice,  immediately  upon  graduation  from  high  school.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  during  the  coming  school  year  to  expand  and  improve 
individual  counseling  with  both  the  student  and  the  parent. 

As  part  of  the  educational  program,  the  school  health  program  is 
an  essential  element,  for  good  health  is  a vital  and  determining  factor 
in  the  educational  accomplishments  of  young  people.  The  School  Com- 
mittee in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Parmenter 
Health  Center  have  made  important  strides  in  improving  the  school 
health  program.  Since  September  the  health  program  has  been  as 
follows : 

1.  A nurse  has  been  available  in  each  school  to  examine  boys  and 
girls  returning  to  school  after  being  absent  with  an  illness. 

2.  Nurses  are  on  call  to  meet  all  emergencies  at  any  time  during 
the  school  day.  The  school  doctor  is  also  available  if  needed. 
There  has  been  close  contact  between  nurses  and  faculty. 

3.  Accumulative  health  records  are  being  prepared  and  by  the  end 
of  the  school  year  each  child  will  have  a carefully  documented 
health  record  on  file  in  the  schools. 

4.  Thorough  physical  examinations  have  been  given  to  every  child 
in  grades  3,  5,  7,  9,  and  11. 
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5.  A complete  dental  survey  is  being  made  of  all  children  in 

grades  2,  5,  8,  and  11,  with  a dental  screening  for  all  children 

in  all  other  grades. 

6.  There  have  been  vision  tests  for  all  children  in  all  grades. 

7.  There  have  been  hearing  tests  for  all  children  in  all  grades. 

8.  Volunteer  women  drivers  provided  transportation  for  the  chil- 
dren between  the  schools  and  Parmenter  Health  Center.  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools  wishes  to  thank  the  drivers  for 
giving  so  generously  of  their  time. 

The  nurses  will  follow  up  on  all  youngsters  and  where  deficiencies 
have  been  discovered  and  where  preventive  and  corrective  measures  need 
to  be  taken  to  remedy  these  deficiencies. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  most  appreciative  of  the  strong 
support  the  community  is  giving  to  its  schools.  It  is  his  belief  that 
considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  recent  years  in  improving 
the  educational  offering  of  the  schools,  and  that  the  immediate  years 
ahead  will  see  an  acceleration  in  the  advancement  of  sound  educational 
practices.  With  the  proper  support  Wayland’s  schools  will  be  on  a par 
with  the  finest  public  schools  in  New  England.

(c)  Further  amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  by  deleting  the  rates  for 
Police  Chief  and  Building  Inspector  and  substituting  the  following 
effective  January  1,  1957:

(d)  Amend  Article  III  - A,  Section  1,  by  inserting  the  following 
sentence  between  the  first  and  second  sentences  thereof:  “The  regular 
work  week  for  firemen  shall  be  52  hours.” 

(e)  Amend  Article  V - A,  Section  2,  by  adding  the  following  sen- 
tence: “In  the  cases  of  nurses  and  the  Library  staff  the  Personnel  Board 
may  establish  a vacation  program  in  accordance  with  the  general 
custom  of  such  professional  groups.” 

This  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  the  Personnel 
Board  to  effect  adjustments  needed  to  fit  changing  conditions  in 
employment  of  town  personnel.  The  recommendations  are  made  by  the 
Board  after  soliciting  the  views  of  the  respective  departments  and 
appropriate  consultation.  The  following  explanation  is  offered  by  the 
Board: 

“Amendment  (a)  would  have  the  effect  of  granting  a general 
increase  of  10  cents  an  hour  to  all  hourly  paid  employees  and  a 
general  increase  of  $300  a year  to  all  salaried  employees.  The  general 
increase  is  justified  by  the  general  trend  in  wage  and  salary  rates,  the 
rising  cost  of  living,  and  the  pressures  generated  both  by  the  growth 
of  the  town  and  the  establishment  of  new  industries  along  Route  128. 
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The  new  rates  are  necessary  to  keep  the  compensation  of  Wayland’s 
employees  in  a proper  relationship  to  the  compensation  paid  town 
employees  in  similar  nearby  communities. 

“Amendment  (b)  puts  on  a permanent  basis  two  interim  classifica- 
tions and  rates  set  up  by  the  Personnel  Board  since  the  last  Town 
meeting  as  a result  of  the  employment  of  new  personnel. 

“In  setting  up  the  interim  classifications  the  Personnel  Board 
expressed  no  opinion  concerning  the  need  for  such  positions  or  the 
availability  of  funds.  Under  the  Wage  and  Salary  Classifications  Plan 
it  is  the  function  of  the  different  departments  to  decide  what  types  of 
employees,  and  how  many  employees,  they  need  to  carry  out  their 
statutory  duties.  It  is  also  up  to  the  different  departments  to  decide 
what  funds  are  available  and  how  they  shall  be  spent.  The  function 
of  the  Personnel  Board  is  to  see  that  the  duties  assigned  to  an  employee 
by  a department  are  accurately  described,  and  to  set  a wage  rate  for 
work  of  that  description.  The  Board’s  present  recommendations  are 
made  on  the  same  basis.  If  the  Town  votes  to  accept  the  recommenda- 
tion with  respect  to  either  of  these  positions,  it  would  simply  be 
approving  the  establishment  of  a classification  carrying  specified  rates 
of  pay  in  the  event  that  the  money  is  appropriated  and  the  position  is 
filled.  The  Town  would  then  be  free  to  vote  either  way  it  wished  on 
whether  to  grant  or  withhold  the  money  necessary  to  fill  the  position 
under  the  budget  article. 

“Amendment  (c)  would  establish  new  rates  of  pay  for  the  Police 
Chief,  the  Building  and  Wire  Inspector,  and  part  time  clerks.  The 
Personnel  Board’s  recommendation  would  give  the  Police  Chief  the 
same  general  increase  as  other  town  employees  and  would  also  raise 
the  salary  an  additional  $300.  The  present  salary  schedule  dates 
from  the  time  when  there  was  only  one  permanent  policeman  in 
Wayland.  The  Police  Chief  presently  supervises  five  patrolmen  and 
should  be  compensated  for  the  extra  responsibility.  Furthermore,  a 
survey  of  the  rates  for  comparable  positions  in  neighboring  com- 
munities shows  that  Wayland  is  paying  far  less  than  other  towns. 
The  increase  would  give  Wayland’s  Chief  of  Police  a salary  more 
nearly  comparable  to  the  salaries  paid  in  other  communities. 

“The  salary  schedule  proposed  for  the  Building  and  Wire  Inspector 
makes  the  adjustments  necessary  to  take  account  of  an  increase  from 
28  to  32  hours  a week  and  to  grant  him  a proportionate  part  of  the 
general  increase  recommended  for  all  town  employees.  The  new  rate 
for  part  time  clerical  work  is  necessary  to  attract  employees  to  these 
positions. 

“Amendment  (d)  would  fix  a 52  hour  work  week  for  firemen.  The 
standard  practice  is  to  pay  firemen  and  patrolmen  the  same  annual 
salary  but  to  require  firemen  to  be  on  duty  at  least  56  hours  a week. 
Since  Wayland’s  firemen  do  not  spend  part  of  this  time  sleeping,  it 
it  was  agreed  last  spring  that  their  work  week  should  be  52  hours. 

“Amendment  (e)  would  enable  the  Personnel  Board  to  grant  pro- 
fessional employees  in  the  Library  and  professional  nurses  vacations 
conforming  to  the  established  practice  of  these  professional  groups. 
Other  towns  have  also  found  it  necessary  to  follow  any  such  standard 
professional  practices.” 
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The  Finance  Committee  concurs  with  the  Personnel  Board  and 
recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  4.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  an  Executive-Secretary,  pursuant  to 
G.  L.  Ch.  41,  23A  (inserted  by  Ch.  145,  Acts  of  1956),  who  shall  be 
appointed,  hold  office  and  exercise  authority  and  perform  duties  as 
therein  provided. 

This  and  the  following  three  articles  deal  with  the  reorganization 
and  combining  of  certain  town  jobs,  rather  than  the  establishment  of 
new  positions. 

The  Special  Committee  to  study  Town  Government,  appointed  at 
the  last  meeting,  has  inserted  this  article.  It  provides  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Executive-Secretary  to  the  Selectmen,  under  an  act  passed 
by  the  Legislature  in  1956.  The  full  report  of  the  committee  was 
distributed  to  the  Town  in  January  and  the  voters  of  the  Town  are 
urged  to  read  it  so  that  they  may  have  a more  complete  under- 
standing of  what  is  involved  in  the  recommendation.  The  Finance 
Committee  is  satisfied  that,  under  our  loose  traditional  form  of  New 
England  Town  Government,  some  such  arrangement  as  outlined  here 
is  necessary  for  the  correlation  of  our  independently  elected  depart- 
ments. Clearly,  any  Board  of  Selectmen  needs  the  assistance  of  a 
full-time  administrator,  if  the  Board  is  to  carry  out  its  responsibility 
effectively  as  the  chief  policy-making  board  of  the  Town,  having  as 
it  does,  many  appointive  personnel  under  its  supervision.  Only  through 
relieving  the  Selectmen  of  routine  matters  and  a large  amount  of  detail, 
can  the  Town  continue  to  expect  men  of  quality  to  be  willing  to  serve 
as  Selectmen.  If  adopted,  it  is  contemplated  that  the  job  would  not 
be  a newr  position,  but  would  involve  the  merging  of  the  position  of 
Town  Accountant  and  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  many 
respects,  this  arrangement  is  superior  to  that  of  the  stronger  Town 
Manager  form  of  government.  The  final  responsibility  continues  to 
remain  with  the  Selectmen.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  there 
is  no  single  step  which  the  Town  could  make  which  would  at  present 
do  so  much  to  improve  our  local  form  of  government. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 


Article  5.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  pursuant  to  General 
Laws  Ch.  41,  Par.  38A,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Collector  of  Taxes  to 
act  as  Town  Collector  to  receive  all  monies  and  collect  all  accounts  due 
the  Town,  including  all  payments  for  licenses,  permits,  fees  and  fines, 
but  excluding  monies  due  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  trust  funds, 
or  payments  due  from  the  State  or  federal  government,  or  any  subdivi- 
sion thereof;  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  is  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  the  Special  Committee 
to  study  Town  Government.  It  provides  that  the  Tax  Collector  shall 
be  designated  as  Town  Collector  and  charged  with  the  sole  authority 
and  responsibility  for  receiving  all  monies  due  the  Town,  except  pay- 
ments from  other  governmental  units  and  certain  payments  to  the 
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Board  of  Health.  These  changes  would  eliminate  unnecessary  paper 
work  and  provide  for  the  safer  handling  of  Town  monies.  Under  it, 
there  can  also  be  provided  a single  salary  for  the  Collector,  with  the 
provision  that  all  fees  and  miscellaneous  receipts  become  the  income 
of  the  Town.  The  arrangement  here  outlined  is  one  which  a number  of 
other  progressive  Towns  have  been  operating  under  for  many  years. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  6.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provi- 
sions of  General  Laws  Ch.  48,  Paragraphs  42,  43  and  44,  and  establish 
a fire  department  to  be  under  the  control  of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  the 
chief  of  the  fire  department,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties 
provided  in  said  section,  including  those  heretofore  performed  by  the 
engineers. 

This  article  was  likewise  introduced  by  the  Committee  to  study 
Town  Government.  It  proposes  that  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of 
the  General  Laws,  providing  for  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department 
under  a chief  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  chief  would  be  a full- 
time officer,  centralizing  the  responsibility  for  the  department  and 
would  supplant  the  Board  of  Engineers.  He  would  be  expected  to 
perform  all  the  duties  now  performed  by  the  engineers,  assistant  chief, 
clerks  and  the  oil  burner  inspection  division.  Virtually  all  up-to-date 
communities  the  size  of  Wayland  have  placed  their  Fire  Departments 
under  a single  full-time  chief.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  Depart- 
ment is  now  operating  with  four  full-time  men,  it  is  an  appropriate 
time  for  the  Town  to  make  the  change. 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  to  study  the  Town  Government  and  has  placed  in  the  budget 
an  adequate  overall  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  such  salary 
schedule  as  might  be  arranged  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Wage  Board 
for  eight  months  of  1957.  In  the  budget,  it  has  also  adjusted  various 
other  items  with  this  in  mind. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  7.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes.  See 
Finance  Committee  Report. 


Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  sums  of  money  for 
the  Water  Department,  determine  whether  the  money  shall  be  provided 
for  by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  by  taxation 
and/or  by  borrowing;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  sums  of  money  required  under  this  article  for  the  full  opera- 
tion of  the  Water  Department  for  the  calendar  year  1957  are  as 
follows:

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  Chapter  90 
roads,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which  may 
be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or  both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work 
to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Commissioners;  or  take 
any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

During  1956,  the  surface  was  laid  on  Old  Sudbury  Road  from  the 
railroad  station  to  about  the  North  Cemetery.  During  the  latter  part 
of  1956,  the  State,  working  on  an  unbalanced  appropriation,  rebuilt 
Sudbury  Road  south  from  the  Sudbury  line  and  constructed  a new 
bridge  across  the  river,  carrying  the  road  to  a point  just  opposite  the 
Wayland  Golf  Course.  Our  Highway  Department  expects  to  rebuild 
as  much  of  the  road  between  the  North  Cemetery  and  the  Golf  Club 
as  the  appropriation  approved  by  the  state  and  county  will  permit. 

Under  this  article,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $6,000,  with  $6,000  to  be  matched  by  the  county  and  $12,000 
by  the  state,  making  a total  of  $24,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  com- 
pensation of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  as  provided  by  Section  108, 
Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  set  the  effective  date  of 
such  salary  and  compensation. 

It  is  necessary  for  the  Town  to  fix  annually  the  salary  and  com- 
pensation of  each  elective  officer. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  salaries  for  elective 
officers  be  set  as  indicated  in  the  budget  and  that  they  be  effective 
from  January  1,  1957. 
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Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of:  (1)  the  Police . Department’s 
present  two  1956  Chevrolet  Police  cars,  in  connection  with  the  purchase 
of  two  new  Police  cars;  (2)  the  Water  Department’s  present  1956  Chev- 
rolet ^-ton  pick-up  truck  and  present  1956  Chevrolet  %-ton  pick-up 
truck,  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  two  new  trucks;  (3)  the  High- 
way Department’s  present  1956  Chevrolet  %-ton  pick-up  truck  and 
present  1951  Caterpillar  D-4  tractor,  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of 
a new  ^-ton  pick-up  truck  and  one  new  tractor-loader;  (4)  the  Cemetery 
Department’s  present  1955  Ford  1-ton  dump  truck,  in  connection  with 
the  purchase  of  a new  truck;  (5)  the  Fire  Department’s  old  1933  Reo 
service  truck,  no  longer  needed;  (6)  miscellaneous  worn  out  equipment 
in  the  Fire  Department,  no  longer  needed;  and  (7)  certain  Town  Office 
second-and  furniture  or  fixtures,  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  new 
furniture  and  fixtures;  funds  for  the  Police,  Highway,  Cemetery  Depart- 
ments and  the  Town  Office  being  provided  for  in  their  respective  budgets, 
funds  for  the  Water  Department  being  provided  for  in  a separate 
article;  or  do  or  act. 

Sale,  trade-in  or  other  disposal  of  Town  property  requires  a vote 
of  the  Town.  Police  cars,  Water  Department  trucks  and  light  Highway 
Department  trucks  are  now  being  purchased  on  an  annual  trade-in 
basis.  The  Welfare  Department  car,  the  Cemetery  Department  truck 
and  the  Park  Department  trucks  are  being  handled  on  a two-year 
trade-in  basis.  The  Highway  Department’s  heavy  equipment  is  kept 
for  a longer  period.  The  trade-in  arrangement  is  working  out  very 
favorably  to  the  Town,  both  as  to  the  minimum  amount  of  cash 
payment  required  and  as  to  the  minimum  of  repairs  and  maintenance. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  article. 


Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to 
time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1957,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within 
one  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period 
of  less  than  a year,  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws. 


This  article  gives  the  necessary  authority  for  the  Town  Treasurer 
to  make  temporary  borrowings  during  the  summer  and  fall  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  receipt  of  tax  revenue  for  the  current  year.  Although  in 
some  years  it  is  not  necessary  to  borrow,  it  is  desirable  to  have  this 
authority  granted  annually. 


Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  various  con- 
veyances, gifts,  and  devises  to  the  Town;  or  take  any  other  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 

This  article  appears  in  the  Warrant  annually  and  provides  the 
opportunity  for  the  Town  to  accept  various  gifts  and  conveyances. 
There  are  several  items  which  the  Town  Counsel  will  propose  to  the 
Town  in  this  connection. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 
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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Personnel 
Board  to  make  a study  and  survey  as  to  the  feasibility  of  the  Town 
accepting  the  Group  Insurance  Program  provided  for  under  Chapter  32B 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  for  state,  county,  and  town  employ- 
ees; or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Legislature  has  recently  passed  legislation  authorizing  muni- 
cipalities to  join  with  their  employees  in  the  purchase  of  group  insur- 
ance, hospitalization  and  medical  coverage.  In  view  of  the  number  of 
Town  employees,  the  costs  and  the  variations  in  the  types  of  coverage 
permitted,  it  is  a matter  which  should  require  serious  study  by  the 
same  board  which  has  jurisdiction  over,  and  regularly  reviews,  com- 
pensation. The  Personnel  Board  is  properly  equipped  to  make  an 
exhaustive  study  of  the  matter. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  approval  of  the 
article. 


Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto,  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  increase  the  com- 
plement of  the  Police  Department,  by  adding  thereto  six  (6)  additional 
full-time  police  officers. 

This  article  seeks  to  increase  the  complement  of  the  Police 
Department  by  adding  six  (6)  additional  full-time  police  officers,  which 
would  in  effect  double  the  present  force.  The  Finance  Committee  has 
reviewed  the  entire  matter  of  police  coverage  with  the  Selectmen  and 
has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  for  a number  of  reasons,  there  is  no 
necessity  at  the  present  time  for  the  increase  in  the  force  here 
requested. 

The  Town  Office  Building,  which  will  among  other  things  ulti- 
mately house  a central  communications  telephone  and  radio  service 
for  Police,  Fire  and  Civil  Defense,  will  not  be  ready  until  some  time 
during  the  summer.  The  Selectmen  have  recently  arranged  for  the  con- 
tinuation for  a year  of  the  present  telephone  service  supplied  the 
Police  Department  through  the  Natick  Police  switchboard,  so  that  the 
Town  will  be  continuing  to  receive  the  same  coverage  it  now  has. 
In  the  last  four  years,  the  department  has  grown  from  a single 
full-time  person,  the  chief,  in  1952,  to  one  man  and  the  chief  in  ’54, 
two  men  and  the  Chief  in  ’55  and  five  men  and  the  chief  in  ’56.  This 
increase  in  personnel  has  been  substantially  in  excess  of  the  growth 
of  the  Town*  and  there  is,  therefore,  no  reason  to  think  that  we  are 
not  now'  receiving  adequate  police  coverage  and  service. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  this  request  for  additional 
service  is  a matter  which  can  be  deferred  and  therefore  does  not 
recommend  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto,  to  increase  the  minimum  salary  of  police  officers  and  police  chief 
$400.00  per  annum,  with  annual  step-rate  increases  of  $150.00  each 
year  for  four  years,  enabling  the  police  officers  and  police  chief  to 
achieve  maximum  pay  after  four  (4)  years’  service  instead  of  ten  years’ 
service. 
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This  article  seeks  to  single-out  the  Police  Department  for  a 
blanket  raise  of  $400  per  annum,  per  man;  to  raise  the  step-rate 
increase  from  $120  to  $150  a year,  and  to  eliminate  the  ten-year 
length  of  service  step  now  existing  in  Town  schedules  by  making  it 
available  at  the  end  of  four  years.  The  request  was  neither  cleared 
through  the  Personnel  Board  nor  the  Selectmen.  The  Personnel 
Board  has  made  a thorough  study  of  all  wage  classifications,  reviewing 
them  as  against  those  used  in  surrounding  and  comparable  towns. 
Under  Article  3,  it  is  proposing  a $300  across-the-board  increase  for 
all  salaried  employees,  in  addition  to  the  regular  step-increase  and  a 
substantially  larger  increase  for  the  Chief  of  Police.  It  is  not  favoring 
the  abolition  of  the  final  ten-year  length  of  service  step-increase. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  reviewed  the  entire  matter  of  wages 
with  the  Personnel  Board  and  feels  that  the  Town  will  be  well  advised 
to  stand  by  its  Personnel  Board’s  recommendations. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of  this 
article. 


Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto,  to  adopt  and  make  effective  in  this  Town,  Section  53C,  Chapter 
262,  of  the  General  Laws:  “Any  police  officer,  on  duty  at  night  or  on 
vacation,  furlough  or  on  a day  off,  who  attends  as  a witness  for  the 
Commonwealth  in  a criminal  case  pending  in  a district  court,  or  the 
superior  court,  may  be  granted  such  compensatory  time  off  as  shall  be 
equal  to  the  time  during  which  he  was  in  attendance  at  such  court,  or, 
if  such  additional  time  off  cannot  be  given  because  of  personnel  shortage 
or  other  cause,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  additional  pay  for  the  time  during 
which  he  was  in  attendance  at  such  court.” 

This  article  seeks  to  provide  for  payment  by  the  Town  for  time 
spent  by  a police  officer  in  court,  when  his  appearance  there  is  during 
time  when  he  would  normally  be  off  duty  and  yet  for  which  under 
certain  circumstances,  he  receives  money  for  travelling  expenses  and 
witness  fees.  The  matter  is  rather  complex  and  requires  further 
study.  The  practice  varies  as  between  towns.  There  is  some  real 
merit  in  the  request,  but  the  situation  has  been  open  to  considerable 
abuse  in  some  localities.  If  the  statute  is  to  be  accepted,  it  should 
be  done  with  some  safeguards,  and  since  compensation  is  involved, 
the  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Wage  Board,  from  whom  the 
Town  should  obtain  a full  report  before  taking  action. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  feels  the  article  should  be 
neither  accepted  nor  rejected,  but  that  the  subject  matter  should  be 
referred  to  the  Wage  Board. 


Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto,  to  provide  for  the  payment  by  the  Town  of  medical  expenses, 
hospital  expenses  and  regular  weekly  salaries  of  police  officers  and  the 
police  chief,  suffered  or  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  article  calls  for  some  explanation. 
Workmen’s  Compensation  was  taken  out  a number  of  years  ago  for 
all  Town  employees  other  than  policemen  and  firemen,  who,  under  the 
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statute,  are  ineligible  under  this  form  of  policy.  Since  then,  the 
Finance  Committee  has  been  looking  into  the  matter  further.  At  a 
cost  of  about  $700  a year,  a separate  policy  covering  all  policemen  and 
firemen,  including  “call  men”  and  “special  officers,”  can  be  purchased 
to  provide  (1)  $1,000  of  blanket  medical-accident  reimbursement, 
(2)  $1,000  life  insurance  for  accidental  death,  (3)  weekly  indemnity 
while  disabled,  as  a result  of  an  accident  while  on  duty,  of  $40  a week 
for  52  weeks.  This  coverage  in  several  respects  is  substantially  better 
than  that  which  is  provided  under  Workmen’s  Compensation  for  the 
other  employees  of  the  Town. 

In  view’  of  the  risks  involved,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that 
the  Town  would  be  warranted  in  carrying  the  insurance.  It  has, 
therefore,  included  in  the  budget  for  insurance  sufficient  funds  to  pay 
the  premium  on  such  a policy. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  no  action 
will  be  necessary  under  this  article. 


Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto,  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  increase  the  com- 
plement of  the  Fire  Department,  by  adding  thereto  four  (4)  additional 
full-time  firemen. 

This  article  seeks  to  add  four  (4)  additional  full-time  firemen. 
It  is  being  proposed  that  they  be  used  for  Saturday  and  Sunday 
coverage  of  the  stations.  Up  through  1955,  the  Department  had  no 
full-time  men.  Because  of  the  difficulty  in  being  sure  that  a sufficient 
number  of  “call  men”  would  respond  during  the  day  time,  four  full- 
time men  were  added  in  1956,  working  a single  shift,  two  men  to  a 
station  during  the  day  time  Mondays  through  Fridays.  On  Saturdays 
and  Sundays,  as  well  as  during  all  other  days  and  during  the  night, 
“call  men”  continue  to  be  available  and  have  responded  in  sufficient 
numbers  so  that  it  would  not  appear  to  your  Finance  Committee  that 
the  hiring  of  additional  full-time  men  is  necessary.  Clearly,  the 
coverage  is  now’  much  more  complete  than  it  was  and  with  some  further 
rearrangement  could  be  deemed  to  be  adequate.  The  cost  of  four 
additional  full-time  men  would  come  to  from  $15,000  to  $20,000  a year. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of  the 
article. 


Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a committee 
to  study  the  need  and  the  advisability  of  the  purchase  by  the  Town  of  a 
Fire  Department  ladder  truck. 

While  this  article  merely  seeks  the  appointment  of  a committee, 
nevertheless  a rather  full  study  was  made  of  the  Department’s  equip- 
ment in  1953,  when  plans  were  being  made  for  a new  station  and 
when  two  new  $17,500  trucks  were  purchased.  At  that  time,  it  was 
felt  that  the  need  for  a specialized  ladder  truck  in  Wayland  was  not 
sufficiently  great  to  warrant  it  being  included  in  any  near  term  plans 
for  the  Department.  The  type  of  houses  already  here  and  of  those 
being  built  in  the  Town  did  not  appear  to  that  committee  to  call  for 
a ladder  truck,  which  would  today  probably  cost  $35-45,000. 
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The  Finance  Committee  has  reviewed  the  matter  further  and  feels 
that  this  is  the  type  of  equipment,  the  purchase  of  which  should  be 
deferred  for  a rather  indefinite  period,  until  at  least  some  of  our  other 
larger  items  of  expense  have  been  cared  for. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  the  article. 


Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a car  for  the  Fire  Department. 

This  article  involves  a completely  new  service,  so  far  as  the 
Town  is  concerned.  It  contemplates  the  purchase  of  a car  for  the  Fire 
Department,  equipment  not  necessarily  needed  by  the  Department  as 
now  operated.  Under  existing  circumstances,  a driver  of  such  a car 
could  be  more  advantageously  used  in  the  driving  of  a fire  truck  to 
the  fire.  The  acquisition  of  such  a piece  of  equipment,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  can  clearly  await  the  reorganization  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of  the 
article. 


Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  support  of  the  summer  arts  and  crafts  program; 
or  do  or  act. 

The  Junior  Town  House  is  now  conducting  a summer  arts  and 
crafts  program,  which  if  assumed  by  the  Town  would  add  about 
$1,000  a year  annual  expense  to  the  Town’s  budget.  The  Finance 
Committee  sees  in  this  article  a request  for  the  adoption  of  a new 
service  not  now  performed  by  the  Town.  It  does  not  feel  that  this 
is  an  appropriate  time  for  the  Town  to  assume  this  type  of  expense, 
worthy  as  the  project  may  be. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  this  article. 


Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,800  for  a survey  of  the  Town’s  recreational  facilities  and 
needs;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  was  inserted  by  the  Committee  which  was  appointed 
to  look  into  the  Town’s  recreational  facilities.  It  contemplates  the 
employment  of  an  independent  outside  firm  of  consultants  specializing 
in  the  field  of  recreational  study.  The  Planning  Board  is  embarking 
on  an  overall  planning  study  of  the  Town  and  it  has  suggested  to  the 
Finance  Committee  that  their  overall  study  will  come  to  about  $13,000 
over  a 3-year  period.  They  are  in  the  process  of  applying  to  the 
federal  government  for  matching  funds.  The  study,  among  other 
things,  is  to  include  community  recreational  facilities,  needs  and  use, 
and  while  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  recreational  part  of  the  work 
should  be  carried  out  by  a firm  of  the  type  which  the  special  committee 
recommends,  nevertheless,  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  Finance  Committee 
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that  there  is  no  need  for  a special  appropriation  and  that  the  funds 
should  be  expended  in  connection  with  the  Planning  Board  overall 
study,  particularly  inasmuch  as  we  will  thereby  get  substantial 
reimbursement  from  the  federal  government. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  feels  that  the  subject  matter 
of  the  article  should  be  referred  to  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a company  specializing  in 
town  real  estate  appraising,  to  re-appraise  all  real  estate  in  the  Town; 
or  do  or  act. 

This  article  is  the  same  as  appeared  in  the  Warrant  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  in  1956.  The  Finance  Committee  recognizes  that  there 
are  a substantial  number  of  people  in  the  Town  who  feel  that  the 
assessment  procedure  could  be  materially  improved  if  the  Town  were 
to  embark  on  a full  revaluation  program,  hiring  an  outside  appraisal 
firm  to  set  up  a system  and  to  carry  out  the  revaluations. 

The  present  Board  of  Assessors  has  taken  aggressive  steps  over 
the  period  of  the  past  three  years,  not  only  to  improve  their  office 
records,  but  to  revalue  existing  property  on  what  they  consider  to  be 
a fair  basis.  They  have  placed  a valuation  of  about  40-45%  of  what 
they  think  might  be  the  reasonable  fair  cash  value.  They  are  satisfied 
that  their  approach  to  the  problem  of  valuation  in  a country  town 
such  as  ours  is  superior  and  more  satisfactory  than  the  more  technical 
type  of  valuation  system  which  an  outside  appraisal  firm  might  use. 

The  Finance  Committee,  while  not  attempting  to  make  any 
exhaustive  study  of  the  assessments,  is  fairly  satisfied  that  the 
assessors  are  following  sales  as  recorded,  building  permits  as  issued 
and  repairs  as  made,  and  that  they  are  reviewing  annually  their 
value  of  property  on  the  basis  of  the  information  which  flows  through 
their  office. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee 
does  not  feel  that  complete  revaluation  is  necessary  and  therefore  does 
not  recommend  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  appointment 
of  a Moderator’s  Committee  to  make  a study  of  present  and  probable 
future  community  health  needs  in  relation  to  services,  facilities,  and 
organization  and  report  back  to  the  Town  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
with  recommendations  for  providing  the  appropriate  community  health 
resources  for  Wayland,  based  on  an  analysis  of  its  own  specific  require- 
ments, the  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  would  consist 
of:  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  member  of  the 
Personnel  Board  and  three  members-at-large. 

This  article  calls  for  the  appointment  of  a committee  to  make  an 
over-all  study  of  the  health  needs  of  the  community  with  relation  to 
existing  services,  facilities  and  organization.  At  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  last  year,  a Committee  was  set  up  to  look  into  the  burden 
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of  work  placed  on  elected  boards,  of  which  the  Board  of  Health  is  one. 
That  Committee,  in  an  earlier  article,  is  asking  for  an  extension  of 
time  for  the  completion  of  its  work.  It  seems  entirely  appropriate  that 
the  matter  here  involved  be  referred  to  that  Committee  for  study, 
rather  than  that  another  separate  committee  be  set  up. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  subject 
matter  involved  in  this  article  be  referred  to  the  Committee  appointed 
under  Article  3 of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  March  5,  1956. 


Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a committee 
to  revise  and  bring  up  to  date  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Town  issued  in  1939;  or  do  or  act. 

The  Town  is  now  operating  under  traffic  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  in  1939.  On  a number  of  counts,  it  seems  desirable  to 
strengthen  the  powers  of  the  Police  Department,  particularly  with 
respect  to  parked  vehicles.  Under  the  ‘circumstances,  it  appears  to  be 
an  appropriate  time  to  review  the  entire  matter. 

The  Finance  Committtee  therefore,  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 


Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town 
By-Laws  by  striking  out  Section  1 of  Article  8 and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

No  person,  other  than  an  inhabitant  of  the  Town,  shall  use  any 
Public  Dump  established  by  the  Town  unless  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  negotiating  with  the  Town  of  Sudbury 
for  a possible  joint  use  of  the  Town’s  Public  Dump  on  State  Road 
West.  If  the  financial  arrangements  can  be  worked  out,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  Town  to  amend  its  By-Laws  in  order  to  permit  the 
Selectmen  to  authorize  the  inhabitants  of  Sudbury  to  use  the  dump. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  investigate  and  to  study  the  feasibility  of  extending  the 
way  known  as  Hill  Street  to  Commonwealth  Road. 

Hill  Street  is  a short  street  located  east  of  Main  Street  and  north 
of  Commonwealth  Road  East.  From  many  points  of  view  it  might  be 
desirable  to  have  the  road  cut  through  to  Commonwealth  Road  East. 
This  would  involve  acquiring  land  for  a right-of-way,  installation  of 
a short  extension  of  water  line  and  the  building  of  a connecting  piece 
of  road.  In  any  case,  it  is  a matter  that  ought  to  get  some  study. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 


Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  construct  as 
a public  town  way,  the  relocation  of  the  road  known  as  “Clay  Pit  Hill 
Road”  or  a portion  or  portions  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the  board  of 
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Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  — 
including  easements  for  drainage  — by  purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain 
or  otherwise;  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  such  land  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  construction  of  such  way; 
and  for  other  costs  in  connection  therewith;  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

The  Highway  Department  and  the  Planning  Board  are  in  the 
process  of  gradually  rebuilding  certain  roads  in  Town.  As  a first  step 
in  connection  therewith,  they  are  having  the  roads  surveyed  and 
relocated,  almost  entirely  along  the  existing  travelling  way.  But  to 
establish  proper  sidelines,  the  Town  Counsel  advises  that  the  Town 
should  accept  the  roads  in  the  entire  new  widths  as  Public  Town  Ways. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  Article. 


Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess, 
or  transfer  from  Available  Funds,  a sum  of  money  to  install  a water 
main  in  Clay  Pit  Hill  Road;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  existing  water  line  in  Clay  Pit  Hill  Road  is  of  an  8-inch  size, 
except  for  two  lengths,  one  of  which  is  6-inch  for  a distance  of  575  feet 
and  one  of  4-inch  for  a distance  of  625  feet.  With  the  construction  of 
the  new  Clay  Pit  Hill  School  and  the  extensive  building  of  private 
residences  on  Adams  Road,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Town  to  furnish 
the  area  with  adequate  fire  protection. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  reviewed  the  matter  with  the  Water 
Department  and  the  School  Building  Committee,  as  a result  of  which, 
it  concurs  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Water  Department  that  a 
new  8-inch  line  be  laid  parallel  to  the  existing  4-  and  6-inch  lines. 
The  area,  including  the  school  hydrant,  will  thereby  be  served  by  an 
8-inch  line  and  the  capacity  will  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the 
extensive  development  which  is  taking  place  west  and  north  of  the 
school. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$7,200  for  the  installation  of  about  1,325  feet  of  8-inch  line  in  Clay  Pit 
Hill  Road  and  further  recommends  that  the  necessary  funds  be  trans- 
ferred from  “Water  Available  Surplus,”  the  work  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Water  Department. 


Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  construct 
as  a public  Town  way,  the  relocation  of  the  road  known  as  “Loker 
Street,”  or  a portion  or  portions  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  necessary  land,  including 
easements  for  drainage,  by  purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain  or  otherwise; 
to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  such 
land  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  construction  of  such  way;  and  for  other 
costs  in  connection  thereto;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

As  outlined  in  the  previous  article,  Loker  Street  is  one  of  the 
streets  being  resurveyed  and  relocated.  It  is  contemplated  that  this 
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road  will  be  rebuilt  in  the  coming  year  in  preparation  for  use  in  the 
building  of  the  new  Loker  Street  School.  For  the  same  reasons  as 
outlined  in  the  previous  article,  it  seems  advisable  for  the  Town  to 
accept  the  road  in  its  new  width  as  a public  Town  way. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article. 


Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public 
Town  way,  and  to  construct  and  relocate  the  road  known  as  “Thompson 
Street,”  or  a portion  or  portions  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  — 
including  easements  for  drainage  — by  purchase,  gift,  eminent  domain 
or  otherwise;  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  such  land  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  construction  of  such  way; 
and  for  other  costs  in  connection  thereto;  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Thompson  Street  connects  Loker  Street  with  Rice  Road  and 
although  it  is  not  now  contemplated  that  Thompson  Street  will  be 
immediately  rebuilt,  because  of  its  intersection  with  Loker  Street,  it 
seems  desirable  that  the  boundaries  be  established  at  this  time,  for 
the  same  reasons  as  indicated  in  the  previous  two  Articles. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  Article. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  332  of 
the  Mass.  General  Laws  enacted  in  1955  by  the  General  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts; or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Through  1956  water  betterments  have  been  assessed  under  the 
same  procedures  and  based  on  the  same  authority  as  have  road  better- 
ments. In  1955  a new  act  was  passed  by  legislature  which  provides 
that  water  betterments  may  be  handled  on  a completely  independent 
basis.  To  clarify  the  procedure  by  which  the  Town  handles  water 
betterments,  the  Town  Counsel  thinks  it  would  be  advisable  for  the 
Town  to  accept  the  new  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  in  the  recommendations  of  the 
Town  Counsel  and  recommends  the  approval  of  this  Article. 


Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water 
Department  to  enter  into  contracts  with  abutters  by  which  water  lines 
could  be  extended  in  existing  Town  roads  at  the  expense  of  abutters  on 
the  condition  that  partial  reimbursement  would  be  made  under  terms 
arranged  by  a majority  of  the  Water  Department,  approved  by  a majority 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  a majority  of  the  Selectmen;  or  do  or  act. 

There  are  three  basic  arrangements  under  which  water  main 
extensions  are  now  installed: 

1.  In  new  developments  all  work  is  paid  for  in  full  by  the  developer. 

2.  In  unaccepted  streets,  the  work  is  done  under  the  Betterment  Act, 
the  full  cost  of  the  water  extension  is  paid  for  by  the  Town  and 
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one-half  of  the  cost  is  reimbursed  to  the  Town  by  the  abutters, 
either  in  a single-payment  or  over  a period  of  up  to  20  years. 

3.  In  existing  Town  roads  where  there  are  small  stretches  with  no 
water  line  which  the  Water  Board  wants  to  fill  in,  in  order  to 
improve  the  circulation  and  pressure,  the  full  cost  of  the  work  is 
done  by  and  paid  for  by  the  Town.  If  done  primarily  on  the  petition 
of  the  abutters,  they  deposit  with  the  Town  as  a bond  a sum  of 
money  equal  to  the  cost  of  the  job.  Under  this  plan,  the  deposit  by 
the  original  abutters  is  refunded  at  a given  amount  per  taker,  as 
new  takers  come  on  to  the  water  line  so  extended.  Such  portion 
of  the  deposit  as  is  not  refunded  in  5 years  is  forfeited  to  the  town. 

Under  this  article,  a fourth  method  of  providing  for  water  exten- 
sions is  proposed  and  it  is  set  up  primarily  to  take  care  of  the  very 
expensive  extensions  which  will  ultimately  be  requested  on  such 
relatively  unbuilt  upon  roads  such  as  Rice  Road,  Draper  Road  and 
Oxbow  Road.  The  owners  of  abutting  property  wishing  to  develop 
their  land  would  be  required  to  pay  the  full  costs  of  any  extensions, 
under  an  arrangement  by  which,  as  houses  were  built  and  came  on  to 
the  water  line,  refund  would  be  made  at  a given  amount  per  house, 
until  up  to  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  job  had  been  refunded.  Application 
for  the  extensions  and  for  refunds  would  be  on  recommendation  of  the 
Water  Board  with  further  approval  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance 
Committee  and  would  be  carried  out  through  disbursement  from  a 
standing  refund  account,  appropriated  and  replenished  by  the  Town 
from  year  to  year. 

This  arrangement  would,  in  effect,  provide  for  the  owners  of  the 
property  on  this  type  of  road,  the  same  treatment  with  respect  to 
water  extensions,  as  those  on  roads  accepted  under  the  Betterment 
Act,  except  that  the  petitioners  would  have  to  initially  provide  all  the 
funds  for  the  extensions. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article 
and  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  to  set  up  the  fund. 


Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  purchase 
of  any,  or  all,  of  the  following  parcels  of  land  and  raise  and  appropriate 
a sum  of  money  therefor;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 

fa)  Land  located  on  Lakeshore  Drive,  now  or  formerly  of  Joseph 
L.  Crowley,  being  Lot  55B. 

(b)  Land  located  on  Sycamore  Road,  now  or  formerly  of  Elizabeth 
M Welham,  being  lots  Xo.  122  and  No.  156. 

(c)  Land  located  on  Lakeshore  Drive,  now  or  formerly  of  Dominic 
G.  Schivone,  being  Lot  77. 

For  something  over  fifteen  years,  the  Town  has  been  gradually 
acquiring  dilapidated  old  summer  cottages  which  had  either  (1)  been 
located  on  low,  flooded  areas;  (2)  were  structurally  unsuited  for  living 
quarters;  (3)  lacked  adequate  plumbing;  or  (4)  did  not  have  sewage 
disposal  areas.  It  has  been  considered  in  the  long-term  interest  of 
the  Town  that  buildings  of  this  type  be  eliminated  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible and  the  land  resold  to  abutters,  with  restrictions  on  building,  to 
enlarge  their  holdings,  or,  in  some  cases,  retained  by  the  Town. 
Three  such  pieces  are  involved  in  this  article. 


The  first,  the  Crowley  property,  is  located  on  Dudley  Pond.  It  has 
been  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  lack  of  possible  suitable 
sewage  arrangements.  Although  the  building  is  in  fair  condition,  the 
site  is  unusual  and  it  is  contemplated  that  the  Town  acquire  the 
property  for  not  more  than  $2,000,  which  would  be  somewhat  less 
than  the  owners  originally  paid. 

The  second  property  consists  of  two  lots  and  two  small  cottages. 
The  Board  of  Health  has  condemned  the  buildings  as  being  physically 
unsuited  for  habitation  and  the  Town  has  been  offered  the  properties 
at  about  $1,500  apiece. 

The  third  piece  is  located  on  the  side  of  Dudley  Pond.  The  build- 
ing is  the  only  one  of  those  covered  in  the  article  which  is  currently 
occupied.  The  site  has  been  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Health  as 
being  unsuited  for  use  from  the  point  of  view  of  sewage  disposal.  It  is 
contemplated  that  the  property  can  be  acquired  for  about  $2,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  with  the  Board  of  Health  in  its 
recommendations  and  recommends  that  the  Town  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $7,000  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  the  properties  enumerated 
in  the  article. 


Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  purchase, 
taking  by  eminent  domain,  and/or  acquisition  by  other  means,  on  behalf 
of  the  Town  the  land  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

SOUTHEASTERLY:  by  land  of  Town  of  Wayland,  three  hundred 
ninety-seven  and  95/100  (397.95)  feet 
SOUTHWESTERLY:  by  Maiden  Lane  one  hundred  ninety-two  and 
01/100  (192.01)  feet  by 

NORTHWESTERLY:  by  land  of  Max  H.  and  Caroline  M.  Thomas  three 
hundred  eight  and  62/100  (308.62)  feet 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

This  property  consisting  of  a single  lot  of  about  20,000  square 
feet  fronts  on  Maiden  Lane  and  lies  directly  west  of  the  Happy  Hollow 
School  Site.  It  is  all  low  lying  land,  much  of  it  in  the  bed  of  the  brook. 
The  owners  started  to  excavate  for  a foundation  but  were  stopped  by 
the  Town  for  lack  of  a cesspool  permit.  The  site  is  one  on  which  no 
building  should  be  permitted  and  since  the  Town  is  desirous  of  obtain- 
ing an  easement  through  it  in  order  to  clean  out  the  brook,  it  would 
appear  desirable  to  purchase  the  property  rather  than  take  the  ease- 
ment. No  price  has  been  established  with  the  owners.  The  Finance 
Committee  feels  that  a fair  figure  with  the  lot  in  its  present  condition 
would  not  be  in  excess  of  $500.00. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  Article. 


Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  purchase, 
taking  by  eminent  domain  and/or  acquisition  by  other  means,  on  behalf 
of  the  Town  for  school  purposes  the  following  parcel  of  land: 

A certain  parcel  of  land  situated  in  Wayland,  shown  on  a plan 
entitled  “Plan  of  Land  in  Wayland,  Massachusetts,”  dated  December  10, 
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1956,  by  Everett  M.  Brooks  Co.,  Civil  Engineers,  bounded  and  described 
as  follows: 

SOUTHWESTERLY  by  land  of  Paul  M.  Hamlen  One  Hundred  Seventy- 
three  and  41/100  (173.41)  feet  and  by  Rice  Road  Three  Hundred 
Fourteen  and  46/100  (314.46)  feet; 

NORTHWESTERLY  by  Mainstone  Farm  Trust  Four  Hundred  Fifty-five 
and  87/100  (455.87)  feet; 

NORTHERLY,  WESTERLY  and  WESTERLY  by  land  of  Louis  W.  Dean

(470.46)  feet  and  Three  Hundred  Eighteen  and  66/100  (318.66)  feet 
respectively; 

NORTHERLY  by  other  land  of  said  Dean  by  three  courses  One  Hundred 
Fifty-nine  and  28/100  (159.28)  feet,  Thirty-eight  and  58/100  (38.58) 
feet  and  Forty-seven  and  1/100  (47.01)  feet  respectively. 
EASTERLY  by  the  Wayland- Weston  Town  line  by  two  courses  Four 
Hundred  Thirty-eight  and  59/100  (438.59)  feet  and  Nine  Hundred 
Three  and  48/100  (903.48)  feet  respectively:  and 
SOUTHERLY  by  said  land  of  Paul  M.  Hamlen  by  two  courses  Two 
Hundred  Seventeen  and  15/100  (217.15)  feet  and  Four  Hundred  (400) 
feet  respectively: 

Containing  17.884  acres  according  to  said  plan, 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  therefor  from  available  funds 
in  the  treasury,  by  taxation  and/or  by  borrowing;  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

This  article  is  inserted  in  the  Warrant  at  the  request  of  the 
Special  School  Site  Committee  upon  whose  recommendation  the  Town, 
at  the  Special  Meeting  of  February  15,  1956  voted  to  acquire  future 
sites.  The  site  here  recommended  is  located  on  Rice  Road  about  half 
way  between  Whiteside  Place  and  Old  Connecticut  Path.  It  combines 
into  one,  two  of  the  sites  recommended  in  the  original  Engleheart 
report.  The  piece  consists  of  18  acres  of  open  level  land  located  on  the 
east  side  of  Rice  Road  and  having  a road  frontage  of  about  300  ft. 
No  agreement  as  to  price  has  been  reached  with  the  owners,  but  they 
have  indicated  that  they  would  expect  to  receive  about  the  same  price 
as  the  Town  paid  for  its  previous  locations,  which  was  roughly  in  the 
range  of  $1,000  an  acre. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  is  entirely  justified  in 
completing  the  program  undertaken  last  year  of  acquiring  all  the 
school  sites  that  we  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  need  in  the  future. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 


Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift  of  a 
certain  parcel  of  land,  shown  on  a plan  entitled  “Plan  of  Land  in  Way- 
land,  Mass.”  dated  March  6,  1953,  by  Everett  M.  Brooks  Co.,  C.  E.’s. 
and  further  being  shown  on  said  plan  as  area  taken  from  T.  P.  and 
E.  D.  Parker,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a point  on  the  Southerly  sideline  of  Old  Connecticut 
Path,  twenty-four  and  44/100  (24.44)  feet; 
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EASTERLY  on  a curve  with  a radius  of  five  hundred  forty-five  and 
06/100  (545.06)  feet  from  the  point  of  tangency  of  said  curve;  thence 
running 

EASTERLY  on  said  curve,  ninety-two  and  05/100  (92.05)  feet;  thence 
turning  and  running 

WESTERLY,  SOUTHWESTERLY,  SOUTHERLY  AND  SOUTH- 
EASTERLY on  a curve  to  the  left  with  a radius  of  thirty  (30)  feet 
a distance  of  sixty-three  and  43/100  (63.43)  feet  Southeasterly; 
thence 

SOUTHEASTERLY  twenty-four  and  60/100  (24.60)  feet;  thence 
SOUTHEASTERLY  on  a curve  to  the  right  with  a radius  of  three

Containing  2200  square  feet  of  land,  and  being  shown  as  the  Easterly 
rounded  comer  of  the  intersection  of  Maiden  Lane  and  Old  Connecticut 
Path,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Several  years  ago,  when  the  Happy  Hollow  School  was  being 
constructed  and  Maiden  Lane  was  being  rebuilt  in  connection  there- 
with, the  entrance  to  the  road  from  Old  Connecticut  Path  was  widened 
in  order  to  provide  better  access  for  the  school  bus  and  traffic  in  gen- 
eral. The  widening  encroached  on  the  Parker  property.  Under  this 
article,  the  owner  of  the  property  involved  is  proposing  to  make  a 
gift  of  the  land  to  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  Article. 


Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public  ways 
the  following  roads,  or  either  of  them,  or  any  portion  thereof,  as  laid 
out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  plans  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk;  and  to  authorize  the  B^ard  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  any 
necessary  land  or  interests  therein  by  deed  of  gift  and/or  by  eminent 
domain;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  such 
acquisition  by  eminent  domain;  without  any  appropriation  of  money  for 
further  construction  of  any  of  said  roads,  under  the  Betterment  Act  or 
otherwise;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto;  — the  roads  above 
referred  to  being  the  following: 

The  portion  of  High  Rock  Road  shown  on  the  plan  entitled 
“Subdivision  of  Woodridge  No.  10  Plan  and  Profile  of  Part  of 
High  Rock  Rd.  in  Wayland,  Mass.”  dated  March  14,  1955  by 
William  J.  Ford,  Jr.,  Civil  Engr.,  recorded  with  Middlesex  South 
District  Deeds. 

The  portion  of  Woodridge  Road  shown  on  the  plan  entitled 
“Subdivision  Plan  of  Woodridge  #9  in  Wayland,  Mass.”  dated 
May  3,  1954,  by  William  J.  Ford,  Jr.,  Civil  Engineer,  recorded 
with  Middlesex  South  District  Deeds. 

This  article  calls  for  the  acceptance  as  public  ways  of  the  last 
portion  of  High  Rock  Road  and  a portion  of  Woodridge  Road.  The 
Planning  Board,  Highway  Department  and  Water  Department  have 
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indicated  that  all  the  necessary  work  has  been  done  in  accordance 
with  the  Town’s  specifications  and  the  road  is  ready  for  acceptance. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 


Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  abandon- 
ment of  rights  and  easements  in,  through,  and  over  a strip  of  land 
crossing  the  Southwesterly  end  of  Lot  8-1  on  a plan  entitled,  “Subdivision 
No.  8,  Woodridge  in  Wayland,  Massachusetts,”  dated  October  6,  1952 
by  Everett  M.  Brooks  Co.,  Civil  Engineers,  recorded  with  Middlesex 
South  District  Deeds,  Book  7990,  Page  233,  and  being  adjacent  to  the 
Southwesterly  boundary  of  said  lot;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Several  years  ago  it  was  contemplated  that  a drainage  line  to 
handle  the  drainage  at  the  foot  of  Pequot  Road  would  be  installed 
over  the  land  covered  by  this  article.  Upon  further  study,  however,  the 
line  was  located  elsewhere  and  easements  therefor  were  provided  by 
the  abutters.  It  is  therefor  now  proposed  to  abandon  the  original 
easement  which  was  not  used  and  is  no  longer  necessary. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  Article. 


Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as  a Town 
way  or  private  way,  any  such  way  that  may  exist  extending  Easterly 
and  Northeasterly  from  a point  near  the  intersection  of  Claypit  Hill  Road 
and  Adams  Lane  to  land  of  Middlesex  Real  Estate  Investment  Company, 
Inc.,  formerly  of  Roland  F.  Gammons,  and  being  located  approximately 
as  showm  in  dotted  lines  over  land  of  Ruth  B.  Dickson  on  the  Town  of 
Wayland  Assessors’  Plans  of  1947;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

A large  number  of  acres  lying  north  of  Claypit  Hill  Road  and 
east  of  Draper  Road  are  in  the  process  of  being  developed  for  house 
lots.  The  older  Town  maps  show  in  sketchy  form  a right  of  way  with 
indeterminate  boundaries  over  a part  of  the  area.  The  owners  of  the 
property  would  like  to  clear  up  their  title,  in  connection  with  which 
it  is  desirable  to  discontinue  such  Town  way  or  private  way  as  may 
exist  of  record.  The  Town  has  never  used  the  road  and  it  has  no 
interest  in  it.  Under  the  circumstances,  there  is  no  reason  why  this 
Article  should  not  be  approved. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  this  Article. 


Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  to  the  owners  of 
Lots  Al,  A2,  and  2,  as  shown  on  a plan  entitled,  “Plan  of  Land  in  Way- 
land,  Massachusetts,”  dated  October  20,  1952,  by  Everett  M.  Brooks 
Company,  C.  E.’s,  recorded  with  Middlesex  South  District  Deeds  as  plan 
No.  2175  of  1952  in  Book  8006,  Page  253,  an  easement  of  passage  over 
the  entire  length  and  breadth  of  Parkland  Drive;  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

At  the  time  the  right-of-way  for  Parkland  Drive  was  given  to 
the  Town  in  connection  with  the  Town’s  acquisition  of  the  bathing  beach 
on  Lake  Cochituate,  the  then  owner  reserved  a right-of-way  over  the 
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lot  for  all  lots  in  his  ownership.  One  piece  of  land  not  owned  by  him 
faces  on  no  road  other  than  Parkland  Drive  and  therefore  has  no 
right-of-way  except  by  tolerance  of  the  Town  over  Parkland  Drive. 
In  order  to  give  the  property  a marketable  title,  it  seems  entirely 
equitable  that  the  Town  should  grant  the  owners  of  the  lots  mentioned 
in  the  article  on  which  there  is  but  a single  residence,  the  right  here 
requested. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  Article. 


Article  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  necessary  drainage  to  lower  the  water  table  in  the  area  of 
Rich  Valley  Road  by  lowering  the  culvert  under  Rich  Valley  Road;  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Drainage  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
has  gone  into  the  details  of  the  request  here  made  and  has  come  to  the 
conclusion  that,  if  a second  concrete  drain  line  were  laid  under  Rich 
Valley  Road  at  this  point,  the  full  responsibility  of  the  Town  would 
be  met  with  respect  to  bringing  water  from  one  side  of  the  road  to  the 
other  and  it  does  not  feel  that  the  Town  should  be  requested  to  make 
further  extensive  rearrangement  of  the  drainage.  Adequate  funds 
have  been  provided  for  in  the  Highway  Department  Budget  to  do  the 
work  suggested  by  the  Drainage  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  does  not  feel  that  any  addi- 
tional funds  are  necessary  and  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
the  article. 


Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a storm  drain 
system  and  necessary  appurtenances  to  conduct  surface  waters  from 
the  easterly  side  of  Cochituate  Road,  opposite  the  end  of  Pequot  Road, 
under  Cochituate  Road  and  down  Pequot  Road  a distance  of  about  450 
feet  to  connect  with  the  existing  storm  drain  pipe  located  in  Pequot 
Road  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  cover  the  cost  of 
installing  said  drainage  system;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

At  the  last  annual  Town  meeting,  a special  Drainage  Committee 
was  appointed.  It  was  directed  to  try  to  develop  a policy  with  respect 
to  the  Town’s  responsibility  to  be  applied  to  the  various  drainage 
proposals,  as  they  might  from  time  to  time  be  made.  A full  report 
of  that  committee  is  being  made  to  the  Town.  All  the  details  with 
respect  to  this  project  were  reviewed  by  that  committee.  Some  350 
feet  of  piping  would  be  necessary  in  Pequot  Road  and  the  total  cost 
involved  would  come  to  about  $2,000.  The  Drainage  Committee  has 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  is  not  a project  for  which  the  Town 
has  any  responsibility. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  the  article. 


Article  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  payment  of  unpaid  1956  bills;  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  advised  by  the  Board  of  Health  that 
it  has  two  unpaid  items.  One  is  for  the  collection  of  garbage,  — 
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$1,000.  This  apparently  is  the  result  of  a mix-up  between  the  con- 
tractor’s billing  and  the  Town  paying,  the  contractor  assuming  that 
the  Town  was  regularly  paying  a month  late.  The  full  amount  was 
appropriated  in  both  1955  and  1956,  but  there  was  a balance  left  in 
1955  which  should  have  been  paid  to  the  contractor  in  that  year.  The 
second  item  is  the  School  Dental  Clinic,  — $156.  The  basis  and 
arrangement  for  payment  for  the  Dental  Clinic  was  apparently  revised 
in  1956  without  there  being  adequate  funds  available  for  the  purpose. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article 
and  the  appropriation  of  the  amount  necessary. 


Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  installation  of  equipment  to  add  a fluoride  com- 
pound to  the  public  water  supply  in  amounts  and  by  such  methods  as  are 
recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health;  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  is  inserted  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Town 
to  study  the  matter  of  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply.  If 
adopted,  it  would  involve  the  adding  of  an  additional  now  non-existing 
service  to  the  Town.  By  the  time  of  the  meeting,  the  Town  will  have 
received  a full  report  from  the  Special  Committee  and  in  its  ultimate 
adoption  should  be  guided  by  the  report.  The  Finance  Committee  feels 
that  while  the  fluoridation  of  water  may  be  desirable,  in  view  of  a 
number  of  items  calling  for  new  services  in  the  present  articles,  it 
feels  this  matter  may  well  be  deferred  to  a later  date.  The  immediate 
cost  would  be  about  $4,500  for  equipment  and  thereafter  about  $700 
a year  to  operate. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  recommend  the 
approval  of  the  article  this  year. 


Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  General  Laws  (Tercentenary  Edition),  Chapter  54,  Section  103 A, 
providing  for  voting  by  absent  voting  ballot  at  Town  elections. 

This  Article  was  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  a fairly  long  list  of 
citizens.  Its  approval  would  provide  for  absentee  voting  in  Town 
elections  in  the  same  fashion  as  absentee  voting  is  now  permitted  in 
State  and  National  elections,  under  the  same  procedures  and  safe- 
guards. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  Article. 


Article  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  making  the  following  change?  ;n  District 
boundaries;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto: 

Change  from  Business  District  A and  Residence  District  Thirty 
Thousand  (30,000)  square  feet,  One  Hundred  Fifty  (150)  foot  front  to 
Business  District  B,  the  land  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

NORTHERLY  by  State  Road  West  and  the  Southerly  Boundary  line  of 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Wayland  Motors,  Inc.  at  present  in  Business 
District  A; 
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WESTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Waldo  H.  Russell; 

SOUTHERLY  by  Pelham  Island  Road; 

EASTERLY  by  the  Westerly  boundary  of  land  or  formerly  of  Wayland 
Motors,  Inc. 

This  article,  and  the  following  nine,  deal  with  the  matter  of 
amending  the  Zoning  By-Laws  one  way  or  another.  The  Planning 
Board  will  have  held  public  hearings  and  will  make  a report  to  the 
Town  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

This  article  has  been  submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  and  is 
along  the  lines  of  a similar  article  which  was  submitted  last  year, 
except  that  the  area  involved  has  been  reduced  from  9 acres  to  about 
5'/2  acres,  all  of  which  is  now  under  single  ownership.  A portion  of 
the  area  is  in  a residential  district  and  the  rest  of  it  is  in  Business 
District  A.  The  article  seeks  to  put  it  in  Business  District  B.  The 
land  is  located  on  State  Road  West,  west  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and 
runs  through  to  Pelham  Island  Road. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  as  follows: 

To  change  from  Residential  District  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  square 
feet,  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  foot  frontage  to  Business  District  A that 
portion  of  land  bounded  on  the 

EAST  by  land  of  the  Town  of  Wayland,  100  feet;  more  or  less;  on  the 
SOUTH  AND  SOUTHWEST  by  a brook,  328  feet,  more  or  less;  on  the 
WEST  by  other  land  of  the  Town  of  Wayland,  209  feet,  more  or  less; 
and  on  the 

NORTHWEST  AND  NORTH  by  Pelham  Island  Road  and  State  Road 
West,  325  feet,  more  or  less; 

the  entire  parcel  containing  about  50,444.25  square  feet  and  owned  by 
Susie  K.  Erwin,  et  al. 

This  article  seeks  to  change  from  a Residential  District  to  a 
Business  District  A about  50,000  sq.  ft.  of  land,  consisting  of  three 
lots  on  which  three  houses  are  now  located.  The  property  faces  the 
center  of  the  Town,  opposite  the  savings  bank  and  the  Post  Office  and 
is  completely  surrounded  by  Town  property. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  50.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  Zoning  Map  by  changing  from  a Residential  Zone,  Forty 
Thousand  (40,000)  square  feet,  One  Hundred  Eighty  (180)  foot  frontage 
to  a Business  District  A any  or  all  of  the  parcel  of  land  situated  on 
State  Road  East  bounded  as  follows:

To  change  from  Residence  District  Twenty  Thousand  (20,000) 
square  feet,  One  Hundred  Twenty  (120)  foot  front,  to  Business  District 
A,  the  land  now  or  formerly  of  Bernice  W.  Gerald  bounded  and  described 
as  follows: 
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NORTHEASTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Bernice  W.  Gerald 
presently  in  Business  District  A; 

SOUTHEASTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Benjamin  W.  and 
Mabel  V.  Johnson,  Jr.; 

SOUTHWESTERLY  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Ellen  B.  Ferguson;

This  article  seeks  to  change  from  a residential  district  to  Business 
District  A about  21,800  sq.  ft.  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  Common- 
wealth Road  West,  on  which  a house  and  barn  are  located.  The 
property  has  a frontage  of  91  feet  and  extends  back  about  224  feet 
from  the  street.  It  lies  behind  stores  on  Main  Street  and  is  contiguous 
to  the  land  covered  in  the  previous  two  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  be  guided  by 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board. 


Article  56.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Zoning  By-Laws 
by  striking  out  sub-section  “d”  of  Section  5 and  substituting  in  place 
hereof  the  following  sub-section;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto:

This  article  would  provide  for  a drainage  easement  from  the  outlet 
of  Dudley  Pond  to  the  Happy  Hollow  School  site  at  Pequot  Road.  In 
general,  the  easement  would  follow  the  bed  of  the  brook  and  would 
be  wide  enough  to  permit  equipment  to  be  used  to  clean  out  and 
deepen  the  brook.  The  route  of  the  easement  has  been  arranged  so  as 
to  involve  a minimum  of  damage.  Since  the  easement  would  be  of 
benefit  in  the  drainage  of  all  the  lots  through  which  the  brook  passes, 
it  is  felt  that  the  amount  of  damage  should  be  very  small. 

The  approval  of  the  article  is  recommended  by  the  Drainage 
Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  concurs  in  their  recommenda- 
tions. 
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Article  59.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations  made  under  the 
foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  will  make  its  recommendations  on  this 
article  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  regularly  reports  to  the  Town  on  its  use 
of  the  “Reserve  Fund”  for  the  previous  year.  The  1956  appropriation  of 
$15,000  was  expended  as  follows:  Selectmen-Civil  Defense  — $1,550.05; 
Town  Offices  — Salaries  — $1,500;  Police  Dept.  — Expense  $1,275.84; 
Fire  Dept.  — Expense  — $2,603.61;  Dutch  Elm  Disease  — Expense  — 
$500;  Highway  Dept.  — Maintenance  — $3,000;  Veterans’  Benefits  — 
Expense  — $590.96;  20  other  accounts  of  less  than  $500  each  — $3,485.18, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $494.36. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  point  out  to  the  Town  that  the 
amount  recommended  in  the  overall  budget  for  1957  comes  to  $1,397,000 
as  against  $1,079,000  in  1956,  a net  increase  of  some  $318,000.  The  two 
principle  items  of  increase  are  the  School  Department  Budget  at  $625,000, 
up  from  $491,000,  and  $98,000  of  additional  interest  and  debt  payment 
directly  attributable  to  the  school  system. 

The  articles  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  in  1957  come 
to  $32,000,  as  against  $39,000  a year  ago.  In  addition,  the  1957  tax  rate 
will  have  to  carry  about  $19,000  for  snow  removal  overdraft  and  better- 
ments voted  last  year,  after  the  tax  rate  was  set.  Part  of  these  increases 
will  be  offset  by  increased  contribution  assistance  from  the  School  Build- 
ing Assistance  Commission,  from  the  increase  in  property  valuation  and 
from  miscellaneous  additional  revenues.  But  even  with  these  credits,  it 
appears  inevitable  that  there  will  again  be  a very  substantial  increase  in 
the  tax  rate. 

The  Finance  Committee,  both  in  the  preparation  of  its  budget  and 
in  its  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  articles  has  taken  the  position 
with  the  various  departments  and  petitioners  that  because  of  the  already 
existing  heavy  burden,  1957  was  not  a year  in  which  it  could  go  along 
with  recommending  new  services.  It  has  drawn  what  it  considers  to  be 
a sharp  line  of  demarkation  against  all  new  services  of  any  sort,  whether 
proposed  by  departments  or  by  individuals. 

The  Finance  Committee,  having  in  mind  the  overall  financial  picture 
of  the  Town  is  asking  the  voters  at  the  Annual  Meeting  to  support  the 
position  it  is  taking  in  recommending  against  expenditures  of  something 
just  under  $100,000.  It  suggests  this  without  in  any  way  seeking  to 
prejudice  the  Town  another  year  against  any  of  the  individual  items. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that: 

All  employees  in  the  Town  Office  Building,  other  than  elected 
officials  and  those  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  come  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Office  Manager,  and  that  he  be  charged  with  the 
operation  of  the  Town  Office  Buildings  and  equipment; 

The  operation  of  the  dumps  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  High 
way  Department; 

The  money  from  Dog  Taxes  be  allocated  in  its  entirety  to  the 
Library- Appropriation  account; 

The  Public  Health  and  the  School  Nurse  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Health  Department; 

The  work  on  Assessors’  Maps  continue  to  be  done  under  the  joint 
supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Assessors; 
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The  supervision  of  the  job  of  street  numbering  and  the  appropriation 
therefor  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Planning  Board; 

The  appropriation  for  “Engineering  — Including  Existing  Town 
Roads”  be  under  the  joint  supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Road  Commissioners. 

The  gift  to  the  Library,  acceptance  of  which  is  provided  for  under 
Article  13  be  made  available  for  expenditures  along  with  other  amounts 
appropriated  by  the  Town  under  the  budget  for  general  expense  of  the 
Library ; 

The  Tax  Collector  continue  to  act  as  Collector  for  the  Water 
Department,  that  he  be  directed  to  charge  fees  for  demands  on  overdue 
water  bills  and  that  the  sum  so  collected  be  credited  by  the  Collector  to 
the  Water  Department,  — that  if  the  Town  concludes  to  make  the 
Tax  Collector  — the  Town  Collector  and  pays  the  salary  provided  for 
therefor  in  the  budget,  that  all  fees  and  penalties  be  turned  over  to  the 
Town  as  Town  income; 

The  appropriation  for  “Hydrant  Rental”  of  $8,000  for  the  Water 
Department,  granted  in  the  budget,  be  transferred  to  “Water  Available 
Surplus;” 

The  appropriation  for  “Water  Main  Extension  — Existing  Town 
Roads”  of  $5,000  be  expended  by  the  Water  Department  for  the  installa- 
tion of  water  mains  of  not  less  than  6 inches  in  diameter  in  such  existing 
town  roads  as,  from  time  to  time,  may  be  recommended  by  the  Water 
Board  and  approved  by  a majority  of  the  Selectmen  and  a majority  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  on  the  condition  that  the  same  formula  for  the 
expenditure  be  used  as  was  previously  used  for  the  funds  voted  April  28, 
1948,  November  30,  1949  and  March  7,  1951,  — 

And  that  any  appropriation  for  “Water  Main  Extensions  — Existing 
Town  Roads  — Refund  Account”  proposed  under  Article  34  be  used  as 
reimbursement  to  abutters  only  when  recommended  by  the  Water  Board 
and  approved  by  a majority  of  the  Selectmen  and  a majority  of  the 
Finance  Committee  on  such  formula  as  is  consistent  with  the  article 
setting  up  the  fund.

It  gives  the  Finance  Committee  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  tell  the 
Town  that  the  members  of  all  its  boards  and  its  employees  generally 
have  without  stint  cheerfully  co-operated  with  the  Finance  Committee 
in  the  preparation  of  the  Warrant  for  the  consideration  of  the  Town 
Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  — 1956 


At  the  Annual  Election  in  March  1956,  Mr.  John  R.  McEnroy,  80 
Cottage  Street,  Cochituate,  Mass.,  was  elected  to  a three  year  term  as 
Selectman.  Shortly  after  election,  the  Board  met  and  organized  as 
follows:  Frank  S.  Tarr,  Chairman;  Thomas  F.  Linnehan,  Clerk;  and 
John  R.  McEnroy  as  third  member.  Norman  E.  Taylor,  Town  Account- 
ant, was  appointed  as  Secretary  to  the  Board,  as  it  was  felt  that  the 
Selectmen  should  have  a representative  in  the  Town  Hall  where  the 
public  could,  daily,  present  their  problems  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Edward  N.  Perry  for  the  service  given 
the  Board  in  previous  years. 

Mr.  Frank  Kilburn,  Sylvan  Way,  was  reappointed  as  Town  Counsel. 

The  year  1956  brought  more  growing  pains  to  the  Town  of  Wayland 
and  1956  saw  the  beginning  of  a permanent  Fire  Department  for  Way- 
land.  At  the  March  meeting,  four  permanent  firefighters  were  voted, 
two  to  be  located  in  the  Wayland  station  and  two  in  the  Cochituate 
station. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  the  following  as  the  four  perma- 
nent firefighters : 

Wayland  Station:- 

Clifford  Wedlock,  Concord  Road 
Charles  Campbell,  Pelham  Island  Road 

Cochituate  Station: 

Richard  Gladu,  South  Street 
Philip  Gladu,  Main  Street 

Our  annual  meeting  in  March  also  resulted  in  the  addition  of  three 
patrolmen,  bringing  the  Police  Department  to  a complement  of  five 
patrolmen  and  a chief.  The  three  new  patrolmen  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  are  as  follows : 

Frederick  Perry,  Pleasant  Street 
Richard  Groton,  17  Winter  Street 
Maunsel  B.  Babin,  6 Happy  Hollow  Road 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  all  five  patrolmen  have  completed 
the  course  of  the  Massachusetts  Police  School. 

Various  other  appointments  were  made  as  required  by  statute  and 
Town  By-Laws.  The  list  of  same  appear  in  the  roster  of  Town  Officers 
and  Committees. 

Mr.  Linnehan  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  as  the  Select- 
men’s representative  on  the  School  Site  Committee  and  the  Committee 
to  study  Town  Government. 

Mr.  McEnroy  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  replace  Mr.  Leavitt 
as  the  Selectmen’s  representative  on  the  Town  Office,  Fire  and  Police 
Building  Committee.  Mr.  McEnroy  also  served  as  the  Selectmen’s  rep- 
resentative on  the  Drainage  Committee. 

In  March,  shortly  after  election,  the  Town  lost  by  death,  the  services 
of  T.  H.  Harrington  as  Tax  Collector.  Mr.  Harrington  had  served  the 
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Town  faithfully  in  this  capacity  for  many  years.  After  much  thought 
and  deliberation  Mr.  Walter  Cheslak,  10  Doran  Road,  Cochituate,  Mass, 
was  appointed  to  serve  as  Tax  Collector  until  the  election  in  March  1957. 

The  Allen  Fund  Trustees  with  the  Board  of  Welfare  met  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  distributed  the  income  from  various  Charity 
Funds  as  held  by  the  Town. 

Condemnation  meetings  were  held  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  regarding  various  pieces  of  property,  and  it  was  decided  to 
acquire  same  in  an  attempt  to  clear  up  certain  sections  of  town. 

One  betterment  was  approved  in  1956  to  be  constructed  in  1957, 
namely  Winthrop  Road,  and  a small  portion  of  Winthrop  Terrace. 

During  1956  through  the  efforts  of  James  DiNormandie,  our  Rep- 
resentative, the  Wayland  Historical  Society  and  others,  a bill  was  passed 
in  the  Legislature  for  the  State  to  construct  a new  bridge  and  road  at 
Stonebridge,  and  restore  for  historical  purposes,  the  old  Stonebridge 
which  was  partially  destroyed  in  the  last  flood. 

The  Board  met  with  members  of  the  Army  Engineers  and  discussed 
a proposed  Government  Housing  Project  on  Oxbow  Road,  adjacent  to 
the  Niki  site.  No  decision  has  been  reached  to  date. 

The  polling  place  for  Precinct  2 was  moved  from  Legion  Hall  to 
the  Cochituate  Grammar  School.  This  change  was  necessary  because  of 
the  increased  number  of  voters  requiring  more  space. 

The  Jury  List,  as  appointed,  appears  under  a separate  heading  in 
the  Town  Report.  The  following  jurors  were  drawn: 

Granville  H.  Fuller  Katherine  C.  Sears 

Marian  M.  Townsend  Anthony  O.  Schmeltz 

All  bills  were  approved  and  projects  discussed  at  regular  meetings. 

Many  special  meetings  were  held  at  the  request  of  various  citizens 
of  the  Town.  At  these  meetings  it  is  our  hope  that  the  Board  equitably 
settled  each  problem. 

Due  to  the  excessive  snow  fall  in  December,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
declared  an  emergency  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.00  to  take  care  of  the 
cost  of  Snow  Removal  beyond  our  voted  budget. 

All  money  collected  for  licenses  has  been  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  various  Boards  and 
Committees,  and  all  Towrn  Employees,  for  their  cooperation  during  the 
year  1956. 

In  closing,  the  Board  wishes  to  say  that  the  advice  and  guidance 
of  John  W.  Leavitt,  who  retired  from  the  Board  last  March,  after 
serving  the  Town  of  Wayland  for  many  years  as  one  of  its  Selectmen, 
has  been  missed.

And  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $16,500;  that  to  meet 
this  appropriation,  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $16,500  and  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  payable  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  Ter.

Howard  S.  Russell,  Moderator: — 

Pursuant  to  the  Warrant  dated  February  6,  1956  and  signed  by 
John  W.  Leavitt,  Thomas  F.  Linnehan  and  Frank  S.  Tarr,  Selectmen, 
service  and  return  of  said  Warrant  having  been  duly  made  by  Ernest 
H.  Damon,  Constable,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  Meeting,  assembled  this  day;  and  at  7:45  P.  M.  the 
Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order,  declared  a quorum  to  be  present 
and  the  meeting  proceeded  to  transact  the  following  business: 


Article  1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon. 

The  Moderator  introduced  two  distinguished  guests,  who  were 
present  and  seated  on  the  platform: 

Mr.  Edward  M.  Dickson,  Selectman  of  our  neighboring  town  of 
Weston. 

Mr.  John  Connolly,  an  honored  and  elderly  resident  of  Wayland. 

On  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Mr.  Robert  M.  Morgan, 
Chairman,  read  the  following  statement: 


The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
Town  that 


JOHN  CONNOLLY 

one  of  our  senior  residents  is  tonight  present  with  us  attending  his  65th 
annual  town  meeting. 

It  seems  entirely  fitting  that  we  accord  him  respectful  recognition 
as  a dutiful  citizen  who  has  served  the  Town  in  many  capacities,  on 
various  committees,  and  as  Moderator. 

Perhaps  his  greatest  contribution  over  the  years  has  been  his 
leadership  in  debate  on  the  floor  of  the  town  meeting  where  he  has  so 
frequently  contributed  to  wise  decisions  on  the  part  of  the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  tribute  be  made  a 
part  of  the  record  of  this  meeting  and  that  the  Town  Clerk  send  an 
appropriate  copy  to  Mr.  Connolly. 


The  Meeting  endorsed  this  tribute  by  rising. 


Mr.  Connolly  briefly  thanked  the  Meeting. 


Mr.  Morgan,  again  for  the  Finance  Committee,  read  the  following 
remarks  and  Resolution: 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  following  resolution 
be  acted  upon  and  made  a part  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Meeting,  with  a 
copy  sent  to  the  individual  named: 

Resolved,  That 
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When  a public  spirited  individual  gives  his  time  and  efforts 
unselfishly  in  the  Town’s  service  for  a quarter  of  a century,  it  seems 
most  appropriate  that  his  fellow  townsmen  pause  a moment  in  recogni- 
tion as  he  leaves  office. 

At  this  point,  therefore,  we  propose  a resolution  of  appreciation  to 
JOHN  W.  LEAVITT 

for  his  unselfish  and  devoted  service  to  the  Town  of  Wayland  over  the 
past  twenty-five  years,  mostly  in  the  capacity  of  Selectman  where  his 
experience  and  impartiality  have  been  of  immeasurable  value  to  the 
community. 

This  resolution  w^as  accepted  by  the  rising  response  of  the  Meeting. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  to  Investigate  the  Level  of  Dudley 
Pond  was  read  by  Miss  Jean  F.  Caul,  and  a copy  placed  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk.  The  Committee  recommended  that:  1.  the  town  accept  the 
offer  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  build  and  install  a 
grill  to  keep  the  culvert  clean  and  2.  the  Selectmen  be  authorized 
through  the  Town  Counsel  to  obtain  the  necessary  easements,  30  feet  in 
width,  along  the  brook  from  the  north  side  of  the  Hultman  Aqueduct 
to  the  existing  culvert  located  north  of  the  Weston  Aqueduct  on  Con- 
necticut Path  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  town  to  keep  the  brook 
clear.  3.  the  Committee  continue  its  study  and  survey  and  that  it  pre- 
pare an  article  for  the  next  or  subsequent  Town  Meeting  relating  to 
maintenance  of  the  outlet  of  Dudley  Pond  through  these  easements. 
4.  the  Committee  work  jointly  with  the  School  Building  Committee 
relative  to  final  disposal  of  said  waters  through  the  newly  acquired 
school  site  formerly  known  as  Schofields’. 

Upon  motion  of  Miss  Caul,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  Report  of  said  Committee  with  its  recommenda- 

tions be  accepted  and  the  Committee  continued  in  operation,  authorized 
and  directed  to  carry  out  recommendations  included  in  the  Report. 

Mr.  L.  William  Bertelsen,  III  read  the  interim  Report  of  the 
Special  Committee,  formed  under  Article  19  of  the  Warrant  for  the  1953 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Recreational  Site  Committee.  This  report 
explained  that  the  inter-relation  of  this  Committee’s  studies  with  those 
of  the  School  Site  Committee  had  delayed  a final  determination  of 
recommendations  by  this  Committee;  and  the  present  recommendation 
was  that  the  Committee  should  be  continued  and  prepare  final  recom- 
mendations in  accord  with  the  original  purpose  at  a later  date. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Bertelsen,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  To  accept  this  report  with  its  recommendations. 

Mr.  John  C.  Quinn  read  the  Progress  Report  of  the  Water  Fluorida- 
tion Survey  Committee.  The  Committee  is  actively  working,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Dental  Health  Division  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  on  a final  report  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
residents  of  the  Town  by  November  1 of  this  year. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Quinn,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  To  accept  this  report. 

Mr.  Joseph  F.  Joyce  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  appointed 
under  Article  28  of  the  1955  Annual  Town  Meeting,  being  the  Recrea- 


tional  Facilities  Study  Committee.  This  Committee,  like  the  Recreational 
Site  Committee,  deferred  any  final  recommendations  until  further  settle- 
ment of  the  School  Site  and  School  Building-  situation.  The  Committee 
requested  a continuance  of  the  existence  of  same,  since  there  still  was  a 
great  deal  of  wTork  and  study  to  be  done. 

Mr.  John  B.  Gregory  read  a very  comprehensive  report  of  the 
Kindergarten  Study  Committee,  recommending  that  kindergartens  be 
established  in  all  Wayland  Elementary  Schools  immediately,  or  no  later 
than  September  1,  1957;  and  that  provision  be  made  for  Kindergartens 
in  any  new  elementary  schools  to  be  constructed. 

Upon  Mrs.  Rosalind  G.  Kingsbury’s  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Voted:  That  the  Report  of  the  Wayland  Kindergarten  Study

of  Seven  (7)  members,  as  he  has  done  in  previous  years.

(d)  Insert  after  new  Article  V — A the  following  new  article: 
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“Article  V — B” 

“HOLIDAYS  WITH  PAY” 

“SECTION  1.  All  permanent  Town  employees  shall  be  allowed  the 
following  State  holidays  without  loss  of  pay:  New  Year’s  Day,  Wash- 
ington’s Birthday,  Patriots  Day  (April  19),  Memorial  Day,  Independence 
Day,  Labor  Day,  Columbus  Day,  Veterans  Day,  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas,  provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  excuse  a 
Water  Department  employee  from  serving  his  turn  on  call  or  tending 
pumps  as  assigned  by  his  supervisor.  When  one  of  the  foregoing  holi- 
days falls  on  a Sunday,  the  holiday  will  be  observed  on  the  following 
Monday.  When  a holiday  falls  on  a Saturday,  an  employee  shall  be  paid 
for  the  number  of  hours  of  work  regularly  scheduled  on  Saturdays,  but 
no  employee  shall  receive  holiday  pay  for  a Saturday  who  is  not  regularly 
scheduled  to  do  Saturday  work. 

Full-time  Police  Department  personnel  assigned  to 
duty  on  a holiday  shall  receive  a compensatory  day  off.” 

(e)  Insert  after  new  article  V — B the  following  new  article: 

“Article  V — C” 

“SICK  LEAVE” 

“SECTION  1.  Each  permanent  employee  shall  accumulate  sick 
leave  at  the  rate  of  one  day  a month.  The  maximum  accumulation  shall 
be  90  days.  Present  employees  shall  be  credited  with  sick  leave  propor- 
tionate to  their  past  service  accumulated  at  the  same  rate  but  not  in 
excess  of  45  days.  Sick  leave  is  for  the  protection  of  employees  against 
loss  of  pay  because  of  illness  and  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  in 
figuring  termination  pay. 

“SECTION  2.  Not  more  often  than  twice  in  any  calendar  year  an 
employee  may  be  compensated  at  his  regular  rate  during  an  absence 
of  not  more  than  three  consecutive  working  days  if,  but  only  if,  the 
employing  agency  is  satisfied  that  the  absence  wras  caused  by  the 
employee’s  illness.  Sick  leave  with  pay  will  be  allowed  more  often  than 
twice  each  year  and  for  more  than  three  consecutive  working  days 
only  upon  submission  of  a doctor’s  certificate  satisfactory  to  the  employ- 
ing agency,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Accountant. 

“SECTION  3.  After  three  consecutive  weeks’  absence  sick  leave 
shall  be  paid  at  80  per  cent  of  the  employee’s  regular  pay.” 

(f)  Amend  Article  VI,  Section  1,  by  inserting  after  the  words 
“between  10  P.  M.  and  6 A.  M.”  the  wrords  “or  between  6 P.  M.  Saturday 
and  6 A.  M.  Monday,”  so  as  to  read  — 

“SECTION  1.  An  hourly  rated  employee  (other  than  a police  or 
fire  department  call  man)  required  to  work  between  10  P.  M.  and  6 P.  M. 
or  between  6 P.  M.  Saturday  and  6 A.  M.  Monday  because  of  an  emer- 
gency outside  his  regular  working  hours  shall  be  paid  a premium  of 
twrenty-five  cents  an  hour  in  addition  to  his  regular  rate  of  pay.” 

(g)  Amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  as  amended  March  9,  1955  by 
increasing  the  salary  rate  for  each  salaried  classification  in  the  further 
sum  of  $100.  and  each  hourly  wrage  rate  in  the  further  sum  of  5 cents 
an  hour. 
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Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Archibald  Cox,  duly  seconded,  it  was:

“(g)  Amend  Article  II,  Section  1,  as  amended  March  9,  1955,  by 
increasing  the  salary  rate  for  each  salaried  classification  in  the  further 
sum  of  SI 00  and  each  hourly  wage  rate  in  the  further  sum  of  5 cents 
an  hour.”

(g)  shall  take  effect  retroactive  to  January  1,  1956,  and  that  the  other 
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amendments  shall  take  effect  at  the  start  of  the  next  payroll  period 
after  the  date  of  this  Town  meeting-.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  and  the  Zoning  Map  by  repealing  Section  VI  Business  Dis- 
tricts, as  amended,  by  creating  two  new  districts,  Business  District  A 
and  Business  District  B;  by  regulating  the  ues  permitted  therein  and  by 
changing  all  land  in  the  Business  District  to  Business  District  A,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Report  of  the  Planning  Board,  with  recommendations,  in  con- 
nection with  this  Article,  was  read  by  Mr.  Frederick  G.  Perry. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  L.  William  Bertelsen,  III,  duly  seconded,  it  was: 

Moved:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and 

Zoning  Map  by  repealing  Section  VI  Business  Districts,  as  amended, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  Section  VI,  and  by  changing 
all  land  in  the  Business  District  to  Business  District  A: 

Business  Districts 


Section  VI 

1.  Establishment  of  two  Districts.  Business  District  A and  Business 
District  B are  hereby  established.  In  these  two  districts  no  building 
or  structure  and  no  alteration,  enlargement  or  extension  of  an 
existing  building  or  structure  shall  be  constructed,  and  no  land, 
building,  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose 
or  in  any  manner  other  than  as  provided  herein.  The  provisions  of 
Section  X-A  shall  apply  to  these  districts  (site  plan  approval). 
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Permitted  Uses. 

a)  In  Business  District  A,  only  the  following  uses  shall  be  per- 
mitted provided  such  uses  are  not  conducted  in  a manner 
creating  offensive  or  unreasonable  noise,  vibration,  smoke,  gas, 
fumes,  odor,  dust  or  other  objectionable  features;  or  to  be 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  or  safety. 

1)  Store,  showroom  or  salesroom  for  the  conduct  of  the  fol- 
lowing retail  business  uses: 

(a)  The  sales  of  food  items  including  confectionery,  dairy 
products,  fruits,  vegetables,  groceries  and  meats.  The 
sale  of  baked  goods  and  the  manufacture  of  same  for 
sale  on  premises. 

(b)  The  sale  of  dry  goods,  variety  merchandise  and 
handicraft  work. 

(c)  The  sale  of  clothing  and  clothing  accessories. 

(d)  The  sale  of  hardware,  household  items  including 
appliances,  furniture,  furnishings  and  supplies. 

(e)  The  sale  of  printed  matter,  drugs,  stationery  and 
photographic  supplies. 

2)  Business  and  professional  offices:  real  estate,  insurance 
and  general  business  offices;  the  offices  of  architectural, 
dental,  engineering,  legal,  medical  and  other  recognized 
professions;  banks;  telephone  offices;  medical  and  dental 
clinics. 

3)  Restaurants  and  other  places  for  the  serving  of  food  or 
beverages  inside  the  building  at  tables  or  counters. 

4)  Service  Establishments:  Barber  and  beauty  shops;  laundry 
agencies;  self-service  laundries;  shoe  and  hat  repair; 
bicycle  and  household  appliance  repair;  dressmaking;  dry 
cleaning,  pressing  or  tailoring  shops  in  which  no  work  is 
done  on  the  premises  for  retail  outlets  elsewhere. 

5)  Shop  of  an  electrician,  painter,  paper  hanger,  plumber  or 
upholsterer. 

6)  Automotive  Sales  and  Service:  Automobile  sales;  out- 

door automobile  sales  display;  service  stations;  repair  and 
storage  garages,  provided  that  washing,  lubricating  and 
major  repairing  of  motor  vehicles  are  performed  inside 
of  enclosed  buildings  and  that  all  dispensing  of  fuels, 
lubricants  and  fluids  is  done  entirely  on  the  property  of 
the  station  or  garage;  parking  lot  for  passenger  automo- 
biles. Auto  dismantling  and  junk  operations  are  expressly 
prohibited. 

7)  The  following  additional  usess: 

(a)  Nurseries,  truck  gardens,  farms,  greenhouses. 

(b)  Railroad  passenger  stations  and  rights  of  way,  pas- 
senger bus  terminals. 

(c)  Municipal  buildings. 

8)  The  following  uses  may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  in  accordance  with  Section  V (r)  when  of  a size 
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and  nature  similar  to  other  uses  permitted  in  Business 
District  A:  Shop  of  carpenter,  cabinet  maker,  printer  or 
sign  painter. 

9)  The  Board  of  Appeals  in  accordance  with  Section  V (r), 
may  permit  additional  retail  business  and  service  uses 
are  clearly  similar  to  those  permitted  herein. 

(b)  In  Business  District  B,  only  uses  (1),  (2),  (3),  (4) 
and  (7)  as  permitted  in  Business  District  A above 
shall  be  permitted. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  in  accordance  with  Section  V 
(r),  may  permit  additional  retail  business  and  service 
uses  when  such  uses  are  clearly  similar  to  those 
permitted  herein. 

(c)  In  both  Business  Districts  A and  B,  no  outdoor  display 
of  merchandise  for  sale,  other  than  motor  vehicles 
and  farm  and  nursery  produce  shall  be  permitted. 

3.  Special  Provisions  in  Business  Districts: 
a)  Height,  Area  and  Yard  Requirements: 

1)  In  both  Business  Districts  A and  B the  maximum  height 
of  buildings  shall  be  thirty-five  feet.  This  supersedes  the 
requirements  of  Section  VIII,  Paragraph  (b)  as  applied 
to  Business  Districts  with  the  exception  that  Section  VIII, 
Paragraph  (a)  (2)  shall  apply. 

2)  In  both  Business  Districts  A and  B all  signs  as  permitted 
herein  shall  be  located  not  closer  than  15  feet  to  the 
exterior  line  of  any  public  or  private  way. 

3)  In  Business  District  A the  area  and  yard  requirements 
of  Section  IX  shall  apply.  This  does  not  constitute  relief 
from  conformity  to  off-street  parking  and  loading  require- 
ments herewith  (Section  VI,  Paragraph  3 b). 

4)  In  Business  District  B the  following  provisions  apply: 

(a)  The  maximum  coverage  of  the  lot  by  buildings  or 
structures  shall  be  25%.  This  supersedes  requirements 
of  Section  IX.  This  does  not  constitute  relief  from 
conformity  to  off-street  parking  and  loading  require- 
ments herewith  (Section  VI,  Paragraph  3 b). 

(b)  No  building  or  structure  shall  extend  closer  than  60 
feet  to  any  exterior  street  line  or  Residence  District 
boundary.  Exception  to  the  set-back  requirements 
from  street  lines  may  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  in  accordance  with  Section  V (r),  upon 
presentation  of  site  plan  for  approval  (See  Section 
X-A)  provided  that  the  exception  does  not  reduce 
the  distance  to  less  than  15  feet,  that  the  plan  is 
made  in  sucuh  manner  as  to  minimize  the  generation 
of  traffic  hazards. 

(c)  No  building  may  be  closer  than  15  feet  to  adjacent 
property  line  within  a Business  District  B.  The  Board 
of  Appeals,  as  outlined  above,  may  grant  exception 
to  this  provided  such  is  necessary  to  permit  dev  el  op-

ment  of  an  integrated  group  of  buildings  on  separate 
parcels  of  land. 

b)  Off-Street  Parking  and  Loading  Requirements: 

1)  In  both  Business  Districts  A and  B off-street  parking 
space  shall  be  provided  in  connection  with  the  original 
erection  or  increase  by  units  or  dimensions  of  any  building 
or  structure  in  the  following  amounts: 

(a)  For  general  retail  business,  commercial  and  personal 
service  establishments,  parking  facilities  on  the  basis 
of  1 parking  space  per  70  square  feet  of  floor  area, 
exclusive  of  basement  storage  space  or  other  space 
not  used  for  business  purposes.  In  addition  to  this 
amount,  1 space  for  each  two  employees  shall  be 
provided. 

(b)  For  office,  professional  or  public  buildings  having  a 
floor  area  of  over  2,000  square  feet  exclusive  of  base- 
ment, one  off-street  parking  space  for  each  200 
square  feet  of  ground  floor  area  not  used  for  bulk 
storage  and  one  parking  space  for  each  400  square 
feet  of  floor  area  other  than  the  ground  floor. 

(c)  For  restaurants,  tea  rooms,  lunch  counters,  or  other 
facilities  for  eating  or  drinking,  one  parking  space 
for  each  three  employees,  plus  one  additional  space 
for  each  4 patrons  accommodated  at  tables  or 
counters. 

(d)  For  roadside  stands,  filling  stations,  automobile  repair 
shops  or  other  roadside  service  establishments,  one 
parking  space  for  each  two  employees  plus  such  addi- 
tional spaces  for  customer-motorists  as  the  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  deem  necessary,  in  order  to  provide  a 
maximum  of  safety  and  a minimum  of  congestion  on 
the  adjacent  roadways. 

(e)  For  any  and  all  uses  or  structures  not  specifically 
provided  for  in  the  foregoing  enumeration,  such  park- 
ing space  as  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  determine 
to  be  necessary,  considering  the  activities  involved,  in 
order  to  provide  a maximum  of  safety  and  a minimum 
of  congestion  on  the  adjacent  roadways. 

2)  Whenever,  after  the  date  of  this  By-Law,  there  is  a change 
in  the  lawful  use  of  the  premises  or  in  the  number  of 
employees  or  business  visitors  or  any  other  unit  of 
measurement  specified  in  any  of  the  foregoing  paragraphs 
of  this  section,  and  whenever  such  change  creates  a need 
for  an  increase  of  more  than  20%  of  the  number  of  off- 
street  automobile  parking  spaces,  as  determined  by  the 
requirements  of  this  section,  more  off-street  parking  facili- 
ties shall  have  been  provided  on  the  basis  of  the 
adjusted  needs,  as  determined  by  this  section. 

3)  Mixed  Uses:  In  the  case  of  mixed  uses,  the  parking 

facilities  required  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  requirements 
for  the  various  individual  uses,  computed  separately  in 
accordance  with  this  subsection:  parking  facilities  for  one 
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use  shall  not  be  considered  as  providing  the  required 
parking  facilities  for  any  other  use  unless  it  can  be 
clearly  demonstrated  that  the  need  for  parking  occurs  at 
different  times. 

4)  Location  of  Facilities:  Off-street  automobile  parking 
facilities,  to  the  extent  required  in  this  section  may  be 
provided  either  on  the  same  lot  or  premises  with  the 
parking-generating  activity  or  on  any  lot  or  premises  a 
substantial  portion  of  which,  at  least,  is  within  300  feet 
of  such  activity. 

5)  Parking  areas  shall  be  used  for  automobile  parking  only, 
with  no  sales,  dead  storage,  repair  work  dismantling  or 
servicing  of  any  kind.  The  required  parking  areas  shall 
permanently  available  for  use  by  patrons  and  employees 
of  establishments  providing  such  space. 

6)  Design  standards: 

(a)  All  off-street  parking  facilities  shall  be  designed  with 
appropriate  means  of  vehicular  access  to  a street  or 
alley  as  well  as  maneuvering  areas.  Access  to  and 
from  lots  shall  be  through  designated  driveways  with 
openings  or  curb  outs  not  in  excess  of  40  feet  in 
width  at  exterior  line  of  public  or  private  way. 

(b)  Said  parking  areas  shall  be  provided  and  maintained 
with  a permanent,  dust-free  surface,  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  adequate  drainage  and  shall  have  bumper 
guards  where  needed  for  safety. 

(c)  If  lighting  is  provided,  the  source  of  light  shall  be 
so  arranged  and  shielded  as  to  prevent  direct  glare 
from  the  light  source  into  any  public  street  or  onto 
adjacent  property. 

(d)  Parking  lots  immediately  adjacent  to  a Residence 
District  shall  be  adequately  screened  from  view  from 
said  Residence  District  by  trees,  hedges  or  a tight 
fence. 

7)  Parking  Lots  in  Residence  Districts:  When  in  its  opinion 

the  best  interests  of  the  community  will  be  served  thereby, 
the  board  of  Appeals  may  permit  temporarily  or  perma- 
nently the  use  of  land  in  a Residence  District  for  a park- 
ing lot  provided  that: 

(a)  The  lot  is  to  be  used  only  for  the  parking  of  pas- 
senger automobiles  of  employees,  customers  or 
guests  of  the  person  or  firm  controlling  and  operating 
the  lot,  which  person  or  firm  shall  be  responsible  for 
its  maintenance. 

(b)  No  charge  is  to  be  made  for  parking  on  the  lot. 

(c)  The  lot  is  not  to  be  used  for  sales,  dead  storage, 
repair  work,  dismantling  or  servicing  of  any  kind. 

(d)  Provisions  of  Paragraph  6,  Design  Standards,  above, 
shall  apply. 

(e)  Entrance  to  and  exit  from  the  lot  are  to  be  located 
as  to  be  least  objectionable  to  the  residence  districts, 
as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
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(f)  No  sign  in  excess  of  15  square  feet  is  to  be  located 
on  the  lot.  Signs  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  identifi- 
cation and  traffic  control  only. 

(g)  All  parking  is  to  be  kept  back  of  the  front  yard  line 
by  barrier,  unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

(h)  The  parking  lot  and  that  portion  of  the  driveway 
back  of  the  front  yard  line  is  to  be  adequately 
screened  from  view  from  the  street  and  from  adjoin- 
ing property  in  a residence  district  by  trees,  hedges 
or  a tight  fence. 

(i)  Such  other  conditions  are  met  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  protect  the 
character  of  the  residential  district. 

(j)  The  parking  lot  is  immediately  adjacent  to  a Busi- 
ness District  A or  B and  is  located  entirely  within  300 
feet  of  said  Business  District  boundary. 

8)  Off-Street  Loading:  On  the  same  premises  with  every 

building  where  goods  are  received  or  shipped,  newly 
erected  or  increased  by  units  or  dimensions  after  the  date 
of  adoption  of  this  By-Law,  adequate  loading  areas  shall 
be  provided.  Every  part  of  such  loading  area  shall  be 
located  completely  off  the  street. 

(c)  Signs  and  Exterior  Lighting 

Only  those  exterior  signs  as  pertain  to  permitted 
buildings,  structures  or  uses  on  the  same  premises  are 
permitted.

To  the  Citizens : 

It  has  become  apparent  to  the  Chair  that  there  is  misunder- 
standing as  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Town  under  Article  4, 
relating  to  the  item  #12,  page  6 under  the  appropriation  for  the 
Fire  Department. 

As  the  Chair  understood  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr. 
Hartin,  it  concerned  only  an  increase  in  the  number  of  men,  as 
printed  in  this  item,  from  (2)  to  4).  The  Town  Clerk  heard  the 
motion  in  the  same  way,  and  so  recorded  it.  The  Chair  under- 
stands that  a local  newspaper  thus  reported  the  action  of  the 
meeting  also. 

Upon  reading  this  newspaper  report  the  maker  of  the  motion 
called  the  Clerk,  and  later  the  Moderator,  to  state  that  he  had 
in  fact  also  included  in  the  motion  an  increase  in  amount  from 
$6,000  to  $12,000,  reading  from  a typed  copy  of  the  motion  in 
his  hand.  This  statement  is  confirmed  by  other  citizens  who  sat 
in  his  vicinity,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  tells 
me  that  he  so  understood  the  motion  and  vote. 

This  difference  of  understanding  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
difficulty  of  hearing  accurately  and  fully  in  this  hall. 

Since  the  Clerk’s  record  of  the  vote,  as  confirmed  by  the 
distinct  recollection  of  the  Chair,  is  the  factor  which  governs  the 
future  raising  and  expenditure  of  the  appropriation;  and  because 
it  is  apparent  that  the  motion,  as  put  by  the  Chair  and  recorded 
as  a vote  by  the  Clerk,  differs  substantially  from  the  text  of  the 
motion  which  Mr.  Hartin  states  that  he  made;  the  Chair  requests 
that  the  meeting  grant  unanimous  consent  to  return  to  Article  4, 
in  order  that  the  matter  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Fire 
Department  may  be  reconsidered. 

The  Chair  hopes  that,  in  the  interest  of  fairness,  his  request 
for  unanimous  consent  may  be  granted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  major  improvement  in  the  town  water  system  last  year  was 
the  installation  of  a new  well  and  pump  at  the  Baldwin  Pond  site.  This 
unit  was  put  into  operation  in  time  to  help  out  over  the  short  dry 
period  in  mid-summer.  Since  there  were  no  prolonged  dry  periods,  it 
was  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  water  last  year.  Such  restric- 
tions, however,  may  be  necessary  for  very  short  periods  in  the  future 
until  additional  storage  capacity  is  provided.  We  are  asking  for  an 
appropriation  this  year  to  survey  our  storage  requirements  and  hope  to 
have  the  added  capacity  in  1958. 

During  1956  the  Department  made  152  new  house  connections,  and 
about  three  and  one-half  miles  of  new  main  were  added  to  the  system, 
mostly  in  new  developments.  Twenty-five  new  hydrants  were  installed. 
There  is  no  indication  of  any  slackening  in  the  rate  of  growth  of  the 
water  supply  system. 

The  meter  installation  program  is  back  on  schedule.  About  70%  of 
the  meters  had  been  installed  by  the  end  of  1956.  It  is  planned  to  com- 
plete this  project  in  1957  with  the  exception  of  a few  services  that 
present  special  problems.  These  are  usually  older  services  that  do  not 
lend  themselves  readily  to  the  installation  of  a meter.  These  will  be 
cleared  up  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Commissioners  wish  to  emphasize  that  any  adjustment,  service, 
or  repair  to  the  meter,  once  it  has  been  installed,  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Water  Department.  No  charge  will  be  made  unless  damage  has  been 
caused  by  the  customer’s  negligence.  A call  to  the  Pumping  Station  at 
ELmwood  8-2911  will  bring  prompt  attention.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1956. 

The  accomplishments  of  this  year  are  the  result  of  the  cooperation 
and  efforts  of  many  people  — the  Parmenter  Health  Center  Trustees 
and  Director,  the  nurses  of  the  Wayland  Nursing  Service,  the  School 
Committee,  Superintendent  and  Staff,  the  School  Physician,  and  the 
Sanitary  Engineer  — Sanitarian  assisting  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  joint  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Parmenter  Health  Center  Trustees  has  met  regularly  and  has  been 
productive.  This  committee,  formed  in  1955,  provides  coordination 
and  planning  in  the  development  of  an  overall  community  health 
program. 

Board  of  Health 

In  order  to  permit  the  Board,  which  consists  of  three  members, 
to  operate  more  effectively  and  to  devote  more  time  to  matters  of 
organization  and  programming,  the  services  of  a paid  part-time 
Inspector  (Agent)  and  a paid  part-time  Clerk  were  secured.  The 
needs  and  reasons  for  this  step  were  set  forth  in  an  issue  of  the 
“Wayland  Health  News”  which  was  mailed  to  all  residents  in  Town. 
Briefly,  it  provided  the  necessary  assistance  called  for  in  this  transition 
period  of  a growing  community. 

Polio  Vaccine  Programs 

Approximately  1800  persons  were  immunized  in  the  school  and 
public  clinics.  During  1956  the  program  was  extended  by  the  State 
to  include  all  pregnant  mothers  and  adults  to  age  30.  Second  and 
third  injections  were  given  to  all  pupils  who  received  their  first 
shots  through  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis.  First 
and  second  injections  were  given  to  all  students  through  19  years  of 
age.  First  injections  have  been  given  by  the  family  physician  to  the 
19-30  year  old  group. 

School  Health  Program 

In  consultation  with  the  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent 
and  the  School  Physician,  a clear  definition  of  the  functions  and 
responsibilities  of  the  School  Physician  was  developed.  This  should 
improve  the  administration  and  further  development  of  the  school 
health  program. 

Complete  physical  examinations  were  given  to  a total  of  495 
children.  This  includes  regular  examinations  for  grades,  3,  5,  7,  9 
and  11,  as  well  as  athletic  and  pre-school  examinations. 

In  the  immunization  program  a total  of  255  children  were 
immunized  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

The  visual  and  hearing  testing  program  has  continued.  (The 
salary  of  the  technician  is  paid  for  by  Parmenter  Health  Center) 

In  the  School  Dental  Clinic  a total  of  1184  treatments  were 
given  to  250  children  who  were  without  the  services  of  a family 
dentist.

Well  Child  Clinic 


This  clinic  is  for  well  children,  one  month  through  6 years  of  age. 
Half  of  the  running  expense  (estimated  at  $175  for  1957)  is  paid 
by  the  Board  of  Health  as  a purchased  service  made  available  by 
Parmenter  Health  Center. 

The  objective  is  to  provide  guidance  for  parents  in  the  physical 
and  emotional  development  of  the  child  in  this  important  period. 
Besides  the  primary  purpose  which  is  educational,  it  serves  to  detect 
abnormalities  at  an  early  stage. 


REPORT  FROM  NURSING  SERVICE 

The  Wayland  Public  Health  Nursing  Service,  which  is  a combined 
service  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Parmenter  Health  Center, 
has  now  been  in  operation  for  a year  and  a half.  Much  time  has 
been  necessarily  involved  in  planning  and  developing  policies  and 
procedures.  With  the  Boards’  approval  we  have  devoted  much  of 
our  time  to  developing  and  expanding  the  school  nursing  program  and 
the  home  visiting  program. 

We  participated  in  the  polio  vaccine  program  in  the  school  and 
community,  the  D.T.  Immunization  program  in  the  schools,  and  the 
Well  Child  Conferences  at  the  Parmenter  Health  Center.  The  school 
First  Aid  program  was  presented  and  interpreted  to  the  teachers 
in  all  the  schools. 

Periodic  meetings  were  held  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  Nursing  Consultants.  The  tuberculosis  program  has 
been  developed  more  extensively;  however  there  is  still  much  to  do. 

It  is  our  plan  to  further  develop  our  services  and  to  present 
new  services  in  consideration  of  the  health  needs  of  the  community.

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Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  calendar  year  1956,  two  hundred  and  twenty-two 
(222)  permits  were  issued  by  your  Board  for  the  construction  or 
alteration  of  sewage  disposal  systems,  after  the  necessary  preliminary 
inspections  and  recommendations  were  made  to  your  Board.  An 
important  part  of  the  inspection  phase  of  this  work  was  concerned 
with  the  “in  progress”  inspections  leading  to  the  final  approval  of 
the  completed  systems. 

Restaurant  Sanitation 

During  the  year  1956,  inspections  of  eating  and  drinking  estab- 
lishments were  continued.  Toward  the  end  of  the  year,  a program  of 
checking  the  efficiency  of  washing  methods  was  begun  by  the  use  of 
standard  procedures  using  sterile  swabs  which  were  examined 
bacteriologically  in  the  laboratory.  It  is  planned  to  continue  the 
use  of  the  “swab-rinse”  units  during  the  coming  year. 

Milk  Inspections 

A total  of  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  (454)  samples  of  milk  and 
cream  were  collected  during  the  year  from  the  dairies  and  other 
outlets  selling  milk  and  cream  in  Wayland,  and  examined  in  the 
laboratory.  Tests  for  total  bacterial  count,  coliform  bacteria,  aand 
phosphatase  were  made  and  reported  to  the  dairies  concerned.  Regular 
sampling  of  milk  delivered  to  the  public  schools  was  started  during 
1956. 

General  Sanitation 

From  time  to  time  during  the  year,  special  investigations  were 
made  and  findings  or  recommendations  were  made  to  your  Board. 
In  particular,  investigations  were  made  at  the  proposed  school  sites 
on  two  occasions  during  the  calendar  year  . . . and  other  investiga- 
tions were  made  involving  the  problems  of  effective  sewage  disposal 
and  stream  contamination.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT, 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  IN  WAYLAND  IN  1956 

This  report  is  based  on  data  up  to  December  8,  1956.  The  fiscal 
year  ends  December  29th.  The  actual  budgeting  however  extends 
into  April  of  1957. 

Mosquito  control  work  followed  essentially  the  same  procedures 
as  in  the  previous  years.  About  250  acres  were  dusted  by  hand  during 
midwinter  and  aircraft  sprayed  325  acres  in  April.  All  this  was  for 
prevention  of  the  spring  brood  of  mosquitoes.  These  species  normally 
are  the  main  problem  until  after  mid-summer.  Some  re-spraying 
(150  acres)  had  to  be  done  in  June  for  these  species.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  spray  the  main  part  of  the  Sudbury  River  Meadows. 
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In  July  aircraft  sprayed  300  acres  for  control  of  the  mosquito 
Mansonia  perturbans.  Again  in  August  100  acres  were  sprayed  from 
the  air  at  locations  that  had  mosquitoes,  during  the  encephalitis  alarm. 

During  mid-summer  a considerable  amount  of  checking  and 
spraying  had  to  be  done  for  House  Mosquito  sources. 

Drainage  work  was  done  east  of  the  Damon  Farm  development, 
at  two  places  in  the  Ridgewood  development  and  at  two  places  west  of 
School  Street. 

Between  now  and  the  middle  of  April  dusting  and  spraying  will 
be  done  for  next  season’s  crop  of  mosquitoes.  This  work  will  be 
reported  next  year,  but  it  must  be  financed  from  the  1956  funds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Cemetery  Commissioners  offer  the  following  report  for  the 
year  of  1956. 

Along  with  the  work  of  caring  for  the  three  cemeteries,  we  have 
continued  the  development  of  the  areas  now  in  preparation,  as  well 
as  the  improvement  of  the  areas  already  in  use. 

The  main  water  pipe  at  Lakeview  proved  to  be  leaky,  and  was 
known  to  be  unequal  to  the  demands  of  the  larger  area  in  prospect.  It 
was,  in  consequence,  replaced  with  a pipe  IV2  inches  in  diameter  the 
wrhole  length  of  the  entrance  road.  This  road  was  later  dug  out 
where  needed,  filled  in,  graded,  and  rolled,  then  hot  topped.  The 
work  of  paving  the  principal  roads  here  and  in  the  North  Cemetery 
will  be  continued  in  1957. 

At  the  North  Cemetery,  the  road  system  of  the  new  addition 
has  been  completed  with  a newly  developed  way,  connecting  the 
area  with  the  road  in  the  “Extension”  at  the  outer  end.. 

At  Lakeview,  a second  section,  “M”,  of  the  area  now  in  develop- 
ment lying  along  the  easterly  side,  has  been  divided  into  lots,  as  well 
as  the  remainder  of  Section  K.  This  makes  available  about  125  new 
lots,  and  leaves  only  the  center  section  to  be  divided. 

Sixty  burials  were  made  in  the  three  cemeteries  in  1956;  thirty- 
eight  in  Lakeview,  twenty-one  in  North,  and  one  in  the  Center.  For 
this  service  the  sum  of  $2,414.00  was  collected.  Seventeen  lots  were 
sold  in  Lakeview,  six  in  North  Cemetery;  for  these  we  received  a 
total  of  $920.00  with  $80.00  receivable  on  two  lots  on  which  a down 
payment  of  $20.00  has  been  made.  Nine  foundations  for  monuments 
have  been  prepared,  for  which  $136.50  has  been  paid.  Owners  of  lots 
paid  $603.00  for  yearly  care. 

Thirteen  new  Perpetual  Care  Funds  have  been  paid  through  the 
year,  totalling  $1,800.00,  with  another  $100.00  receivable  on  one  to  be 
paid  in  installments.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

This  year  the  trees  of  the  Town  were  sprayed  for  the  control 
of  Gypsy  Moth.  These  sprays  have  been  successful  in  combating  the 
growth  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  threat  to  Town  trees. 

Early  in  January  the  remaining  condemned  elm  trees  were 
removed  and  destroyed.  New  samples  were  taken  in  July  and 
September  of  1956.  Ninety-three  trees  were  sampled  and  the  samples 
sent  to  the  laboratory  for  testing.  Seventy-eight  trees  were  found 
to  have  positive  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  and  the  remainder  are  suspects. 

The  roadsides  of  the  Town  were  again  sprayed  for  Poison  Ivy 
control.  This  will  continue  in  1957.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES 


This  department  operates  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  115 
of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended.

On  all  Wayland  settled  cases  a fifty  percent  reimbursement  is 
eventually  received  by  the  Town,  on  all  expenditures  approved  by 
the  State  Department.  On  State  settled  cases  the  reimbursment  to 
Wayland  is  one  hundred  percent. 

During  1956  the  number  of  veterans  aided  increased.  Expenditures 
increased  also. 

In  any  serious  decline  in  employment  a much  larger  budget  for 
veterans’  aid  will  be  necessary. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  had  so  few  on  our  roll  to  date.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

In  the  year  1956  the  Wayland  Library  and  Cochituate  Branch 
continued  to  grow.  We  hope  that  the  increased  circulation  shows 
that  we  are  coming  closer  to  meeting  the  needs  of  the  community. 
Particularly  encouraging  is  the  increase  at  the  Branch  where  we 
have  been  making  an  elfort  to  build  up  the  collection  of  juvenile  books. 
The  increased  book  appropriation  for  the  year  made  it  possible  to 
work  toward  this  goal.  • 

The  collection  of  LP  records  has  been  increased  and  there  is 
a growing  interest  in  borrowing  them  for  home  use,  as  shown  by  the 
circulation  of  455  in  1956,  compared  with  355  in  1955.  33  records 
were  added  this  year  and  storage  space  has  been  doubled. 

A new  charging  desk  was  installed  during  the  year.  It  is  now 
much  easier  for  the  public  to  use  the  stack  areas.  With  the  help 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  a book  truck  and  desk  stool  to  match 
the  desk  were  purchased.  When  proper  lighting  is  provided  for  the 
desk  it  will  be  a real  improvement  to  the  library. 

The  other  major  improvement  completed  during  the  year  was 
painting  in  the  areas  where  plumbing  was  installed  last  year. 

With  the  help  of  a typist  the  recataloging  of  books  at  the  Main 
Library,  as  well  as  some  of  the  older  books  at  the  Branch,  has 
progressed.  In  1956  3,071  books  were  recataloged  in  addition  to  the 
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cataloging  of  all  new  acquisitions.  In  conjunction  with  this  recata- 
loging, 883  books  were  withdrawn  at  the  Main  Library. 

Again  in  1956  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  the  Historical 
Society  held  their  meetings  in  the  Main  Library.  The  Great  Books 
Discussion  Group  holds  its  meetings  there  also  on  alternate  Tuesday 
Evenings.  A series  of  lectures  on  the  Middle  East  by  Harry  B.  Ellis, 
of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor,  was  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Library,  Wayland  United  Nations  Association  and  the  League 
of  Women  Voters.  This  series  proved  to  be  so  popular  that  the  third 
was  held  at  the  High  School,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  audience. 

The  Garden  Club  has  been  very  faithful  in  providing  flowers  and 
other  seasonal  decorations.  These  add  a great  deal  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  Library  and  are  always  appreciated  by  its  patrons. 

Before  Christmas  the  Boy  Scouts  set  up  an  outside  Christmas 
tree  provided  by  the  Kiwanis  Club.  Carols  were  sung  around  the 
tree  on  December  20  and  refreshments  were  served  by  the  Girl  Scouts. 

During  the  year  the  Library  received  many  books,  pamphlets 
and  magazines  as  gifts.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1956 


The  Planning  Board  is  pleased  to  submit  its  report  for  1956  to 
the  Citizens  of  Wayland. 

The  Board  consists  of  six  elected  and  unpaid  members,  each  of 
whom  serves  for  a five-year  term.  Because  of  the  quantity  of  work, 
we  find  that  we  must  meet  at  least  every  Monday  night,  winter  and 
summer,  as  well  as  on  numerous  other  occasions. 

The  work  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  can  be  broken  down 
into  two  categories:  The  first  — and  really  the  most  important  — is 
to  recommend  to  the  Town  Meeting  changes  in  the  Zoning  By-Laws  to 
keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  Town,  and  to  take  advantage  of 
the  most  up-to-date  planning  practice.  The  second  category  is  the 
supervision  of  subdivisions,  or  new  developments,  to  insure  that  the 
roads  are  of  adequate  size  and  construction  and  are  located  for 
maximum  safety  and  arranged  to  fit  into  existing  or  possible  future 
roads.  The  Board  sets  regulations  to  govern  these  matters,  as  well 
as  to  insure  that  the  roads,  water,  and  drainage  of  the  area  will 
not  be  a financial  burden  on  the  rest  of  the  town. 

Under  the  first  category,  the  Board  this  year,  with  the  assistance 
of  a professional  planning  consultant  and  Wayland  businessmen, 
prepared  a very  comprehensive  modernizing  of  Business  Districts 
and  the  regulations  governing  their  use.  This  was  reported  to  you 
in  a booklet  distributed  early  in  the  year. 

We  have  also  done  more  work  on  the  important  task  of  defining 
a flood-plain  zone,  working  with  aerial  photographs  and  engineering 
consultants. 

We  have  worked  with  the  Sudbury  Planning  Board  to  coordinate 
our  regulations  and  planning  for  that  area  west  of  the  Sudbury 
River,  known  as  Sand  Hill.  This  involves  such  considerations  as  the 
best  use  of  the  land,  the  possible  relocation  of  Routes  20  and  27, 
the  eventual  level  of  such  roads,  and  the  available  land  and  its  utility. 

The  question  of  making  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  the  Town 
Line  between  Natick  and  Wayland  was  discussed  with  the  Natick 
Planning  Board. 

The  Eighty-third  Congress  passed  Public  Law  #560,  which 
provides  matching  funds  to  communities  for  assistance  in  making 
long-range  master  plans.  We  are  fully  cognizant  of  this,  and  have 
submitted  a detailed  plan  of  our  needs  and  intentions  to  the  Federal 
Government,  through  the  State,  to  take  advantage  of  this  assistance.

Members  of  the  Planning  Board  always  serve  on  a number  of  town 
committees,  and  this  year  is  no  exception.  These  committees  included: 
Land  for  Recreational  Use;  Recreation  Facility  Committee;  Drainage 
Committee;  Town  Office  Building  Committee;  School  Site  Committee 
and  School  Building  Committee. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  worked  with  Town  Counsel  and 
Town  Clerk  to  correct  and  update  the  Zoning  By-Laws.  These  will 
be  printed  and  distributed  this  year  for  the  first  time  in  a number 
of  years. 

The  Planning  Board  also  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Highway 
Department  and  the  Water  Board  in  the  laying  out  and  engineering  of 
sub-standard  town  roads.  This  is  planning  now  for  the  future  so 
that  best  location  of  those  roads  is  established  before  an  emergency 
develops  after  a sub-division  has  taken  place.  This  year,  Moore 
Road,  Loker  Street  and  Claypit  Hill  Road  were  engineered.  In  the 
future  we  will  continue  to  engineer  other  sub-standard  town  roads. 
Construction  on  these  roads  will  not  take  place  until  the  need  arises; 
we  are  simply  looking  ahead. 

We,  as  a Planning  Board,  will,  in  the  coming  year,  devote  more 
and  more  time  to  future  planning,  for  there  is  still  much  to  be  done. 

We  are  impressed  with  and  grateful  for  the  support  and  coopera- 
tion which  we  have  had  from  you  as  citizens,  and  from  all  of  the 
Boards  and  Committees  in  the  Town.

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As  this  report  is  being  prepared  in  December,  three  municipal 
buildings  are  under  construction.  The  building  at  Wayland  Square 
which  is  to  house  the  Town  Offices,  Fire  and  Police  Stations  and 
Civil  Defense  headquarters,  is  rapidly  taking  shape  with  the  rafters 
in  place  ready  to  receive  the  roofing  material.  Two  school  house 
sites  have  been  prepared,  one  on  Claypit  Hill  Road  and  the  other  at 
Loker  Street.  The  excavating  has  been  done  at  both  schools  and 
the  concrete  foundation  walls  have  been  poured. 

A residence  was  purchased  in  Cochituate  this  past  year  on  Loker 
Street  and  was  renovated  for  the  purpose  of  turning  it  into  a rest 
home.  It  is  now  known  as  the  Wayland  Acres  Nursing  Home,  Inc., 
which  makes  the  fourth  of  this  general  type  of  business  serving  the 
citizens  of  the  Town. 

The  Raytheon  Mfg.  Co.  was  issued  three  building  permits  through- 
out the  year,  two  for  extensive  plant  additions  and  the  third  for 
experimental  tower  bases. 

A permit  was  issued  to  the  Philbob  Real  Estate  Trust  for  a 
substantial  plant  addition  on  State  Road  West. 

On  Pelham  Island  Road  at  Wayland  Square  a residence  was 
renovated  for  a branch  office  of  the  West  Newton  Savings  Bank 
and  a store  on  the  first  floor,  with  facilities  for  office  space  on  the 
second  floor. 

Once  again  as  in  the  past  few  years  a very  high  percentage  of 
the  houses  built  this  year  ran  to  costlier  construction  whether  they 
were  built  for  speculation  or  for  individuals. 

In  September  1955  a pamphlet  was  printed  and  made  available 
to  the  citizens,  containing  the  official  list  of  street  numbers.  This 
program  of  street  numbering  has  been  in  effect  for  over  a year  now, 
but  the  citizens  have  not  complied  with  it  too  well.  There  are  still 
many  unnumbered  houses  in  Wayland.  Speaking  from  many  years  of 
service  in  the  various  protection  departments  of  the  Town,  I would 
like  to  stress  the  importance  of  each  house  being  marked  with  a 
number.  When  ambulance  service  or  the  Fire  Department  is  needed 
these  numbers  are  of  the  utmost  importance  for  quick  identification. 
Also  this  street  numbering  program  helps  other  Town  agencies,  postal 
workers,  retail  services,  etc.  The  number  of  each  house  may  be 
obtained  by  contacting  either  the  Building  Inspector  or  Mrs.  Grace 
Courchine  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Sixty-five  cases  of  zoning  variations  were  prepared  and  brought 
to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  for  decision. 

Fees  collected  from  wiring  and  building  permits  and  zoning 
applications  during  1956  have  amounted  to  $4,883.00  and  have  been 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Officials 
and  citizens  who  have  helped  in  the  affairs  of  this  office  during  the 
past  year.

Once  again  the  number  of  fires  has  decreased  from  the  previous 
year.  We  feel  that  this  is  due  to  people  becoming  more  aware  of  the 
many  fire  hazards  which  can  exist  about  the  home.  In  addition,  we 
have  noticed  greater  cooperation  from  home  owners  in  contacting 
the  fire  department  for  burning  permits. 

We  had  three  serious  fires  in  town  this  past  year,  tw’O  of  which 
required  outside  mutual  aid.  On  March  22,  we  found  it  necessary 
to  request  help  from  Framingham,  Natick,  Weston,  and  Sudbury  in 
fighting  the  Mansion  Inn  blaze.  On  Halloween  night  the  Coach  House 
at  Mansion  Inn  was  extensively  damaged  by  fire  of  suspicious  origin 
requiring  a mutual  aid  call  to  Natick.  In  the  third  instance,  two 
people  were  rescued  from  a multiple-dwelling  unit  in  Cochituate,  one 
of  these  was  a seven  year  old  youngster  brought  down  over  a ladder 
from  the  third  floor,  the  other  was  a middle-age  man  who  required 
emergency  resuscitation  at  the  scene  of  the  fire  and  subsequent 
hospitalization. 

This  past  year  saw  the  beginning  of  a full  time  fire  department 
with  the  appointment  of  four  men,  two  men  being  on  duty  at  the 
Wayland  and  Cochituate  stations  Monday  through  Friday,  from 
7:30  A.  M.  to  5:30  P.  M.  We  are  pleased  with  the  results  which  have 
been  received  as  it  has  been  evident  that  the  fire  loss  during  these 
hours  has  been  kept  to  a minimum.  Both  building  and  brush  fires 
have  been  brought  under  control  in  early  stages,  thus  preventing 
extensive  property  damage.  Minor  calls  for  lock-outs  and  calls  of 
this  nature  have  been  handled  by  the  men  on  duty  eliminating  the 
necessity  of  sounding  the  fire  alarm  and  calling  of  extra  men  who 
were  not  needed. 
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During  the  year  a departmental  training  program  was  organized. 
In  June  two  men  attended  a fire  school  at  Groton,  Connecticut  which 
was  conducted  by  the  Connecticut  Department  of  Education  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  Drillmasters  Association. 
In  August,  six  men  attended  a fire  school  at  Fitzwilliam,  New  Hamp- 
shire, conducted  by  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Chief’s  Association. 
The  departmental  training  program  commenced  in  July  on  a weekly 
basis. 

Dump  fire  costs  for  this  year  have  been  far  in  excess  of  past 
years,  however,  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Town  to  control  the 
source  of  this  trouble. 

Fire  Alarm  extensions  were  made  on  Old  Sudbury  Road,  Bow 
Road,  Fox  Meadow  Lane,  Woodridge  Road,  and  High  Rock  Road. 
Numerous  boxes  have  been  added  to  the  alarm  system.  We  ask  that 
residents  take  note  of  the  fire  alarm  listing  as  presented  in  this  report. 

We  are  asking  for  four  additional  men  this  year  to  alleviate  a 
condition  which  we  feel  has  reached  a point  requiring  action.  From 
the  above-mentioned  duty  hours  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  no 
station  coverage  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  and  must  depend  on 
our  call  department  on  these  days.  The  four  men  who  are  required 
would  include  a permanent  Chief.  A permanent  Chief  would  be 
responsible  for  performing  all  the  duties  now  divided  among  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers  including  Oil  Burner  Inspection.  We  feel 
that  there  is  a definite  need  for  full  time  supervision  of  the  depart- 
ment and  with  an  increase  in  personnel  the  need  is  even  more  apparent. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident  to  we  who  are  responsible 
for  the  safety  of  life  and  property  in  the  Town  of  Wayland  that  the 
town  must  begin  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  addition  of  a 
ladder  truck.  To  further  study  this  requirement  and  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  town,  we  are  asking  that  a committee  be  appointed  to 
make  a report  to  the  towTn  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

We  are  recommending  the  purchase  of  a fire  cruiser  to  be  equipped 
with  a two-way  radio  which  is  presently  installed  in  the  Chief 
Engineer’s  private  car. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  would  like  to  extend  its  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  the  men  of  the  department  for  their  cooperation.  The 
Board  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Civil  Defense  Auxiliary  Firemen 
for  their  continued  interest  in  department  drills  and  aid  rendered  in 
times  of  emergency.  Our  thanks  are  again  extended  to  our  neighboring 
towns  of  Natick,  Framingham,  Sudbury,  Weston,  and  Lincoln  for 
their  mutual  aid  services;  to  the  Red  Cross  Canteen  for  their  services; 
to  the  Civil  Defense  organization;  to  the  Wayland  Police  Department; 
and  to  the  citizens  who  on  occasion  have  helped  at  the  scene  of  a fire.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 
for  the  Year  1956 


The  revaluation  of  older  properties  in  the  town,  which  has  been 
underway  for  the  past  few  years,  is  nearing  completion.  However,  the 
handling  of  the  new  buildings,  additions,  alterations  and  property 
transfers  still  necessitates  the  policy  of  weekly  meetings. 

During  the  year  the  board  was  represented  at  the  First  Annual 
Massachusetts  Assessors’  School  which  was  held  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts.  The  clerk  of  the  board  has  attended  all  of  the  meetings 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  for 
Assessors’  clerks,  for  the  exchange  of  information  and  instruction  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Since  there  has  been  some  citizen  interest  on  the  subject  of  a 
further  revaluation  by  outside  consultants,  the  board  has  investigated 
representative  systems  of  property  assessment  used  by  such  firms. 
As  a result  of  this  investigation,  we  believe  that  the  present  method 
of  comparative  value  and  the  large  number  of  property  transfers  has 
allowed  the  board  to  keep  closely  attuned  to  the  fair  market  value 
of  real  property,  and  is  therefore  not  prepared  to  propose  outside 
assistance  at  this  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS 


The  major  highway  accomplishment  during  1956  in  the  Town  was 
the  completion  and  opening  of  the  new  bridge  and  causeway  across 
the  Sudbury  River  on  Old  Sudbury  Road.  The  rebuilding  of  Old 
Sudbury  Road  from  the  railroad  station  to  the  Old  North  Cemetery 
was  completed  as  a Chapter  90  project  during  the  year  and  there  now 
remains  only  the  section  between  the  cemetery  and  the  new  causway 
to  be  reconstructed.  The  elimination  of  the  narrow  old  bridges  with 
their  sharp  turns  is  a major  safety  step  for  the  town. 

Major  equipment  purchases  of  1956  have  been  as  follows: 

Two  4V2  ton  Diamond-T  trucks,  one  replacing  a 1950  Ford  2 ton 
truck  and  the  other  giving  the  Department  a much  needed  additional 
truck. 

An  International  #300  tractor  with  loader  for  loading  sand  and 
gravel,  snow  removal,  and  mowing  roadsides. 

Two  new  snow  plough  blades  for  one  of  the  new  trucks  and  for 
the  tractor. 

A new  Chevrolet  pickup  in  accordance  with  the  Town’s  regular 
automobile  renewal  program. 

The  Commissioners  feel  that  the  chief  efforts  of  the  Department 
during  the  next  few  years  should  be  devoted  to  a program  of  recon- 
struction and  improvement  of  the  main  old  town  roads  many  of  which 
have  become  inadequate  to  handle  the  greatly  increased  traffic  of  the 
growing  town.  A start  on  the  program  has  been  made  with  the 
reconstruction  and  draining  of  Winter  Street  and  the  beginning  of 
work  on  Moore  Road.  The  next  projects  to  be  undertaken  are  Claypit 
Hill  Road  and  Loker  Street.  Roth  of  these  are  major  access  roads  to 
new  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 

The  general  Highway  appropriation  was  used  for  regular  mainte- 
nance work  and  for  the  application  of  approximately  45,000  gallons  of 
asphalt  to  Town  Roads. 

Two  applications  of  spray  were  applied  to  30  miles  of  roads  to 
control  brush,  poison-ivy,  ragweed,  etc. 

At  the  Wayland  Dump,  250  ft.  of  chain  link  fence  with  gates  has 
been  erected. 

The  Drainage  appropriation  was  used  to  install  300  ft.  of  18  inch 
Concrete  Pipe  on  Pequot  Road  to  the  Dudley  Pond  Outlet  Brook. 
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Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  Vz  inch  peastone  armour  coat 
was  applied  on  Route  27  from  Legion  Square,  Cochituate  to  Wayland 
Center. 

The  Chapter  90  Construction  appropriation  was  used  to  complete 
3,500  ft.  of  Old  Sudbury  Road. 

Betterment  Construction  consisted  of  excavating,  gravelling  and 
first  treatment  of  asphalt  on  Leary  Street  and  Rich  Valley  Roads.  On 
Wheelock,  Lee  and  Glover  Roads,  drainage  and  gravelling  have  been 
completed,  the  surfacing  and  side  grading  are  to  be  done  in  the 
Spring. 

A section  of  new  sidewalk,  with  Type  I surface,  has  been  com- 
pleted on  Old  Connecticut  Path.

The  season  of  eleven  wTeeks  came  to  a close  by  conducting  a 
swimming  meet,  the  winners  of  which  wTere  awarded  suitable  trophies 
and  medals. 

The  life-guards  and  police  gave  an  exceptional  performance  as  a 
result  of  wThich  vandalism  w7as  kept  at  a minimum. 

All  other  Park  Properties  were  maintained  as  usual.  It  appears 
that  the  personnel  of  the  Park  Department  may  have  to  be  increased 
because  by  the  middle  of  the  1957  season,  the  Happy  Hollow,  Claypit 
Hill  and  Loker  Schools  will  be  turned  over  to  this  department  for 
maintenance  and  also  the  New  Town  Hall.  We  wTish  to  thank  all 
departments  and  personnel  that  helped  us  make  the  1956  season  such  a 
grand  success.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 
FOR  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1956 


The  principal  effort  of  the  Town  Office  of  Civil  Defense  during 
the  year  was  directed  towards  securing  Federal  Matching  Funds  for 
the  construction  of  a portion  of  the  new  Town  Police  and  Fire  Station 
and  Office  Building.  The  Federal  Government  approved  the  grant  of 
$19,500  toward  the  construction  of  the  basement  of  the  building 
which  is  being  constructed  to  comply  with  Federal  requirements  for 
an  emergency  Control  Center  for  the  Town.  Also  during  the  year 
Federal  Matching  Funds  were  secured  for  the  purchase  of  two  mobile 
two-way  radios  for  the  Police  cruisers,  base  station  transmitters  and 
receivers  for  both  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  remote  controls 
for  the  base  stations.  During  the  coming  year  Civil  Defense  will 
attempt  to  secure  Federal  money  for  equipping  the  Control  Center, 
building  a five-position  pistol  and  rifle  range  in  the  basement  of  the 
new  building,  purchasing  and  installing  emergency  generators  to 
supply  power  to  the  building,  additional  radio  equipment  both  for 
the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  for  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments, 
and  other  projects. 

During  the  year  the  communications  section  acquired  an  additional 
two-way  portable  radio  to  supplement  the  emergency  radio  network 
within  the  Town.  The  communications  group  has  been  having  regular 
practice  sessions  and  the  group  has  been  officially  approved  under  the 
Federal  RACES  plan  permitting  operation  for  Civil  Defense  purposes 
during  a military  emergency. 

The  Auxiliary  police  force  has  continued  to  be  active,  giving 
support  to  the  regular  police  force  at  Halloween  and  thereby  reducing 
to  a minimum  damage  and  annoyance  due  to  mischief-makers.  Five 
pistol  teams  have  been  shooting  regularly  in  the  New  England  Police 
Revolver  League  postal  matches  and  two  of  the  teams  have  so  far 
wTon  medals  for  first  or  second  positions  in  their  respective  classes. 

The  Fire  Department  has  actively  supported  its  Auxiliary  pro- 
gram with  regular  weekly  training  sessions  which  have  been  joined  by 
some  of  the  regular  call  men,  thereby  greatly  improving  the  efficiency 
of  the  department. 

The  medical  section  has  been  further  organized  and  has  available 
the  services  of  physicians  and  nurses  who  live  or  work  in  the  Town 
for  emergency  duty. 

A radiological  monitoring  team  has  been  formed  and  this  team 
is  being  provided  with  radiological  monitoring  equipment  by  the  State. 

The  Town  has  qualified  by  reason  of  its  efforts  in  developing  an 
effective  Civil  Defense  organization  to  acquire  without  charge  surplus 
property  of  the  Federal  government.  It  is  expected  that  many  items  of 
equipment  which  the  Town  needs  and  which  the  Town  would  other- 
wise have  to  purchase  at  commercial  prices  will  become  available 
only  for  the  cost  of  transportation. 

During  the  year  the  Federal  Government  again  failed  to  deliver 
the  rescue  truck  which  was  authorized  three  years  ago  but  has  per- 
mitted the  Town  to  advertise  for  bids  for  the  purchase  of  such  a

truck  locally.  Acquisition  of  the  rescue  truck,  which  will  be  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fire  Department,  is  expected  to  coincide  with 
the  completion  of  the  new  Town  Office  Building. 

Pursuant  to  a new  agreement  between  the  American  National  Red 
Cross  and  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency,  coordination 
between  Civil  Defense  and  the  Red  Cross  has  been  established  on  a 
workable  basis.  The  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  is  cooperating 
fully  in  Civil  Defense.  Red  Cross  has  the  primary  responsibility  of 
emergency  relief  and  welfare  in  time  of  a natural  disaster.  Civil 
Defense,  on  the  other  hand,  in  a natural  disaster  represents  the 
political  and  police  authority  of  the  Town.  In  case  of  military  disaster, 
Red  Cross  becomes  merely  another  operative  unit  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  Civil  Defense. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  urged  that  more  citizens  take  an  interest  in 
Civil  Defense  and  apply  through  the  Police  or  Fire  Departments  or 
at  the  Town  Hall  for  enrollment  in  one  of  the  Civil  Defense  activities.

REPORT  OF  THE  DRAINAGE  COMMITTEE 


The  Drainage  Committee  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  vote 
of  the  Town  at  the  1956  Annual  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the 
statement  of  policy  set  forth  below  be  adopted  by  the  Town.  It  is 
recognized  that  such  adoption  would  not  require  town  officials  and 
boards  to  comply  with  the  policy.  However,  it  is  believed  that  as  an 
expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  Town  it  would  be  of  substantial 
assistance  to  boards  and  officials  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

With  respect  to  the  first  main  heading,  “New  Developments,’’ 
it  is  believed  that  the  report  does  little  more  than  set  forth  the 
existing  policy  of  the  Planning  Board. 

RECOMMENDED  POLICY  FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  WAYLAND 
IN  HANDLING  DRAINAGE  MATTERS 

I.  Xew  Developments 

1.  The  developer  has  the  responsibility  for  drainage  of  surface 
water  from  roads  put  in  by  him,  and  for  any  interference  by  the 
development  with  natural  drainage. 

2.  The  developer  should  not  be  permitted  to  drain  surface  water 
into  a town  drain  except  where  the  town  drain  is  adequate  to  handle 
its  existing  load,  and  its  prospective  load  from  town  roads,  as  well 
as  the  prospective  load  from  the  development. 

3.  Drainage  should  be  into  natural  watercourses  where  possible. 
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4.  Culverts,  manholes,  and  drains  should  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  handle  all  but  the  most  unusual  floods. 

5.  The  developer  should  obtain  or  grant  and  record  easements 
covering  all  drains  and  drainage  lines. 

II.  Town  Roads 

1.  Existing  culverts,  manholes,  and  drains.  Where  these  drain 
onto  private  property,  the  town  in  general  has  no  responsibility  to 
pipe  the  water  to  a natural  watercourse,  pond,  or  the  like.  The  town 
should  not  spend  public  funds  for  such  projects. 

2.  Additional  culverts,  manholes,  and  drains.  On  developed 
property,  water  should  be  piped  so  as  to  avoid  substantial  damage  to 
the  property.  On  undeveloped  property,  the  water  should  not  be  piped 
unless  there  would  otherwise  be  substantial  damage. 

3.  On  future  construction  the  town  should,  where  possible,  obtain 
and  record  easements. 

4.  Culverts,  manholes,  and  drains  should  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  handle  all  but  the  most  unusual  floods. 

III.  Drainage  of  Present  Swamp  or  Wet  Areas 

1.  Drainage  of  swamp  or  wet  areas  is  not  the  responsibility 
of  the  town.  Public  funds  should  not  be  spent  for  such  projects  except 
as  a part  of  the  mosquito  control  program. 

2.  When  private  land  is  drained,  and  a substantial  financial 
benefit  to  the  owner  of  the  drained  land  results,  betterments  should 
be  assessed  where  possible.

The  Total  number  of  accidents  reported  for  the  year  was  183. 
Fatal,  one;  Property  Damage,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four;  Personal 
Injuries,  52;  Three  Pedestrian  and  Three  on  Bicycles.  There  were 
other  accidents  not  reported  to  the  Police. 

1636  radio  calls  were  received  in  the  cruiser  from  individuals 
reporting  accidents,  fires,  inebriates,  fights,  stray  dogs,  etc.  Officers 
on  duty  at  night  while  checking  business  establishments  closed  and 
locked  106  doors  and  or  windows. 

During  the  year  officers  checked  the  homes  of  118  people  who 
reported  that  they  would  either  be  away  or  on  vacation. 

During  the  year  the  various  officers  attended  either  the  Framing- 
ham District  Court  or  the  Superior  Court  in  East  Cambridge  a total 
of  109  days. 

It  is  my  pleasure  each  year  to  again  be  able  to  thank  the  various 
department  heads  and  their  staff’s  for  their  continued  efforts  and 
cooperation.  Specifically  may  I mention:  The  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen;  the  regular  patrolmen  and  the  special  police;  the  auxiliary 
police;  the  Wayland  Lumber  Company  for  its  annual  purchase  of 
safety  calendars  which  are  distributed  locally;  and  Natick  Police 
Chief  Shea  and  his  department  for  continuing  to  make  radio  coverage 
for  our  cruisers  possible;  and  you,  the  residents  of  Wayland,  for 
helping  us  all  to  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  law  thereby  making 
Wayland  a safe  place  in  which  to  live,  work  and  play. 

As  always,  your  constructive  criticisms  are  invited  and  recom- 
mended.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  trend  of  the  history  of  the  last  year  has  continued  to  be 
much  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  Our  case  load  has  continued  to 
decrease  in  numbers.  As  long  as  favorable  business  conditions  con- 
tinue, general  welfare  will  remain  at  a minimum. 

Old  Age  Assistance  is  very  unpredictable.  We  hope  that  the 
changing  character  of  the  Town  will  continue  to  indicate  that  the 
great  growth  in  new  homes  is  largely  for  the  people  in  the  middle 
group  from  an  age  standpoint,  creating  more  problems  for  the  schools 
than  for  our  Board. 

The  continued  expense  of  supplemental  relief,  largely  expenses 
incurred  for  doctoring,  nursing  care  and  medicines,  causes  the  Board 
great  concern  and  has  proved  very  nearly  an  insurmountable  problem. 
The  increased  cost  of  the  so-called  miracle  drugs,  and  the  growing 
tendency  of  the  aged  to  incur  bills  for  medicinal  requirements,  often 
running  as  high  as  between  $25.  and  $50.  in  a single  month  of  a 
single  case,  troubles  the  Board.  To  what  extent  would  people  in  a 
similar  state  of  health  who  were  paying  their  own  bills  from  their 
own  earnings  consider  it  necessary  to  incur  such  expenses?  Obviously, 
the  Board  can  do  little  other  than  rely  on  the  judgment  of  the 
physician  in  attendance.  We  believe  the  taxpayers  would  not  desire 
any  one  in  need  to  go  without  any  necessary  assistance  to  preserve 
life  or  happiness.  However,  we  feel  that  taxpayers  are  entitled  to 
some  consideration  and  that  euphemistic  hope  that  some  of  the  claims 
for  new  remedies  may  be  valid  and  effective,  should  not  result  in  the 
taxpayer’s  burden  exceeding  that  which  he  would  cheerfully  assume 
for  his  own  kin,  or  dear  ones,  when  under  the  care  of  a physician. 

Statistics  of  case  load,  total  expenditures,  and  average  expenditure 
in  the  various  categories  is  appended  as  usual.  Reimbursement  to  the 
Town  of  Federal  and  State  can  be  readily  found  in  the  report  of  the 
Accountant. 


In  order,  however,  to  bring  out  the  problem  discussed  in  the 
second  last  paragraph,  we  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  taxpayers  the 
following  figures.  The  Board  would  be  very  glad  if  the  interest  of  any 
of  the  readers  is  communicated  to  the  Board  to  help  it  in  its  inter- 
pretation and  treatment  of  the  problem.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  TOWN  GOVERNMENT 


The  special  Town  Meeting  of  March  7,  1956,  voted  to  appoint  a 
committee  — 

“to  study  the  problem  of  increasing  burden  of  work  on  elected 
Town  officials;  to  look  into  the  possibility  of  closer  correlation 
of  work  of  the  various  departments  and  to  report  to  the  Town 
at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  ...” 

Three  members  were  appointed  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Finance  Committee  and  Personnel  Board.  The  three  so  designated 
chose  two  members  at  large. 

The  committee  held  numerous  meetings  during  the  autumn  of  1956. 
Its  members  surveyed  developments  in  other  towns  — Concord,  Weston, 
Ipswich  and  Norwood  for  example  — and  consulted  experts  and  State 
officials.  The  committee  also  discussed  the  problems  and  received  the 
suggestions  of  major  town  boards. 

Upon  this  study  the  committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  and  recommendations. 


SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  committee’s  recommendations  are  set  forth  below  in  the  full 
report  together  with  an  explanation  and  statement  of  the  reasons  for 
each.  The  recommendations  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

A. 

The  traditional  form  of  New  England  Town  Government  should  be 
retained. 


B. 

An  Executive-Secretary  should  be  appointed  pursuant  to  General 
Laws  ch.  41,  §23 A,  to  act  for  the  Selectmen  in  any  matter  v/hich  they 
may  assign  to  him  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
town  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  perform  similar 
executive  and  administrative  duties  on  behalf  of  other  boards. 

The  Executive-Secretary  would  be  the  senior  executive  and 
administrative  official  in  the  town  government,  subject  to  the  directions 
of  the  Selectmen.  He  should  relieve  the  Selectmen  of  unnecessary 
detail  by  gathering  information  and  holding  preliminary  discussions 
with  citizens  in  preparation  for  Selectmen’s  meetings,  by  disposing  of 
routine  matters,  and  by  acting  for  the  Selectmen  in  the  initial  handling 
of  complaints  and  requests  for  assistance. 

The  Executive-Secretary  should  also  perform  similar  executive  and 
administrative  duties  for  the  Highway  Commissioners,  Planning  Board 
and  other  town  agencies  requiring  assistance.  He  should  superintend 
the  preservation  of  town  records  and  the  keeping  of  books  and  accounts, 
all  in  the  new  Town  Hall,  and  he  should  therefore  be  in  charge  of  all 
administrative  and  clerical  employees. 

The  appointment  of  an  Executive-Secretary  to  whom  these  tasks 
were  assigned  would  relieve  elected  officials  of  burdensome  routine  and 
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enable  them  to  concentrate  on  important  decisions  and  long  range 
policies.  It  would  provide  greater  assurance  that  the  decisions  of 
elected  officials  were  carried  out  in  day  to  day  operations.  It  would 
centralize  and  thereby  strengthen  and  improve  “housekeeping”  and 
other  administration;  for  like  reasons  it  would  point  the  way  to  greater 
coordination  of  the  work  of  the  several  boards  and  departments.  It 
would  provide  citizens  with  one  responsible  official,  on  duty  daily  in  the 
Town  Hall,  with  whom  they  could  take  up  any  problem  relating  to  town 
services.  Finally  and  most  important,  the  appointment  of  an  Executive- 
Secretary  would  provide  the  Selectmen  with  better  facilities  for  the 
over-all  coordination  of  town  affairs. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  recommendation  the  Town  should  vote 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  an  Executive-Secretary  pursuant 
to  General  Laws,  ch.  41,  §23A. 

An  appropriate  salary  cannot  be  fixed  for  the  position  without 
more  knowledge  concerning  both  the  exact  duties  to  be  delegated  and 
the  qualifications  of  the  available  men.  Consequently,  an  appropriation 
should  be  made  in  the  budget  for  1957  but  the  salary  should  be  fixed 
by  the  Personnel  Board  when  more  details  are  available,  in  accordance 
with  the  Wage  and  Salary  Classification  Plan  and  subject  to  the  action 
of  the  Town  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

c. 

More  adequate  engineering  services  should  be  made  available  to  the 
Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Highway  and  Water  Commis- 
sioners either  by  employing  a Town  Engineer  or  by  contracting  for  the 
regularly  assigned  time  of  a professional  engineer  associated  with  an 
established  firm. 

The  choice  of  alternatives  depends  upon  the  relative  cost  and 
qualifications  of  the  men  available  under  either  method.  The  decision 
should  be  made  by  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  present  committee,  but  an  adequate  appropria- 
tion should  be  included  in  the  budget  for  1957. 

The  provision  of  adequate  professional  engineering  services  would 
facilitate  the  work  of  the  Highway  Department  in  bringing  town  roads 
up  to  the  needs  of  a growing  community.  It  would  relieve  the  Planning 
Board  of  technical  engineering  details  for  which  it  has  neither  training 
nor  experience.  It  would  supply  the  professional  field  work  necessary 
to  make  sure  that  developers  actually  carry  out  the  plans  approved. 
Conversely,  it  would  enable  the  Planning  Board  to  give  much  better 
service  to  contractors  and  private  home  builders  interested  in  Wayland. 

D. 

The  Town  should  accept  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  ch.  48 
§ §42,  43  and  44,  and  place  the  Fire  Department  under  control  of  a 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  would  be  a full-time  officer.  He  would  supplant 
the  Board  of  Engineers  and  perform  all  the  functions  previously 
performed  by  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Chief,  the  Clerk  or  Assistant  Clerk, 
or  any  other  engineer  or  Fire  Department  official.  The  budget  should 
appropriate  money  for  a salary  commensurate  with  the  salary  of  the 
Chief  of  Police. 
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Virtually  all  up-to-date  communities  have  placed  their  permanent 
fire  departments  under  a single  full-time  chief  instead  of  a board  of 
engineers. 


E. 

The  Tax  Collector  should  be  designated  Town  Collector  and  charged 
with  sole  authority  and  responsibility  for  receiving  all  monies  due 
the  Town  except  payments  from  other  governmental  units  and  pay- 
ments due  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  offices  of  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer  should  be  combined  at 
an  appropriate  future  date  such  as  might  occur  if  the  town  should  lose 
the  services  of  either  incumbent. 

These  changes  would  eliminate  unnecessary  paper  work  and  provide 
for  the  safer  handling  of  town  monies. 

F. 

All  town  records,  payrolls  and  books  of  account  (except  those  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Welfare)  should  bo  kept  in  the  new  Town  Hall 
unless  absolutely  necessary  for  use  in  the  field  in  the  conduct  of  town 
business.  Similarly,  all  clerical  work  should  be  performed  in  the  Town 
Hall  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive- Secretary. 

This  recommendation  serves  three  purposes.  First,  it  reduces  the 
risk  of  loss  or  destruction.  Second,  it  will  be  more  convenient  for 
citizens  to  know  that  they  can  find  all  records  in  a central  location. 
Third,  centralization  would  provide  the  economies  and  efficiency  of 
proper  office  management. 


G. 

The  committee  should  be  continued  for  the  following  purposes  — 

(1)  Assisting  town  boards  and  departments  in  carrying  out  the 
recommendations  of  this  report; 

(2)  Investigating  the  alternative  methods  of  obtaining  the  services 
of  a professional  engineer  and  making  a recommendation  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee; 

(3)  Studying  methods  of  securing  better  health  services  at  lower 
cost  with  special  reference  to  the  possibility  of  joining  the  Weston- 
Wellesley  health  unit  or  a similar  cooperative  arrangement  with 
other  neighboring  communities; 

(4)  Studying  the  opportunities  for  the  coordination  of  fire  and 
police  protection  including  the  joint  operation  and/or  use  of 
facilities; 

(5)  Reporting  to  the  Town  at  the  next  annual  meeting  on  the 
progress  made  in  carrying  out  the  recommendations  now  presented.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  mechanical  rabbit  of  better  schools  continued  to  race  in 
front  of  your  School  Committee  in  1956,  as  it  has  in  years  past  and, 
let  us  hope,  always  will.  This  year,  however,  we  believe  the  elusive 
creature’s  lead  was  cut  by  several  paces. 

Most  dramatic  step  in  the  constant  effort  to  edge  up  on  our 
quarry  was  the  Town’s  vote  February  15  to  acquire  six  school  sites, 
thereby  providing  land  for  the  schools’  inexorable  expansion  and 
setting  a widely  publicized  example  of  intelligent  planning  and  action 
for  other  communities  in  the  Commonwealth.  Major  credit  for  this 
step  belongs  to  the  painstaking  work  of  the  School  Site  Committee. 

Construction  of  elementary  schools  on  two  of  those  sites  was 
authorized  by  the  Town  August  15  and  is  now  going  forward  under 
the  direction  of  the  School  Building  Committee.  We  pray  they  will 
be  completed  by  next  September;  for  our  enrollment  projections  indicate 
that  by  then  we  shall  need  virtually  every  one  of  the  twenty-eight 
classrooms  the  two  schools  will  contain  — and,  it  may  be  well  here  to 
warn,  still  more  classrooms  will  probably  be  needed  the  following 
autumn.  In  addition,  active  work  on  the  educational  specifications  of 
the  new  high  school,  completion  of  which  by  1960  now  seems  impera- 
tive, is  well  under  way  by  the  School  Department  staff. 

Another  important  step  forward  was  the  substantial  improvement 
in  our  faculty  salary  schedules  made  possible  by  the  Town’s  vote  on 
our  budget  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  As  a consequence,  not  only  are 
we  better  able  to  reward  competent  and  faithful  service  by  our  staff, 
but  also  we  now  stand  in  a somewhat  stronger  position  in  the  fierce 
competition  with  other  schools  — private  as  well  as  public  — for 
experienced,  skillful  teachers.  For  understanding  help  in  working  out 
essential  details  of  applying  the  pay  increases,  we  express  warm 
thanks  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

In  other  vital  areas  too  we  believe  we  have  been  making  progress. 
For  example,  the  college  preparatory  program  of  the  High  School  has 
this  year  been  subject  to  particular  review  and  in  a number  of 
respects  has  been  strengthened.  Similarly,  our  instrumental  music 
program  has  been  reorganized  and  substantially  improved.  The 
Superintendent’s  report,  which  follows  this  brief  report  of  ours,  tells 
more  about  these  matters. 

Suffice  it  in  conclusion  to  say  that  while  much  remains  to  be  done, 
your  School  Committee  and  the  eager,  industrious  and  able  staff 
of  your  School  Department  are  constantly  working  to  make  our  schools 
better,  aware  of  and  comforted  by  the  interest  and  staunch  and 
intelligent  support  so  widespread  in  the  Town.  And  in  that  work, 
may  we  add  finally,  we  shall  welcome  the  Committee’s  imminent 
enlargement;  for  with  the  enormous  growth  of  the  Town  our  labors 
have  become  increasingly  arduous,  and  a five-member  Committee  should 
be  able  to  share  them  more  easily.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Any  child  who  is  five  years  and  eight  months  of  age  on  September 
first  of  the  current  school  year  may  be  admitted  to  the  first  grade. 
Pupils  under  the  age  of  seven  years  who  have  not  previously  attended 
school  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter  later  than  thirty  days  after 
the  opening  of  school  in  September  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.  Certificates  of  birth  and  vaccination  shall  be  required 
at  the  time  of  entrance. 


NO-SCHOOL  SIGNAL 

In  the  event  of  exceptionally  severe  weather  conditions  or  when 
the  transportation  system  is  disrupted,  WBZ  and  WKOX  will  broad- 
cast the  no-school  announcements  between  7:00  and  8:00  A.  M.  In 
addition,  five  blasts  will  be  sounded  on  the  fire  alarm  in  Wayland 
and  Cochituate  at  7:00  A.  M.  for  “no  school,  all  schools”  and  7:30  A.  M. 
for  “no  school  elementary  schools  only.” 

We  feel  these  signals  are  clear  and,  therefore,  urge  parents  to 
refrain  from  flooding  the  Telephone  Office  and  homes  of  School 
Department  personnel  with  telephone  calls. 

On  days  when  the  signal  is  not  used  weather  conditions  may 
warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  children.  Lack  of  normal  health 
would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents  to  keep  the  child  at  home. 
Since  weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable,  and  since  the  School 
Department  desires  to  render  the  maximum  education  service  by  having 
the  schools  open  the  greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals  will  not 
be  used  on  ordinary  rainy  or  snowy  days  or  when  there  is  reasonable 
doubt. 

A good  education  can  be  built  on  good  health.  Safeguard  health 
by  keeping  your  child  home  when,  in  your  estimation  as  a parent, 
conditions  warrant.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee,  Wayland,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  the  sixtieth  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
In  his  fifty-ninth  report  to  you  he  outlined  the  school  housing  needs  for 
the  immediate  years  ahead.  Therefore,  this  report  will  not  be  con- 
cerned with  the  need  for  additional  classrooms,  but  will  consider  the 
most  important  part  of  education  — what  is  being  taught  in  the 
classrooms. 

The  people  of  Wayland  have  given  the  strongest  support  to  their 
schools  during  the  past  year.  Six  school  sites  were  purchased,  two 
fourteen  room  elementary  schools  were  authorized  and  construction 
begun,  and  a substantial  upgrading  of  the  teachers’  salary  schedule 
has  made  it  possible  for  the  Superintendent  to  recruit  many  excellent 
teachers  to  complement  the  fine  faculty  already  in  existence.  The 
people  of  Wayland  can  be  proud  of  the  quality  of  the  teaching  staff 
and  the  education  their  boys  and  girls  are  receiving.  This  could  not 
be  possible  without  the  support  and  confidence  of  the  people  in  their 
teachers. 

A serious  classroom  shortage  existed  at  the  elementary  level  when 
school  opened  in  September.  The  co-teacher  arrangement  worked  out 
by  the  staff  made  it  possible  to  avoid  half  day  sessions.  A careful 
review  of  the  program  being  carried  on  through  the  co-teacher 
arrangement  is  most  encouraging.  There  is  an  indication  that  the 
children  involved  in  co-teacher  classes,  even  though  some  classes  contain 
forty-odd  children,  are  receiving  superior  instruction.  It  is  the  Superin- 
tendent’s belief  that  the  co-teacher  classroom  program  may  offer  real 
advantages  in  the  education  of  elementary  school  children.  A complete 
report  will  be  made  to  you  at  the  conclusion  of  the  present  school  year. 

Parents  are  vitally  concerned  about  what  is  being  taught  to  their 
boys  and  girls,  and  no  doubt,  some  people  believe  that  the  schools  do 
not  stress  the  fundamentals  of  learning  enough.  The  Superintendent 
wants  to  assure  you  that  the  teaching  staff  is  making  evey  effort  to 
insure  that  the  fundamentals  are  taught  thoroughly  in  all  grades 
from  one  through  twelve. 

The  first  grade  is  probably  one  of  the  most  important  years  in 
the  life  of  a child.  It  is  important  that  a proper  approach  to  learning 
be  made  during  the  child’s  first  year  in  school. 

In  order  that  you  may  know  better  the  teaching  taking  place  in 
the  first  grade  a typical  weekly  schedule  follows: —

A careful  review  of  a typical  first  grade  program  indicates  a real 
emphasis  on  the  three  R’s,  and  rightly  so,  as  a mastery  of  the  funda- 
mentals at  an  early  age  is  essential  for  advancement  through  the 
grades. 

The  typical  third  grade  program  which  follows  demonstrates  the 
progress  from  grade  one  to  grade  three  with  additional  emphasis  being 
placed  on  the  mastery  of  material.  Reading  continues  to  consume  an 
important  part  in  the  school  day.

By  the  time  a boy  or  girl  reaches  the  fifth  grade  reading  is  so 
integrated  with  English,  spelling,  social  studies  and  other  subjects  that 
it  is  hard  to  distinguish  between  reading  and  other  studies. 

Oral  reading  in  grade  five  emphasizes  self-confidence,  poise,  articu- 
lation and  enunciation.  About  two-thirds  of  the  time  given  to  reading 
is  for  silent  reading  with  the  following  objectives: 

(1)  Information  (2)  Research  (3)  Organization,  Locating, 
Selecting  and  Evaluating  material  (4)  Pleasure 

More  emphasis  is  placed  on  achievement  in  various  subject  areas 
at  the  fifth  grade  level  than  at  lower  grade  levels.  The  typical  time 
allotment  for  basic  subjects  besides  reading,  follows:

Elementary  teachers  are  currently  working  on  curriculum  studies 
to  improve  still  more  the  instruction  at  all  grade  levels.  An  arithmetic 
committee  composed  of  twenty  teachers  is  in  the  process  of  reviewing 
the  teaching  of  arithmetic  and  will  report  to  you  in  the  near  future. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  last  school  year  a teacher  committee 
drew  up  curriculum  outlines  on  the  teaching  of  science  in  the 
elementary  grades.  This  material  is  currently  being  used  in  all  grades. 
A definite  system  and  course  of  studies  in  handwriting  has  been 
adopted  and  is  being  taught  in  grades  one  through  eight. 

The  instrumental  music  program  in  the  elementary  grades  has 
made  substantial  progress  since  school  opened  in  September.  Small 
groups  are  given  instructions  on  a number  of  instruments,  mainly, 
flutes,  clarinets,  trumpets  or  cornets,  trombones,  drums  and  violins. 
The  instruments  have  been  provided  by  the  parents.  Additional 
instruments  not  normally  provided  by  parents  need  to  be  purchased 
by  the  School  Department  so  that  a well  rounded  band  and  orchestra 
may  come  into  existence. 

At  this  writing  more  than  one  hundred  boys  and  girls  are  active 
in  the  instrumental  music  program. 

The  secondary  school  curriculum  has  seen  the  greatest  change  and 
improvement  during  the  last  year.  With  the  employment  of  additional 
teachers  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  school,  it  has  been  possible  to 
build  a program  which,  it  is  felt,  is  better  suited  to  meet  the  needs 
of  Wayland’s  young  men  and  women.  The  seventh  grade  junior  divi- 
sion has  been  carried  through  to  the  eighth  grade  so  that  both 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  are  now  divided  into  more  homo- 
geneous groups  according  to  ability  and  purpose.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  insure  excellent  scholastic  preparation  for  every  youngster 
planning  to  enter  college  as  well  as  for  those  youngsters  who  plan  to 
terminate  their  education  upon  graduating  from  high  school. 

The  foreign  language  program  has  been  expanded  with  added 
offerings  in  Latin  and  French.  The  eighth  grade  Latin  program  has 
proven  to  be  extremely  sound.  Those  students  who  studied  Latin  in 
the  eighth  grade  last  year  are  doing  extremely  well  as  ninth  graders. 
This  makes  it  possible  for  those  youngsters  who  v/ish  to  take  two 
languages  to  do  so  without  overlapping  programs. 

In  the  areas  of  science,  tremendous  strides  have  been  made  over 
the  past  year  and  one-half  with  the  development  of  additional  facilities 
for  biology  and  junior  high  school  science.  Science  laboratory  courses 
are  offered  in  physics  and  chemistry  on  a double  period  basis.  The 
laboratory  courses  are  extremely  important  for  those  youngsters 
preparing  for  entry  into  college.  The  science  fair  held  during  the 
last  school  year  was  extremely  successful  and  demonstrates  an 
unusual  interest  in  science  on  the  part  of  many  high  school  boys  and 
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girls.  Plans  are  going  forward  to  continue  the  science  fair  on  a 
still  broader  basis  in  1957. 

The  lay-teacher  committees  in  science  and  mathematics  are  actively 
engaged  in  determining  the  needs  in  the  two  areas  in  order  to  make 
sure  that  Wayland  High  School  graduates  will  be  able  to  compete 
on  even  terms  with  the  graduates  from  any  secondary  school  program, 
both  in  college  and  in  industry. 

The  lay  members  of  the  committees  have  made  a comprehensive 
survey  of  the  townspeople  and  have  enlisted  the  aid  of  nearly  one 
hundred  people  who  are  qualified  to  give  demonstrations,  talks,  and 
work  with  individual  students  on  science  projects.  Many  of  those  who 
volunteered  their  assistance  are  now  working  with  students  and 
teachers  on  a variety  of  projects.  This,  we  believe,  is  a most  important 
development  in  science  instruction  and  holds  promise  for  the  future. 

The  mathematic  courses  have  been  studied  carefully  with  sub- 
stantial improvements  made  at  the  high  school  level.  The  course 
in  advanced  mathematical  topics  instituted  a year  ago  in  grade 
eleven  has  now  advanced  into  grade  twelve,  and  those  students  who 
are  capable  of  studying  advanced  algebra  and  calculus  are  given  the 
opportunity.  This  is  one  of  many  attempts  to  provide  for  and  meet 
the  needs  of  the  more  capable  students  in  all  subject  areas.  To  meet 
the  needs  of  technically  inclined  students,  a course  in  engineering 
drawing  was  opened  in  September.  This  is  a more  advanced  course 
than  has  been  offered  previously  to  students  who  possess  the  ability 
and  desire  to  study  more  advanced  engineering  drawing  techniques. 

In  the  areas  of  physical  education,  driver  training  and  instru- 
mental music,  additions  to  the  staff  have  made  it  possible  to  expand 
and  improve  existing  programs.  All  sixteen  year  old  students  are 
now  able  to  take  the  behind-the-wheel  portion  of  the  driver  training 
course.  Instruction  in  instrumental  music  is  being  carried  out  without 
interruption  of  the  academic  program. 

The  course  of  studies  at  Wayland  High  School  is  set  forth  below. 
It  is  designed  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  leading  colleges. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  English  is  a required  subject  at  each  grade 
level  and  that  three  years  of  history  and  two  years  of  mathematics 
are  required  of  each  student  for  graduation.  Latin  as  stated  pre- 
viously, is  offered  for  those  capable  students  in  the  8th  grade  who 
wish  to  accelerate  their  academic  program. 

The  Superintendent  expresses  deep  appreciation  to  the  School 
Committee  for  the  many  hours  given  to  the  study  and  consideration 
of  vital  educational  issues  which  have  been  brought  before  the  Com- 
mittee during  the  past  year.  The  improvements  in  the  educational 
program  outlined  above  were  the  results  of  your  actions  and  support.
